REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Boston, February 1, 1913. 
Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
~ Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with the ordinances, the Trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following 
report of its condition for the year ending January 31, 
1913. This is the forty-ninth annual report of the 
Hospital Department, which consists of the main 
hospital, the South Department for infectious diseases, 
the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the East Boston 
Relief Station and the Convalescent Home in Dor- 
chester. 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 6, 1912, 
by the election of Mr. A. Shuman as president and 
Mr. Joseph P. Manning as secretary. 

In April, 1912, Francis J. Keany, M. D., was reap- 
pointed a trustee for the term ending April 30, 1917. 
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EXPENDITURES. 


The entire expenditures for all departments of the 
hospital for maintenance during the fiscal year were 
$587,434.31. Of the amount spent for maintenance, 
$395,516.28 was expended upon the hospital proper 
(including X-Ray Clinic, $1,115.03); $21,325.28 on. 
account of the nine Out-Patient Departments; $105,— 
009.22 on account of the South Department; $36,123.80 
on account of the Haymarket Square Relief Station: 
$18,301.80 on account of the East Boston Relief 
Station: $11,158.43 for the Convalescent Home. Of the 
total amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$11,974.47, $7,543.92 is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures, $119.74 in the Out-Patient Department, 
$4,191.07 in the South Department and $119.74 in the 
Haymarket Square Relief Station expenditures. Of the 
total amount spent on the X-Ray Laboratory and 
Photographic Department, including Evening Clinic, 
$10,624.61, $6,374.83 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $4,249.88 to the Out-Patient Department. The 
total amount spent in determining the settlement of 
nonpaying patients, $526.46, is divided evenly between 
the hospital proper and the South Department. 

From the amount expended for the main hospital, 
including the South Department, $497,431.50, there 
should be added the difference in the amount of stock 
on hand February 1, 1913, which was $904 less than 
on January 31, 1912, making the total amount properly 
chargeable as the expenditures for maintenance of the 
main hospital for the year $498,335.50. (See Table 
No. 2 in the superintendent’s report.) This sum was 
expended for 38,281 weeks’ board of patients, at a cost 
per capita of $13.02, but if we deduct the money col- 
lected for paying patients, interest on trust funds and 
other income, the net cost to the city per capita per 
week was $10.08. The cost of subsistence supplies 
was $141,551.75; the total weeks’ board for an average 
of 1,822 persons was 69,104. This gives a cost per person 
for uncooked food supplies of $2.05 per week, or $0.292 
per day. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year there was collected for the care and 
treatment of patients of all classes the sum of $111,112.49, 
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itemized as follows: There was received from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for the board of patients 
at hospital proper, $29,596.06; at the South Department, 
$1,023; from various cities’ and towns, for hospital 
proper, $24,512.74; collected at the superintendent’s 
office, on account of private room and ward-paying 
patients, $23,350.87, of which $1,806.64 was from 
insurance cases; for board of paying patients at the 
South Department, $2,609.87; for the board of patients 
at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, $757.13, of 
which $83.86 was received from insurance cases; for the 
board of patients at the East Boston Relief Station, 
$255.30, $9 of this being from insurance cases. There 
has also been collected for the hospital, by the Board 
of Health, for the care of infectious cases at the South 
Department, and paid to the City Collector, the 
additional sum of $29,007.52. 

The following is a tabular statement of the income 
from paying patients.

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City HosprraLt FIREPROOFING. 


The work on the various contracts begun in 1911 has 
been finished and the final payments have all been made. 
The new generator, switch board and engine are all in 
use in the remodeled power house. 


IMPROVEMENT OF MORTUARY. 


In March, 1912, a contract of $28,032 was made with 
J. E. Locatelli Company, Inc., for enlargement of the 
Mortuary Building. This work is completed at the 
present time. A contract of $4,094 was made in April, 
1912, with the Bay State Construction and Supply 
Company for a new refrigerating plant in the enlarged 
Mortuary Building, and this has been installed and final 
payment made. A contract of $1,300 was made in 
June, 1912, with F. 8. Payne for an elevator, work upon 
which is completed and final payment made. 

The gradual increase in the number of patients at the 
~ Boston City Hospital and the fact that the Medical 
Examiner of the Southern District of Suffolk County 
uses a part of this mortuary, rendered this enlargement 
imperative. It must be borne in mind that many people 
in Suffolk County die without being identified, and ~ 
therefore it is important that the refrigerating plant 
should be large enough to keep the remains until they 
are properly identified. This refrigerating plant so 
far has served an exceptionally good purpose. During 
the extremely warm weather in 1911 there was a great 
deal of trouble in properly keeping the remains of in- 
fdividuals who had died suddenly from heat stroke. 
During the past year no such trouble has arisen. The 
mortuary at the present time is sufficiently large to 
supply all needs. In addition to this the Medical 
Examiner has an autopsy room devoted entirely to his 
special use. The importance of a special department 
for the Medical Examiner, taking into account the 
necessity of properly performing a great many medico- 
legal autopsies, is very great. The trustees feel that 
now the accommodations, as far as this department is 
concerned, are satisfactory. 


MECHANICAL STOKERS. 
In August, 1912, a contract of $10,000 was made 
with the Murphy Iron Works for the installation of 
automatic stokers, without the formality of advertising 
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for bids. The trustees considered this matter very care- 
fully. It was a question whether Murphy stokers or 
Taylor stokers should be installed; but after carefully 
reading the reports of the Navy Department, after 
visiting various plants where these stokers were in 
operation, and after consulting several engineers regard- 
ing the matter, the trustees decided to install Murphy 
stokers. Previous to this time constant complaints 
had been made regarding the amount of smoke emanating 
from the chimney of the power house. Since these 
stokers have been introduced no complaint has been 
received. <A careful observation of the chimney shows 
that no dense smoke issues from it at any time, no 
matter how much coal may be used. 

The older boilers, of which there are four, have been 
equipped with Kilgore furnaces, so that at the present 
time all the boilers in the- power plant of the Boston 
City Hospital are equipped with apparatuses that will 
obviate all danger of complaint from the smoke inspector. 
It must be borne in mind that the boilers in the power 
house supply a great deal of steam. Not only do they 
heat the entire plant at the hospital proper but also at 
the South Department, and in addition they furnish 
electricity not only for lighting but for the refrigerating 
plant at the mortuary, as well as in the kitchen. 


HospitaAL AMBULANCES. 


The three auto ambulances for which contract was 
made in December, 1911, with the Autocar Company, 
have been delivered and are giving satisfaction, greatly 
improving the efficiency of this service. At the present 
time there are four auto ambulances in use at the Boston 
City Hospital. It is the object and aim of the trustees 
to eventually do away with all the horse ambulances, 
although at the present time at the Haymarket Square 
Relief Station two horse ambulances are in use. The 
advantages of the auto ambulance are very great. In 
the first place, the time in which the different runs are 
made is reduced to a minimum. Second, patients 
arrive at the hospital in better condition when coming 
in an auto ambulance than when coming in an old 
fashioned horse ambulance. So far as the question of 
economy is concerned, auto ambulances are more 
expensive than horse ambulances, but they are more 
efficient and do better work. 
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On page 29 will be found the cost of the ambulance 
service for a number of years. 


RoBERT TREAT PAINE ESTATE. 


In December, 1910, the estate on Massachusetts 
avenue and Northampton street was purchased from the 
heirs of Robert Treat Paine. This land was bought in 
order to enlarge the South Department, which in pre- 
vious years has been very much overcrowded. ‘The 
necessity of these new buildings is very great, for the 
accommodations in case of an outbreak of scarlet fever 
and diphtheria are not adequate. Several communica- 
tions have been sent to your Honor and the City Council 
requesting an appropriation of $297,800 for the erection 
of new buildings. 

Revenue from this estate to the amount of $1,254.33 
has been turned in to the City Collector, which is to be 
used to defray the interest on the loan. 


HospirtaL RENOVATIONS. 


The usual amount of carpenter work and painting 
has been done during the year. Many of the wards 
have been retouched and painted. The iron and wooden 
furniture has been painted and the usual repairs on 
doors and windows have been done-during the year. 


SPECIAL TRAINING FOR ORDERLIES. 


During the year the training school for male nurses, 
which was established during the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1912, has been in active operation. The 
instruction has been practically the same as that given 
in the training school for female nurses. It is hoped 
that by this advance in the course of training for male 
nurses the hospital will be able to graduate well trained, 
intelligent young men who intend to make nursing a 
profession. The necessity of well-educated male nurses, 
not only in hospital work but in private nursing, cannot 
be overestimated. Much advancement has been made 
along this line during the past year, and it is the object 
and aim of the trustees to continue this work. 


SoutH DEPARTMENT. 


The expenditure upon this department has been 
$105,009.22. If to this is added the difference in the

amount of stock on hand at the beginning and close 
of the year, which was $808 less at the end of the year, 
it would give $105,817.22 as the amount properly 
chargeable to maintenance. This sum was expended 
upon 2,114 patients, and, divided by 9,474 weeks’ 
board, gives $11.20 as the per capita cost per week; 
but if we deduct the money collected for paying patients 
and other income (for detail of revenue see table on 
page 68) the net cost to the city per capita per week 
was $7.70. The cost of subsistence .supplies was 
$25,773.02. The total weeks’ board for an average 
of 305 persons was 15,940. This gives a cost per person 
for uncooked food supplies of $1.62 or 234 cents per day. 
This very small average cost is explained by the fact 
that 86 per cent of the patients are children. There 
will be found on pages 50 to 52 a detailed account of the 
expenditures of this department in the various sub- 
divisions, which are kept on the same general plan as 
the hospital proper. 

During the eighteen years that the department has 
been in operation, 43,248 patients have been received, 
nearly all ill with an infectious disease. 

The report of the Advisory Board of the South 
Department may be of interest, and therefore it is given 
in full. From this report it will be seen that the Advisory 
Staff fully appreciate the importance of enlarged 
accommodations at the South Department, and in 
the report they give explicit, definite and cogent reasons 
for this enlargement. 


To the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital: 


GENTLEMEN,— In accordance with the rules of your 
honorable body the Advisory Committee of the South 
Department of the hospital submits the following 
report for the year ending January 1, 1913. 

The number of patients admitted to this department 
has been lower than usual by reason of the fact that 
there has been less communicable disease in the city. 
Until within a month there has been no crowding of 
the department and as a consequence the work has been 
better done, the standard of service to the patients has 
been higher and cross-infection, that bane of all con- 
tagious hospitals, has been materially diminished. 

Seventeen patients having more than one contagious 
disease were admitted ‘during the year. Previous to

December forty cases developed a second contagious 
disease after admission. The unusually small number 
of cases of cross-infection must be ascribed to the 
absence of crowding of the wards and the consequent 
facility in properly distributing patients, thus affording 
each one more air space than is possible under opposite 
conditions. 

The work in the South Department in conjunction 
with that in the Pathological Department during the 
past year has especial interest from the fact that an 
important discovery has been made therein in relation 
to whooping cough, which it is hoped and expected 
will lead to the production of a vaccine or antitoxine 
for the prevention and cure of that distressing and at 
times dangerous affection, similar to that which has 
proved so efficient in diphtheria. 

The work of Dr. F. B. Mallory and his assistants, 
Drs. A. A. Hornor and F. F. Henderson, marks an epoch 
in the investigation of the lesions of whooping cough. 
Through experiments upon dogs and rabbits in our 
laboratory and autopsies made upon children dying 
from this disease in our wards, these gentlemen have 
discovered the lesions, 7. e., the injuries produced by the | 
germs or bacilli of this disease upon the lining of the air 
passages, that give rise to the persistent, spasmodic 
cough and the whoop so peculiar to this tedious and 
troublesome affection. These germs are very irritating 
and produce the secretion of a sticky, stringy mucus 
which clogs the bronchial tubes and is dislodged with 
difficulty. They are always present in this disease. 
They have been communicated from one animal to 
another by Dr. Mallory in a manner that proves con- 
clusively that they are the cause of the disease. 

In the words of the ‘Boston Medical and Surgical 
Journal,” ‘“‘Such a piece of research, logically and 
successfully carried on to completion, is not only a 
credit to its authors and to the Boston profession, but 
it is a valuable and beneficent contribution to the 
progress of medical science in the knowledge and control 
of human disease, suffering and death.” | 

Another very important work that has been earried 
on in the South Department for the past four years is 
the so-called Van Noorden treatment of scarlet fever, 
- which has for its object the avoidance of a most serious 
complication of that disease, uremia, a peculiar form 
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of blood poisoning not infrequently attended by con- 
vulsions and terminating in Bright’s disease and death. 

Professor Van Noorden visited the South Department 
last autumn and expressed himself as being greatly 
interested in this work, which had been carried on here 
so successfully in accordance with the teachings so ably 
presented by this distinguished authority. The follow- 
ing is taken from the report of the efficient and enter- 
prising Physician-in-Chief of the South Department, 
Dr. Edwin H. Place: ‘‘In the past four years of this 
treatment at the South Department there have been 
no deaths from nephritis and no case of uremia in 
patients free from nephritis (disease of the kidneys) 
on entrance.” 

Doctor Floyd has taken blood cultures from forty- 
six cases of scarlet fever and streptococci were found 
in about 15 per cent. This is part of the work outlined 
by Doctor Wolbach on the etiology of scarlet fever. 
This work is being continued. The cultures thus 
secured are being prepared for a vaccine and will soon 
be used for immunizing nurses. 

The hospital has used its wards as usual for the 
instruction of medical students. This is one of the 
important functions of the hospital from the public 
health standpoint. If better results are to be secured 
in these diseases, physicians must be better prepared to — 
diagnose and treat them. 

In an analysis of diphtheria deaths of the past year, 
fully one-third were found to have occurred in cases to 
which physicians were called during the first two days 
of the disease and there was a delay in treatment of 
from one to ten days. From the hospital experience of 
no mortality under such conditions, we have a right to 
believe that all these cases could have been saved by 
the prompt use of antitoxin. 

Emphasis must again be put on the need of improved 
facilities in this hospital to enable us to accomplish 
results of which we will not be ashamed. These needs 
have been itemized previously and have to do with 
isolation and disinfection, the especial points in contag- 
ious hospital work. 

The importance of autopsies is well illustrated by 
Doctor Mallory’s work in discovering the lesions in 
whooping cough. Had it not been for the autopsies 
made upon the two children dying in this hospital with 
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that disease, his work would have been incomplete and 
therefore inconclusive. It is much to be regretted that 
more autopsies cannot be obtained here as a great deal 
is to be learned from them which would be of advantage 
to the living. 

It appears that one obstacle to obtain autopsies here 
rests with the undertakers, who are in such haste to 
obtain the bodies that there is no time in which to 
make examinations. The practice of embalming as 
carried on at present is expensive and in many instances 
it is unnecessary. The money of the poor could be 
much more wisely expended for the comfort of the liv- 
ing. More autopsies and less embalming would result 
in much greater benefit to the community. 

The excellent results shown the past year in this 
department in eliminating cross-infections furnish a 
strong argument in favor of the enlargement of our 
present accommodations for the care of contagious 
affections. It is bad enough for these unfortunate 
people to contract contagious diseases outside the hos- 
pital. It is infinitely worse for them to contract other 
and perhaps more serious ones at the hands of their 
would-be benefactors. Especially so when by proper — 
precautions the infections can be prevented. 

The city owns the land adjacent to the South Depart- 
ment. Instead of ‘‘boarding out” the overflow of our 
patients it would seem far more sensible and business- 
like to improve our facilities by erecting new buildings 
at once. The welfare of the public demands such action. 
It is more than doubtful if the city will ever be any 
better prepared to incur this expense than it is at 
present. For these and other reasons the Advisory 
Committee, in behalf of the Medical Staff, most earn- 
estly recommend and urge the immediate erection of 
suitable buildings to accommodate the ever increasing 
unfortunate victims of contagious disease.

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SURGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following is an extract from the report of the 
Senior Surgeon: 

The number of surgical patients treated in the wards 
of the hospital was much larger in the year 1912 than 
in the year 1911. The number of surgical operations 
performed in 1912 was also much larger than in 1911. 
The number of surgical out-patients treated was about 
the same in these two years. 

It is generally considered that conditions on the 
operating floor of the hospital are now improved. The 
facilities have been increased and there is better organi- 
zation, the result being that more work and _ better 
work can be done, and is done, by the nurses and 
orderlies on duty there. 

The providing of suitable dressing rooms for the 
surgeons, the installation of a telephone’ service on 
the operating floor, the improvement in the care of the 
instruments, add much to the efficiency of the surgical 
force. 


MerpicaL DEPARTMENT. 


There has been an increase in the number of patients 
treated in the medical services. The importance of the 
isolation of typhoid fever patients is steadily increasing. 
The necessity of special wards for the treatment of 
typhoid fever patients is a very great need. In all the 
larger hospitals at the present time typhoid fever 
patients are being isolated, but owing to the great 
number of patients it has been impossible to carry this 
out at the Boston City Hospital, except to a limited 
degree. The increasing number of patients ill with 
tuberculosis demands special wards for these patients. 
In other words enlarged facilities are demanded for the 
proper classification of the different kinds of diseases. 
Proper classification of different diseases is one of the 
most important things in hospital management. 


GYN ZCOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


During the year the Gynecological Department has 
done a large amount of work in a way to merit warm 
approval. The out-patient service does a vast amount 
of good to the poor women of Boston, and affords one 
of the best clinics in New England. The service in the 
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hospital continues to command the confidence and 
respect of the general practitioners of the municipality. 
The Boston City Hospital has a gynecological service 
which compares most favorably with similar depart- 
ments elsewhere. The fidelity and zeal with which the 
junior members of the department have devoted them- 
, selves to the emergency work is to be especially com- 
mended. At all hours of the night, and out of the 
regular morning hours, emergency calls have received 
most faithful attention. No accident or emergency 
service is better cared for. 

During the year there has been received an increased 
number of cases of pathological obstetrics. Theoretically 
the hospital is not supposed to care for such cases; 
but it can hardly refuse urgent cases of hemorrhage, 
convulsions and other pathological obstetric emergencies 
which cannot be admitted to other special clinics. These 
cases have received able care, for all the members of 
the department staff are well-trained obstetricians. 
This work is likely to increase, and the time is not 
distant when the trustees will find themselves obliged 
to consider the establishment of an obstetric ward for. 
the Gynecological Service. 

The completion of the glazed bridge connecting 
Wards S and H has greatly promoted the successful 
work of the department. It is gratifying to the trustees 
to know that Doctor Young has shown, in an able 
paper, that the mortality of puerperal infection has 
diminished 20 per cent under the open-air treatment 
made possible by the addition of this facility to our 
equipment. 


NEUROLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Neurological Department since the middle of 
July, 1909, has had a number of beds in the hospital 
wards, and with the passage of time the advantages 
of this plan become more evident. Perhaps the most 
marked gain for the hospital is in the opportunity this 
service gives for the observation of patients with psycho- 
pathies, or confusional or hallucinatory states. In this 
way there is given the opportunity to distinguish the 
various forms of cases, particularly to separate the 
cases due to some toxemia or other temporary causes 
from the more chronic cases, thus preventing the need 
of committing many of these patients to institutions 
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for the insane, and thus saving them from the stigma 
of having been insane, however unreasonable this 
stigma may seem to physicians, and also avoiding 
considerable expense for the community for the transfer 
to other institutions of these transitory cases. Another 
advantage of this service has been in the opportunity 
to more carefully observe certain neurological cases 
requiring operation before the operation has been 
finally undertaken, and also for the after care of these 
cases by massage, exercises and such methods which 
ean with difficulty be carried out on the surgical services. 
During the past year two cases of paralysis from tumor 
of the spinal cord have been operated upon successfully, 
one with complete cure and the other nearly complete, 
and other operations have been carried out successfully. 

For scientific purposes, with the codperation of the 
Pathological Department, laboratory tests, such as 
the Wassermann and Noguchi reactions for syphilis 
have been carried out on the blood of all patients, a 
procedure that in time should result in valuable scientific 
information being gained, which will be of use to other 
institutions and to physicians in general. The method 
of treatment for meta-syphilitic diseases of the brain 
and cord introduced by the Rockefeller Institute, by 
injecting the blood serum into the subdural space . 
after the injection of salvarsan, has been tried on a few 
selected cases. 

It has seemed to the physicians in charge of this 
Neurological Service that for many reasons the work 
could be carried on to much greater advantage if a 
special ward could be built, or an old one, such as Ward 
A or E, could be altered to suit the needs of a mixed 
male and female service, and assigned to the use of the 
Neurological Department. 


X-RAY DEPARTMENT. 


The X-Ray Department has continued its work 
during the past year. Dr. Williams, the Physician-in 
Charge, says: 

The work of the X-Ray Department is gaining steadily 
in amount and in importance to the hospital, and another 
transformer is already needed. More than _ 10,000 
X-ray negatives were made last year, and the problem 
of storage room for them is now an embarrassing one. 
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On the recommendation of the X-Ray Department, 
approved by the Visiting Physicians and the Senior 
Staff, the trustees established a clinic for precautionary 
X-ray examinations, which was opened on November 1, 
1912. Such a clinic differs from the usual hospital 
one in that the patients are examined only and referred 
to other institutions for treatment. ‘The hours are in 
the late afternoon for the convenience of working people. 
The clinic has already been fully as successful in regard 
to the numbers attending it as could be hoped for in a 
new undertaking (more than 200 in less than three 
months), as the community cannot be expected to become 
aware of such an opportunity immediately. Further, 
in the usual medical clinic many patients come to 
report progress or for change of treatment, or the like, 
and do not require much time, but in this case all of the 
patients are new and their examination demands a 
considerable amount of time, therefore the number that 
can be cared for by the present staff will necessarily be 
limited. / 

X-ray examinations give more accurate and some- 
times earlier information than many other methods of 
physical examination and may be helpful either by 
assisting the practitioner to a more definite idea of the 
presence of disease or by demonstrating its absence. 
For example, they may show, as has already happened, 
that a patient whose physician feared he had an aneurism 
of the aorta was free from this fatal disease. No other 
method of examination could have given this assurance 
so emphatically as the one by the X-rays. They are 
also serviceable in determining the size and position of 
the heart, or the condition of the lungs, especially in 
early cases of pulmonary tuberculosis. This latter is a 
very common disease, and precautionary X-ray examina- 
tions can aid in its detection at such an early stage that 
the patient will have a shorter and more certain road to 
recovery than without them. X-ray examinations may 
likewise be of value in suggesting the absence of pul- 
monary tuberculosis when its presence is suspected or 
feared. In such cases the relief to the patient’s mind is 
not easily described. 

Dropping the humanitarian and looking at the mon- 
etary side for a moment, since to save the life of 
even one adult is estimated to be worth some thousands 
of dollars to the community, it is obvious that this clinic 
is an excellent investment for the city.

DEPARTMENT FOR VACCINE AND SERUM THERAPY. 


The work in this department has been carried on under 
the temporary appointment of Dr. George P. Sanborn, 
but the subject assumed such importance that the staff 
was called upon to define the nature and scope of the 
work more fully, so as to enable the trustees shortly 
to place the department upon a permanent basis, 
should they so desire. In this department 2,800 visits 
of out-patients have been made, and 148 nurses have 
been immunized against typhoid fever. The immuni- 
zation of the nurses has been voluntary. The work in 
this line in the United States Army has been productive 
of marked diminution in the cases of typhoid fever 
occurring in the army. In other hospitals this work 
has also been carried on, so far as the nurses are con- 
cerned, with very gratifying results. While the trustees 
do not feel that this ought to be compulsory, they are 
of the opinion that immunization of nurses will be a 
very important factor in lessening the incidence of 
typhoid fever among persons exposed to this disease 
in the line of their duty. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The routine work in the Pathological Laboratory has 
continued about the same as in previous years. The 
number of post-mortem examinations dropped to 103, 
the lowest number recorded during the past sixteen 
years. On the other hand the number of Wassermann

tests for syphilis has more than doubled. The method 
has proved of great value to the clinician. 

The publications from the Pathological Laboratory 
have been more numerous than for several years. The 
most important has been the discovery of the essential 
lesion of whooping cough and the cause of the peculiar 
symptoms of that disease. They are due to the presence 
of large numbers of very minute bacilli between the 
cilia of the epithelial cells lining the trachea and bronchi. 
The bacilli by their presence furnish a constant irritation 
which causes spasmodic coughing ending in a violent 
intake of air known as the whoop. At the same time 
the micro-organisms, by sticking the cilia together and 
interfering with their normal movements, prevent the 
removal of inspired foreign bodies and bacteria of various 
sorts, and thus render the lungs more easily invaded. 
It is on this account that whooping cough so often 
terminates fatally as the result of a contaminating 
bronchopneumonia. 

It was also possible to grow the bacillus pertussis 
described by Bordet and Gengou, but not generally 
accepted as the cause of whooping cough, and with 
it produce in puppies and young rabbits the same lesion’ 
as found in man. ‘The work done in the Pathological 
Laboratory has therefore filled in the steps heretofore 
lacking, but necessary, according to the law of Koch, 
for the proof that the bacillus pertussis is the cause of 
whooping cough. The work paves the way for the 
general acceptance of the infectious agent and will 
greatly stimulate a search for an effective remedy for 
the disease. 

A study of all the various kinds of infectious lesions of 
blood vessels, that is, those due to the actual presence 
of bacteria and other infectious agents, was presented 
at one of the Harvey lectures in New York during 
December. The paper was based on a: study of all 
the lesions found at autopsy and obtained in surgical 
material during the past fifteen years. It showed 
conclusively that the peculiar lesions in the heart in 
acute articular rheumatism are of infectious origin as 
are also those found in the rare condition known as 
periarteritis nodosa. 


OutT—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The Out-Patient Department statistics may be found 
on pages 21, 23 and 26 in the superintendent’s report. 
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The number of patients treated in the Out-Patient 
Department during the past year has been 42,309. The 
number of visits was 132,181. 

In the Throat and Aural Departments over 2,000 
adenoid operations have been done. 

Prior to 1912 the Eye Department was overworked 
on account of the large number of school children 
referred for eye examination. Now, however, the 
number of assistants in the department has been 
increased, and the work is well cared for. 

In the latter part of the year the Ophthalmic Depart- 
ment moved into the quarters occupied by the Ear 
Department. Certain radical changes were necessary 
in this department, and these have been made as rapidly 
as was possible considering the condition of the appro- 
priation. At the present time these quarters are 
in use. 

On April 29, 1912, the Ear, Throat and Nose Depart- 
ments were consolidated, and there are now daily 
clinics in this department. The Nose and Throat 
Department is very anxious that there should be a 
special ward assigned to them for the treatment of their 
_ eases. While this would be very desirable, at the 

present time it seems to be impracticable. 


HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF STATION. 


This Relief Station has been in commission eleven 
years. In these eleven years 375,387 patients have 
been treated. The number of patients treated during 
the first year was 20,150, and during the present year 
41,282, a very great increase. These patients received 
43,297 days’ treatment, at an average cost of 84 cents 
per day. 


East Boston RELIEF STATION. 


In the four years that the East Boston Relief Station 
has been in operation 59,414 patients have been treated. 
For the year ending January 31, 1913, 11,962 patients 
were treated. These patients received 29,074 days’ 
treatment, at an average cost of 63 cents per day, as 
against 76 cents for the year 1911-12. 


CONVALESCENT Homr. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 
391, who received 7,954 days’ treatment, at an average 
daily cost of $1.39. 
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HovusE OFFICERS. 


On account of the consolidation of the Aural and 
Laryngological Departments the service of the Aural 
and Ophthalmic House Officer was lengthened to 
eighteen months, each house officer to serve six months 
as ophthalmic and aural externe, six months as ophthal- 
mic house surgeon and aural junior interne and six 
months as aural house surgeon. 


CHANGES IN RULES. 


By the consolidation of the Aural and Throat Depart- 
ments into the Department for Diseases of Ear and 
Throat, the titles of the surgeons in those departments 
were changed, also the hours for treatment of out- 
patients. 

The number of anzsthetists has been increased from - 
two to four. 

The rule was made that all clinical assistants must 
be approved by the trustees. 

The number of hours bodies must be kept after death 
before delivery has been changed from three to five. 

The rules were changed by the installation of the | 
Orthopedic Department and of the Department for 
Physical Therapeutics, also by the establishment of 
evening clinics for precautionary examination of the 
chest in the X-Ray Department; by creation of the 
position of night executive assistant, and by appoint- 
ment of a third ophthalmic and aural house officer.

The main hospital has four subdivisions, the hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Patho- 
logical Department and the X-Ray Laboratory. The 
expenditures for the South Department for infectious 
diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the 
East Boston Relief Station and the Convalescent Home 
are kept in separate tables. 

The expenditures upon the hospital proper and the 
South Department, together, were for the care of 
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15,015 patients in the wards for 267,966 days, or 38,281 
weeks’ board, which makes an average weekly cost of 
$13.02, or a daily cost of $1.86 for patients of all classes. 
The net cost per patient per week to the city was $10.08. 
The cost of uncooked food supplies for all persons, 
including patients and the entire household at the 
hospital proper and South Department, was $141,551.75. 
The average number of patients was 732, of officers and 
employees, including house and nursing staff, 590, or a 
total daily average of 1,322 persons. The number of 
weeks’ board for all persons was 69,104 and the weekly 
cost per person for uncooked food supplies was $2.05, 
or 292 cents per day. 

The annual cost of the main hospital and that of the 
South Department are kept separately, in order to know 
the comparative costs and for the proper financing of 
the heaviest expenditures of the Hospital Department. 
But, practically, both divisions are for patients suffering 
with acute illnesses, and separated for purely hygienic 
rather than for financial reasons. Considered from 
this point of view, as a part of one whole, the cost is 
as follows: 

The average weekly expenditure per patient in the hos- 
pital proper was $13.65; the South Department was 
$11.20, or an average of $13.02 for each patient in the 
two departments. After deducting the income received 
on account of paying patients, the cost was reduced in 
the main hospital to $10.85, at the South Department to 
$7.70, or for both departments together an average 
weekly per capita for each patient of $10.08, which 
accurately represents what each patient cost the city. 
No account is made in this computation of either the 
Out-Patient Departments, Convalescent Home or the 
Relief Stations. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department 
have been $587,434.31, but the net cost to the city for 
maintaining the main hospital was only $384,958.71. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital 
proper on any one day was 651, as against 618 in the 
previous year. The minimum number was 449, in 
comparison with 408 for the previous year. The daily 
average during the year was 551, and the average length 
of stay was 15,% days. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient 
Departments 42,309 patients, at a cost of $24,055.28. 
Other statistics may be found elsewhere, including 
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the number of out-patients, number of their visits, 
rate of mortality, work of ambulances, census of days’ 
board for all persons, the nativity of patients admitted 
and physical condition of patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1912, 
to January 31, 1913, was 1,460. This does not include 
the statistics of the South Department, but only the 
main hospital. 


Of the deaths, there occurred within 48 


hours of admission . 644, or 4,%,; per cent.

the rate of mortality for the year ending January 31, 19138. 


This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring 
within forty-eight hours of admission (544) were 37.26 
per cent of the whole number of deaths (1,460). | 

During the year 12,901 patients were treated in the 
wards, 42,309 as out-patients, 391 at the Convalescent 
Home, 2,114 at the South Department; at the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station 1,257 were treated in the 
wards and 40,025 as out-patients, and at the East 
Boston Relief Station 341 were treated in the wards 
and 11,621 as out-patients,—a total of 110,959 who 
have received the benefits of the hospital in all depart- 
ments. 

During the year 15,185 persons applied for admission 
at the main hospital. Of this number 12,303 were 
admitted and 2,882 were rejected, the latter being 675 
more than last year. The number rejected was 19 per 
cent of all persons applying, and the causes of rejection 
appear in the table of applicants not admitted, on page 
28. Of the number applying 818 either changed their 
minds or were admitted later; of these 82 were received 
within three days after application and 9 admitted still 
later. There were 166 applicants rejected for want 
of vacant beds, but of these 26 were admitted later. 
There were 894 of these applicants who could be treated 
more properly in the various out-patient services 
without the additional cost of receiving them in the 
wards. Admission was denied to 570 for lack of informa- 
tion that they were suitable cases; of these 192 were 
received within three days after application and 8 were 
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admitted later; and 421 were rejected as apparently 
incurable or unsuitable for treatment here. Various 
other causes of rejection appear in the tabulated form 
on page 28. 


South Department.— The total expenditure for the 
South Department was $105,009.22, against $107,095.75 
for the previous year, and, allowing for the difference 
in stock at the beginning and close of the year, the sum 
of $105,817.22 represents the cost of maintenance for 
the fiscal year. The per capita weekly cost at the South 
Department was $11.20. 


Out-Patient Services.— The cost of maintenance in 
the various out-patient services was $24,055.28. 


Convalescent Home.— The cost of maintenance for the 
Convalescent Home was $11,082.48. The daily aver- 
age was 21,4, patients, and the average lee cost 
$9.73.

Thirty-six nurses graduated during the year, making 
a total of 1,122 since the school was organized. 

During the year forty-three pupils from affiliated 
schools have completed courses of from three to six 
months and ten graduate nurses have completed post 
graduate work. Ninety-one probationers have entered 
during the year and six probationers were readmitted. 
Forty-seven nurses’ have completed their obstetrical 
training and eleven are now taking that course. 

The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have 
given 357 class recitations at the hospital proper and 150 
at the South Department. The instructor of proba- 
tioners and her assistant have held daily demonstra- 
tions and drills in the practice room and class instruction 
in the school room. ; 

The school has received twenty-nine lectures on 
Friday afternoons from members of the medical, surgi- 
cal, neurological, gynecological and pathological staffs. 
The senior pupils have attended six medical clinics held 
by Dr. Elliott P. Joslin, six surgical clinics held by Dr. 
David D. Scannell, eight gynecological clinics held by 
Dr. Ernest B. Young and six bacteriological clinics held 
by Dr. Alexander M. Burgess. The house surgeons held 
four practical bandaging classes following Dr. John B. 
Blake’s lecture on ‘‘ Bandaging.’”’ 

Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill has given sixty-two lessons 
in massage to classes of four pupils each. 

The dietitian has given fifty lessons in cooking to the 
senior nurses and to the probationers. 

The fourth public graduating exercises of the Train- 
ing School for Nurses were held in the amphitheater on 
May 24, 1912. Dr. Charles M. Green addressed the 
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graduating class. The diplomas were presented by 
the superintendent, Dr. John H. McCollom. Following 
this a reception was held in the Vose House. 


CHANGES IN EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The following changes have occurred in the Patho- 
logical Department: Alexander M. Burgess, M. D., 
First Assistant in Pathology, resigned July 15. Richard 
S. Austin, M. D., Second Assistant in Pathology, was 
then made First Assistant, and L. Whittington Gorham, 
M. D., was appointed Second Assistant in Pathology. 

In June, Loring B. Packard, M. D., Resident Surgeon 
at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, resigned to 
become Superintendent of the Brockton City Hospital, 
and William J. Brickley, M. D., Assistant Resident 
Surgeon, was promoted to fill the vacancy. Francis 
T. Jantzen, M. D., Assistant Resident Surgeon at the 
East Boston Relief Station, was then transferred to 
the Haymarket Square Relief Station as Assistant 
Resident Surgeon, and Daniel J. Hurley, M. D., was 
appointed Assistant Resident Surgeon at the East 
Boston Relief Station, to go on duty September 1. In 
December, Dr. Hurley resigned and Joseph J. Hegarty, 
M. D., was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

At the East Boston Relief Station, Miss Anna L. 
Gibson, Matron, resigned in February, and Miss Emma 
G. Cunningham was appointed to the position. 

Miss Lillian Reichert, Day Supervisor of Nurses at 
the South Department, resigned in March, and Miss 
Ella C. Daley has been appointed to succeed her. 


I wish to express my heartfelt appreciation of the 
watchful codperation of the heads of departments 
during the year. The cordial relations existing between 
the Staff and the Executive Department have been 
continued during the past year, which is a cause for 
congratulation.

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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The trustees of the Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, the fourth 
organized in the United States, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a sys- 
tematic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the trustees of 
the hospital, like all other departments of the hospital 
service. The Superintendent of the hospital has the 
general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
its course of work and study, lectures and discipline. 
The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also the instruction and management 
of the nurses in the Training School. All female nurses 
in the hospital must be connected with the school. 

The hospital in all its departments contains 1,061 
beds for patients as follows: 


Main Hospital . 658

The number and variety of cases in each department 
afford ample material for observation and instruction. 
The course requires three years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, 
aural and gynecological nursing, also the nursing of 
children, and infectious diseases and of emergency 
surgical work. There are no maternity wards connected 
with the hospital, but a course in maternity nursing 
has been provided at maternity hospitals elsewhere, 
without extra cost to the nurse. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
one to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
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and should send with their application a certificate 
from a physician certifying to the fact. They should 
also send a brief personal history, and give the names 
and addresses of three responsible persons, not of their 
own kin, preferably their last employer, if any, or busi- 
ness men of their acquaintance, who know of their good 
character and capabilities. Upon the-recommendation 
of the Superintendent of the Hospital and Superin- 
tendent of Nurses, they will be received for three months 
on probation. The fitness of candidates for the training 
and work, and the propriety of retaining or dismissing 
them, will be determined by the authorities in charge 
of the school, under the direction of the trustees. An 
entrance examination is given to all candidates before or 
during the term of probation. The examination is in 
simple arithmetic, English composition, and writing from 
dictation, etc., and is in no sense so severe as to prevent 
anyone who is capable of undertaking the work of a 
trained nurse from so doing. The Superintendent of 
Nurses will have a personal interview with candidates 
for the school on Tuesdays from ten to twelve o’clock. 

At the end of: the second month candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and 
enter upon the regular course of training, but such can- 
didates are not permitted to join the school formally 
until the end of the third month, when, if accepted, 
they sign an agreement to complete the prescribed 
course of three years, and to conform to all rules. At 
the end of the first six months the record and work of 
each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her fitness to 
make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by the 
authorities of the hospital to terminate then, or at any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the 
school, for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatis- 
factory record, or for any other reason which may be 
deemed sufficient. 

The nurses in the Training School (including pro- 
bationers) reside at the three nurses’ homes connected 
with the hospital. These houses are attractive and 
homelike, and have the best of conditions necessary to 
good health and personal hygiene, while recreation and 
amusement, necessary to a wholesome life, have been 
considered in the music room, library and reception 
rooms provided. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate 
charge of the Training School, under the authority of 
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the Superintendent of the Hospital and of the trustees, 
and the nurses are subject to the rules of the hospital, 
like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, 
the making of beds, changing bed and body linen, man- 
aging of helpless patients in bed, etc., giving baths, 
keeping patients warm or cool, prevention or dressing 
of bed sores, and proper management of the patient 
under various conditions, with different diseases or 
injuries; the making and applying of bandages and 
rollers, preparation of splints, application and manage- 
ment of surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations 
and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds, 
and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching and sub- 
sequent treatment, the administering of enemata, and 
the use of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emer- 
gencies occurring in hospital and private nursing, as 
well as in the accidents of ordinary life. They are 
also given lessons in massage by.a professional instruc- 
tor. There is a systematic course of training in cookery 
for the sick, the serving of food and delicacies in the 
proper manner, and the feeding of helpless patients, 
or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods ° 
of supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick 
rooms in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick 
rooms for the best good and comfort of the patient; in 
keeping all utensils and appliances perfectly clean and 
disinfected; in making accurate observations of the 
pulse, temperature, respiration, expectorations, the secre- 
tions, state of the skin and eruptions; of mental condi- 
tion as to delirium, stupor, shock, ete.; of the condition 
as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants and 
medicines; the behavior of wounds and the after-treat- 
ment in surgical operations; and in the managing of 
convalescents. Nurses are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurses’ 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The three years’ course of training includes a pre- 
paratory course of three months under a_ special 
instructor, followed by a fixed course of instruction 
from manuals and text books, mainly given by the 
Superintendent of Nurses, the assistant superintendents 
of nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lectures and 
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demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are given 
at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of the 
hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models 
is considerable, the main reliance is upon accurate 
daily drill in the wards, operating rooms, and other 
departments of the hospital. Examinations, both oral 
and written, are held from time to time by the authori- 
ties of the school, and nurses will not be graduated unless 
they attain, on critical marking, at least 70 per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, Out-Patient Departments of 
the hospital, and the two Relief Stations. They are 
given eight months’ training in medical wards, eight 
months in surgical wards, six months in contagious 
wards, four months in gynecological wards, four months 
in a maternity hospital and from three to six months 
elective. No class recitations or lectures are given 
between July 1 and October 1 except to the probation 
class. 

Probationers are not paid during their first two 
months, but for the remaining ten months of the first 
year they receive $5 a month, for the second year $8.33 a 
month, and for the third year $12.50 a month while on 
duty in the hospital, to pay for the expenses of their 
uniform, personal clothing and other minor require- 
ments. 

While on duty in a maternity hospital they will receive 
the allowance provided by the hospital to which they 
are assigned. This sum is in nowise intended as wages, 
it being considered that their education during this 
time is a full equivalent for their services. When the 
term of three years is completed the nurses receive, if 
they pass all the examinations, and are otherwise satis- 
factory, a diploma certifying to the regular course of 
training and practice, and are then permitted to wear 
the graduate’s badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the 
hospital as head nurses, with opportunities of promotion 
here or in other hospitals. Graduate head nurses who 
prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after a term 
of private nursing, are given post-graduate instructions 
in ward management, hospital housekeeping and minor 
administration, fitting them to fill positions of trust in 
hospitals or other institutions. 
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The school year has no fixed date, but accepted 
candidates are, as a rule, received in classes beginning 
every three months. Those desiring to enter with less 
delay can sometimes anticipate a fixed date by placing 
themselves on the emergency list. When coming to the 
hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham calico dresses, made plainly; 
eight large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, two 
yards wide, meeting in the back, with bibs, without 
straps, plain at the top and gathered slightly at the bot- 
tom, two pearl studs on the band, two inches wide, 
with hem at bottom five inches in depth, and two inches 
from the bottom of the dress; two bags for soiled clothes; 
one pair of scissors, a pin-ball, and a plain napkin ring 
with nurse’s name; a good supply of plain underclothing 
—every article to be distinctly marked with pen and 
indelible ink, with the owner’s name. Twenty-one 
pieces are allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots that will 
be purchased on prescription of our orthopedic surgeon, 
after coming to the hospital. If the teeth are out of 
order in any way, they must receive attention before 
coming for the probationary month. Nurses are 
required to wear the training school uniform after 
they join the school. Material for dresses will be sold 
at cost price; caps are furnished at a nominal price. 
Probationers should come prepared, on acceptance, to 
expend about $20 for uniforms, books and other needful 
expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from six to 
twelve hours between the hours of 7 a. m. and 8 p. m.; 
for night nurses, from 8 p. m. to 7 a. m. No nurse is 
required to do both day and night duty on the same 
day, except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day 
duty is allowed one hour after 1.30 o’clock p. m. for 
rest and recreation; one-half day, after 1.30 p. m., each 
week, and four hours on Sunday. Two weeks’ vacation 
with pay is allowed each year, and one week without 
pay as leave of absence during the third year. If nurses 
are sick they are cared for in the hospital, but pay is 
stopped, except for illness or injury received in the line 
of duty. Pupils may be expected to have a percentage 
of any considerable time lost by illness or absence added 
to their three years, at the discretion of the management. 
Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed from 
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9 a. m. until 4 p. m. Nurses may be called upon for 
six months’ regular night duty during the three years’ 
training, besides ‘‘special cases’”’ to a limited number. 


COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


I. PROBATIONERS’ COURSE. 


The first week the probation class meets in the practice 
room daily for practical instruction, in the making of 
beds, including the use of bed rests, cradles, ete. 

The care of rooms, sweeping and dusting. 

Care of set bowls, wall stands and utensils. 

Care of linen rooms, the folding of linen. 

The use of hot and cold applications, including the 
making of fomentations and poultices. 

The care of rubber goods. 

The making of surgical supplies, pads, sponges, tam- 
pons, ete. 

The use of slings, binders and supports. 

During this time the class is instructed in the use 
of antiseptics, disinfectants and deodorants, and the 
preparation of solutions. 

Tables of weights and measures. 

The use of abbreviations and symbols. 

The principles of ventilation. 

The temperature of the body. Heat production and 
radiation. 

The use of the clinical thermometer and charts. 

The giving of baths, care of the back, mouth, etc. 

From the seventh (7th) to the tenth (10th) day allowed 
to go to the wards, make beds, sweep, dust and fold linen 
(hours from 7 to 10.30 a. m.). 

The tenth (10th) day assigned to wards for regular 
duty, and during the remaining weeks of the probation 
course three hours each day will be devoted to class and 
practice room work, with one additional hour for 
recreation. !

’ List oF LECTURES AND SUBJECTS. 


A lecture is given to the Training School on Fridays, 
at 4 p. m., in the Operating Amphitheater, by a member 
of the Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between 
September 15 and June 30. The following are among 
the lectures given at various periods during the training: 


Three.— Theory of wounds: Modes of healing, granulations, 
ulcers, cellulitis, suppuration, sloughs, erysipelas, pyszemia, 
gangrene, sepsis, etc. (with stereopticon). 

Six.— Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: Maicro- 
organisms; general distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary 
consideration of pathogenic and non-pathogenic micro-organ- 
isms. Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.— Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, etc. 

One.— Fractures: Varieties, preparation and care of splints 
and apparatus for treatment, management of cases, etc. 
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_Three.— Medicines: Avenues of taking; preparation of 
doses; classes of internal and external poisons; cautions; 
hospital formule. 

One.— Nursing in fevers: Theory of fever, symptoms and 
course of, different plans of treatment, nurses’ duties as to 
symptoms, bed, clothing, secretions, baths, food and manage- 
ment of cases. 

Four.— Infectious fevers, especially diphtheria and scarlet 
fever: Symptoms and course of disease; complications; infec- 
tion and contagion; special nursing in croup, laryngitis, 
tracheotomy, intubation, etc.; management of patient, and 
surroundings; personal hygiene of nurse in attendance, ete. 

Two.— Symptomatology in disease: What and how to 
observe accurately; vital organs and special symptoms. The 
model sick room; temperature, light, ventilation, care of bed, 
bedding and clothing, furniture, utensils, disinfectants, cleans- 
ing, dusting, ete. 

Three.— Care of children in health and disease: Diet and 
clothing of infants and children; various infantile diseases. 

Two.— Physiology of pregnancy and labor: Delivery; con- 
finement nursing. 

One.-— On gynecological nursing: Preparation of patient 
for examination or operation; operations after treatment, 
douches, use of catheter, etc. (Demonstrations to sections 
of senior nurses in Ward § operating room.) 

One.— Special nursing in nervous diseases, including the 
insane. 

One.— Special nursing in diseases of the eye, and general 
care in health and disease. 

One.— Special nursing in diseases of the ear, its care in health 
and disease; nurses’ duties at operations and continued treat- 
ment in disease. 

One.— Urine: Characteristics, properties, including taking 
notes on same, and brief analysis. Drill in laboratory by 
classes in sections. 

Three.— Visceral anatomy: Demonstrations by post-mor- 
tems; care of the dead, ete. 

One.— Suggestions to those about to engage in private 
nursing. : 
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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS— 
CHARGE OF “PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


HovusrE RULES. 


The doors and gates of the hospital will be closed at 
ten o’clock in the evening, at which time all inmates 
shall be quiet, and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, 
unless otherwise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employees of the hospital, 
when going and coming to and from the hospital, shall 
enter and go ‘out by the entrance office, and by no other 
entrance. Such officers and employees as are required 
shall use the time register and method of booking that 
the hospital rules require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the 
hospital between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening 
and 7.30 o’clock in the morning. 

No employee shall be absent from the hospital except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employee shall, 
directly or indirectly, receive money or other gifts from 
or in behalf of patients, except with the approval of 
the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is 
prohibited within the hospital, unless prescribed by the 
physicians or surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

All employees shall observe such further rules and 
directions for their conduct as may from time to time 
be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made 
at the hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, 
between nine o’clock a. m. and six o’clock p. m. 

Whenever able a patient shall apply in person for 
admission; when not able to apply in person a patient 
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may be admitted on application made in his behalf, or 
upon visit at his residence by the admitting physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled 
or injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the 
hospital at such rates of board as the trustees may from 
time to time by vote determine, payment for such board 
being secured by the friends of the patients or by the 
authorities of the cities or towns to whieh the patients 
belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the trustees, the cireum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a 
part of the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, 
or articles not usually furnished at the hospital, are 
provided, such payment shall be made therefor as the 
trustees shall deem reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted, except as a paying patient. | 

No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose 
case 1s judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent 
symptoms which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards 
during the visits of the physicians and surgeons, and 
always before 7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially 
excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing 
and perform such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

No patient shall leave the hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward with- 
out the consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased 
for him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other 
article, without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own 
selection, and any wish for the performance of a par- 
ticular religious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the trustees. 
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DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the 
visiting physicians or surgeons shall be provided with a 
certificate stating their condition at the time of discharge, 
whether cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate 
shall be signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the hospital 
without the approval of the Superintendent a written 
statement to that effect shall be required from any per- 
son assuming the responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except 
on business, or at such times as may be fixed for the 
reception of visitors, without the permission of the 
Superintendent or of some one of the trustees. 

Daily, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient 
shall receive more than two visitors at that hour; and 
_ from 6 to 6.30 o’clock on each week day friends may be 

permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
recelve more than one visitor at that hour. In all cases, | 
however, the trustees and Superintendent may exercise 
discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. _ | 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular 
visiting hours they shall not be permitted to remain 
more than half an hour, except a special permission to 
remain for further time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the hospital when the bell 
rings at the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the hospital, or 
pass the night therein, without permission of the Super- 
intendent or one of the trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food 
or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; 
and any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be 
designated as the South Department of the Boston 
City Hospital. It shall receive patients who require 
treatment for diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles and for 
other infectious diseases as may be determined from 
time to time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the general control and 
management of this department in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various 
officers and employees and to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department. 


SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE HAYMARKET SQUARE AND THE EAST 
BOSTON RELIEF STATIONS. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Stations are estab- 
lished not as hospitals, but as departments of the 
Boston City Hospital for temporary relief, and the 
rules and methods prevailing now in the hospital shall, 
so far as applicable, and not inconsistent with special 
rules, apply to the Relief Stations. 

The stations shall afford temporary relief in all classes 
of accident and disease. They shall be open at all 
hours for patients requiring treatment or attention. 
Patients requiring ward treatment, whether received at 
the stations or taken up in ambulances, shall, so far 
as is consistent with their welfare, be forthwith trans- 
ferred or carried to the hospital for extended treatment, 
but ward accommodations shall be afforded patients 
whose condition is such that they cannot properly be 
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transferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed 
desirable, be transferred by the ambulances to other 
hospitals or to their homes. First treatment may be 
afforded at the stations, although the applicants .are 
not such as require ward treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the 
general administration, management and control of 
the stations, the same as of other departments of the 
hospital. | 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may 
be necessary for each station, nominate for confirmation 
by the trustees, a Resident Surgeon and one or more 
Assistant Resident Surgeons, and shall appoint and 
employ or detail for service in each department, subject 
to the approval of the trustees or of the proper com- 
mittees, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, orderlies and 
such other minor employees as may be required for the 
proper conduct of the station, who shall be subject to 
his supervision. 

The various officers and employees of the stations shall 
perform such duties other than those specified, as may 
be required by the trustees or the Superintendent, 
according to the nature of their respective duties. The 
Resident Surgeons, the Matrons, Supervisors and such 
other officers as may be so required, shall reside at the 
stations. 

PATIENTS. 


Aleoholic and insane patients shall not be received, 
unless there is surgical or medical complication making 
hospital treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall 
leave the station until his discharge without a pass from 
the proper officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the 
station without permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superin- 
tendent or Resident Surgeon. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE HAYMARKET SQUARE 
RELIEF STATION. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under 
the direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall 
codperate with that of the hospital, with which it shall 
form one general system. Ambulances shall, in response 
to calls, be dispatched from the station or the hospital as 
the exigency may require. The utmost dispatch shall 
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be exercised in the ambulance service, so far as is con- 
sistent with a regard for the welfare of the patient and 
the interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station or 
the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires 
occurring in the city proper and in such further districts 
as may be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to 
calls, and shall be kept in condition to make prompt 
response to calls at any time of the night. 

A house officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the Hospital 
Station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Depart- 
ment of the station from time to time, but the immediate 
carrying out of directions shall be under the assistant 
foreman at the station. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT* OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as 
the Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients 
recovering from acute diseases as shall be transferred to 
it from the main hospital for treatment during con- 
valescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the control and manage- 
ment of the Convalescent Home in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the 
approval of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, 
under their direction, such further assistants as may be 
necessary for the proper conduct and service of the home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the home and the 
control of all nurses and other employees and patients. 
She shall reside at the home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients daily 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In 
all cases the trustees, Superintendent and Matron may 
exercise discretionary powers as to excluding or admit- 
ting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the 
expiration of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of 
the home or grounds other than the reception room, 
except by permission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.

Sir,— The report of the Boston Infirmary Trustees 
for the year ending January 31, 1913, is herewith 
respectfully submitted, in accordance with chapter 3, 
section 24, of the Revised Ordinances. 


ORGANIZATION. 


On April 30 Mr. Edward M. Gallagher was appointed 
for a further term of five years and there has accordingly 
been no change in the personnel of the Board of Trustees. 
The Board organized on May 7 with the same officers 
as heretofore — Mr. Gallagher as chairman and Miss 
Dierkes as secretary. 

The only change in the visiting medical staff has been 
the appointment of Dr. John E. Dwyer to the position 
of pathologist, to succeed Dr. Albert F. Boretti, resigned. 
A vote of thanks is due the members of the staff for 
their cordial cooperation and assistance. 

The superintendents at both the Long Island and 
Charlestown institutions remain the same. The present 
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excellent condition of the Long Island Hospital, due 
to the able administration of Dr. Charles E. Donlan, 
superintendent, and to the efficiency and untiring 
efforts of the resident physician, Dr. James 8. Tomkies, 
is most gratifying to the trustees. The cheerful and 
homelike atmosphere of the Charlestown Almshouse, 
under the supervision of Miss Mary A. Morris, is 
noticeable and is appreciated by the trustees and by 
the many visitors to the institution. 


DEPARTMENT APPROPRIATION. 


The department appropriation of $195,900 proved to 
be insufficient to meet the expenses during the past 
year and additional funds amounting to $7,000 were 
appropriated; $3,000 for the Long Island Hospital, 
$3,000 for the pauper expense account and $1,000 
for the Charlestown Almshouse. The total appropria- 
tion thus amounted to $202,900, the expenditures to 
$205,706.24, showing a net deficit of $2,806.24. 

The office expense account, for which $5,200 was 
appropriated, shows a balance of $506.40. 

The pauper expense account shows a balance of 
$2,449.82. In this instance the original allowance of , 
$5,500 was increased to $8,500 early in the year as the 
expenditures were found to be so much in excess of the 
amount estimated. Over these expenditures the trustees 
have no control as they are for the support of persons 
in other cities and towns or in state institutions who 
have settlement in Boston. 

The appropriation for the steamer ‘‘George A. 
Hibbard”’ shows a balance of $104.44. 

At the Charlestown Almshouse, with an appropria- 
tion of $16,500, the expenditures amounted to $15,702.71, 
showing a balance of $797.29. 

The Long Island Hospital appropriation shows a 
deficit of $6,664.19, the expenditures amounting to 
$170,164.19 against an appropriation of $163,500. -The 
expenditures show an increase of $13,555 over the 
expenditures for the previous year. At the same time 
the average population shows an increase of thirty-five. 
The principal items of increase are: Food, $5,709.34; 
repairs and improvements, $1,579.23; salaries, $1,821.03; 
clothing, $1,302.65; bedding, $898.82; medical and 
surgical supplies, $753.22. 

An effort has been made to improve the dietaries of 
the institution, particularly in the Hospital Department. 
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This, together with the increased cost of food supplies, 
where approximately 1,000 persons are maintained, 
would account for considerable increase in the cost of 
food. Of the $1,800 paid for salaries this year in excess 
of the expenditures in 1911-12, over $900 is due to 
increases granted in the year 1911-12 and over $600 
due to increases granted in 1912-13. Emergency 
help has been necessary, also, for weeks at a time. As 
the trustees have stated repeatedly, they believe that 
the high cost of clothing and bedding is largely due to 
their being compelled to purchase through the Massachu- 
setts Prison Commissioners goods of a poorer quality 
at a higher price than could be purchased in the open 
market were they allowed freedom in this direction. 


Lone IsLAND HOSPITAL. 


The average actual population has increased at Long 
Island from 858 in 1911-12 to 893 in 1912-13, an increase 
of thirty-five. This is the highest average population 
ever reached at this institution, the nearest approach 
to it being 881 in the year ending January 31, 1911. 

In the Hospital Department the average population 
has been 293, eleven more than in the preceding year. 

The weekly per capita expenditure at Long Island has 
been $3.64, an increase of 14 cents over last year. Tak- 
ing the Almshouse and Hospital Departments sepa- 
rately, the per capita expenditure at the former has been 
$2.52 and at the latter $5.95 per week. 

The net per capita cost, after deducting income, for 
the entire institution has been $3.52 per week. 

The graduation exercises of the Long Island Hospital 
‘Training School were held on June 12, when nineteen 
nurses were awarded the diploma of the hospital. 
Addresses were given by Dr. Walter A. Paul, of the 
visiting medical staff, and by Mr. Berenson and Mr. 

Gallagher of the Board of Trustees. 
- Diplomas have also been awarded to the following 
house officers: Thomas G. Clark, M. D., Herbert E. 
Harris, John J. Garry, Floyd Orton Reed, M. D., John 
‘-H. M. Lennon and Edward L. Marr, M. D. 

Additional boat service is very much needed for the 
convenience of the visiting staff as well as for emer- 
geney service, and it would seem as though this could 
best be secured were the department provided with a 
small boat or launch which could be in readiness for use 
at all times and would not require a crew of several men. 
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One matter that has been considered of importance 
by the trustees has been the condition of the easterly 
shore of Long Island and the advisability of construct- 
ing a sea wall. As to the necessity of such construction, 
there has been a difference of opinion between the 
different engineers who have examined the shore, but 
the trustees are of the opinion that action toward the 
erection of a permanent sea wall should be taken without 
further delay, and a request for an appropriation of 
$30,000 for this purpose is already before the city 
government. 


New Buiipines, Lona ISLAND. 


The money received by the city for the sale of the 
Charlestown Almshouse, $72,000, has been placed in 
the hands of the trustees for new buildings at Long 
Island. It is hoped that a further appropriation will 
soon be granted, and that as soon as the weather makes 
it possible, work on the new buildings may be commenced. 

In the plans finally adopted the men’s building is to 
be made the central administration building, the main 
entrance of which will be at the northeasterly end of 
the present building. A wing is to be added to the | 
northwesterly side, from which will extend, toward the 
southwest, a series of dormitory pavilions for men, 
with connecting corridors. On the opposite side of the 
building, from the wing at the rear of the present build- 
ing, will be extended a series of hospital pavilions for 
mén. It is planned to serve all the buildings from the 
new kitchen by means of subways. The new nurses’ 
home is to be located near the chapel. 


CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


The average actual population at the Charlestown 
Almshouse shows a decrease of two, being ninety-four 
this year against ninety-six for the previous year. 

The per capita expenditure has been $3.19 per week 
and the net per capita cost $3.18. 

It is expected that the inmates of this institution will 
be transferred to Long Island before many months. 

While at one time this institution was set apart for 
women and aged couples, more men have been received 
there of late years. By reference to the population 
tables it will be seen that the number present on Janu- 
ary 31, 1918, is equally divided between men and 
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women, there being forty-eight of each. The prin- 
cipal reason that so few women are admitted to the 
Charlestown Almshouse is that most of the women who 
apply for assistance really need hospital care and to 
secure this admission to the Long Island Hospital 
is necessary. For the same reason the death rate at 
this institution is very low, as when patients are so ill 
that hospital care is necessary they are transferred to 
Long Island. 


Although the year closes on January 31, the trustees 
wish to note in this report the passing on to the life 
beyond the grave of Rev. Matthew McDonald, 8. J., 
resident chaplain of the Long Island Hospital, on 
February 7, 19138. During his eight years of service 
in the department he has been a warm and true friend 
to the sick and feeble people at Long Island, has been 
untiring in his labors of loving and tender ministration 
in the service of the Heavenly Father to his fellow men.. 
He was beloved by all who knew him and his kindly 
face will be missed by many a friend who has looked to 
him for spiritual strength and encouragement in the 
battle of life. A friend to his fellow men and a friend to 
the poor. |

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Lone IsLtanp, January 31, 1913. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of the 
institutions at Long Island for the year ending January 
thirty-first, nineteen hundred thirteen. As the tables 
appended will indicate, the population is generally 
higher. This, while comprehending the class of chronic 
paupers to whom I shall advert presently, covers 
relatively a greater number of more serious and legiti- 
mate hospital cases. 

Dealing with the subject of the chronic pauper, I 
again suggest, as I have previously, that some legislation 
be framed that will correctly classify and distinctly 
separate the worthy and physically disabled indigent 
from the chronic pauper class, which embraces the 
yegg, the thief and the undesirable of almost every 
description. 

During the course of the year we have been obliged 
to exclude a large number of cases of tuberculosis which 
our cramped and overcrowded condition made _ it 
impossible for us properly to care for or to meet the 
contingent conditions of the subsidy granted by the 
Commonwealth. 

The overcrowding is also true, but in a greater degree 
in the children’s department where, almost daily, we 
have been compelled to refuse admission on account of 
the utter lack of quarters. 

I still maintain that while the apparent justification 
for the expense may not become evident until a future 
date, yet the benefits to accrue from every effort to 
conserve the island should be considered, wherever the 
cost may be placed. 

I regret to report that our fire system is deficient. 
The salt water system, although renewed within the year 
at a material expense, is almost worthless, and this is 
nobody’s fault — the tides make it impossible. 
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The position of pathologist should be made resident. 
This very important investigative work can be done 
thoroughly and conveniently only by a man attached 
to the island. 

I ask that such an office be created with the rank of 
assistant resident physician, in order, first, that this 
peculiar line may be followed more completely both for 
the benefit of the hospital and the house staff; secondly, 
that the exacting labors of the resident physician may 
be lightened. 

While it is contrary to my custom to single out any 
one for mention, I feel that in justice a special word of 
appreciation should be said here of the resident physician, 
Dr. James Scott Tomkies. During the year, in which 
he has been plainly overworked, he has been indefati- 
gable and has given service which has been in the highest 
degree both able and sympathetic. 

Some provision should be made for better boat service. 
Under the conditions now obtaining it is impossible to 
make a schedule of sufficient elasticity to permit of an 
uncertain visiting staff rendering complete service to 
the hospital. This is partially due to the constant calls 
upon the regular boat for irregular necessary service. 

A problem which is growing greater daily confronting 
the city and the entire nation, although it may not be 
openly admitted elsewhere, and presenting to Boston 
a great opportunity, is the spread of vaginitis. This 
terrible infliction on children is very common among the 
female young, but perhaps because it has never been 
completely recognized formerly it has never been 
frankly fought by the hospitals of the country. 

While, strictly speaking, it may not be within the 
peculiar province of our department to dictate the 
policy of the city in this connection, the only open 
avenue at present appears to be isolation. 

An institution should be built where there could be 
complete segregation for the cases and those in charge 
of them, and which should combine with it all necessary 
facilities for the education of the young there confined. 

There is one unit of the indigent class that I believe 
has never been correctly recognized and that I have 
misconstrued heretofore. This includes the man who 
without being a skilled laborer is willing to work and 
does work in seasons when it is possible for him to do so, 
and still from sheer inability to earn his livelihood is 
forced to return periodically to so-called almshouses. 
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This is a phase of the great problem with which the 
philanthropists and sociologists are busying themselves 
with an activity which is only hysterical and misdirected. 

For the second time in my administration a chaplain 
has been lost to the institution by death. 

The passing of the Reverend Matthew McDonald, 
S. J., is a loss to appreciate which it is impossible for 
anyone to adequately approach in words. 

Father McDonald, who had been a physician before 
entering holy orders, was not only a man of science, 
erudition and culture, but a great heart. 

He had always the very pulse of the institutions in 
their every branch and every phase. After years of 
arduous, devoted and sympathetic service to us all he 
leaves to every officer and patient a memory as sweet 
as it is sad. | 

The most satisfactory thing that can be said, in 
résumé, is that we have shown real growth and real 
progress and everything is indicative of a still greater 
erowth, an even greater progress during the year we 
are entering upon. 

While we may sense them, we have no means of 
checking or controlling those outside sociological con- 
ditions which send us our charges in ever increasing 
numbers. Within we can meet and have met those 
conditions by exercising a fair, intelligent firmness and 
a sane economy — but never, however handicapped by 
necessary circumstances, have we either shirked a 
responsibility or shifted a burden.

At all times throughout the year, however, 
the maximum of comfort for the inmates with a minimum 
expenditure has been the aim. 

During the year the farm was not developed to its 
fullest extent because we had expected to see the removal 
of the institution. 

Through the untiring efforts of the various religious 
workers and clergymen, the spiritual welfare of the 
inmates has been well attended to. At frequent inter- 
vals throughout the year, too, interested friends of the 
institution have provided entertainment for the inmates 
which was greatly appreciated by them. 

The efficiency of the institution has been maintained 
through the faithfulness and hearty cooperation of the 
officers. 

To the trustees and to the Boston office force I 
express my most sincere thanks for their unfailing 
courtesy and support.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF 
OF THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 29, 1913. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


The main interest at the hospital during the past 
year, in which the trustees and the visiting staff have 
alike shared, has been the question of new and more 
adequate buildings. Request has been made for an 
appropriation to meet the increasing demand for accom- 
modation. Plans have been drawn, and the various 
questions relating to the proper disposition of buildings 
carefully considered. The medical staff is gratified that 
such improvements are in prospect, and that certain 
of the matters to which attention has from time to 
time been called in this respect are likely to be accom- 
plished. Among these are isolated rooms for disturbed 
patients, better quarters for the nurses, and a central 
kitchen. The question of isolation rooms is one of 
much importance. They should be provided for women 
as well as for men. The possibility of a new building 
for nurses renders possible the disposition of the present 
building for the use of children and maternity cases. 
The need of the separation of these patients from others 
in the hospital has long been felt. It is naturally impor- 
tant not to make mistakes in the general planning of an 
extension of hospital facilities so extensive as that con- 
templated —a difficulty which undoubtedly will be 
forestalled in great measure by the interest of your 
Board in the general problems at issue. 

A possible extension of the humanitarian work of the 
hospital is the systematization of a social service depart- 
ment. <A large number of illegitimate children are born 
each year at the institution, and no proper means are 
available to prevent the mothers, when discharged, from 
repeating their offence. Could these women be followed 
by some one interested in their welfare, and in the social 
question involved, no doubt a very considerable benefit 
would result to the community. In the present active 
development of social work of this character it is per- 
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haps not too much to hope that some one may be found 
willing to devote the time necessary to the accomplish- 
ment of results in this difficult field. The number of 
young women variously classed as delinquent or as 
feeble-minded, who sooner or later find their way to 
the hospital, should offer a further study of importance 
even if they have not borne illegitimate children. 

We repeat what we have often said before, that this 
hospital offers peculiar advantages to young physicians 
seeking a general training. The contact with chronic 
disease in its most diverse forms is offered here under 
conditions not to be secured at any other institution 
in the neighborhood of Boston. The value to the student 
of such an experience cannot be overestimated and 
should be advertised as widely as possible. We are 
convinced that those men, now a very considerable 
number, who have served as house officers or in other 
capacities at the hospital will bear witness to the value 
of the training they received. 

We have also from time to time alluded to the 
importance of pathological work at the hospital if it is 
to meet its fullest responsibilities. The scope of this 
work is continually broadening to the manifest, though 
indirect, benefit of the patients. It is becoming 
increasingly evident, particularly on account of the 
somewhat isolated position of the hospital, that a 
resident pathologist, under a salary, would best fulfill 
the needs of the institution. We recommend to the 
attention of your Board the possibility of the establish- 
ment of such a position. 

One change has taken place in the visiting medical 
staff during the past year, Dr. John E. Dwyer having 
been appointed as pathologist to succeed Dr. Albert 
F. Boretti, resigned. It is the pleasant duty of the 
visiting staff again to express its appreciation of the 
cooperation of your Board and of the superintendent, 
Dr. Charles E. Donlan, in all matters pertaining to the 
medical improvement of the institution. We wish also 
to recognize the consistent and conscientious work of 
the resident physician, Dr. J. 8. Tomkies.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN.

Mass.: 

My report for the year ending January 31, 1913, is 
hereby respectfully submitted. 

We have had the usual busy year in the medical 
department. Almost every day several inmates were 
found to be in need of treatment. We succeeded in 
vetting very satisfactory results in all cases that were 
amenable to treatment. 

Eleven cases were transferred to Long Island for 
hospital care. We treated many more cases in our own 
hospital department. 

We had but two deaths during the year. One case, 
a man aged seventy-eight, died of arteriosclerosis. 
The other case, a woman aged seventy-six, died of 
endocarditis. 

I have again received very faithful assistance in caring 
for the sick.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL 
FOR NURSES. 


This training school is established to give a systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women 
desirous of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Long Island Hos- 
pital, Boston Harbor. The hospital buildings are 
modern in all their appointments and contain three 
hundred beds. 

‘The superintendent of the hospital has the general 
supervision of all matters relating to the school, and 
application for admission should be made to him. The 
superintendent of nurses has the immediate charge of 
all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also is responsible for the instruction 
and management of the pupils in the training school. 

The course of training requires two years and includes 
general medical, surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical 
and surgical staff, recitations on these and from text- 
books, but chiefly the daily instruction from the super- 
intendent of nurses and the graduate head nurses and 
the accurate daily drill in the wards and operating room. 
The instruction includes the general care of the sick 
and the usual detailed instruction common to all hospi- 
tal training schools. Maternity nursing is taught by 
practice in the confinement rooms, which includes digital 
examination of patients. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty years. They must be of sound 
health. They should send a brief personal history, and 
give the names and addresses of responsible persons, 
not of their own kin, who know their good character 
and capabilities. Upon the approved recommendation 
of the superintendent they will be received for two 
months on probation. 
~ At the end of the two months candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the 


? 
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hospital, are permitted to join the school upon signing 
an agreement to complete the prescribed course of two 
years and to conform to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital 
to terminate at any time the connection of any pupil 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory 
record, or for any other reason which may be deemed 
sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded 
are intended to be a full equivalent for their services, 
there is given the pupils toward defraying their neces- 
sary personal expenses $10 per month during the first 
year and $12 per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfill the requirements for 
the full term of two years, and pass the necessary exam- 
ination, they will, upon the termination of their service, 
receive the diploma of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, 
but accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies 
occur. Pupils are required after they join the school to 
wear the training school uniform and regulation shoes.

Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY 
OF BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE 
PERSONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be vt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the 
Pauper Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment and the Institutions Registration Department, of the City 
of Boston, are hereby created as departments of said city, and 
shall be under the charge of the officers herein designated there- 
for. Said officers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and 
shall be appointed by the mayor of said city without confirma- 
tion by the board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two 
hundred and sixty-six of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the depart- 
ments of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, 
except as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said 
departments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions. 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board 
of seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two — 
for the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two 
for the term of two years and one for the term of one year, 
beginning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any 
term or terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed 
for the term of five years, beginning with the first day of May 
in the year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said 
trustees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid 
for the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve with- 
out compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by 
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them in the performance of their duty shall be paid by said 
city if approved by a recorded vote of the board of which the 
trustee incurring such expense is a member. They shall 
organize on the first Monday of May in each year, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, by the choice of a chairman who shall be 
one of their number and of a secretary who may or may not, 
at their discretion, be one of their number. No such trustee, 
nor any person in the employ of any of said trustees or depart- 
ments, shall be interested in a private capacity, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract or agreement for labor or for articles 
furnished for any of said departments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institu- 
tions Department shall be known as the trustees for children, 
and shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties 
relating to children, or to any institution or place in which 
they are confined or detained or cared for, including the House 
of Reformation, now conferred by the statutes of this Com- 
monwealth upon the institutions commissioner of the City of 
Boston, except as to children lawfully committed to or detained 
in institutions established for the care and custody of the adult 
insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now con- 
ferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the insti- 
tutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital 
Department shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, 
and shall have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic 
hospital established by the City of Boston under the provisions 
.of chapter one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that 
said city has established, or may hereafter establish, for the 
care or treatment of the insane, and the same shall hereafter 
be known as the Boston Insane Hospital; and said trustees 
shall have all the powers relating to the insane and to the insti- 
tutions in which they are confined, conferred by the statutes 
of the Commonwealth upon the institutions commissioner of 
the City of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, — 
exercise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions 
commissioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this ‘act

upon any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institu- 
tions commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, 
appoint one assistant. 

Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the 
commitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged 
prisoners, or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected there- 
with, and report thereon to the department interested therein; 
and shall perform such services relating to the accounts and to 
the collection, registration and tabulation of statistics relating 
to said departments, or any of them, as may be required of him 
by said mayor or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of 
said departments, with the approval of said mayor. Said 
registrar shall receive an annual salary of three thousand 
dollars, or such other salary as may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and 
at such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which 
may be present said penal institutions commissioner, said insti- 
tutions registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of 
trustees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two mem- 
bers of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordi- 
nation of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

SEecT. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real or 
personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed or 
devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereot. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or 
departments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed .or sus- 
pended, or shall without his consent be transferred from such 
office or employment, except after a full hearing before the 
mayor, and at such hearing the veteran shall have the right to 
be present and to be represented by counsel. Such removal, 
suspension or transfer shall be made only upon the written order 
of the mayor. [Approved May 13, 1897. 
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Chapter 393 of the Acts of 1908. 


AN AcT TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE PAUPER INSTITUTIONS 
DEPARTMENT IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SEcTION 1. The pauper institutions trustees, as established 
by chapter three hundred and ninety-five of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, shall hereafter be known as 
the Boston infirmary trustees, and the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the Boston Infirmary Depart- 
ment. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Sir,— The sixteenth annual report of the Institutions 
Registration Department for the year ending January 
31, 1913, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

There have been no changes in the force employed in 
the department, which consists of eleven persons and 
two examining physicians. 


COMMITMENT OF INSANE. 


On June 24, 1912, a new institution, known as the 
Psychopathic Department of the Boston State Hospital, 
was opened. This institution, commonly called the 
Psychopathic Hospital, is located at 74 Fenwood road. 
It has been our policy to commit all persons to this 
hospital who have resided in Boston five years prior to 
their commitment, instead of sending them to the main 
hospital as formerly. Exceptions are occasionally made 
when relatives of patients live in the vicinity of the main 
‘hospital and for that reason prefer to have the patient 
sent to that hospital.

State Hospital numbered 27. 

The commitments to Foxborough State Hospital 
numbered 28. Of this number 22 were committed as 
inebriates and 6 as drug users. 

When commitment is unnecessary patients are sent 
as voluntary patients by Dr. John A. Horgan of the 
Foxborough State Hospital. 

The commitments of female inebriates numbered 21, 
drug users 4.

GENERAL INFORMATION. 


The physicians attached to this department for the 
examination of insane are Dr. Charles G. Dewey and 
Dr. William H. Prescott.

Application for commitment of insane is made by an 
official of this department to the judges of the Probate 
Court. 

The law relating to the commitment of the insane 
is contained in chapter 504, Acts of 1909. 

Patients are sent to the following public hospitals: 
Boston State Hospital, Worcester State Hospital, Taun- 
ton State Hospital, Danvers State Hospital, West- 
borough State Hospital, Foxborough State Hospital 
and Monson State Hospital. 

Foxborough State Hospital is for dipsomaniacs or 
inebriates, and those who are so addicted to the intemper- 
ate use of narcotics or stimulants as to have lost the 
power of self-control. 

Monson State Hospital is for epileptic patients, sane 
and insane. 

Before sending a patient to a private hospital arrange- 
ments should be made with that hospital for receiving 
the patient. 
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Patients are sent to the Boston State Hospital 
according to the following rules made by the State 
Board of Insanity: 

First.— Only those patients who have been residents 
of Boston for five years or more, and of such persons 
only those who have relatives actively interested in 
them and who will visit them frequently. 

Second.— Other insane persons, only in emergency, 
whose condition does not permit the delay and exhaus- 
tion incident to commitment to a distant state hospital. 

The question of payment of patient’s board has no 
bearing on this rule. 

No person shall be committed to a hospital for the 
insane, public or private, unless he has been an inhabitant 
of the Commonwealth for six months immediately pre- 
ceding the application for commitment, or provision has 
been made for his maintenance satisfactory to the State 
Board of Insanity, or by reason of insanity he would 
be dangerous if at large. 

Commitment forms may be had by applying at the 
office of the Institutions Registration Department, 28 
Court square, or at the office of the State Board of 
Insanity, Room 36, State House. 

Hearings for commitment of insane are held by the 
judges of the Probate Court, Courthouse, Pemberton 
square, at twelve o’clock every day except Saturday 
and legal holidays. 

This rule may be somewhat modified during the 
months of July and August, vacation time. 

When application for commitment is made it is desir- 
able that the committing physician notify a relative of 
the patient (the nearest one when possible) to apply at 
the office of the Institutions Registration Department 
in order to give the necessary information required. 

Arrangement for payment of board should be made 
with the superintendent of the hospital to which the 
patient is sent. 

In order to be committed to a hospital for the insane 
the patient must reside or be in this county. 

When a woman is sent to a hospital, unless accom- 
panied by her father, husband, brother or son, one of 
the attendants accompanying her must be a woman. 

Patients are taken to the hospitals by an official 
designated for that purpose, and they are taken in such 
a manner as to avoid all publicity.

Boston, February 15, 1913. 
To his Honor the Mayor: 


I respectfully submit a report of the Law Department 
of the city for the year ending January 31, 1913. 

On March 5, 1912, Thomas McCrate Babson, Cor- 
poration Counsel, died after an illness of only a few 
days’ duration. His labors for the City of Boston ended 
only with his life. Each report of this department for 
the past thirty-three years contains in its lines ample 
proof of the tremendous service which Mr. Babson 
rendered to the city. As a trier of cases, as the repre- 
sentative of the municipality before committees of the 
General Court and public boards, and as legal adviser 
to the many departments of the city, he did his duty 
faithfully, ably and well. The City of Boston is better 
for his life and by his death has suffered an irreparable 
loss. 

On March 6, 1912, James R. Murphy, Esq., chairman 
of the Board of Appeal in the Building Department, was 
designated to discharge the duties of Corporation 
Counsel temporarily, and continued to hold office until 
March 26, 1912, the date of my own permanent appoint- 
ment as Corporation Counsel. 
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On April 15, 1912, Joseph P. Lyons and Edward T. 
McGettrick were appointed assistants to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel and thereby restored to the department 
its complement of such assistants. 

There has been no diminution in the immense amount 
of important legislation affecting, directly or indirectly, 
the City of Boston both during the session of the General 
Court of 1912 and of the present year. This department 
has prepared and presented to the Legislature of 1913, 
upon the petition of your Honor, a number of bills in 
the nature of constructive legislation which I believe 
to be of essential consequence to the interests of the 
city. Three bills, somewhat affiliated, are: 

A bill providing for the speedy trial of land damage 
cases; a bill limiting the interest on such damages to 
4 per cent, and a bill that the assessed value of an estate 
may be offered as evidence in the trial of such cases to 
show the market value of the land. 

Another bill of importance seeks to change the 
manner of levying betterment assessments for public 
improvements, consisting of laying out or widening of 
highways, and to do away with the arbitrary rule 
exempting estates more than 125 feet away from the 
public improvement from any assessment for the benefit 
received, and also the rule limiting the basis of assess- 
ment to only one-half the cost of construction. This 
change will make it possible to apportion the whole 
cost of a public improvement upon the entire locality 
benefited. 

The trial work of the office has gained in volume, not- 
withstanding that many important cases have been 
settled upon terms offered by the city. 

The following table shows the number of cases pending 
in the courts at the beginning of the year, cases since 
brought and those disposed of during the year and those 
pending February 1, 1913, classified according to the 
subject matter. This list does not include the numerous 
cases in which the city was summoned as trustee, nor 
the cases which have been and are being handled in 
the office, but in which no suit has been brought.

Sir,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston present the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1913, being their sixty-first annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 

The Board organized on May 3, 1912, by the election 
of Josiah H. Benton as president, William F. Kenney, 
vice-president, and Della Jean Deery, clerk. 

Thomas F. Boyle resigned on April 1, and John A. 
Brett was appointed for the term expiring April 30, 
1917, and. qualified April 12. 

Mr. Boyle was a trustee for ten years. Resolutions, 
in approval of his long and valuable service, and extend- 
ing to him the freedom of the alcoves, have been placed 
upon our permanent records. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
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maintenance of the library. These consist of the annual 
appropriation by the City Council, and the income from 
trust funds, given to the trustees but invested by the 
City Treasurer under the direction of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the city. During the past year these receipts 
were as follows:

Second, receipts which are accounted for and paid 
into the city treasury for general municipal purposes. 
These consist of receipts from fines for the detention of 
books, from sales of finding lists, bulletins and cata- 
logues; from commissions paid for the use of telephone 
facilities; from sales of waste; from payments for lost 
books, and from money found in the library. These 
receipts during the year have been as follows:

The $353.72 received for lost books, being received 
only to replace lost library property, is, when paid into 
the city treasury, added to the appropriation for library 
maintenance. A balance sheet showing all the receipts 
and expenditures of the Library Department in detail 
is hereinafter contained. 


City APPROPRIATION. 


Substantially all the money which the trustees can 
use for the maintenance and working of the library 
system comes from the annual appropriation by the 
City Council. 

During the past ten years the estimates of the trustees, 
the recommendations by the Mayor and the amounts 
appropriated by the City Council have been as follows:

As we have pointed out in previous reports, the sum 
required for the proper administration of the library, 
taking into account the increase in the population of 
the city, and the enlarged demands made upon the 
library system, will require a progressive increase in 
appropriations. Without such an increase the library 
will fail to be efficiently worked and improved to its 
full capacity for the education of our people, and its 
usefulness will surely decrease. The library cannot 
simply mark time. It must either march forward or 
fall behind in its work. The appropriation last year was 
fully required for the efficient administration and main- 
tenance of the library system.

Hours OF SERVICE. 


The Central Library and the branches open and their 
work begins at nine o’clock in the morning. The read- 
ing-room stations open in the afternoon at varying 
hours, most of them at two o’clock. The service con- 
tinues until ten o’clock at night at the Central Library 
building and at the West End Branch, and until nine 
at the other branches and reading-room stations except 
during the summer months. From June 15 until Sep- 
tember 15 the Central Library and West End Branch 
are closed at nine o’clock. The other branches and 
reading rooms during a shorter period close earlier than 
in winter, most of them at six o’clock. The Central 
Library is in operation 102 week days of twelve hours 
each, 203 week days of thirteen hours each, 17 Sundays 
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of nine hours each, and 35 Sundays and two holidays 
of ten hours each, making an aggregate of 359 days, 
4,680 hours, during each twelve months. 

The Sunday service as now arranged includes the 
Central Library and the West End Branch throughout 
the year. All the other branches (except the West 
Roxbury Branch, which has no Sunday service) and the 
eight largest reading rooms provide Sunday service from 
November 1 to May 1 only. The hours are as follows: 

At the Central Library and West End Branch, from 
twelve o’clock to ten o’clock, except that the closing 
hour is nine o’clock from June 15 until September 15. 
At the South End Branch from twelve o’clock to nine 
o’clock. At the other branches, and at the eight largest 
reading rooms (namely, Allston, Codman Square, Broad- 
way Extension, Warren Street, Roxbury Crossing, 
Boylston Station, City Point, Parker Hill), from two 
o’clock to nine o’clock. At all of these reading rooms 
except Codman Square the room is closed from six to 
seven o’clock. 

The total number of hours of Sunday service provided 
annually at the Central Library and at the West End 
Branch is 507 each; at the South End Branch, 234 
hours; at the other branches, and at the Codman 
Square Reading Room, 182 hours each; and at the 
following reading rooms, Allston, Broadway Extension, 
Warren Street, Roxbury Crossing, Boylston Station, 
City Point, Parker Hill, 156 hours each. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 


During the year 35,538 volumes have been added to 
the library collection. Of these, 24,724 were purchased, 
7,835 were given to the library, and the remainder were 
received by exchange, binding of periodicals into 
volumes, etc. There were purchased for the Central 
Library 12,064 volumes, and 12,660 for the branch 
libraries and reading-room stations. 

The total amount expended for books, including 
$7,133.18 for periodicals, $2,000 for newspapers, and 
$1,022.19 for photographs, was $50,264.51, or about 
13.6 per cent of the entire expense of the library for all 
purposes. 

The average cost of all books purchased was $1.50 
per volume. Of the books purchased, 20,087 were 
bought from money appropriated by the city, at an 
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average cost of $1.18 a volume, and 4,637 were bought 
with the income of trust funds, at an average cost of 
$3.27 a volume. 


Book CIRCULATION AND USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


There were issued during the year for direct home 
use 264,507 volumes at the Central Library, and from 
the Central Library through the branches and reading- 
room stations 77,325 others, while the branches and 
reading-room stations also issued 1,211,310 volumes 
for direct home use. ‘There were also issued from the 
Central Library, branches and reading-room stations, 
for use at schools and institutions, 191,736 volumes, 
making the entire issue for use outside the library 
buildings 1,744,878 volumes. 

The use of the library for general reference and study 
is unrestricted. It is therefore impracticable to record 
this use statistically. Its extent, however, is shown by 
the fact that about half a million call slips for the 
table use of books in Bates Hall in the Central Library 
alone are required during the year. The daily use of 
books and other library material in the Central Library 
and in the branches is doubtless many times greater 
than the home use of books drawn out upon cards. 


BINDING AND REPAIR OF BOOKS. 


During the year 42,492 volumes have been bound in 
the bindery. Besides this, a large amount of miscel- 
laneous work has been completed, such as the folding, 
stitching and trimming of 154,451 library publications, 
the mounting of maps and photographs, the repairing 
of books, the making of periodical covers, etc. The 
expense of performing this necessary miscellaneous 
work is equivalent to about 17 per cent of the total 
expense of the department. The ability to do it 
promptly in our own bindery greatly promotes the 
convenience, economy and efficiency of the library work. 


LIBRARY COOPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETC. 


The trustees continue to cooperate with the educa- 
tional work of the schools, and during the past year 
the library has supplied with books 28 branches and 
‘reading rooms, 131 public and parochial schools, 61 
engine houses and 31 other institutions, and sends out 
upon the average from the Central Library about 400 
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volumes every day by its delivery wagons. The number 
of volumes sent on deposit from the Central Library 
through the branch system was 42,587, of which 
11,432 were sent to schools. There were also sent 
from the branches themselves and from two of the 
largest reading rooms 25,654 volumes on deposit, dis- 
tributed among 153 places. Of these, 20,056 were 
sent to schools. That is to say, not only is the collec- 
tion of the Central Library used as a reservoir from 
which books may be drawn for use in the branches and 
reading rooms, but each of the branches and reading 
rooms is in itself a reservoir from which books are 
drawn for use by teachers in schools in its immediate 
vicinity. 
NortH Enp BRANCH. 


The new North End Branch building has been com- 
pleted and will be opened to the public as soon as 
removal from the quarters heretofore occupied can be 
effected. 

The building formerly upon the site, the Church of 
St. John the Baptist, has been remodeled and enlarged, 
and the changes have been carried out so that the build- 
ing as completed is practically a new structure, in every 
way adapted to the requirements of a branch library. 
The basement contains a fuel room, boiler room, a 
lunch room for employees, and a large store room. A 
separate entrance to the basement is provided for the 
use of the janitor and the reception of freight. 

The principal entrance to the building opens directly 
from North Bennet street. The first story contains an 
adult reading room in front, with reading tables for 
forty readers, and a lecture or class room in the rear, 
equipped with two hundred and eighty folding chairs. 
In the second story there is a children’s reading and 
delivery room equipped with circular tables for seventy 
readers, and a children’s reference reading room with 
similar tables for fifty readers. Ample toilet con- 
veniences are provided on each floor. An open-air 
reading room, to be covered with an awning, is pro- 
vided on the roof for use during the summer time, 
directly accessible from the main stair hall. 

The entire building is of first class construction, the 
stairs of iron and marble, the stair hall floors of terrazzo, 
the reading-room floors of cork tiling, and the finish of 
quartered oak. The book cases are arranged on the

walls of the rooms so as to permit open access to the 
books. A book lift runs up through the building from 
basement to roof reading room and for use upon each 
floor of the building. In every respect the building is 
arranged and fitted for the operating of a first-class 
branch in this congested district of the city. Especial 
attention has been given to the lighting of the different 
reading rooms, a matter of some difficulty upon a site 
closely surrounded by other buildings. The result, 
however, is entirely satisfactory. All the furnishings are 
of oak, finished in harmony with the finish of the building. 

The appropriation for building, site and furnishings 
was $86,000 and the expenditures to date are as follows:

The amount remaining unexpended, $8,889.05, is 
required to complete the final payments on the 
contract, the remainder of the commission to the archi- 
tects, and for furniture and fittings not yet paid for. 
The appropriation is sufficient to cover all these 
expenditures. 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH BUILDING. 


In our last report we stated that a site had been 
selected for this building, and approved by your Honor. 
This site was located on the corner of Monument avenue 
and Monument square, and it had upon it a residence 
of brick and stone, the materials of which, so far as 
suitable, were to be used in the proposed new building. 
Since our last report the appropriation for this building, 
including site and furnishings, which was at the begin- 
ning of the present year $60,000, has been enlarged by 
the transfer from the Reserve Fund, made by the City 
Council in accordance with and after the written recom- 
mendation of your Honor, of the sum of $12,200, thus 
making the aggregate appropriation, $72,200. On the 
12th of April the trustees selected Fox & Gale as archi- 
tects, who proceeded with the plans for the new building, 
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and after public advertisement proposals were opened 
for the work of construction as follows:

The proposal of the lowest bidders, Messrs. McGahey 
& O’Connor was accepted, after the deduction of $2,394 
covered by items in option No. 2 in the proposal, and 
the addition of $460 covered by option No. 1, making 
the net accepted contract sum $50,282. Subsequently, 
the use of natural instead of artificial stone in the 
exterior trimming of the building was provided for, the 
adjusted contract amount becoming $50,268. 

The work has proceeded with the intention of com- 
pleting the building, ready for occupancy, early in the 
fall of 1913. When completed the structure will be in 
every way adapted to the needs of this important branch, 
and in planning and construction a model branch build- 
ing. The expenditures to date have been as follows:

ENLARGEMENT OF HypE PARK BRANCH. 


When the Hyde Park Public Library became part of 
our system, the treasurer of that town transmitted to 
the City Treasurer the sum of $4,891.53, which had been 
accumulated by the trustees of that library from gifts 
and donations and set apart as a building fund for the 
purpose of enlarging the Juvenile Room, which was 
too small to accommodate the increasing use of the 
library. During the present year the work has been 
carried out under our direction. 

Messrs. Clark & Russell, architects, who designed the 
building originally, were instructed to prepare plans for 
the enlargement, and bids were received from contrac- 
tors for the execution of the work, exclusive of changes 
required in the heating apparatus, as follows:

The proposal of the lowest bidder, the John F. Griffin 
Company, was accepted, and the work has been com- 
pleted by the contractor. Slight changes were required 
in the heating apparatus in the building on account of 
the enlargement, and subsequently these changes were 
provided for and completed by a contract with Maurice 
E. Chase, the lowest bidder, for the sum of $3825. The 
enlarged room is now ready for occupancy, and affords 
accommodation for thirty readers in addition to the 
number for which chairs were previously provided. The 
finish conforms, both upon the interior and exterior, to 
the original structure. The expenditures to date have 
been as follows:

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The unexpended balance, which with accumulations 
of interest amounts to $811.55, will be required to meet 
the final payment on contract and for fittings. 


City PoInNT AND BRoADWAY EXTENSION READING 
Rooms. 


Accommodation for these reading rooms is to be 
provided in the new municipal buildings now under 
contract, to be completed during the year 1913. This 
work is not in direct charge of this Board. The require- 
ments of the trustees have been in each case amply 
met by the Public Buildings Department, particularly 
in the matter of providing independent entrances to the 
library apartments, so as to permit the operation of 
the reading rooms entirely apart from the other functions 
of the buildings. 


PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


The landlords from whom we held under lease the 
premises on Stanhope street, occupied by the Bindery 
- and Printing Departments of the library, notified us in | 
April that these premises would thereafter be required 
for their own use. We were therefore obliged to seek 
other quarters and were fortunate in finding at 172 
Columbus avenue a suitable flat not too far removed 
from the Central Library. The new premises were taken 
under lease, and were arranged to meet the requirements 
of both departments, which were removed thereto in 
May. 3 


SUBWAY STATION ON BOYLSTON STREET. 


In April the trustees received from the Boston Transit 
Commission a communication, accompanied by a draw- 
ing, relating to the location of a subway station opening 
on Boylston street in space adjoining the Central Library 
building, and requesting the approval of the Board 
or any suggestion concerning the same. After considera- 
tion of the subject the Board voted to approve the 
sketch submitted with the suggestion that no exterior 
signs be placed upon the structure without the approval 
thereof by the trustees. 

In view of the fact that work upon the Boylston 
Street Subway was soon to go forward, the trustees 
thought it advisable to have the grade levels around the 
Central Library building taken by an engineer, in order 
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that the conditions existing might be made a matter of 
record before excavation was begun. Under the direc- 
tion of the Board this work was completed by J. R. 
Worcester & Co., engineers, who have filed with the 
Board the data requested. The original levels were 
taken ten years ago by the same engineers. A slight 
settlement of the building has taken place since that 
time, reflecting conditions not unusual on the Back Bay, 
and without affecting the stability of the structure. 
The engineers report that the greatest settlement is 
upon the westerly side of the building, amounting at the 
southwest and northwest corners to 34 inches and 
4 inches, respectively, whereas at the front of the build- 
ing the settlement appears to have been only about 
2 inches. 


COMPLETION OF THE CONTRACT WITH BELA L. PRATT. 


The work under the contract with Bela L. Pratt, 
sculptor, for statuary groups flanking the principal 
entrance of the library building on Copley square, was 
completed during the summer and the groups placed in 
position. The final payment on account of the full 
contract sum of $30,000 has been made. 

The amount remaining of the appropriation for the 
construction and decoration of this building, $2,558,559, 
is now $24,640.44, of which $10,000 must be reserved 
to meet the final payments when the contract with Mr. 
Sargent for mural paintings is completed, including 
architect’s commission and incidental expenses. This 
will leave unexpended $14,640.44. This account may 
therefore be closed and the $14,640.44 carried to the 
Sinking Fund. 


GiFT oF A MEMORIAL TO DANTE. 


The Boston Branch of the Societa Nazionale Dante 
Alighieri, by its President, Dr. Brindisi, under date of 
October 10, 1911, sent to the trustees the following 
communication: 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library, Boston, Mass. 


GENTLEMEN,— Our association, one of the many branches of 
the ‘‘Dante Alighieri’ Society of Rome, aims to the spreading 
of the study of Italian language and literature, especially among 
the young people of Italian extraction, in order to promote the 
development of their racial virtues for the general welfare of 
the community. - 
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Knowing that a branch of the Public Library is to be built 
in the North End, and wishing to express to the city our deep 
appreciation for this act, the society has resolved to offer a 
piece of sculpture, which may be an ornament to the building 
and an inspiration to the young folks who will frequent the 
library. 

The sculpture, of which the inclosed photograph and the 
ones I handed to your president will give you an idea, has been 
made by a distinguished Italian artist, Mr. Luciano Campise, 
No. 47 Wareham street, who has given free his actual labor; 
while the society itself is prepared to meet all the expenses 
necessary to the completion and placing of the monument either 
inside or outside the library, according to the wishes of the 
Board. 

It is a symbolical representation of Italian art and literature 
feeding the Italian sentiment under the inspiration of Dante 
the great father of Italian language. The name of Dante is 
very close to the Italian hearts. His effigy in the new building, 
which will be dedicated mainly to the education of Italo- 
American citizens, will be a constant reminder of the glory 
achieved by one of their race and an incitement to a life of 
uplifting aspirations. It will also help to create an atmosphere 
of homelikeness in the building by which the newcomer will 
be attracted and encouraged. 

I am ready to answer to any call from you and to give you 
all the explanations you may need. 

Trusting that our proposition will meet your approval and 
that in consequence the gift will be accepted by the city,

The proffered gift was accepted by the Board, subject 
to its approval by the Art Commission of the city, and 
a suitable position has been reserved for it in the new 
North End Branch building. 


BEQUEST OF SARAH A. MATCHETT. 


Under the will of Sarah A. Matchett of Brookline, 
who died October 6, 1910, the library has received the 
sum of $25,000 which has, by vote of the Board, been 
funded by the City Treasurer in accordance with the 
conditions established by the testator in the following 
clause of her will: 


I give and bequeath to the trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston twenty-five thousand dollars, to be called 
in memory of my mother, Elizabeth L. Bennett, the ‘‘ Elizabeth 
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Fund,” to be received, held and securely invested, and only 
the net income therefrom expended every year in the purchase 
of such’ books of permanent value and authority as may be 
most useful in said library. 


The following biographical note, relating to Mrs. 
Matchett, has been supplied by her executor, L. H. H. 
Johnson, Esq.: 


Sarah Amanda Matchett was born in the Brighton district 
of Boston, March 27, 1833, being the daughter of Stephen 
H. and Elizabeth (Livermore) Bennett. She married William 
F. Matchett, well known as the treasurer of the Boston and 
Roxbury Mill Corporation, and other organizations, and 
survived him some ten years, dying herself October 6, 1910. 

They had no children, and the fact that Mr. Matchett was 
cared for during the last few years of his life at Waverley, his 
breakdown from overwork having finally affected him mentally, 
will account for his wife’s interest in the McLean Hospital 
and the large bequest made to it in her will. For many years 
she had a pew at the First Church, Boston, retaining it even 
after moving to Brookline, where she built a house in 1906, 
which probably explains another large bequest, but no reason 
is known by the surviving members of her family for her special 
interest in Harvard College. 

Mrs. Matchett received property both from her father and 
mother, but being like them careful by nature and possessed of 
much shrewd common sense she more than trebled what she 
had received, and that in spite of many gifts, charitable and 
philanthropic, during her lifetime. 


ELIZABETH FARLEY CARTER. 


The library has lost from its service during the year 
a person whose term of service, together with that of 
her father, is so unique that the trustees deem it proper 
to make mention thereof. Elizabeth Farley Cartée 
was the daughter of Cornelius 8. Cartée, who was 
librarian of the Charlestown Public Library from 
September, 1870, until by the union of Charlestown with 
Boston that library became a branch of the Boston 
Public Library. He continued in service as custodian 
of that branch until his death, December 24, 1885, 
having served twenty-five years and three months. 
His daughter was appointed as his successor. She 
entered the service as custodian February 1, 1886, 
remaining until her death, December 27, 1912, a period 
of twenty-six years ten months and twenty-six days. 
The united term of service of herself and father was 
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fifty-two years one month and twenty-six days. Miss 
Cartée was a person of literary tastes and ability and 
very much respected by the people of Charlestown. 
We take this occasion to express our appreciation of the 
long and valued service of herself and her father. 


Trust FunpDs. 


The trust funds, that is, property given to the trustees 
in trust for the uses of the library, are by law required 
to be invested by the City Treasurer under the direc- - 
tion of the Finance Committee of the city. 

A detailed statement of these funds and the income 
therefrom is contained in the report of the City Auditor, 
but a condensed statement of the amounts of the funds 
is as follows:

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These funds, except small uninvested balances 
amounting to $167.01 held on deposit, are all invested 
in bonds of the City of Boston at the following rates: 
$253,450 at 4 per cent, $202,800 at 35 per cent, and 
$10,500 at 3 per cent, the average rate being 3.76 per 
cent, and the annual income $17,551. This income can 
be used only for the specific purposes of the several 
trusts under which it is held, which vary widely. 

Besides the trust funds above enumerated there is 
annually paid to the trustees of the library under the 
will of Mr. James Lyman Whitney, formerly librarian, 
a portion of the income of a trust fund established by the 
testator to be held and accumulated by us for certain 
specific purposes. The first $5,000 thus accumulated is 
to be funded in the name of Mr. Whitney’s sister, 
Alice Lincoln Whitney, and the income of this fund or 
so much of the income as may be required is to be paid 
to such employees of the library who are sick and in 
need of help as the trustees may, in their discretion, 
deem most worthy. Any excess of income from the 
fund not needed for the purpose mentioned is to be 
used for the purchase of books and manuscripts. The 
trustees have received during the year from Mr. Whit- 
ney’s trustees $1,825.98, and this amount is held by the 
City Treasurer for accumulation under the terms of the 
will. The trustees have also received from Mr. Whitney’s 
trustees the sum of $1,614.79 which, under another pro- 
vision of Mr. Whitney’s will, is to be expended under 
our discretion on bibliographical work for the benefit 
of the library. This sum is not funded but is held by 
the City Treasurer in a separate account, entitled 
“The James L. Whitney Bibliographical Account,”’ 
pending arrangements for its expenditure. 

The treasurer also holds $832.55, unexpended balance 
of the Patrick F. Sullivan bequest of $5,000, to be used 
for the purchase of standard Catholic books, under the 
terms of Mr. Sullivan’s will. 


UsE OF THE LIBRARY FOR RESEARCH. 


We note with interest the increasing use of the library 
by persons who seek its help for purposes of real research. 
We think this work of the library is not fully understood 
by our citizens. 

The following classification of books called for and 
used in Bates Hall reading room during three days of 
this year tells the story:

These figures are instructive and suggestive. 

It is to be observed in connection with this list that it 
represents only books called for and brought to the 
readers by attendants, and does not include the very 
large number of books taken by the readers directly 
from the open-shelf collection of 10,000 volumes, placed 
in Bates Hall for use in real research and study. In 
addition to these there are the collections in the Fine 
Arts Department, the Barton-Ticknor room and the 
Patent room. All books in these departments are for 
study and research. 

The statistics in the annual reports of the special 
libraries give but slight indication of the importance of 
these collections to students. Many of the most im- 
portant books are restricted to use within: the library 
building and the circulation of these volumes is not 
apparent. The photographs, which do not circulate 
out of the library, are especially valuable in class and 
exhibition work and are in constant demand. The 
larger cabinet folios and the more expensive volumes 
relating to the arts of architecture, painting and deco- 
ration are extensively used, but their use is not recorded 
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statistically. Students from the art schools, or sent by 
private instructors, are engaged in tracing, or are other- 
wise employed with drawing materials, using the books 
which the Fine Arts Department gives to them, with- 
out formality, upon tables set apart for this purpose. 

The entire Allen A. Brown Music Collection is reserved 
for hall use. The tables in the Barton Gallery are 
reserved for persons engaged in authorship or in ex- 
tended research and this quiet reading room is largely 
used by readers whose books are not enumerated in the 
tables of circulation. 

The same is true of the Department of Statistics and 
Documents and of the Department of Patents. The 
number of persons who have consulted the files in the 
Patent Department during last year was 13,946, a gain 
of 2,114 as compared with the previous year. They have 
used 89,437 volumes as compared with 81,397 volumes 
consulted the previous year. But in addition to this 
there is the constant use of this department by students 
direct from the shelves, which is not recorded. 

This use of the library, which is situated at the center 
of educational institutions, accommodating probably 
10,000 people, has grown so quietly that its importance 
to the interests of real education is not understood. 
In fact it may fairly be said that this use of the library 
is the supplement and complement of all the educa- 
tional institutions in and about Boston. It is unthink- 
able that the great work of education which gives so 
much importance to the city could go on for a single 
day without the assistance of the library. 


PENSION FUND. 

We repeat the recommendations contained in pre- 
vious reports for some provision which will enable the 
trustees to establish a pension fund for employees who 
become worn out in the service of the library. 


ANNUAL INVENTORY. 

An annual inventory is made at the end of each year 
of the personal property of the lbrary, except books 
and other material shown on the catalogue or included 
in the catalogue shelf list. 


East Boston BRANCH. 


On the 19th of December, 1911, an appropriation of 
$50,000 was made for a branch library building in East 
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Boston. This was in answer to a pressing and impera- 
tive need for a new building. The necessity is still 
more pressing now. The question of a site was care- 
fully considered by the Board and they were clear that 
a location at the corner of Bennington and Porter streets, 
adjacent to land now owned by the city and occupied 
by the Hospital Relief Station, was the best site for the 
proposed building and so stated in a communication to 
your Honor dated December 29. Upon investigation 
by the expert of your Honor it appeared that the 
expense of this site exceeded what was reasonable, and 
on April 12, 1912, the Board reconsidered its action in 
selecting this site and selected another site at the corner 
of Brooks and Havre streets, which site for various 
reasons has proved unacceptable and has been aban- 
doned by us. 

At a meeting of the Board held January 28 the follow- 
ing vote was passed: 


Voted, That the Board hereby selects as a site for the branch 
library building in East Boston the premises now owned by 
Caroline M. Pigeon and for which the city has an option of 
purchase at the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000), 
which expires the fifteenth day of March, 1913, said premises 
being numbered 276-282 Meridian street and containing 
about 10,600 square feet; and that his Honor the Mayor be so 
advised and his approval of the taking thereof requested. 


EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


As required by the city ordinance we appointed an 
Examining Committee for this year, and joined the 
President of the Library Board with it as Chairman.

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


The Examining Committee as a whole wishes to 
express its appreciation of the loyalty, faithfulness and 
efficiency of the library staff, and, individually, members 
of the subcommittees, who come in contact with the 
library in their daily business or pursuits, add their 
personal commendations. 

There are three great needs of the great Central 
Library which have brought themselves to the attention 
of the different subcommittees,—the need of more space 
in the stacks, the need of a larger appropriation and of a 
sum definitely determined in advance for the purchase 
of new books, and the need of increasing some of the 
salaries. | 

Any one familiar with library affairs cannot fail to be 
struck by the way in which the stacks are crowded, 
although there must be admiration for the ingenious 
methods of utilizing every inch of room. Every passage- 
way is lined with extra bookcases; there are other 
makeshift sections available only from the steps of the 
stairways, while spaces between the case ends and the 
walls, through which when the cases are empty one 
could hardly squeeze, have been filled with extra shelves 
where portable lights are necessary to read the titles 
of the volumes. In the cellar, where the best library 
practice should forbid it, place has been made for the 
overflow from the stacks — books, boilers and bunkers 
mixed together — and the end even of this space is in 
sight. 

As a partial remedy for lack of stack room the library 
has recently adopted the policy of storing some of the 
books in the as yet vacant spaces in the branch libraries. 
This is the opposite of modern methods, for if the 
branches do their full duty they will need all their own 
space, and besides, readers ought not to wait a day or 
two for desired books. The value of information 
depends in many cases on the quickness with which it 
is available. 

More room in the stacks has been an evident necessity 
for some years past, but now efficiency will certainly 
be impaired if it is not quickly provided. 
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The need of more money for the purchase of books 
and a sum that shall be definitely determined at the 
time of making the appropriation has been noticed by 
a number of subcommittees. That on administration 
and finance suggests that a plan of increased appro- 
priation commensurate with the increasing population 
of the city be adopted. The same committee says: 
‘The very fact that the appropriation has not increased 
more than a few thousand dollars each year, in spite 
of the greater demands upon the trustees, indicates 
unquestioned care and economy in the administration 
of the institution.’’ This phrasing suggests that being 
faithful in inadequate things makes it the more evident 
that the trustees are truly trustworthy and can see to 
it that further funds given into their charge will be well 
expended. 

The subcommittee on books and fine arts thus reports: 
“Tt is evident that the money available for the purchase 
of books cannot possibly be adequate to the needs of 
the library. When it is considered that every expense, 
regular and extraordinary, must be met from the lump 
sum of the annual budget (plus about sixteen thousand 
dollars from funds, much of which is limited to special 
purposes), that the costs of administration must be 
continually on the increase and cannot always be fore- 
seen, 1t 1s evident that the amount available for books 
is really what can be afforded when the other expenses 
are met. This is the reverse of what should be the case, 
and justice to the library demands the sum to be 
expended for books shall be a definite one and an 
increase over what is now possible under present 
conditions.”’ 

The subcommittee compliments the trustees on their 
conscientious administration of the library affairs and 
on the way in which demands are met when the con- 
ditions are considered. It finds the total value of the 
books to be about $2,500,000, and the amount of money 
annually available from the appropriation for purchases 
and replacements to be not greater than $25,000. 
‘Considering the deterioration of books in constant 
use and the necessity of providing many copies of 
certain purchases,” the subcommittee report continues: 
‘It would seem as if an increase of at least 50 per cent 
in the amount annually available for books should be 
made. This it is believed need not entail additional 
costs of consequence in the administration.” 
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This subcommittee finds that foreign fiction in the 
library is weak compared with other departments and 
recommends attention to this particular group and 
believes in a somewhat more liberal position towards 
English fiction. Another subcommittee, recognizing 
apparently the same problem, suggests a rental system 
such as is in use in Brookline and Newton. A third 
subcommittee notes that failure to develop the fiction 
department leads to the driving of readers to circulating 
libraries. The full discussion of the problem is of such 
nature that the Examining Committee cannot hope to 
determine the best treatment in the short time avail- 
able for the examination, but it does call attention to the 
fact that the means for a somewhat broader policy should 
be in the hands of the trustees. 

The attention of the subcommittee on books and 
fine arts has been caught also by the large number of 
cards — about two thousand at the time of the individual 
visits — representing needed replacement of books. 
These have not been attended to for lack of funds that 
can with certainty be used for the purpose, and books 
that are practically unfit remain in circulation. There 
are certain standards known to librarians in respect to 
cleanliness, decency and hygienic condition, which 
should be met, but which in the library must wait upon 
other matters of cost. Complaints have been made 
to the individual members of the committee of the 
dirty books which are given out to go to respectable 
families, and it came home to one of them when his 
little daughter, who had made a paper cover for a 
library book, said, ‘‘Papa, if your committee is any 
good, I hope it will get some clean copies of ‘Rebecca 
of Sunnybrook Farm.’”’ 

With reference to the salaries of employees, various 
subcommittees deplore the prevailing standard, which 
seems to them low, especially for the women employees 
in some of the grades, particularly in view of the service 
requirements. In some of the minor positions such 
employees may receive but $8 per week. In certain 
branches of cataloguing, which demand high qualifica- 
tions, the women’s salaries range from but $12 to $15 
per week. 

The large number of employees required to serve 
the public throughout the library system carries the 
expenditure for salaries to a large amount, at present 
$270,732, thus drawing severely upon the total appropri- 
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ation for maintenance. Although the average salary is 
low, even a slight increase to individuals, if, as equity 
requires, it is carried through the entire grade to which 
such individuals belong, will enlarge the aggregate sum by 
a considerable percentage. It is unquestionably desir- 
able to make certain increases, but before it can be done 
a sufficient appropriation must be available. 

‘“A comparison of the requirements, service rendered, 
salaries, and efficiency of the work,” writes another sub- 
committee, ‘‘if made between the Boston Public Library 
and other business institutions would prove, we are 
sure, that Boston is paying less than it should for 
certain important service.” 

It is to be assumed that the trustees are paying quite 
as much as the appropriations will permit, so that the 
question of wages in these costly days should be an argu- 
ment for an increased appropriation. 

There is another important side to this matter, the 
fact that the Boston Public Library is practically the 
standard in New England, and in reality fixes the wages — 
for other similar institutions. 

The need of further legislation in connection with 
library employées is emphasized by the subcommittee 
on administration and finance, which points out that 
the custodian at the Charlestown branch recently 
deceased at the age of seventy-six, while a janitor in 
one of the branch libraries was continued in service at 
the age of eighty-four. ‘‘The special qualifications 
necessary for a large portion of the employees,”’ says the 
report, ‘‘makes more necessary a more progressive 
policy in connection with the pension situation. The 
Commonwealth has already gone to such an extent in 
the matter that employees of the State Library are now 
included within the provisions of the General Pension 
Law.” 

The subcommittee on administration and finance 
has made a thorough examination of the library and 
expresses itself that the general administration of affairs 
is of such a character as to compel satisfaction rather 
than criticism or possibly even serious suggestion. 
The space for the public in the library does not seem to 
be seriously overcrowded. The general policy of the 
trustees of making the library a workable institution, 
instead of a mere collection of books, is heartily approved. 
“The method of distribution and exchange of books 
between the Central Library and its branches could 
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well be improved,’’ the subcommittee notes, ‘‘the ser- 
vice by team answers and will answer for some time to 
come so far as the main city branches are concerned, 
but to the suburban branches this should be performed 
by motor cars. One of the routes requires more than 
four hours for the team to cover it, a condition that is 
not in keeping with the efficiency of the other branches 
of service.” 

This committee has made an interesting tabulation of 
time required for service. The average time of delivery 
of books on library cards in a series of instances was 
7.62 minutes; the Bates Hall service for books for library 
reading was 6.33 minutes, while on the special cards 
issued to the members of the examining committee 
the time was five or six minutes. The speed in Bates 
Hall is attributed in part at least to the newly estab- 
lished record tray at the central desk. 

This committee suggests that the citizens of Boston 
do not familiarize themselves sufficiently with the 
library, they do not look into its methods often enough 
and do not realize how splendid it is and how well its 
offices are performed. 

The special member of the committee who has 
examined the department of fine arts of the library 
reports an excellent condition. The exhibitions illus- 
trating the lectures given at the library are well attended 
and appreciated. The department is however, in the 
opinion of this visitor, outgrowing its quarters. Lack of 
a good class room has been instrumental in sending 
classes to the Boston Museum of Fine Arts which were 
studying the history of art, although the leaders of the 
classes were abundantly satisfied with the rich material 
at their disposal in the Public Library. It is further 
true that the exigencies of space for books are such that 
the hall of the department is to be shelved, preventing 
use as heretofore of the space for exhibitions. 

The music department is conducted with the same 
consideration for the musician that the art department 
is for the student of art. Critical articles on the items 
of the musical programmes are here displayed and stu- 
dents of analysis and appreciation of music find always 
good material and, if needed, substantial aid. The list. 
of current musical periodicals has been increased by 
adding three or four magazines. 

The subcommittee on printing and binding has 
general commendation of the methods, but finds the 
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equipment in places antiquated. It recommends the 
substitution of two modern papercutting machines in 
place of hand machines now half-a-century old. 

The subcommittee on children’s department and 
work with schools finds a wholesome atmosphere in this 
department, the cooperation between the children and 
the attendants being hearty and responsive. The value 
of the branch libraries in working in harmony with the 
schools in their districts is commented upon, and a little 
more definite suggestion on the part of the teacher might 
be possible so that the librarian’s portion of the work’ 
may be more completely done. It is further noted that 
the library should exercise a directive influence over 
children who come in for the first time. Meetings of 
the teachers with the local library staff are suggested 
as of mutual benefit, since the librarians could set forth 
the salient features relating to juvenile work, and the 
teachers knowing these can better advise their pupils. 
It is also suggested that an extension of the classes in 
story-telling might with advantage be secured. 

Reports by five subcommittees on the various branch 
libraries and reading rooms bring out the following notes 
of their condition or management: 

The reading rooms on East Broadway, near I street, 
South Boston, and on Broadway extension are reported 
to be in the same deplorable condition that was noted 
last year. The number of children making use of these 
rooms has increased by one-quarter and in the opinion 
of the subcommittee the conditions of the rooms are 
becoming a menace to the health of the little ones. The 
heating apparatus at the South End Branch should be 
enlarged and the rooms are in need of immediate paint- 
ing and whitewashing. This subcommittee urges the 
city authorities to see that the new municipal buildings 
on Broadway and at the South End are completed as 
soon as possible. 

The situation in East Boston is found to be urgent by 
the subcommittee, which calls attention in the strongest 
terms to the utter unsuitability of the present building, 
and protests as to the inconvenience of any of the new 
sites suggested in other than a central location. The 
objections to the existing conditions are thus outlined 
by the subcommittee: ‘‘The present building (in tem- 
porary occupation) is not on a main thoroughfare and in 
consequence is not patronized as much as it should be. 
The ventilation is very poor. There is not sufficient 
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room to accommodate the adults who go there to read.” 
Other conditions there are unbelievable in a building 
for library purposes maintained by a city like Boston. 
One of the members of the subcommittee thus pictures 
the situation: ‘‘I found the cellar flooded to such an 
extent that it was necessary for the janitor to bail 
water in order to get a furnace fire. This water trouble 
occurs at every high tide; consequently, on a cold day, 
with a high tide, those in the library are exceedingly 
uncomfortable until the janitor gets rid of the water 
and starts the fire.’ ‘‘They were pumping the water 
out of the cellar one of the days I visited the branch,” 
reports another member of the subcommittee. 

With reference to the location the subcommittee 
writes: ‘‘ Probably without exception the East Boston 
Branch could not be more unfavorably located. The 
inconveniences are many and if the location were per- 
manent they would be intolerable. The controversy 
over the site of the proposed new building has attracted 
much attention. To the people of Ward 2, on account 
of their cosmopolitan character, the library could be 
of the greatest value. We protest against any of the 
sites proposed which are away from the main thorough- 
fares, since they are to be reached only with incon- 
venience by the great and growing population of the 
first and second sections.” , 

The best place for the branch library is on Central 
square. <A site can there be selected affording excellent 
light and good air and so located as to be accessible 
from all parts of the island. 

The subcommittee notes that the admission of the 
readers to the bookshelves is an inconvenience which 
should be abated, and suggests the selection of their 
volumes by the readers from the catalogue. 

Regarding the Charlestown Branch the subcommittee 
finds that specific report is not necessary since it is 
merely waiting to be moved into its new quarters. The 
Orient Heights Reading Room at the present time fully 
meets the needs of the district in which it is located. 

The Parker Hill Reading Room is small, but has been 
open a few years only, and its patrons must for a while 
be limited. The Jamaica Plain Branch in its new build- 
ing needs nothing, the lighting having been improved. 
It contains a lecture hall, the only present use of which 
is for occasional story-telling to children. ‘It might 
be worth considering,’ the report reads, ‘‘whether such 
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a room should not be used for lectures and for confer- 
ences and other neighborhood benefit.”” The Roslindale 
Reading Room is in a leased building, which it is to be 
hoped will be acquired and a better structure erected 
for library and other municipal purposes. The West 
Roxbury Branch is criticised for its location — the 
upper story of an old wooden building — which is not 
attractive nor well suited for so good a locality. 

There is the general statement in the report that the 
books in the branch libraries represent accumulations 
of the past rather than the present state of knowledge. 
There is suggested that some such system of ‘exhibiting 
recent publications be adopted as that which is so 
eminently successful at the Central Library. 

The Brighton Branch and the Allston Reading Room 
are noted as in eminently satisfactory condition. 

The town of Hyde Park at the time of its annexation, 
January, 1912, turned over to the City of Boston a fine 
brick library building, about ten years old, in excellent 
repair, together with about twenty thousand volumes. 
The trustees of the town library had in hand a build- 
ing fund of about $5,000, which the trustees of the Bos- 
ton Public Library devoted to the original purpose of an 
addition to the children’s room. This addition, eighteen 
feet by forty, has been built, corresponding in materials 
and style to the older building. The administration 
of the Hyde Park Branch has been placed under the 
general rules and regulations that govern the other 
branches and the citizens are gradually becoming accus- 
tomed to the change. 

The subcommittee on the Dorchester, Roxbury and 
Upham’s Corner Branches and the Codman Square, 
Mount Pleasant, Mount Bowdoin, Lower Mills, Matta- 
pan and Neponset Reading Rooms reports general 
conditions good. It suggests the supplying of a clock 
to the Mattapan room and glazed doors in the interests 
of order at the Codman Square room. The finishing of 
the loft over the Neponset Reading Room is asked for 
and the belief expressed that the reading rooms which 
are in the building with a police station should be given 
some other location. 

The West End Branch occupies a building formerly 
used for a church and the terms of tenancy require the 
painting of the interior white, to conform with the 
Colonial architecture. The difficulty in keeping this 
clean causes the committee to suggest that in the

baleony section devoted to children, where it is not 
visible from below, a dark color might be substituted 
with advantage. The noise of children’s. feet on the 
floor of the gallery is a disturbing element in the build- 
ing and there is the same difficulty in the basement 
from the movement of the chairs. It is suggested that 
some noise-preventing floor covering, like battle-ship 
linoleum, be used in the children’s section and that 
rubber caps be put on the chair legs below. 

A prime difficulty in this reading room, due to its 
location, is that adults who come to be warm and not 
to read, some of whom are not free from the influence 
of liquor, spit rather freely on the floor and about the 
radiator in the vestibule. The conditions here are 
vile, and the perpetrators are so sly that it is difficult 
for the attendants to catch them. There is a policeman 
on duty from twelve o’clock, but the room has already 
been open three hours. It is suggested by the sub- 
committee that the policeman be detailed for the 
room from the time of its opening, and that he or 
health officers be requested to secure the abatement 
of the spitting nuisance. 

The North End Branch is still in the North Bennet 
Street Industrial School, the new building not: being 
declared ready for occupancy. There is a well-planned 
lecture hall on the first floor which the subcommittee 
suggests should be used for neighborhood benefit and 
for amateur theatricals and dances if well conducted 
under good auspices. There is a large room in the 
- basement for which no use has been assigned, but which 
might be available for neighborhood work or gymnastics. 
The subcommittee comments on the method adopted in 
this branch for marking shelf or class sets of books 
with a distinctive symbol in oil paint which will identify 
out-of-place volumes at sight.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1913. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


At the Central Library the following repairs have been 
made during the year: Various minor repairs have been 
made upon the roof and gutters. The side walls and 
bridge walls of the boilers have been rebuilt and new 
mouthpieces constructed and new tubes put into one 
boiler. New spiral shoes have been supplied and the 
grooves on the cut-off regulators trued up, on both 
engines, and upon one engine a new pinion has been 
placed on the rocker-arm. The overhead system of 
steam piping has required replacement after seventeen 
years of service, and this work has been begun but not 
completed. Minor repairs have been made from time 
to time on the elevators, the book railway, and through- 
out the building, but without interfering with the con- 
stant operation of the library. The boilers are inspected 
periodically by the inspectors of the Hartford Boiler 
Insurance Company, and the elevators also are sub- 
jected to regular official inspection and the entire plant 
is kept up to the point of highest efficiency and safety. 

The necessary repairs required each year to keep the 
various branch buildings in order have been carried out. 
In East Boston, on account of the demolition of the 
building occupied by the branch since its establishment, 
the old Austin School building, vacated by the School 
Department, was placed in our charge for temporary 
occupancy and after such repairs as were necessary 
removal thereto was effected in May. 

The new building for the North End Branch, on North 
Bennet street, is nearly ready for occupancy, and will 
materially widen our opportunity for effective library 
service in that district. 

A new branch building for Charlestown is under 
construction. 
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Tue Usr or Books. 


The recorded circulation of books throughout the 
entire library system, that is, the number of books 
issued for use outside the buildings, for the year, was, 
in total, 1,744,878 volumes. 

Probably twice as many volumes have been used for 
reading or reference purposes within the buildings, but 
this circulation is not recorded statistically. On account 
of the use that is sometimes made of statements regard- 
ing circulation, the following caution is again repeated 
from preceding reports: 

‘The tabulated figures are of value in comparison 
with our own similar figures presented in other years, 
but they should not be closely compared with the 
records of other libraries, unless it is certain that such 
records have been made upon exactly the same system 
as that in use by us.” 

The usual tables, showing the recorded circulation in 
detail, follow. The figures for the Central Library are 
based upon the annual report of Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell, 
Chief of the. Issue Department. The figures for the 
branches are from the regular returns of the custodians.

There have been issued on borrowers’ cards from the 
Central Library through the Branch Department 79,684 
volumes as against 76,006 in the preceding year, a gain 
of 3,678 volumes, or 4.8 per cent. There has been a 
persistent effort to reduce the number of unsuccessful 
applications, and the percentage this year is 38, the 
lowest it has ever been. This, however, is partly due 
to decreased applications. The percentage last year was 
49, and the year before 55. 

The number of volumes sent on deposit from the 
Central Library during the year was 42,587 as against 
41,296 in the preceding year. We have supplied 145 
places as against 143 supplied during the previous year. 
The estimated circulation of the books sent on deposit is 
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143,748 volumes as against 135,000 for the preceding 
year. The proportion of fiction sent was 46 per cent. 

There are now 39,363 volumes in the deposit collec- 
tion, a net gain of 1,098 for the year. 

The number of unbound periodicals sent to city 
institutions, to the coffee rooms of the Church Temper- 
ance Society and to the State Prison was 26,850.

PURCHASES OF FICTION. 


The number of new publications in fiction, chiefly 
English, including fiction for young readers, examined 
during the year, preparatory to selection for purchase, 
was 890. Of these a selection of 140 titles was made, 
and 2,217 copies bought. The number of volumes 
bought to replace worn-out copies or to meet increased 
demand was 8,037. The total expenditure for fiction 
(covering these 10,254 copies) was $9,612.91, or 22.99 per 
cent of the amount expended for all books.

Under the terms of this bequest 362 volumes have 
been purchased during the year, including the final 
volumes 13, 14 and 15 of the Catholic Encyclopedia, 
bought for the Central Library, branches and reading 
rooms. 

Gifts. 

The gifts received from 3,583 donors during the year 
number 10,834 volumes, 22,604 serials and 65 newspaper 
subscriptions. 

The two largest gifts received were from the library 
of the late Henry W. Haynes and from the estate of 
Charles Eliot Norton. The Haynes gift comprised 1,561 
bound volumes, chiefly English and American literature, 
1,342 unbound volumes, besides 215 volumes of periodi- 
cals and 2,200 numbers of Littell. The books were in 
excellent condition and over 500 volumes were compared 
with library copies and 101 volumes were substituted 
for worn or imperfect books on the shelves. 

The Norton gift of 432 volumes contained many 
critical editions of the classics and presentation copies 
of many of the books written by professors in Harvard 
College in Mr. Norton’s time. It contained also a set 
of the North American Review. Many of these books 
also have been used to improve library sets.

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The number of printed cards added to the catalogue 
cases throughout the system during the year was 120,422, 
a number somewhat less than usual, on account of 
temporary suspension of printing during the summer, 
due to the removal of the printing department to new 
quarters. A thinner card stock has been adopted for 
the printed cards, diminishing the bulk about 50 per 
cent. In accordance with the custom of the past nine 
years one card for each title printed has been sent to the 
Library of Congress, and since November, 1911, one 
copy of each card has been sent to the Harvard College 
Library. In exchange, each of these libraries sends to 
us slips or cards showing their accession titles as cata- 
logued. 

During the year many subject headings in the cata- 
logues have been subdivided and made more convenient 
for public use. Old cards containing printed slips pasted 
on, out of old printed catalogues, are being systematically 
replaced by new printed cards, and replacement of soiled, 
torn or roughly used cards proceeds constantly. The 
second volume of the Allen A. Brown Music Catalogue 
has been published, bringing the work through “‘ Rossini,”’ 
and work is advanced on the final volume. Nearly 
four-fifths of this great catalogue is in print. A con- 
siderable part of the Brown Dramatic Collection has 
been catalogued, in preparation for printing. Various 
finding lists have been completed, and much biblio- 
graphical work performed in answer to correspondence. 

There have been placed on deposit in the Boston 
Medical Library during the year 1,050 volumes, selected 
through the Catalogue Department, and 1,154 volumes 
of duplicates removed from the shelves, after careful 
mapas ey with other copies, have been sent out for 
sale. 

Various staff members of this department have, as 
usual, rendered valuable and constant service in the 
examination of sales catalogues, current publishers’ 
lists, ete., in connection with the selection of books for 
purchase.

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. 


From the report of Miss Alice M. Jordan, Custodian 
of the Children’s Department at the Central Library, 
the following extracts are presented, relating to special 
features of her work: 


Reference work with the children follows the requirements 
of the school course in the main. An increase in the number of 
questions on commercial subjects and a demand for material 
to be used in vocational education is noticed. Memoranda of 
reference questions are made with a view to indexing material 
more carefully and to filling up the deficiencies whenever suit- 
able books appear. 

The use of the Reference Room by teachers has increased 
largely during the year. The facility with which the more 
important educational books may be consulted there and the 
filing there of the professional periodicals have been the causes 
of this awakened interest. 

Six lessons on the use of the library have been given to classes 
from the schools. Three talks on children’s reading were 
given to Mothers’ Clubs, in our own district, in Hyde Park, and 
in Roxbury. 

The new feature of the library work with children, through- 
out the city, is the ‘“‘story hour.’’ Since last May the Central 
Library has had thirty-one ‘‘story hours,” with an attend- 
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ance of 1,294 children. The location of the Central Building 
makes this one of the smaller groups in the system, but it has 
been a steadily growing one. 

The material used for story telling has consisted mainly of 
the great epics of different lands, myths and legendary tales, 
and the stronger stories for young people. Its appeal is made 
less to the little children than to those of twelve or thirteen 
years of age, in the belief that there is considerable story telling 
given in the schools for the younger children. 

The children’s choice of reading follows the line of their 
interests. If their interest in books of permanent value is 
undeveloped, the library may reasonably undertake to arouse 
such interest. For years this has been the work of the chil- 
dren’s department with individuals. There is no way of 
doing this comparable with story telling. The most marked 
illustration we have had of this fact is seen in a group of little 
Jewish boys who repeat the stories heard at the library to 
younger: boys in their neighborhood.’ Once a week, since last 
May, this club has met, at first on a roof on Harrison avenue, 
later at Lincoln House. It is a most stimulating experience 
to be present at one of the club meetings and watch the absorp- 
tion of thirty or more little boys in the crude retelling by one 
of their number of great classics or folk lore from different 
lands. 

The circulation of books is noticeably increased by the story 
telling. After each story hour the children eagerly request 
the books which contain the stories they have just heard. 
The demand does not cease then, but increases as the details 
of the story become faint in the children’s memories. Thus, 
a demand for stories from the Faerie Queene was noticed here 
for six months after they were told at South End Branch. 

Among the results of the story telling we count as most 
important the improvement in the quality of reading, increased 
ability to concentrate attention, better knowledge on our 
part of the children’s reading tastes, and the free discussion 
of books, which accompanies the assembling, week after week, 
of the same children. 


Bates HALL. 


The reference work, so called, of the library, that is, 
the use of books for study rather than for recreative 
reading, continues to increase. -Mr. Oscar A. Bier- 
stadt, Chief of the Reference Department, in Bates 
Hall, the principal reading room at the Central Library, 
reports, in part, as follows: 


Never before has Bates Hall been so extensively visited as 
during the past year. Professors and students from distant 
universities came here in greater number to find books unobtain- 
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able in their own institutions, and the library was thus enabled 
to aid in the advancement of Anserican scholarship. 

The erection of a new building for the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society naturally made its books less accessible 
for a time, and its readers have notably increased the number 
of genealogical students frequenting Bates Hall. 

Similarly, the disruption of the Harvard University Library, 
precedent to the erection of its new building, has stimulated 
the use of books here. 

Boston is a great educational centre, and with the numerous 
colleges and schools located in and around the city it may well 
be considered as the Oxford of America. From all these 
institutions of learning readers come to the large reference room 
of this library, which therefore extends its hospitality to more 
students than any single college library is privileged to receive. 

The maximum attendance of readers in Bates Hall, 301, was 
attained in the afternoon of February 4, and it was reduced to 
84 on the afternoon of July 20. 

From the reference works on the open shelves of Bates Hall 
it has been necessary to send 974 volumes to the bindery for 
repairs or rebinding. Thus about one-tenth of the entire collec- 
tion required repairs on account of constant use. 

The reference books reported as missing number 76, com- 
pared with 80 for the preceding year, showing a decrease of 4. 
Only 10 volumes have disappeared from the collection of new 
books, while in the preceding year there was a loss of 125 
volumes. This diminution is due to the fact that the new books 
have been removed from the freely open shelves of Bates Hall 
to a corner of the delivery room, where they are safeguarded 
by grilles and by the constant presence of an attendant. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The special libraries, so called, at the Central Library, 
include the Fine Arts Department, including books and 
photographs relating to the Fine Arts, Architecture, and 
the various technical arts; the Allen A. Brown Music 
Room; and the Barton-Ticknor Room, containing the 
Barton Shakespeare Library, the Prince Library, the 
Ticknor Spanish collection, the Allen A. Brown Dra- 
matic Library, and the various important special col- 
lections. The following details are based upon or taken 
from the report of Mr. Frank H. Chase, Custodian: 


THE FINE ARTS DEPARTMENT. 


The circulation of pictures tssued in portfolios to 
schools, classes and clubs, which has shown a regular 
increase annually since 1906, has for the past year been 
as follows:

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The number of pictures to each portfolio may be 
averaged at fifteen. The total number of individual 
pictures circulated thus becomes 33,990. These pic- 
tures are important aids in class work in history, geog- 
raphy, fine arts, and in stimulating interest in various 
subjects of study in the schools and literary clubs. 

The direct circulation of books for home use from the 
Fine Arts Department (included in the statement of 
total circulation, page 36) was 19,752, a slight gain as 
compared with the preceding year.

MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES OF THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


Visits of Classes. 


The meetings held by classes, and study clubs, pro- 
vided with tables in the West Gallery of the Fine Arts 
Department, or accommodated in the Lecture Hall, 
number 159 with a total attendance of about 1,586 
students. This does not include a conference of the 
City Federation; the Annual Esperanto Congress; 
a public session of the Fathers and Mothers Club; a 
conference of the Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs on literature and library extension; 
fourteen meetings of the Ruskin Club; the Fourth 
National Conference on City Planning (five sessions) ; 
and meetings of the American Political Science Asso- 
ciation (four sessions). The number of persons who 
attended these conferences and.meetings was about 
1,761. 

The conferences in connection with the Harvard- 
Lowell University Extension Courses brought together 
870 students. In all, therefore, at least 4,217 students 
of various grades or persons interested in special sub- 
jects of research were in attendance at class meetings 
or conferences within the library.

BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


Through the operation of the branch system, includ- 
ing thirteen principal branches and fifteen minor 
branches (or reading-room stations), the opportunities 
of the library are brought near to the residents in every 
district of the city. The larger part of our circulation 
for home use is either through the branches directly, 
or from the Central Library through the branches, by 
means of books sent to borrowers who make application 
at a branch and who are supplied from the Central 
Library by our system of daily wagon delivery. The 
branches, with the Central Library as administrative 
and distributing headquarters, constitute a unified 
organization under which the resources of the entire 
library are made available throughout the city. 

This organization will inevitably become enlarged 
as the city increases in population. Its most recent 
important addition was the accession of the Hyde 
Park Public Library, with about 25,640 volumes, by 
the annexation of the town of Hyde Park. The com- 
pletion of the new branch building at the North End, 
the probable completion, early.in the fall of 1913, of 
the new building in Charlestown, our occupancy of 
new reading rooms in the municipal buildings now 
under construction in South Boston or proposed in 
Ward 7, and in other parts of the city, will enable the 
library to meet more effectively the public demand 
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for library privileges. Our work with the schools is 
largely conducted through the branch department. 
Through this department, also, various institutions and 
club centers are supplied with deposits of books. All 
this work is of the highest importance, and by per- 
forming it, the library, as an educational institution, 
supplementing the schools, fills a place in the scheme 
of popular education which the schools, under their 
limitations, are unable to occupy. 

The work in this department is done quietly, and a 
visitor to the Central Library sees little of it. But it 
touches closely, and perhaps more generally than any 
other department of the library, the public as a whole. 

Besides the branches and reading-room stations, the 
subsidiary agencies of distribution, supplied through 
the branch system during the year, include 61 engine 
houses, 31 institutions of various kinds, and 131 public 
and parochial schools. Thus the total number of 
distributing agencies is 251. 

The total expense of operation of the branch 
system, chargeable against the city appropriation, was 
$117,433.53 for the year. This expense, it is perhaps 
needless to say, must show a progressive annual increase 
if the library is to meet the legitimate demand upon it 
as the branch system continues to develop. 

The circulation through the branches is shown in 
the tables on pages 36, 37. The total recorded circula- 
tion (home use) of the system, 1,480,371 volumes, 
shows a gain of 148,082 as compared with the preceding 
year. The thirteen principal branches and two large 
reading-room stations sent out directly 25,654 volumes 
on deposit as against 20,863. These figures indicate 
the trend of increase, but do not measure, since it is 
impossible to measure statistically, the increase in the 
use of books within the branch buildings, the reference 
use in connection with the schools, nor the distribution 
of pictures and other library material not books. In 
every way the work at the branches is constantly 
enlarging. 

From the report of Mr. Langdon L. Ward, Super- 
visor of Branches, the following extracts are made 
showing important phases of this work: 


Work with Schools. 


The work of the Branch Department with the schools con- 
tinues to grow. The number of volumes sent to them on 
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deposit this year from the Central Library and the branches 
was 31,978, an increase of 6,265 volumes over the year 1911-12. 
The number of teachers supplied was 708 as against 664 the 
preceding year. Of these, 185 were supplied from the Central 
Library and 523 from the branches and large reading rooms. 

To encourage teachers to ask for books and pictures, five 
new printed forms of letters and applications have been pre- 
pared and used successfully. 

A committee representing the schools has been appointed 
by the Superintendent of Schools, and is considering several 
important questions concerning the relations of the library 
and the schools. This committee has held three meetings at 
each of which representatives of the library were present. It 
is expected that definite results will be reached in time. We 
have already noticed an increased interest in the library on the 
part of teachers, following the appointment of this committee. 


Transfers From the Branches. 


From the branches 2,948 volumes were transferred to the 
Central Library during the year. Approximately 2,000 vol- 
umes of the number were bound periodicals. We have now 
removed from the branches nearly all of the small broken sets 
of these, and of the larger sets the following: Atlantic Monthly, 
Living Age, Lippincott’s, North American Review, Nineteenth 
Century, Scribner’s, the Century. One complete set of each 
of these periodicals is kept somewhere in the branch system, 
and the sets in Stack 4 at the Central Library have been com- 
pleted so far as was possible. This process of eliminating 
bound periodicals is still going on. It results in giving the 
branches more shelf room and relieving them of the care of 
comparatively useless books. When a bound volume is wanted 
at a branch that no longer has it, by the use of the telephone 
and the wagon it may be got within a few hours. For example, 
if the North American Review, Vol. 50, is wanted by someone 
at South Boston, it may be obtained from the West End Branch, 
- where the file is kept, or from the Central Library (Stack 4 set). 


Demand for Certain Books. 


With regard to the demand for certain books and classes 
of books, I quote from two annual reports of the custodians: 

“Among the books most frequently called for are: Aldrich, 
‘Story of a Bad Boy’; Mary Antin, ‘Promised Land’; Jackson, 
‘Ramona’; Helen Keller, ‘Story of My Life’; Myers, 
‘Histories’; Richards, ‘Story of Two Noble Lives’; Smith, 
‘Armchair at the Inn’; Upton, ‘Standard Operas.’ There 
is a growing demand for books on music and composers.”’ 

“There is constant and increasing demand for books in 
Yiddish and Italian. The objection sometimes made that 
people coming to our country should learn to read our language 
is always met by the answers of sons and daughters, graduates 
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of our high schools and good citizens, that their mothers and 
fathers are too old, or that they have not time to learn, but 
that they read well in their own language and yearn for the 
literature of their mother country. People who draw foreign 
books are most appreciative and careful about having books 
carefully charged. During the year but three Italian books 
have disappeared — one of these was a book on hygiene.” 


The Circulation of Pictures. 


The number of pictures that have been issued from branches 
and reading rooms, chiefly to schools, is 42,391 as against 
40,149 in 1911, and 21,719in 1910. The use would undoubtedly 
have been larger if we had had a new edition of the printed lists, 
as was the case in 1911. Several thousand pictures have been 
mounted and added to the branch collection. I quote from 
the annual report of a custodian a passage on this subject: 

“Tn mounting pictures we omit, no matter how pretty they 
may be, pictures of places, since these may usually be obtained 
from Central. Folk-life, mythology, animal life, industries, 
illustrations of books, and historical pictures are mounted. 
The London News and “ National Geographic Magazine” are 
two valuable sources of material.” 

The number of portfolios of pictures sent out from the Fine 
Arts Department, through the branches and reading rooms, 
was 1,880 as against 1,787 in 1911. 


THE Story Hour AT THE BRANCHES. 


Story telling, in connection with the use of the library 
by children, introduced in 1911, under the direction of 
Mrs. Mary W. Cronan, has been continued during the 
year covered by this report. This work at the Central 
Library has been referred to on page 46. The following 
details, from Mr. Ward’s report upon the branches, are 
of interest: 


At the beginning of the year there was a weekly story hour 
at the Jamaica Plain and South End Branches and the Codman 
Square Reading Room. In March the trustees authorized 
a further limited expenditure for this work, and stories have 
been told weekly since that time at the Central Library and 
at the Brighton and South Boston Branches, and since Sep- 
tember at the West End Branch. In the fall the expenses 
of the story hour at the Jamaica Plain Branch, which had been 
borne by some Jamaica Plain ladies since July, 1911, were 
assumed by the library. 

In October a class in story-telling was formed, the members 
being eight employees of the branches. This has been con- 
tinued until the present time. It has proved sufficiently 
successful to justify the expense and the time required. Most

of the members are now so trained that they can tell stories to 
a group of children reasonably well. Several of them have 
taken up the work at the Brighton and Jamaica Plain Branches 
every other week for some time past. The training that the 
members of this class receive assists them in their regular work 
with the children at the branches. 

If it is a proper function of the library to direct children’s 
reading and to stimulate a demand for the best books, then 
the story hour would seem justified, since it is the consensus of 
opinion that this has been its effect. It has other effects, such 
as an increased appreciation of library privileges by the children, 
improvement in manners, and increased interest in the library 
on the part of parents and teachers. 

I quote the following passages from the annual heGares of 
custodians: 

“Of the popularity of the story hour I need only say that 
at the first one we had fifteen children, and for the last three 
months we have had an average of 125 children, which does 
not count those excluded for lack of space. With regard to 
the status of the group, seven-eighths of them are boys between 
eleven and fourteen years of age. What I did not say before 
and wish to say now is that these children are of Irish, Lithu- 
anian, Polish, Italian and some of Hebrew extraction. This 
goes far toward showing that the love of story-telling is an 
attribute of the human race rather than of any nationality. 

“It 1s impossible to acquire figures concerning the use of the 
particular books with which the stories are concerned, except 
in so far as to say that I have not seen a copy of Robin Hood 
nor King Arthur on the children’s shelves for months. The 
effect of the story hour on the use of books in general can be 
more easily figured. Our story hour occurs on Wednesdays. 
Last year the average circulation on Wednesdays was 380 
volumes; this year it is 461 volumes. But even more impor- 
tant and far more noticeable to one working in the Children’s 
Room is the more intelligent use of the books. For instance, 
after one Russian folk-tale heard in the story hour the children 
want our Russian folk stories for what they really are and not 
for their attractive binding. Moreover, books circulated as 
a result of the story hour are practically sure of a thorough 
reading. Finally, to the children just beginning to use the 
library, the titles mean something more than just a pretty 
book. This more intelligent and more thorough use of the 
books by the children is perhaps the most important effect of 
the story hour, and should, I think, insure the place of the latter 
in the library. 

“But the result sought in having the stories told is more 
important than the mere entertainment of the children or the 
increase of circulation. It has happened that this year there 
is an increase of 1,000 volumes, or nearly 10 per cent, in the total 
of juvenile circulation, some of which is due to the story hour, 
but it is of more importance that books which were not read 
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before were read after the children heard the stories, and quite 
often a child who has been unable to come to the library for 
some time will come and ask for a book about a story he heard 
at the beginning of the year.” 

“Since the beginning of the story-telling, the circulation of 
children’s books in this branch has increased as follows:

‘““A notable thing about the gain during January was that 
although the circulation has always dropped during holiday 
time, yet this year the month ending January 15 shows a gain 
of 1,086 volumes in juvenile books alone. _ 

‘Although the stories entertain the children, that was not 
the object for which they were started. It seems to me that 
the greatest effect cannot be reckoned by figures of circulation. 
It lies in the inspiration the children are getting. They are 
being introduced in a simple way to some of the best things in 
literature. The magic doors to the folk-stories of all nations 
are being opened to them with an appreciation of what those 
stories symbolize. Heroism is rewarded, virtue crowned and 
vice punished. Children are quick to grasp the moral; it 
never needs pointing out to them. They appreciate the justice 
of the situation when Solomon Crow loses his pockets, when 
the citizens of Hamelin Town lose their children, or the wicked 
dwarf, Albrecht, loses the magic ring. These stories and many 
others are invaluable ways of teaching honesty and truthfulness. 

“The story hour has still another function; it forms a pleas- 
ant bond between the library and the children. There is no 
obligation about the story hour; they come because they enjoy 
it. Too often the Children’s Room is regarded as a place 
where they must keep quiet and study their ‘home lesson,’ 
and all library attendants are thought of and referred to as 
‘teachers.’ The assistant who has been having lessons and 
has several times assisted at the story hour is looked upon and 
greeted now as a friend. 

‘We have found that children of foreign parentage read a 
better class of books than their American brothers and sisters; 
that they will take good things when they can get them. It 
rests with us to see that they get the best, and the story hour 
opens the door to the best in all literature.” 

“The story hour once every week has been continued through 
the year with an average attendance, except during the summer, 
of between eighty and ninety. It is pleasant to notice the 
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eager attention which the children give to the stories. After 
every story hour we have requests for books containing the 
stories to which they have just listened. In future years the 
children will realize the great advantage they have enjoyed in 
hearing narrated so vividly the folk lore and legends of so 
many countries. The members of the training class who 
have recently done some of the work have succeeded well in 
telling the stories in an interesting manner and in holding the 
attention of the children.”’ 

“One of the neighboring settlements has formed a _ boys’ 
club for story-telling which has been named the Library 
Club. Every effort is made to encourage the boys to get 
books from the library. A side light on story-telling was 
thrown by a master of one of the schools who says that the 
fifth and sixth grade teachers have been encouraging the boys 
to tell the stories to the class, stories they themselves have 
heard told at the library or at the clubs. Several boys have 
developed a real talent in this way. ‘ Boys,’ says this master, 
‘must have changed since I went to school.’ He welcomes the 
innovation, because it improves the English vocabulary of the 
boys, who are mostly of foreign parentage.”’ 


Reference Work, Personal Work and Constituencies. 


The end of the year finds the branches and reading rooms 
better equipped than ever before in books and in experience to 
do reference work and to guide the reading of their borrowers. 
It would seem also from the unanimity on this point of the 
reports of the custodians that the demand for help on the part 
of the public increases year by year. The demand is not of 
the same kind in all districts. One reading room has twice as 
many adult readers as children; at another, conditions are 
exactly reversed. At one place people ask to have books 
chosen for them, at another they would resent this. The 
attempt is made to meet conditions as they exist, and, it is 
hoped, with success. There is no better way to illustrate 
what is being done than to quote the following passages from 
the annual reports of different custodians: 

“The reference work has been an important factor in the 
usefulness of this reading room. Many grammar school and 
high school pupils, as well as other students, come regularly 
for aid. I notice that the high school pupils, who have visited 
the library for at least a year, are becoming more self-reliant 
in use of reference books. I make it a point to instruct, as I 
find the proper book, and explain why I looked for the subject 
in some particular place and the chain leading from one refer- 
ence book to another. When a similar subject is required, it 
can be found by these pupils and this leaves me time for others. 
It is always a pleasure to watch the first excursion into the 
mysteries of reference study. This seems to be a long step 
toward the cooperation of the school and library. Yesterday 
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a little miss of nine came shyly to my desk, holding a piece of 
paper bearing the name ‘ Louisa Alcott’ and asked: ‘ Won’t 
you please tell me something about this lady?’ When she 
received ‘ Persons and Places,’ a real encyclopedia, she was as 
delighted as with a new toy and very carefully copied every 
word, together with what I told her about some of the ‘ Alcott ’ 
books.” 

“The principal part of our reference work is with those still 
in school or college. Our adult constituents from abroad 
appear intelligent and seem to have considerable education. 
Other constituents possess cultivated taste in their reading — 
some are club members, others physicians, teachers or writers 
who use the library for reference purposes or to draw books. 
Our Central Library delivery provides admirably for these 
and gives the feeling, expressed by one of our patrons, that it is 
a wonderful system which makes a branch one with the great 
Central collection of books, providing within a few hours those 
not to be found on the shelves.” 

“Pupils from the Gilbert Stuart School, Dorchester High, 
Girls’ Latin, Boys’ Latin, Mechanic Arts, Boston College, and 
School of Commerce, come to this station frequently to con- 
sult the reference books.”’ 

“This brings us to the subject of the constituency of the 
district. The ward has a population of 21,806 and the card 
holders number but 1,782, or about 8 per cent. This does not 
mean indifference on the part of the people but is largely 
explained by the location of the branch which is upon a side 
street, between two car lines. The people have homes which 
are presumably well supplied with books, so that the public 
library is not as necessary to them as to the residents in the 
more congested districts of the city. The locality is suburban 
and the adult members of the families going to the city every 
day patronize circulating libraries near their business or 
support the local ones doing a thriving business at intervals of 
half a mile along the route to the city. These readers are, of 
course, looking for the newest fiction. There is almost no 
foreign element in the population, therefore little call for 
books in foreign languages. The demand is largely for fiction 
or nonfiction of a recreative nature, with some demand for 
modern books on machinery and electricity. We have several 
patrons pursuing systematic courses in art, history, travel and 
literature, and they use all that we can give them and that 
Central affords on these subjects. 

“With the establishment of new industries this district is 
erowing in business and population. At the registration desk, 
many newcomers are noticed who seek out the library as soon 
as they come to the district, being used to library privileges 
elsewhere. About a third of the people are foreign-born, 
intelligent and ambitious, almost every nationality being 
represented.”

“The branch has lost many former constant readers who 
have read all the fiction offered here and will probably never 
return. It is good to find, however, that many of foreign-born 
parentage who began to use the library while in school several 
years ago are still using it. One of these is now reading Mazzini 
and Dante in his leisure hours. Another, now a street-car 
conductor, often drops into the branch to read or study when 
he has an hour or an evening off. Another is taking a course 
in the evening law school.”’ 

“This past winter has brought us a great number of hard- 
working men seeking help and self-advancement with the work 
of their life. Engineers come seeking instructions for use in 
the boiler room. Plumbers, electricians, and various other 
mechanics bring us weekly requests for help and instruction. 
School physicians ask for books on hygiene and health; college 
students bring their class-room problems to us for the solution 
they seem confident of receiving. It is this growing confidence 
in the library that we love to see and that we foster. We want 
the ignorant, unskilled laborer to feel that we are there for him 
as well as for the cultured student of the classics. We belong 
to all; we wish all to avail themselves of our help.’’ 

“Perhaps the class which demands most of our attention and 
which never seems to grow beyond includes the teachers. They 
borrow our pictures and our deposit books to supplement 
various talks and lessons. They ask for fairy tales and psy- 
chologies; graded readers and grammatical analyses — in fact, 
their requests are as inclusive as our classifications, and are 
upon asmany subjects as exist within the confines of knowledge. 

“From four in the afternoon until nine at night are the 
busiest hours of our day. The long tables are crowded with 
silent readers, some busy with their favorite periodicals, others 
engaged in culling notes from encyclopedias, while still others 
wrestle with the difficult problems of the next school day. It 
is not an uncommon sight to see little people patiently strug- 
gling over home lessons in a retired corner of the library. One 
little girl informed me that it was so noisy in the kitchen at 
home where the family congregated that she took her books 
every night to the library to study there. To children like 
this one, the library is a sanctuary.” 

“The people who frequent the reading room are of various 
nationalities. Among those who use the library are students, 
professional men and women, business men, mechanics, and a 
large number of women who never come to the library but 
depend upon the attendants to select their reading, their 
children acting as messengers, and a large number of school 
children.” 

“My experience, where I have been able to follow the reading 
of children from the lower grades up, indicates that if they have 
had access to a place where the best books are easily obtainable 
their choice of reading will be creditable. I recently asked 
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several girls who have used our library since they were old 
enough to read, to give me lists of ten books they would like 
saved for their own use if all the other books in the world 
should be destroyed. The books chosen had to do largely with 
the avocational or cultural rather than the vocational interest, 
though these users of the library were all residing in a district 
where ‘how to get a living’ is the chief question.” 


REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. John J. Keenan, Chief of the Registration 
Department, reports that in January, 1913, there were 
92,599 borrowers’ cards in force, so-called ‘‘active’ 
home-use cards, 2. e., available for use in taking books 
for use outside the library buildings. The net gain for 
the year was 3,437. The usual statistical statement, 
classifying the cardholders, follows:

The following items are reported by Mr. Pierce E. 
Buckley, Custodian: 


Center Desk.— The indicator installed at the center 
desk, from which it is immediately determined whether 
or not a book requested has already been lent for use 
out of the building, sent to the bindery, or otherwise 
temporarily removed from use in the reading room, has 
now been in operation more than a year, obviating the 
necessity of obtaining this record from the indicator in 
the Issue Department. As expected, it has shortened 
the time required for responding to the demands of 
readers. Many readers wish to know whether or not a 
book is available, and if not, will select some other 
title. This question can now be answered at once at 
the center desk by means of the indicator, relieving 
readers from the necessity of waiting for a report from 
the Issue Department, and the loss of time thereby 
occasioned. 

Newspaper Room.— There are at present 340 news- 
papers regularly filed in this room. Of these, 256 are 
dailies and 84 weeklies. ‘To the bound newspaper files 
126 volumes were added during the year. The number 
of volumes consulted (30,232) shows a gain of 7,180 as 
compared with the preceding year, and the number of 
persons who used them 13,428, an increase of 2,740. 

Patent Room.— There are now in the collection of 
volumes of patents 12,139, a net gain of 448 volumes. 
The use of the department increases, as may be seen 
from the following statements:

Documents and Statistics. 


Mr. Horace L. Wheeler, in charge, reports the follow- 
ing additions to the Statistical Department: 

By exchange with and gift to the American Statistical 
Association (whose collection is heldin this department), 
520 volumes and 1,695 pamphlet parts. Through 
regular library accessions, 464 volumes. ‘Total number 
of volumes now in the collection, 17,888. Important 
additions include the publications of the United States 
Census of 1910; Reports of the Immigration Commis- 
sion, and Reports of the Commission on Woman and 
Child Wage-earners. 

The collection of books in this department, including 
as it does a municipal reference library and an extensive 
collection. of volumes relating to economics and social 
science, is in constant and increasing use. Reservations 
are made here for students in the School for Social 
Workers, the University Extension Classes in certain 
subjects, students from Simmons College, and others 
pursuing special branches of research. 
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Sunday and Evening Service, Central Library. 


The average number of books lent on Sundays and 
holidays from the Central Library, for use outside the 
library building, was 747. ‘The largest number lent 
on any single Sunday (or holiday) was 1,236. The 
largest number of readers present in the Bates Hall 
Reading Room on any single Sunday was 301, on Feb- 
ruary 4, 1912, at four o’clock in the afternoon.

This comparison is affected by the fact that work in 
this department was either suspended or much restricted 
during part of the year on account of the removal to 
new premises, at 172 Columbus avenue, from those 
long occupied on Stanhope street.

Dear Srr,— In conformity with chapter 3, section 
24, of the Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the 
annual report of the Department of Markets for the 
year ending January 31, 1913. 

The work of the department has been of a routine 
nature. 

The rents have been paid promptly, the ordinances 
and regulations of the Market Department have been 
strictly enforced; the pure food laws have met the 
hearty approval of the lessees and the department has 
worked in harmony with the Board of Health in carrying 
out such regulations as have been adopted for the pro- 
tection of the public; such produce as has been offered 
for sale within the market limits has been of excellent 
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quality, so much so that very few complaints have been 
made and we have been called upon to condemn very 
small quantities of such supplies as being unfit to be used 
for food. 

During the year several necessary repairs asked for 
in previous years have been made under the direction 
of the Department of Public Buildings. The wooden 
floors in passageways and several of the stalls in Faneuil 
Hall Market have been removed and replaced with 
asphalt flooring, which is not only more sanitary but 
cheaper for the city to maintain and has given general 
satisfaction to the lessees as well as patrons of the 
market. 

For several years the lessees of Faneuil Hall Market 
have been annoyed and put to considerable expense 
because of the condition of the slating on the roof of 
the building, which at the time of a heavy rain or because 
of the accumulation of snow on the roof has permitted 
the water to cause considerable damage to merchandise 
on their premises. During the past year the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings has had such changes made 
on the south side of the market that it does not seem 
possible to have further annoyance from this trouble 
on this part of the building. The same changes should 
be made during the present year on the north side 
because of the trouble of the same nature. The ceiling 
in the main passageway. of the Faneuil Hall Market, 
which has been in a very bad condition for several years, 
has been replaced by a steel ceiling, which, with some 
painting done in connection with it and with a general 
cleaning and painting by the lessees of the premises 
occupied by them, has made the market more attractive 
than at any time for many years. 

In the market house under Faneuil Hall the wooden 
floors in the passageways are in bad condition and should 
be renewed as soon as possible or replaced with asphalt. 


Also the brick sidewalks around Faneuil Hall should be 
relaid or, which would be much better, replaced with 


granolithic paving. 

One of the most necessary and important improve- 
ments and which has been needed for many years has 
been accomplished by taking the rooms formerly occu- 
pied by the Western Union Telegraph Company and 
fitting it up for a ladies’ toilet. A matron has been 
placed in charge who is in attendance at all hours when 
the market house is opened. This change has been 
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appreciated not only by the large number of ladies 
employed in the market and immediate vicinity but 
has relieved the department of a just criticism made 
by the Board of Health and others who have realized 
the necessity for provision of this kind to be made. 

During the year the department has condemned and 
caused to be destroyed as unfit for human food one 
hundred eighty-six (186) pounds poultry, fifty-three 
(53) pigeons, eighty-two (82) pounds sausage, small 
quantities of tripe and fish, twenty-four hundred 
thirty (2,480) quarts of strawberries, fifteen (15) barrels 
squash, besides large quantities of fruit and vegetables 
sent to the dumping scow.

APPROPRIATION AND EXPENDITURES. 


The total appropriation for the year was $19,605.60. 
The original appropriation, granted at the beginning 
of the fiscal year, was $18,000. On October 10, 1912, 
because of additional celebrations during the summer, 
the sum of $1,500 was added, and on December 15, 
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1912, the sum of $105.60 was transferred from the 
School Department in payment for music furnished. 
Of this total, $19,605.60, a balance of $0.46 was unex- 
pended, the total expenses for the year being $19,605.14. 
The expenditures of this department are divided into 
three divisions, as follows:

The total number of concerts given with this amount 
during the year was 128. Of these, 81 were summer 
band concerts and 47 were chamber concerts, consist- 
ing of orchestral and trio concerts and organ recitals. 
At the summer concerts a total estimated attendance 
of 362,300 were entertained, while the actual attendance 
of auditors at the winter concerts was 45,449, making a 
total for the year of 407,749. The cost per capita for 
each concert was 4.8 cents.

DEDICATION OF THE PARKMAN MEMORIAL 
BANDSTAND. 


The band concert season was officially opened by 
the dedication of the handsome bandstand on Boston 
Common, erected in the memory of Boston’s benefactor, 
George Francis Parkman. ‘The erection of this monu- 
ment on Boston Common not only enhances the artistic 
beauty of the surrounding area, but provides a stand 
which is a delight to the musical public because of the 
excellent acoustic properties and the pleasing musical © 
results obtained. The stand was dedicated on Sunday 
afternoon, June 23, 1912. On this occasion, 15,000 
people enjoyed a concert that was particularly attrac- 
tive and aroused the greatest enthusiasm. Mr. Emil 
Mollenhauer, with the Municipal Band augmented to 
sixty musicians, assisted by the Apollo Club of Boston, 
provided the musical program. ‘The concert was pre- 
ceded by addresses by prominent city officials and others 
of the musical world. 


CELEBRATIONS. 


The music at the following celebrations given during 
the year was selected and supervised by the Music 
Department: 


May 30, Franklin Park, “The Pageant of Patriots.” Music by the 
Municipal Band. 

Dorchester Day Celebration, June 8, 1912. Morning parade. Athletic 
sports and concert at Franklin Field. 
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Evening band concerts (seven) in various sections of 
Dorchester. The expense of the music, at all these 
celebrations was charged to the Music Department. 

On July 4 the Music Department cooperated with a 
special committee, appointed to conduct the celebra- 
tions of this holiday, and furnished music and super- 
vised ten evening concerts given in the various sections 
of the city. Music was also furnished for the evening 
celebration on the Charles river and for the pageants 
given in the afternoon at Castle Island, South Boston, 
and at Franklin Park. 

On Labor Day, concerts were given on Boston Com- 
mon, Marine Park, and Jamaica Pond. 

On Columbus Day, October 12, 1912, the Music 
Department furnished and supervised the thirty-four 
bands in the morning parade and conducted a concert 
at Franklin Field in the evening. 

On Christmas Eve and New Year’s Eve, the innova- 
tion of public celebrations on Boston Common met 
with a hearty response of appreciation by the general 
public. On these occasions 50,000 and 100,000 people, 
respectively, assembled and welcomed the advent of 
Christmas and New Year’s Day. This department 
supervised the musical program which consisted of choral 
singing, vocal solos, duets and trios and other musical 
novelties, together with a band of fifty musicians. 
Other concerts given by brass bands during the season 
were as follows: 


August 2, McNary Park, South Boston; August 23, Franklin Park; 
August 30, Wood Island Park, at which children’s games and folk 
dancing were conducted.

WINTER CONCERTS. 


During the year, chamber concerts were given, as in 
the past, in the largest halls obtainable in each district 
of the city. This series consisted of three classes of 
music, affording an opportunity for music lovers to 
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enjoy concerts of a varied nature. Thirty orchestral 
concerts, with a musical lecture combined, were con- 
ducted; thirteen trio concerts, three organ recitals, and 
a special concert given by the renowned Longy Club 
sextette of wind instruments, made up the schedule. 
Thirty-one of these concerts’ were given between 
January 26, 1912, and April 25, 1912, inclusive. After 
the summer season of band concerts had been finished, 
the chamber concerts were resumed and the balance 
of sixteen concerts were given between December 3; 
1912, and February 1, 1913; the close of the fiscal year.

MuNICcIPAL ORCHESTRA. 


The orchestral concerts are growing in popular favor 
from year to year, and it is not an uncommon occurrence 
to refuse from 300 to 500 people admittance because 
of lack of seating accommodations at our larger halls. 
Mr. William Howard, for the fourth successive season, 
was selected leader of the Municipal Orchestra, con- 
sisting of ten pieces. At each orchestral concert, Prof. 
Louis C. Elson lectured on the musical numbers about 
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to be rendered, and explained, in his fascinating manner, 
the compositions, the uses of the various instruments, 
and gave a short biographical sketch of the composer. 
This type of concert was given during the season 
in the various sections, on thirty occasions, to a total 
attendance of 21,095 adults, making an average attend- 
ance of 703 at each concert. On two occasions at our 
orchestral concerts, Signor Antony Torellé, the cele- 
brated contra-bass soloist, charmed large audiences by 
his astonishing achievements of giving solo numbers on 
this instrument. At each orchestral concert a vocal 
soloist and an instrumental soloist contributed, in 
addition to the ensemble numbers of the orchestra. 


TRIO CONCERTS. 


For the third season, trio concerts were conducted. 
The trios, consisting of pianist, violinist and violon- 
cellist, were assisted by a vocalist. The programs given 
consisted of the better class of trio music and were 
enjoyed immensely by the large audiences favoring this 
school of music. The talent was selected individually, 
and organized into various trios, thus giving the public 
an opportunity of hearing six different trios perform. 
At the thirteen trio concerts given, a total attendance 
of 10,073 enjoyed the music, making an average attend- 
ance of 775 at each concert. 


OrGAN RECITALS. 


The increasing requests from the music-loving public 
for organ recitals is being felt in Boston, as in all other 
large music centers. This demand has been occa- 
sioned, no doubt, in Boston because of the excellent 
organ recitals given by this department during the last 
two seasons. During the last season this department 
conducted three recitals, one at the Arlington Street 
Church and two at the First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist. On all three occasions the audiences taxed the 
seating capacity of the edifices, and on two occasions 
thousands were refused admittance because of lack of 
seating accommodations. We were very fortunate in 
having the cooperation of the church directors, who 
entered into the spirit of the affair from a purely musical 
standpoint. At the three organ recitals given, a total 
attendance of 13,294 were admitted, making an average 
attendance of 4,431. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 


‘Since the beautiful Parkman Memorial Bandstand 
has been occupied on Boston Common, it has become 
more evident to the audiences, as well as to the musi- 
cians, that stands of a similar nature are needed in the 
various parks of the city. Our request of last year, 
relative to the erection of seven stands of concrete or 
some other similar material, is again renewed. It is 
the general opinion of the Music Trustees that these 
stands should be erected as soon as possible in the parks 
named in the last report. 

The Music Trustees, realizing the difficulty of securing 
an auditorium in Boston large enough for the accom- 
modations of the audiences at our winter concerts, re- 
spectfully suggest that a music hall, similar to the home 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, designed to seat 
at least 5,000 people, and containing an organ, be erected 
on some site which is provided for by the Parkman 
Fund. This would be a lasting monument to the 
generous benefactor, George Francis Parkman, and 
could be used for both summer and winter entertain- 
ments. 

We again take this opportunity to acknowledge our 
sincere thanks to all those who cooperated in any way 
to help make our undertakings of the past year successful.

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STATISTICS OF Cases AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
2,639, an increase of 367 families from the previous year. 
Of these, 280 families resided in other cities and towns 
but had retained their settlement in this city, and we 
received payment for aid rendered to 243 families resid- 
ing in Boston whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 
817. The total number of cases dealt with since 1864

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The sum of $108,197.19 has been given directly to the 
poor, to which should be added the sum of $3,085.35 
paid for burials, $5,402.77 paid for support of the Tem- 
porary Home, and $11,242.90 paid for support of the 
Lodge for Wayfarers, making a total of $127,928.21 
actually paid out by the Overseers of the Poor from the 
tax levy for the direct relief of the poor.

INCREASED ACTIVITIES AND EXPENSES. 


Examination of the statistics of our work and of our 
expense account will show that both have made a con- 
siderable increase over the preceding year; a total num- 
ber of 2,639 families were cared for during the year as 
against 2,272 in 1911, an increase of 367 families. The 
amount of relief actually given to the poor increased 
$19,422.77 over 1911. While the total number of — 
families cared for by us increased 367 over the preceding 
year, there was an average increase of 244 each month of 
the year over the corresponding month of the preceding 
year. Dividing the total amount expended by the total 
number of families cared for, we find an average cost 
per family of almost exactly $41; multiplying this sum 
by 244, the increased number of families cared for each 
month, and we have $15,081.40 as the additional expense 
incurred by reason of the increase. If to this we add 
the expense of caring for the Hyde Park poor, $3,648.17, 
we get $18,729.57, or nearly the amount of the increase. 

The increased cost per family aided over 1911 was 
exactly $2.12, 7. e., the cost in 1911 was $38.88 ‘per 
family as against $41 per family in 1912. 
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WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


This is a municipal lodging house and has been con- 
ducted as such by the Overseers of the Poor since Janu- 
ary, 1879. It is open every night in the year for lodgers 
and every day in the year for those who are hungry 
and want one or more meals to keep them from 
starving. 

Applicants for lodging are registered and sent down- 
stairs to the bathroom, where they strip and take a 
shower bath, being made to use plenty of soap. Then 
after a medical inspection, designed to benefit the 
community as well as the individual inspected, they are 
made to don a clean night shirt and slippers and sent 
upstairs to bed. In the morning they are roused betimes 
and given a stunt of work in the yard. This consists of 
the sawing of a small pile of cord wood into merchant- 
able lengths. To accomplish this task takes them from 
one to two hours, depending upon the skill and willing- 
ness of the sawyer. Next they have their breakfast 
and are dismissed early enough to go to work at any job 
they may be able and willing to get. 

The number passing through the lodge in the manner 
indicated above varies greatly from night to night. In 
the winter and early spring months the average is about 
one hundred; in the summer and fall about one-half 
that number. The past year the nightly average for 
the months of February, March, April, November, 
December, 1912, and January, 1913, was ninety-nine; 
for the other six months the average was fifty. The 
average for the entire year was seventy-four. Of course 
this average does not refer to the number of individuals 
lodged, but to the average number of lodgings given. 
Many of the men come many times. A careful record 
is kept of the repeaters, and if men seem to be making 
a permanent home of the lodge they are warned to come 
less frequently, as it was never intended that the Way- 
farers’ Lodge should be a permanent home for vagrants. 
Such people belong at Long Island or Tewksbury or 
Bridgewater. 

Everything possible is done to maintain a temporary 
lodging place for unfortunate men which is clean and 
sanitary and where the men can, without loss of self- 
respect, obtain needed temporary relief.

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REPORT OF THE City TEMPORARY HOME. 


The home still continues to do the same good work 
for which it was established in 1862, being a temporary 
home with food and shelter for such women and children 
as may need it. 

Many women, young and old, many mothers with 
children, have found food and shelter during the past 
fifty years. Many a one has had an opportunity 
through the home to redeem herself and start life 
anew. The home is always open; is furnished with 
clean, comfortable beds, and good, wholesome, well pre- 
pared food is served. Not only is food and lodging 
provided, but there are comfortable day and night 
nurseries, where babies and children with or without 
mothers are properly cared for; a sitting room for 
grown up girls, and one for women, both provided with 
games and good reading matter, so that those remaining 
in the home over night or for a longer period may have 
some home privileges. On Sunday those who are able 
are expected to attend church, usually accompanied by 
one of the matrons. 

The matron, who also acts as the superintendent, has 
three assistants and a cook. The first assistant has 
charge of mothers and children, also the serving of 
all the meals. The night matron has charge of all night 
calls, the matron’s assistant does office work, keeps 
the records and card system, and helps in other ways. 
The cook superintends all the cooking of the house. 

Women given meals, or meals and lodging, are expected, 
if well enough, to assist in the work of the house, such 
as bread making, cleaning and laundry work. Many 
thousands of loaves of bread are made and baked in the 
home during the year, as much of the bread used at 
the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street is made and 
baked in the home. 

The home is constantly used by Police, City and 
State Charity Boards, the Travelers’ Aid Society, and 
by almost all the private societies doing any kind of 
charitable work for women and children. Wards of the 
city or state are often kept in the home until provision 
is made for transferring them elsewhere. The home 
finds employment for many seeking aid or assistance, 
finds friends for some, and parents or guardians for many 
lost or runaway children. Unfortunate young mothers 
are given advice and protection when in need. In other 
ways thethome is always doing good.

City HospPITAu. 


We still continue to incur a large expense for collect- 
ing for two other city departments. The Trustees of the 
City Hospital and the Board of Health benefit very 
largely each year by the work done for them by us in 
the matter of determining settlements of sick people 
aided at the City Hospital. The amount collected by 
us, or by means of our investigations, during the past 
year was about $84,000. The settlements of people 
suffering from contagious diseases are looked up by us 
for the Board of Health and we send the bills to the 
City Collector for collection. In the case of the ordinary 
sick people admitted to the City Hospital, but not hav- 
ing a settlement in Boston, we not only look up the 
settlements but personally collect the sums due the 
City Hospital for care of such cases. 

In addition to the yearly expense of our staff of 
clerks at the hospital engaged in this work, which was 
this year $4,644.44, we are at the expense for a portion 
of the year of the salaries of two clerks at the main 
office. A good deal of the time of the secretary and his 
assistants is also devoted to this same purpose. 

The amount collected by us from the Commonwealth 
and cities and towns outside of Boston and turned 
over to the City Hospital during the past year was 
$53,994.52. 

The sum of $29,007.52 was also received at the City 
Collector’s office on account of contagious cases cared 
for at the City Hospital, on bills furnished by our 
department. If we add to these amounts $21,826.39 
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collected at our main office, for the relief by us of paupers 
settled otherwise than in Boston, and paid over directly 
to the City Collector, we have an aggregate of $104,828.43 
collected by this department.

ADDITIONAL DISTRICT AND VISITOR. 


During the year a redistricting of the city was made 


by us and a new district created, making nine districts 
instead of eight as heretofore. It was felt that by 
making our districts smaller more speedy and adequate 
relief could be given to the poor applying for aid, as the 
distances to be covered by the visitors would be much 
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lessened. Moreover, by having an increased number 
of visitors our general work would be more carefully 
and promptly done. In all three new visitors have 
been added to our force during the year, two to replace 
losses by death and one to take care of the new district. 
All three were obtained from the civil service list and 
all had formerly been members of our clerical force, so 
that these appointments were in effect promotions. 


RETIREMENT OF STOREKEEPER. 


John D. Reed, who had been our storekeeper since — 
May 15, 1878, and who had served in the Civil War, was 
retired on a pension under the recent act providing for 
pensioning veterans of the Civil War who had served 
twenty years and who have become unable to perform 
full duties. Mr. Reed’s service was a long and faithful 
one and during his incumbency the city has grown very 
largely and the number of grocery orders delivered to 
the poor has increased tremendously. 


DEATH OF RicHARD C. HUMPHREYS. 


On May 6, 1912, we lost our long time treasurer and 
former member of the Board, Richard C. Humphreys. 
All the Board attended his funeral and resolutions of 
respect and sympathy were passed at a special meeting 
of the Board and forwarded to his family. 

The resolutions were as follows: 


Resolved, That by the death of our treasurer, Richard C. Humphreys, 
the Board has lost a most valuable officer, whose long service and faithful 
attention to his duties have been of great benefit to our city. He was 
always deeply interested in the welfare of the poor of Boston and showed 
it by his numerous activities in their behalf. As a member of this Board 
for eight years, and later as our treasurer for thirteen years, it has been 
our great privilege to know and esteem him and to reckon him among our 
friends, so that to many of us the loss is a personal one. 

His was a noble character and his life an inspiration and example for 
all. He died full of years and good deeds, bearing with him the love and 
respect of his fellow citizens to whom he endeared himself by his kindly 
spirit, his genial manners and his self-sacrificing helpfulness. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be spread upon the records and a copy 
sent to Mrs. Humphreys. 


DEATH OF JOHN F. CLEARY. 


In March, 1912, the Board lost by death the services 
of John F. Cleary, who had been with us since 1894. 
He was an earnest, painstaking visitor, striving always 
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to do the work next his hand as best he could and his 
death was a great loss to the department. He was ever 
faithful to his duties and kind and considerate in his 
treatment of the people whom he aided. 


DEATH OF BERNARD MCcCNELLIS. 


By the death of Bernard McNellis in October, 1912, 
-we lost our oldest visitor and one whom we could ill 
spare. He had served us faithfully since 1884 and was 
always the same patient, zealous worker, with every 
_ power of his mind steadily bent on serving the poor of 
‘his adopted city. He was a man of genuine worth, 
respected in the community and beloved by a large circle 
of friends. As a visitor he took a deep interest in the 
welfare of the families under his care and strove to 
help their individual members by advice'as well as by 
material aid. He never grew tired of his work, nor did 
his heart become hardened by daily contact with suffer- 
ing. His long residence in his district and his extensive 
acquaintance throughout the city made him an invaluable 
helper.

Trust Funps. 


There are in our hands seventeen trust funds which 
are administered according to the wishes of the various 
donors, as interpreted from time to time by the Board 
with the advice of the Law Department. Applicants 
for trust pensions must prove a legal residence in Boston, 
must be at least fifty years of age and have resided 1 in 
Boston many years. 

The total’amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation has increased $7,529.85 during the year, 
and is now $855,761.53. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pem- 
berton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, 
the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, 
the Stoughton, Goodnow, Jeffries and Holton Funds is 
261, an increase of 24 from the number aided on February 
1, 1912. During the year 15 have died, 1 has gone to 
an insane asylum, 1 has gone to a home for aged women, 
2 have withdrawn, in two cases we have stopped the 
pensions previously given, 1 has gone to the almshouse 
and 1 left the state. Forty-seven new names have been 


added. 
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During the year we have paid $5,529.72 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there 
are now thirty children on this fund. 

At the end of this report will be found a statement 
of all the funds held by us in trust, showing receipts 
and expenditures since February 1, 1912, also extracts 
from the wills under which these trusts were established. . 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The receipts and expenditures during the last twelve 
months are shown in detail by reports of the secretary 
and treasurer which follow. 

As usual we have had an expert accountant audit our 
books and accounts and his certificate is appended 
hereto. A schedule of the personal property in our 
hands February 1, 1913, is hereto attached.

Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from ‘‘A. B.,’? Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin 
Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’’? Anony- 
mous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.’’ ‘The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphans 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.”’ 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually ‘‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called’’; interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi- 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, ‘‘for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not sup- 
ported in the almshouse though sometimes relieved by 
the Overseers of the Poor.”

WILLIAM P. FOWLER, Treasurer pro tem. 
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Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in the 
providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and obliged 
to take shelter in the almshouse, after having lived 
reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges as to 
the persons, but always giving the preference to the 
pious poor.” 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition to 
the above provisions of the will the income of this fund 
could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their dis- 
cretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the 
possession of the City of Boston in accordance with the 
will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk 
County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, 
upon the death of certain persons therein named, said 
estate 1s given to the City of Boston upon the condition 
that the estate should never be sold, but the income used 
for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of the City Coun- 
cil, approved by the Mayor January 4, 1873, this estate 
was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is ‘a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the. 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of 
that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in the 
purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.”’ 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
“Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on 'Thanks- 
giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
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days, to the end that such poor Protestant families may 
have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such holi- 
days in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.’’ 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘‘Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity or circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.’’ 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut. Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be 
improved by the care of the selectmen, the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants, 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to 
the religious faith or belief of those who may apply 
for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and main- 
tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
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Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute-— A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a City of Boston note. | 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund— A_ bequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: ‘‘I give, devise, and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.’’ By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board.

Commission.

Dear S1r,— The Park Commission herewith submits 
its annual report for the year ending January 31, 1913. 
That of the superintendent, Mr. Shea, hereto attached, 
describes thoroughly and in detail the activities of our 
year. The organization of recreation on the playgrounds, 
the opening of the bear dens, the bird cage, the 
Aquarium, and the acquisition of sites for several new 
playgrounds were the important events. 

For the first time the department this year undertook 
to direct the athletic exercises on the various playing 
fields. An instructor was detailed to each of the large 
playgrounds. His duty was to arrange the games, to 
see that small boys had their fair opportunity and to 
plan matches between the teams of the different play- 
grounds. This all proved a great success. We hope 
that it may be continued and in an extended form in 
future years. 

The acquisition of new playgrounds is desirable, but, 
in the opinion of the board, it is far more desirable to 
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finish thoroughly those that we own, so that there may 
be due return from the money invested. Until provi- 
sion is made for planting, fencing and grading, for 
running tracks, gymnastic apparatus and locker facil- 
ities, a playground, though perhaps fit for a rough sort ~ 
of play, does not give full interest on the investment. 
This board believes that no new playground should be 
bought until those already owned are made fully useful. 

The board would again remind those who have their 
wills or benefactions in mind that in no way could they 
establish a more useful or agreeable memorial than 
by purchasing, grading and planting a playground and 
fitting it with suitable buildings and apparatus. Large 
or small, it would be a lasting blessing to any community. 
Such legacies and gifts are not infrequent in other cities 
and the board hopes they may become frequent here. 

The Zoological Garden has met with very favorable 
public recognition. Crowds of people have flocked to 
Marine Park to see the Aquarium. That similar crowds 
have visited Franklin Park to see the bears and birds 
has been especially satisfactory because of late years’ 
Franklin Park has been neglected by the public. It is 
now visited by large numbers of people who have been 
attracted there by the zoological exhibition. 

In starting the Zoological Garden we have aimed to 
confine the collection to such animals as are hardy and 
do not require elaborate housing. We have, however, 
built a small heated building in the center of the horse- 
shed court at the Refectory and there we have estab- © 
lished a small temporary menagerie. The bird house, 
now in course of construction, will be the first permanent 
structure fitted for winter use. As fast as appropriations 
are given us the commission intends to continue the 
construction of the Zoological Garden according to the 
general plan adopted two years ago. ‘They especially 
desire to start the graded lawn or “Greeting,” which 
was originally designed by Mr. Olmsted. This is to 
form a beautiful concourse, on each side of which the 
collections will be clustered. It will always be a stately 
and parklike feature and will give dignity to grounds 
that otherwise might become merely a series of exhibit 
yards. 

The Aquarium was finished too late in the season to 
permit the importation of fish from Bermuda, but with 
the spring these importations will add brilliant color to 
the already interesting collection. 
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Although the Aquarium and Zoological Garden have 
thus become fairly established, the Park Commission 
has recognized the need of scientific advice in order to 
make these institutions of the greatest use to the com- 
munities. They have, therefore, obtained the consent 
of several gentlemen to serve as an advisory council in 
these matters. Messrs. John E. Thayer, William Brew- 
ster, Fred H. Kennard, Augustus Hemenway, Doctor 
Barbour, Dr. John Phillips and Professor Mark have 
consented to serve thus; and the commission hopes with 
their help to frame by degrees some definite and useful 
course of development. 

Among other improvements in the work under its 
charge, the board would draw attention especially to 
the following as being very desirable but for which 
no funds as yet have been provided: 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The board believes it to be important that the roads 
should be made straight between Massachusetts avenue 
and the Fens and that the various pools and canals now 
lying between Commonwealth avenue and the basin 
should also be made attractive. All this has been care- 
fully studied by the board, and plans and estimates have 
been offered to your Honor and the City Council. 


THE FENS. 


The street opposite the Art Museum, running from 
Jersey street to the Huntington Entrance, has been 
roughly graded, without cost, by means of gravel from 
the subway excavations. If the funds could be provided 
and this street as now designed by the board could be 
carried into execution, the park at this point would 
form a fitting setting for the new and grand front which 
the Art Museum is building opposite this site. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 


Whenever the money is forthcoming, it is the plan to 
build a stadium, advocated by your Honor, substantially 
on the site of the present nursery. The seating would 
be largely sunk into and concealed by the hillside. 
Besides building the stadium the mall and walk around 
the edge of the field should be finished and more tennis 
courts should be built. 
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GOVERNOR’S ISLAND. 


The work of building paths and planting which has 
been begun should be continued, and before the island 
can be used to any great extent by the public a channel 
should be dredged to the present pier or possibly a very 
long new pier be built out to deep water. 


MARINE PARK. 


More seats for the public are needed. The iron 
pillars that carry the long pier have been, in places, 
broken by the ice and should be repaired, and the wooden 
floor renewed. The bridge from Marine Park to Castle 
Island should be replaced by the solid earth causeway 
prepared for originally in Mr. Olmsted’s plans. It is 
the hope of the commission that this can be accom- 
plished to a great extent by the use of earth from some 
of the subway excavations. At present this earth is 
carried to sea but it could be brought without cost to 
the close neighborhood of this causeway. We, however, 
lack the appropriations which would permit us to handle 
the dirt between the barges and the causeway itself. 


PARKER HILL RESERVOIR. 


This offers the very best opportunity now before the 
board to make a popular and desirable improvement. 
Great attention has been given to the selection of a 
playground in Ward 19, but the possibilities of this 
reservoir lot in this same ward are never discussed. We 
have offered your Honor the estimates for turning the 
reservoir into a swimming bath and we believe that if 
this could be done it would meet with the greatest 
popular approval. 


# 
West Roxspury EXTENSION. 


The city owns a wide strip of land extending from the 
Bussey Farm to the metropolitan parkways in West 
Roxbury, perhaps two miles in length. As this property 
is entirely undeveloped the city is losing interest on the 
investment and has a constant expenditure for moth 
extermination and other care. Either the parkway 
should be finished through this region, or, if the delays 
are to be long, portions of the property should be laid out 
for use temporarily as neighborhood playgrounds. 
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DAIRY AND SHEEPFOLDS. 


The Park Department maintains a flock of 125 sheep. 
These excite much interest, and when in the spring they 
have 125 little lambs in the sheepfold with them they 
are a great popular attraction. The board has had 
hopes that the sheep might be housed eventually in a 
picturesque sheepfold, and that attached thereto there 
might be a small model dairy with a few cows, where 
pes children might see a real cow and obtain real 
milk. 


NEw PLAYGROUNDS. 


There are seven of these, which should all in time 
be graded, fenced, planted and laid out with running 
tracks and other athletic apparatus. A vacant lot of 
land makes but a poor playground. Of the old play- 
grounds that at Charlestown especially should be 
improved. It is a large playground in a settled 
neighborhood. There should be a mall with trees and 
seats along the river front, which, when the tide is in, 
would form an agreeable resting place. The playing 
field itself should be improved in the same way in which 
the desolate playground on Columbus avenue has, 
during the last year, been made pleasing and attractive. 


REFRESHMENT BUILDINGS. 


In two or three places rude booths have been estab- 
lished for the sale of sandwiches and light. refreshments. 
The board would like to be able to build a series of these 
of attractive design through the more popular parks so 
that the refreshments could be dispensed in parklike 
surroundings. 


Boats AND PuBLIC CARRIAGES. 


Private enterprise does not seem to find it worth 
while to give a good boat service or a good conveyance 
through the parks, and it would be well to consider 
whether the board should not be empowered to establish 
both of these services, to be run without expectation 
of profit. 


Use or PLAYGROUNDS ON SUNDAYS. 


The board would again urge the opening of play- 
grounds for recreation after church hours on Sunday 
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mornings. At present the playgrounds are quite 
deserted and those who use them on other days are 
standing idle around the neighboring streets. ‘This 
board believes that it would be greatly for the benefit 
of the community if the playgrounds were open to 
recreation suited to the season in summer as they are 
to skating and tobogganing during the winter.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To Ropert 8. PrEasBopy, DAanrieL H. CoaKLEY AND 
D. Henry SULLIVAN, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit a report of work 
performed in the department under the direction of 
your board during the year ending January 31, 1913: 

Three very notable events occurred during the year, 
marking an epoch in the history of the park department 
of this city. 

The first was the organization of all playground 
activities under a single head, combining not only the 
work performed in the children’s corners, but the various 
athletic games in the playgrounds, and other demon- 
strations in the parks as well. This was made possible 
by the cooperation of the School Department, through 
Dr. Thomas F. Harrington, Director of School Hygiene, 
and his assistant, Nathaniel J. Young, the latter of 
whom gave his whole time to the direction of this work, 
and his efforts were crowned with remarkable success. 
Headquarters were opened on Talbot avenue in rooms 
rented for the purpose. An athletic instructor was 
placed in charge of each playground and such assistance 
was given as each place required. Paraphernalia of all 
kinds needful for the conduct of ordinary games were 
supplied. While this organization was but a temporary 
one, it can no longer be considered an experiment, but 
the beginning of a movement that will grow in volume 
and importance from year to year. 

The second event was the opening of the aviary and 
bear dens, the two features of the Zoological Garden 
already completed. The interest which this aroused 
in the public and the great hold which a “Zoo” has on 
the popular mind are made clearly evident by the 
immense crowds which are daily attracted to Franklin 
Park. It is gratifying, also, to observe that having 
once made their way to see the animals they tarry to 
notice the real beauty of the park, so often commented 
on as wanting in admiration by the public. Unless all 
signs fail, we may well expect, with the further 
development of the Zoological Garden, that Franklin 
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Park will again come into its own. In this connection 
I may add that the contract for the bird house was let 
to the Carroll Construction Company, and at this 
writing the building is so far advanced that we may be 
reasonably confident of its being opened during the 
coming year, and it shows every evidence of being 
equally as good as the exhibits already completed. In 
addition to the open cages built in the temporary 
quarters, near Blue Hill avenue entrance, last year, 
there has been added in the center of the inclosure a 
small building fitted to care for tropical birds and 
animals, and here we have gathered a very interesting 
little menagerie. 

The third feature alluded to is the opening of the 
Aquarium. ‘This was so long postponed, owing to delays 
by contractors, that the patience of all interested was 
sorely tried, but finally, on Thanksgiving Day, the 
doors were thrown open, and since then the public 
interest has never waned. 

In an attempt to bring Franklin Park to the notice 
of the many who seemingly neglected it, three automobile 
trucks were fitted with passenger-carrying bodies, and 
were used Saturday afternoons, Sundays and holidays 
during pleasant weather to take visitors, at a nominal 
fare, through the park. While from the financial 
standpoint it could hardly be called successful, yet 
there was no great loss, and it is apparent that the trips 
created an interest among many who returned to see 
more of what they had taken only a glimpse. The 
benefits derived from such an experiment are, perhaps, 
purely problematical, but I believe it should be con- 
tinued, if not augmented. 

While no extensive improvements were made on the 
golf links, yet the character of the maintenance was 
bettered. The greens are worn out, as the turf is very 
soft, and, in justice to the reputation of the department, 
should be improved, or golf given up. 

Franklin Park has, during the year, had its usual 
good care, the young plantations having been cultivated 
and the trees pruned where needed. ‘The older planta- 
tions also had their proper care, the decayed trees 
removed and the defective ones properly treated. 

Some changes in the plantations bordering the boule- 
vards have been made from the site of the Art Museum 
to Franklin Park. Many of these changes were made 
with a view to improving the existing conditions; others

were forced upon us by the danger incident to automobile 
traffic. Some very fine shrubs had to be sacrificed, 
but accidents have been so numerous that their destruc- 
tion, long contemplated, had to be carried into effect. 

The contract for the new shelter building at Olmsted 
Park, for the use of boating and skating at Jamaica 
pond, is nearly completed, and there is every promise of 
its being a very useful and ornamental addition to the 
park. : 

Franklin Field received much needed attention. The 
walks along Talbot avenue were graded; the second 
line of English elms were planted on the slope next to 
the field; and the walks and slope between Talbot 
avenue and the field house were also graded. The 
second permanent bowling green was laid out in front 
of the building. Some improvements were also made 
on the Speedway, and it was during the season at all 
times in excellent condition for racing. A quarter-mile 
cinder track was built at the Talbot avenue side of the 
field, and, even though finished late in the season, was, 
contrary to the general rule, quite satisfactory from the 
standpoint of speed at its very start. 

The field house at Forest Hills Playground was 
opened in the early autumn, and is a pleasing appearing 
as well as a useful building. The grading of this play- 
ground has not yet been finished, as there were no funds 
available. 

At Billings Field tree pits have been prepared on the 
east and west sides. ‘The field shows further signs of 
sinking in the middle, although each year a considerable 
amount of filling is added. 

At Chestnut Hill Park a new drinking fountain for 
men and horses was erected, facing on Cleveland circle. 

Columbus Avenue Playground was improved by the 
building of a concrete post and wire fence on the Camden 
street end. And the playground was treated to a sur- 
face coat, consisting of a mixture of common and red 
gravel, which gave better satisfaction than the old 
screened cinders formerly used. 

The small locker building at Fellows Street Play- 
ground was finished and opened during the summer, and 
fills a long-felt want. This little playground should be 
brightened by the addition of a shrubbery border, 
protected by an inner fence or a line of seats, and the 
shelter could, I believe, be moved to another part of the 
playground, presumably at the end near the handball 
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court, leaving this last open to public gaze, which 
would be an improvement. 

No improvements have taken place at William Eustis 
Playground except the installation of children’s appara- 
tus, which makes of this an almost perfect playground. 

The new John Winthrop Playground has been graded 
and a retaining wall built on the Dacia street side. 
This work was done under contract by J. C. Coleman & 
Sons Company, and the wall is a fine specimen of con- 
crete construction. A border planting space has been 
arranged for, all around the playground, this being 
inclosed by a guard fence and an inner playground fence. 
The planting scheme will be carried on in the early 
spring. 

At Ashmont Playground a fence was erected at the 
northerly side of the children’s corner, to prevent 
children and others from damaging the abutters’ 
property. The children’s apparatus has also been 
extended to meet the wants of the great number that 
gather here. 

At Christopher Gibson Playground He regulation 
playground fence was erected at the easterly side of the 
ball field, to prevent damage from thrown balls and the 
consequent trespassing to recover them. ‘The improve- 
ment is very pleasing to the neighbors. 

At Savin Hill Beach and Savin Hill Park no improve- 
ments have been made during the present year, except 
the laying out of tennis courts at the latter place. The 
planting established two years ago has been cultivated 
and bears good promise for the future. 

Dorchester Park has had its usual care necessary for 
the preservation of the fine old trees that cover this 
most excellent reservation. At the easterly side, next 
to Adams street, there is a possibility of laying out a 
small athletic field, large enough for a baseball ground. 
It will require some grading, however, and the cost of 
this would be too much to be done under our regular 
maintenance appropriation. 

The two children’s playgrounds located on West 
Third and West Fifth streets, South Boston, have been 
very much improved by the addition of an inner fence 
made of concrete posts with iron sections. This fence 
has an attached seat so that the mothers may rest 
while the children play in the sand courts or use the 
swings and other apparatus. These fences have been 
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very highly praised by all who have seen them, and are 
really a great improvement to the grounds. 

The Strandway Playground has been very much 
enlarged by leveling off the surface of the old dump, and 
the baseball diamonds have been rearranged so that 
those using the boulevard are not in danger of being 
injured by stray balls. A temporary cinder track has 
been placed in the middle of the field. The children’s 
playground has been improved by the eden: of willows 
about the little shelter. 

Three temporary shelters, with canvas roofs, cover- 
ing a new line of seats, have been erected at intervals 
from the Strandway Playground to Marine Park and 
have proved to be of great benefit in warm weather. 
These should be augmented next year by as many more. 

Although Marine Park is well provided with seats, it 
would be very desirable to increase the number during 
the coming season. 

The pier head has been improved by the building of 
a granolithic walk, 35 feet wide, around the border, with 
a heart-shaped center of turf. Many of the cast-iron 
columns supporting the pier, which have been out of 
repair for years past, broken by ice and otherwise dam- 
aged, have been repaired during the past season, and 
a contract has been made for the replacing of six of 
these iron columns at the price of $7,400. Work was 
started during the latter part of the summer, but only 
one was finished, owing to weather conditions. Other 
repairs, and the work at the pier head, cost the depart- 
ment about $7,000 more. 

Charlesbank Gymnasium has this year been in excel- 
lent condition owing to the splendid work performed 
during the past two years. The lawns are well kept, 
and the newly planted trees on the Charles street mall 
and those in the children’s gymnasium have thrived, 
showing that the planting was well carried out. The 
only extra expense here needed was the installation of 
a new hot water boiler at the men’s gymnasium, the 
old one, in use for twenty years past, proving inade- 
quate for the wants of the bathers. 

At Prince Street Playground the concrete boxes, made 
the year previous over the balustrade, were filled with 
plants furnished by the Public Grounds Department, 
and were a source of wonder to all beholders. The bright 
colors were in strange contrast with the surroundings 
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and proved to be very popular with the frequenters of 
the playground. The signs placed under the boxes, 
reading, ‘‘This is your playground. Please keep it 
from all harm,’ seemed to be all the protection 
required, as not even a flower was disturbed from early 
spring until late autumn. 

At Charlestown Heights an iron fence was erected on 
the westerly slope, which will be of great benefit to the 
playground in the future. The bath house at Dewey 
Beach was finished, although rather late in the bathing 
season. It proves to have excellent accommodations. 
If proper dredging of the river could be had, this would 
make an excellent bathing beach. 

At Mystic Playground the contract let for the sea wall 
is now finished, but the playground is far from being 
in good condition to use. It would require the building 
of an iron fence on the capping of the wall, and recom- 
mendations have already been made to the City Council 
for money to carry out this scheme, with such other 
improvements as are deemed necessary. 

At Wood Island Park the field house was repaired, 
the pillars of the shelter running alongside the house 
were raised, and the granolithic surface repaired. Neces- 
sary repairs were also made on the foundation of the 
building, so that it has been very much improved. This 
park sustained a severe loss, however, by the burning 
of the bath house in the middle of the season. Tem- 
porary accommodations for bathers were made by the 
Bath Department. 

At Cottage Street Playground a fence was erected on 
the westerly side of the playground, to separate the ball 
field from the adjacent houses, from the owners of which 
there has been much complaint as to the breaking of 
windows. We expect to establish here some games not 
so violent as baseball, so that we may have no further 
complaints from the abutters. 

At Orient Heights Playground a contract was made 
with the Central Construction Company to fill the water 
area, and at the present time we have an excellent 
playground. At the beginning of the season we had an 
area of 3.8 acres. This has been increased by the filling 
received to 5 acres. The cost of the work amounted 
to $14,499.17. If the department receives the money 
asked for to make improvements, the playground will 
become of great value to the citizens of East Boston. 

One of the many important improvements that faced 
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the department in the early spring was the condition 
of the road surfaces. More particularly was this notice- 
able on Commonwealth avenue, where the traffic is 
greatest. ‘To meet the needed wants, a contract was 
let to J. C. Coleman & Sons Company for the laying 
of an asphalt macadam surface on the south side of 
Commonwealth avenue, from its junction with Beacon 
street to Cottage Farm Bridge, and from Brighton ave- 
nue to Chester street on the middle drive. This con- 
tract was for 18,117 square yards at 84 cents per square 
yard, and the total cost, including curbs, gutters and 
excavation, was $17,056.40. And to Coleman Brothers, 
also on the south side, from Cottage Farm Bridge to 
Brighton avenue, which was for 12,545 square yards at 
an average price of $1.33 per square yard, the total cost, 
including curbs and gutters, being $15,113.75. 

In addition to this, Commonwealth avenue, from 
Arlington street to Charlesgate, on both sides, was given 
a surface treatment of various kinds of oil, tar and 
asphalt. To receive this treatment the road surface had 
first to be thoroughly cleaned of the old accumulation 
of sand and oil used for the past five or six years. This 
in itself was very expensive, but the results obtained 
were quite satisfactory. 

This same surface treatment of tar or asphalt was 
carried out in the Fens, from Avenue Louis Pasteur to 
Brookline avenue, and from thence to Longwood Bridge. 

It is to be hoped that during the coming season, with 
the experience which we have had, we may materially 
improve the existing conditions, and that the roadways 
will prove more satisfactory to those using them. ‘There 
is a strong feeling on the part of horsemen that some 
method of sanding the roads can be used which will 
permit of safe driving from the heart of the city to 
Franklin Park. Although we all realize the importance 
of this matter it seems almost impossible to maintain a 
road surface that is equally good for automobiles and 
horse traffic, and as the automobile traffic is the one 
with which we have to contend most, both as regards 
volume and damage sustained, it seems to me that this 
is the one factor which will have to be noticed in making 
repairs. 

The other roads throughout the park system have 
been cared for in the usual way, patching where needed, 
and treated for dust suppression with the ordinary oil 
emulsion. 
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At Governor’s Island the lower concourse opposite 
the boat landing has been graded, stoned and covered 
with gravel. One thousand seven hundred and sixty 
linear feet of walk have been graded; 1,150 linear feet 
covered with stone, and 900 linear feet of the stoned 
portion covered with beach gravel. One and two-tenths 
acres of ground have been graded. A stairway leading 
to the upper concourse and containing 760 linear feet 
of stone steps has been built, and excavation made for 
another stairway to contain 500 linear feet of stone 
steps. Eighty tree pits have been excavated and 
blasted, and the ground bordering on the walks above 
mentioned prepared for spring planting. A 35-foot 
launch was purchased to transport men and materials. 

During the past year the department has taken by 
purchase seven playgrounds, none of which have as yet 
been improved, as we did not take control of them until 
late in the year. ‘These playgrounds are as follows: 


Carolina Avenue Playground, Jamaica Plain. 
Mt. Ida Playground, Dorchester. 

Norfolk Street Playground, Dorchester. 

Paris Street Playground, East Boston. 
Portsmouth Street Playground, Brighton. 
Rutherford Avenue Playground, Charlestown. 
Tyler Street Playground, city proper. 


Our engineer has prepared plans and figures for the 
improvement of the above-mentioned playgrounds, and 
his Honor the Mayor has already presented to the City 
Council a request for $271,365. 

In addition to the above, the Public Works Depart- 
ment has transferred to us the Parker Hill reservoir 
site—a very attractive and, I hope, will be in the future, 
a very useful addition to our reservations. ‘There are 
tremendous possibilities here to make a park which will 
be to the southerly end of the city what Savin Hill is to 
the waterfront. In addition to its sightly location it 
is hoped that there can be developed a swimming pool. 
All this, however, is costly, and up to the present time 
we have been able only to equip the place with children’s 
apparatus. The necessary figures have been furnished 
the Mayor’s office, and his Honor has asked the City 
Council to appropriate sufficient money to put the 
present reservoir in such condition that it may be used 
for a swimming pool. 
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The Public Works Department also transferred to us 
a small piece of wharf property on Freeport street, 
Dorchester, which at the present time is of doubtful 
value, but may be useful later as a boat landing in con- 
nection with a possible harbor service which may be 
established under the auspices of this department. 

In addition to all these we have leased two play- 
grounds, one on Massachusetts avenue, near Edward 
Everett square, and one on Forest Hills street adjacent 
to Franklin Park. These two latter were put in con- 
dition for ball playing, and at each a children’s corner 
was laid out with the proper apparatus. 

When I took up active direction of the affairs of the 
department, during the illness of the late superintendent, 
I found the working force well organized and the material 
condition of the department in splendid shape. Aided 
by long association with Mr. Pettigrew, and familiar 
with his plans and aspirations, I hope, during my term 
in office, to be able to carry out the work of your board 
with the same earnestness and effectiveness as he did. 

The wants of the playgrounds, both old and new, 
are many. The larger patronage given them, as well 
as our parks, demands increased service, and as this 
service is needed seven days a week, often ten to twelve 
hours a day, we find our pay rolls are increasing in 
amount out of all proportion to the increase of area of 
our parks and to their equipment; but the knowledge 
that the money is expended for needed service to the 
public, and is economically spent, is sufficient justi- 
fication. 

Outside of the playground improvements, the one 
crying need now is the extension of the Franklin Park 
office accommodations and the erection there of a new 
building, combining a workshop and storehouse. 

To our engineer, Charles E. Putnam, I am indebted 
for his valuable assistance and good advice on all matters. 

Directors Benson of the Zoological Garden and 
Mowbray of the Aquarium have shown great efficiency 
in charge of their respective departments. 

The following tables show the cost of the maintenance 
of parks, playgrounds and roads for the past ten years, 
with the average cost per annum for the same period. 
The cost of maintenance of roads includes all labor, 
teaming and road repairs, including resurfacing, cleaning 
out of catch-basins, sweeping, and oiling for the sup- 
pression of dust.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF ZOOLOGICAL 
GARDEN. 


Mr. James B. SHEA, 
Superintendent of Parks: 

DAR S1r,— I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Zoological Garden for the year 1912-13. 

The past year has been one of much activity. The 
finishing of the bear dens and aquatic flying cage, altera- 
tions in the Refectory carriage shed and the erection 
there of new temporary quarters to care for the birds 
and animals that were kindly donated, and other work 
has made a very busy year. 


Aquatic FLYING CAGE. 


February 26 the John F. Griffin Company commenced 
work on the wall in the rear of the aquatic flying cage, 
finishing this work, together with the cementing of 
the pools and water fountain, June 4. Immediately 
the planting and grading around the cage were begun, 
and on Thursday, July 25, what birds we had on hand 
were liberated in this cage. 


Brrp HOovsE. 


April 29 the Carroll Construction Company com- 
menced work on the bird house. Work on this building 
has been delayed by the bad weather, which has pre- 
vented the contractor from working outside. This 
building will be completed in the spring or early summer, 
and I expect we will then be able to open to the public 
the largest and most modern bird house in the world. 


BEAR DENS. 


October 3 bear dens 1, 2, 3 were opened to the 
public. His Honor the Mayor liberated the first grizzly 
bear. Big crowds were in attendance. 

These dens were stocked with the following bears: 

Den No. 1, two polar bears. 
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Den No. 2, four Russian brown bears. 

Den No. 3, three grizzly, three black and two Amer- 
ican brown bears. 

Den No. 4 is now completed, and this spring I will 
transfer the polar bears from den No. 1 to den No. 4 
and stock den No. 1 with four Asiatic bears that have 
been ordered. 

October 27 attendants were placed at each entrance 
of the Zoological Garden with automatic counters, 
from 1 p.m. to 5 p. m., and reported that 27,445 people 
entered. 

TEMPORARY QUARTERS. 


November 11, in order to make more comfortable 
quarters for the animals and birds that up to this time 
had been donated, work was commenced remodeling the 
carriage sheds and yard in front of the Refectory 
building. This work was completed and opened to the 
public November 28. 


Aquatic Ponp. 


Excavating work was commenced on October 7 and 
is now completed, with the exception of the cement 
work. As soon as the weather permits, this will be 
started. I expect it will be completed stocked and 
ready to open to the public some time in May. 


ELK AND BISON RANGES. 


Plans have already been approved for. these ranges 
and the work commenced, and will be finished early in 
May. The four elk and bison that are in temporary 
quarters can then be liberated. 

The tremendous crowds and numbers of students 
that have taken advantage of the Zoological Garden 
ever since the opening attest its popularity and the 
appreciation the public have taken in this new addition 
to the park system. 

We have now in our temporary quarters several small 
animals, and sadly need about ten or twelve outdoor 
cages for them. I recommend that these be considered, 
also the question of the sanitary building.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF AQUARIUM. 


Boston AQUARIUM, 
Marine Park, SoutH Boston. 


Mr. James B. SHEA, 
Superintendent Park Department: 


Dear Sir,—I have the honor to submit a report 
of the operations of the Aquarium at Marine Park, 
South Boston. 

Since the opening of the institution on November 28, 
1912, by the Hon. John F. Fitzgerald, Mayor, the 
attendance has been 214,551, and good order has been 
maintained. Owing to the advanced season at the 
time of opening it was difficult to secure stock and 
the total number of fishes has never exceeded 800. ‘The 
mortality has been unusually small and is below 4 per 
cent. The plant in general has been working well. 
Several minor changes have been made in the steam 
and water piping to reduce the cost of running. 

I should recommend the following for your considera- 
tion: That the building be increased to the capacity of 
forty-five salt water tanks and one central pool for 
local salt water fishes; that the present tanks be backed 
up with rockwork. The addition of these tanks would 
only necessitate the addition of one salt water pump 
to the present equipment and piping from the Aquarium 
to the waterfront.

In presenting the above financial statement I respect- 
fully call attention to some of the causes which led up 
to an increased expenditure over the next preceding 
year although the average population has not materially 
changed. 
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This department during the past year has suffered 
financially in the same proportion as has the general 
public because of the increased cost of meats and other 
food products; meats particularly have increased in 
cost and the money thus expended represents about 
15 per cent of the total expenditure of the department. 
The only products used to a large extent for food that 
have not increased in cost are flour and potatoes; indeed, 
these are about the only ones that have been lower in 
price than last year. 

The Uniform Desertion Act, which was enacted in 
1911, requiring the master of the House of Correction to 
pay the sum of fifty (50) cents per day to the wife or 
other dependents for each hard day’s labor performed 
by those prisoners sentenced for nonsupport, has been 
another factor in greatly increasing the expense of 
maintaining the institution and for which no adequate 
provision was made in the appropriation. 

In order to comply with the provisions of this act 
and find hard labor for those who were sentenced for 
nonsupport and for which labor the department is 
obliged to pay, it has been found advisable to employ 
those men in the stone shed, cutting stone, etc. As the 
number of the men that can be so employed is limited by 
law, we have been compelled to take out long-term 
men more adapted to the work and find employment 
for them elsewhere in the institution. This has operated 
to our disadvantage in efficiency as well as financially. 

During a portion of the year there seemed to be no 
demand for the product of our clothing industry and 
for this reason the manufacture of overalls was dis- 
continued for about four months and a term of idleness 
thus forced could not be estimated financially, but it 
was not thought expedient to discharge the officers who 
had supervision of this industry. The prisoners usually 
employed in this work were engaged elsewhere about 
the institution, but the temporary shutting down of 
this important industry affected our financial report 
unfavorably to a considerable amount. 

The daily average of population at the House of Cor- 
rection was 1,092, as compared with 1,100 of the year 
1910. At the same time the number of commitments has 
dropped from 8,472 to 7,892. The fact that the daily 
average has not materially changed, while there has been 
a lesser number committed, is accounted for by the 
larger number of commitments for the more serious 
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offences calling for long sentence, while there has been a 
very appreciable falling off in the number committed for 
the minor offences, particularly for drunkenness. ‘There 
have been no fewer cases in our courts charged with 
drunkenness, but the effect of the suspended sentence, 
particularly in fined cases in the Central Municipal 
Court, is apparent. All cases committed for nonpay- 
ment of fines for drunkenness were from the courts of the 
outlying districts. Of the number committed for non- 
payment of fines, 2,013 were for drunkenness, the total 
amount imposed being $13,718, and 583 were for other 
offences, the total amount imposed being $8,268. Of 
these, 242 have been paid on account of the charge of 
drunkenness, amounting to $1,699, and 100 for the other 
offences, amounting to $1,746. These figures show a 
falling off of commitments to the Deer Island House of 
Correction since the operation of the ‘‘Suspended Sen- 
tence Act’’ (chapter 220, section 1, Revised Laws, as 
amended by Acts of 1912, chapter 154, section 1), in two 
years, of 1,387 for nonpayment of fines for drunkenn‘ss, 
and 283 for other offences. It is believed that if all of . 
those who paid fines, numbering 342, after commitment 
had been given advantage of the suspended sentence 
they would not have been sent to the institution; the 
county would have collected just as much and been 
spared the expense of transportation, support, etc., and 
many a man and family saved from the stigma of prison 
experience. 

The general health of the prisoners has been good 
and we have been as successful in the treatment of 
eases committed for drunkenness as is the usual prison 
or other institution where the reformation of this class 
of inmates is attempted. A house of correction is a 
place for the correction of habits; so may be any institu- 
tion established for the same purpose. Under the pres- 
ent law and Constitution a man cannot be deprived of 
his liberty except by judgment of his peers. If the court 
finds a man guilty and orders him placed in the custody 
of an institution for treatment, that institution at once 
becomes a prison, and a stigma of prison attaches. I 
have yet to be convinced of a more successful treatment 
for drunkenness in any institution than can be and is 
given at the House of Correction at Deer Island. I do 
think, however, that under the modern idea of the open- 
air treatment of most diseases, and of the habit of using 
alcoholic drink in particular, that the usefulness of the 
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House of Correction of this county should be extended. 
We are somewhat hampered at Deer Island because of 
the limited area on which to employ men who need 
treatment for drunkenness. For this reason I again 
recommend that the House of Correction be extended 
to include locations outside of its present area, and I 
again call attention to two locations (now owned by 
the city) which may be available for the purpose. I 
refer to property, mostly ledge, at Squantum, and more 
particularly to the so-called Rifle Range at Wellington. 
I do not know as I can better convey my ideas on the 
subject of open-air treatment for prisoners than I did 
last year, which are as follows: ‘“‘The matter of employ- 
ment for prisoners is one which gives me much concern 
and I do not think that the confinement of able-bodied 
men, or men who are in poor physical condition brought 
about by their previous manner of living, in shops, at 
work on sewing machines, is conducive to the best 
health of those so employed. I am of the opinion that 
the experiment should be tried, and it has been worked 
successfully in other institutions, to establish, for 
instance, at Squantum, on land now owned by the city, 
a department of the House of Correction, where per- 
haps for the present one hundred (100) men who have 
committed minor offences might be employed in break- 
ing stone. The ledges at Squantum, I am informed, 
furnish the best material for macadamizing in building 
streets. By utilizing this labor I believe that stone 
could be sold to the Public Works Department at a 
saving to them and at a slight profit to this department. 
A similar adjunct to our institution might be used on 
land now owned by the city in Wellington. This lot 
comprises about one hundred eight (108) acres of 
worthless land, and after draining and removing the 
rocks and stumps‘it would be possible perhaps to reclaim 
property which in time with proper use might be of 
value to the city. In either of these cases I would con- 
struct moderate cost dormitory buildings for the housing 
of prisoners and should transfer thereto only those who 
were sentenced for minor offences. It would seem to 
me that men so employed might at least earn fifty (50) 
cents per day, which is required of us to pay to the 
families in nonsupport cases under the Uniform 
Desertion Act. In connection with these last two 
suggestions it 1s well to call your attention to the fact 
that one of the most serious problems in this or in 
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similar institutions or to the public in general is the 
care for and the responsibility which is morally imposed 
on a department similar to ours to see that a man after 
serving a term in prison may get a proper start in life. 
While this department has in the past and is at the 
present time doing all it can in the matter of obtaining 
employment for one who leaves the institution practi- 
cally destitute and often discouraged because of his 
ostracism by his fellow citizens, and who finds it a 
practical impossibility to obtain employment, it would 
seem that these last two locations could be well used for 
employment of such until more permanent occupation 
could be obtained.”’ 

During the year a camp or adjunct to the House of 
Correction of Worcester County has been in successful 
operation, as is shown by the following quotation from 
the recent report of the Wachusett Mountain State 
Reservation: 


Conferences between the Board and County Commissioners 
at various times during the past year or more have resulted in 


the establishment of a camp, with the necessary buildings for ' 


the use of short-term convicts. The County Commissioners 
believed that these men might, with profit to themselves and 
the public, be put to work outdoors under proper supervision; 
therefore, by a joint action a very carefully considered plan 
has been laid out and put into operation with gratifying success. 
The camp, comprising bunk house, reading room, dining room, 
dispensary and other necessary buildings, was laid out and 
constructed in a healthful location, with excellent water supply, 
within the limits of the reservation, and about 10 acres of 
arable land were apportioned to its use for farming purposes. 
During the season about 1,000 bushels of potatoes and other 
vegetables were raised by the prisoners for their use through 
the winter at the House of Correction at Worcester. 

The prisoners were employed, in addition to their farming 
operations, in work on the reservation — the construction of 
roads, wood chopping and forestry work. 

The commission is satisfied that the experiment of employing 
short-term convicts under such and kindred circumstances 
is an eminently successful one. It is the purpose of the com- 
mission, acting with the County Commissioners, to enlarge 
on the operation of the past year. 

The subject of employment of convict labor has long been a 
matter of serious consideration by those having in charge the 
welfare of prisoners, and the commission feels that the initiative 
which has been taken as stated, and the success attained in the 
short experience of a few months, should prove that the subject 
is well worthy of continued trial. 


- 
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I believe it would be well for the Engineering Depart- 
ment of the city to make a survey of the Wellington 
property at once and determine the topographical con- 
ditions and whether or not the sanitary conditions may 
be made favorable for the establishment of a camp or 
adjunct to the House of Correction for this county. 

Under the school system which has been established 
at Deer Island very satisfactory advance has been made 
by the pupils. All prisoners have the privilege of 
attending, but it has been found expedient to admit 
only those whose sentence is six months or more and to 
attempt to teach only the elementary studies in English. 
Morning and afternoon sessions have been attended by 
twenty-five to thirty daily and these classes are made 
up entirely of foreigners who In many cases are pro- 
ficient in their own tongue but are entirely ignorant of 
the English language or the customs or laws of the 
country. Many are so ignorant of our laws that they 
have no adequate idea of the reason they are punished 
or in custody. 

The teacher quotes many of these foreigners as 
saying, ‘‘Me no speak English, me not know why I am 
here.’? A few instances of the advancement in English 
and consequent appreciation of our laws may be illus- 
trated in the following individual cases: One, an Arme- 
nian, whose father was a Greek priest, was unable to 
speak English, and because of lack of knowledge in this 
line he could not obtain a position, consequently he 
committed an offence and was arrested and sentenced 
to Deer Island. After about eight months’ attendance 
at our school he was able to read and write English, and 
on his discharge from our institution a position was 
obtained and he has since been earning twenty (20) 
dollars per week and shows every indication of becoming 
a useful and law-abiding citizen. 

Another case is of a Russian who, when committed 
to the House of Correction at Deer Island, was unable 
to speak, write or understand the English language. 
In the early part of his confinement he refused abso- 
lutely to attend school, nor did he show any disposition 
to improve himself in our language. Finally the 
schoolmaster influenced him to attend the regular 
sessions of the school, and after six months’ instruction 
he became so proficient in the English language that 
he was able to present in English a very strong argument 
with the assistant commissioner as to why he should be 
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paroled. He was successful in his pleadings and with 
the consent of the court he was placed on probation, 
and is now at work earning $2.50 per day. I believe 
because of this man’s schooling at Deer Island he has 
now developed into a good, useful and law-abiding 
citizen, and that we shall never again be called upon to 
care for him in prison. 

The benefit of the probation system in this depart- 
ment has been extended to the improvement and better- 
ment of the homes and families of discharged prisoners, 
as well as to those who are released on a permit to be at 
liberty. The assistant commissioner, Mr. Dennis D. 
Driscoll, visits the institution at Deer Island on Tuesday 
and Thursday. The prisoners who desire it have been 
granted a personal and private interview at such times, 
and during the past year four thousand (4,000) such 
interviews have taken place. After an interview with 
a prisoner is held, a request for a permit to be at liberty 
is made in writing in which are stated the reasons there- 
for, but before the release is granted a careful and 
thorough investigation is made in each case by the 
representatives of this department. A representative’ 
of the prisoner’s family, or employer, or of those inter- 
ested in the case, is interviewed by the assistant com- 
missioner at the central office in Boston on Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday. Then certain con- 
ditions are agreed upon which must be lived up to, and 
if violated and the discharged prisoner becomes injurious 
to society or to his family he will be returned to the 
institution. The prisoner, before released, must sign 
an agreement to return to an orderly course of life, take 
a pledge from his spiritual adviser to abstain from the 
use of intoxicating liquors, and report at the commis- 
sioner’s office once a week for a specified length of time. 
Many of the prisoners released have been returned to 
their former employment and new positions secured for 
others, which is one of the most important features 
connected with this work as it gives encouragement to 
the working men and women and enables them to 
secure the necessities of life. ‘Thus they are placed in 
a position to properly support their families and bring 
much happiness to their homes and to keep in closer 
touch with their relatives and friends. Much of the 
success in this work has been accomplished through the 
encouragement given in the visits made by the repre- 
sentatives of this department to the homes of the released 
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men and women, not only during the hours while they 
are working but in the evening when the whole family 
are together. 

The liberation of prisoners committed to the institu- 
tion for nonpayment of fines has been continued and 
the amount of two hundred forty-four (244) dollars 
has been collected at the commissioner’s office within 
the last year on account of those so released. The 
prisoner is released with the understanding that he is 
to pay his fine, in whole or in part payments, as soon 
as he is in a position to do so. He must also abstain 
from the use of liquor and lead an orderly course of life. 

The many nonsupport cases committed to our 
institution have been given careful consideration, and 
if the investigation shows that the family will need 
their support at the expiration of sentence we have 
endeavored to reunite them, and if they are granted a 
release on parole from this department—or at expira- 
tion of sentence— arrangements are made so that the 
support of their family will continue after such release. 
In some instances they are compelled to bring their 
wages to the commissioner’s office and the wife or repre- 
sentative of the family calls and collects the same 
each week. Work has been secured for men sentenced 
under the Uniform Desertion Act and who have been 
released on a permit from this department. In some | 
of these cases a representative of this department calls 
at the place where the man is employed and receives 
from him the wages he has collected and brings it directly 
to the man’s home, and a record of the same is filed at 
this office. In all these cases a report is required not 
only from the released prisoner but also from the family 
as to how much of his earnings he has turned in for 
their support at his home each week, while he is under 
the control of this department, and in this work a great 
benefit and relief has been brought to their homes, the 
responsibility being placed not only on the man but 
partly on the wife in the care and protection of the home 
and its surroundings. The probation work has been 
very successful in reuniting families and bringing both 
interested parties to their spiritual advisers, who have 
given their untiring energy and magnificent support in 
encouraging them to lead a better life, which has brought 
about grand results and means much to the community. 

One thousand two hundred twenty-nine (1,229) men 
and 98 women were released on a permit to be at liberty 
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by the commissioner, under chapter 225 of the Revised 
Laws. Of these, 1,149 were released on a permit to be 
at liberty, under sections 119 and 120; the balance, 178, 
were released on probation, under section 121, which 
requires the recommendation of the probation officer 
and of the District Attorney, if the case was tried in 
the Superior Court, and of the probation officer with the 
concurrence of the judge, if the case was tried in the 
Municipal Court. Of the latter there have been released, 
76 Superior Court cases, 57 Municipal Court cases, 
16 South Boston Municipal Court cases, 5 Dorchester 
Municipal Court cases, 7 East Boston Municipal Court 
eases, 7 Chelsea Police Court cases, 10 Charlestown 
Municipal Court cases, 1 Brighton Municipal Court 
case, 2 West Roxbury Municipal Court cases, 7 Roxbury 
Municipal Court cases. In addition to the above there 
have been 62 released from the Suffolk County Jail, 
making a total of releases on a permit to be at liberty, 
by this department, of 1,389. It is pleasing to note that 
of the cases released on a permit to be at liberty it has 
become necessary to revoke the permit of only 58 men, 
and 3 women. The men and women who are released 
from the institution are met every day at the wharf 
in Boston, whether they are released on a permit, or on 
probation, or at expiration of sentence, by representa- 
tives of this department. We have been greatly assisted 
in this work by the Rev. William R. Cowardin, 8. J., 
and Rev. George E. Stokes, Catholic and Protestant 
chaplains, respectively, and Dr. Louis A. Alexander, 
the Jewish chaplain. 

Of the $41,700 specially appropriated for reconstruc- 
tion of the buildings at Deer Island there has been 
expended, up to date, $34,517.83. As relates to prisoners, 
the most important work accomplished with this money 
was in the old prison building where each alternate wall 
in the tiers of cells has been removed and the cells 
which were formerly 7 feet 3 inches by 3 feet 9 inches 
are now 7 feet 3 inches by 8 feet. The circular walls of 
this prison have been rebuilt and the window frames 
replaced. While this old building is not by any means 
a modern prison, the changes made provide a much 
more comfortable, sanitary and humane place for the 
housing of prisoners. The old prison formerly occupied 
by the women has been remodeled and made into an 
up-to-date laundry. The steamboat landing and coal 
wharf have been entirely rebuilt. On the whole, the 
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buildings at the House of Correction are in better condi- 
tion than they have been for years and it is believed 
that no further extraordinary repairs will be necessary 
for some time. 

The steamer ‘‘ Monitor,” which was built ten years 
ago, had received no extensive repairs until this year, 
when $4,922.31 was expended for that purpose. A 
thorough overhauling was made of the hull, engine and 
boilers, a new covering laid on the deck, and necessary 
repairs made so that the vessel is now in excellent condi- 
tion. During the year 115,997 passengers have been 
carried to and from the institutions in the harbor, as 
well as to Bumpkin Island on account of the Randidge 
Excursions, without accident to any person or to the 
vessel. 

Your attention is called to the report of the master 
of the House of Correction, those of the resident physi- 
cian and the chaplains of the institution, which are 
appended and respectfully made a part of this report.

Dear Srr,—I hand you herewith the report of 
this institution for the year ending January thirty-first, 
together with the usual statistical tables and a few 
suggestions for the coming year. 

Many urgent improvements have been made during 
the past year, and among the most important was 
the establishment of a local telephone service connect- 
ing at present twenty-nine different stations on the 
island; all calls are made through an automatic cen- 
tral in the main office, so that we are now practically ' 
in instant communication with all departments of 
the institution. 

The hospital roof has been treated with a patent 
waterproof coating which prevents leaking and will 
preserve the shingles for several years. 

Six powerful flaming arc electric lights are now being 
placed at different places on the island, four being 
placed at the gut, which will make it much more diffi- 
cult for a prisoner to make his escape. 

The windows in the men’s old prison have all been 
replaced, an improvement that was much needed. 

The laundry room in the women’s old prison is 
finished and all that has to be done is the setting up 
of machinery and making connections with the sewer; 
when this is finished we will have an up-to-date wash 
room. 

At the piggery a fine cement retaining wall has been 
finished, and a cement ornamental wall and steps to 
the front of the piggery has been constructed. 

The coal wharf and the main wharf have been rebuilt 
with a modern drop, which greatly facilitates the handling 
of heavy or bulky freight. 

I wish to call your attention to the condition of 
the sea wall on the western side of the island, which 
has been battered by the sea, and repairs are urgent. 
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At the power house new boilers and one new engine 
are urgently needed; we have three engines to do the 
lighting and at times they are all in operation, leaving 
no spare dynamo in case of breakdown. If these 
improvements cannot be made during the coming 
year I suggest that arrangements be made with the 
Suburban Gas and Electric Company of Revere whereby 
we can be supplied with electricity from their plant. 

There is great need of more fire protection at this 
institution and I again desire to suggest to you the 
establishment of a high pressure salt water system for 
fire fighting and also the purchase of a lot of No. 1 
fire hose. ‘There is but little hose on the island. which 
would withstand the pressure from our fire pump. 

I again strongly advise the construction of a building 
suitable for the segregation of dope fiends and incorri- 
gibles. 

The plumbing at the receiving house and at the farm- 
house is in poor condition and I advise that this old 
plumbing be immediately replaced. 

I respectfully suggest that our bakehouse be remod- 
eled and brought up to date by -the installing of 
mechanical mixers, porcelain mixing troughs. 

I would suggest the placing of a contract for the con- 
struction of a cold storage plant large enough to preserve 
our meats, butter, eggs, etc., and of sufficient capacity 
to make ice enough to supply the institution. 

I also wish to call to your notice the saving to the 
City of Boston of a large amount of money in wages and 
in coal by the building of a central power and heating 
plant. 

As the horses have now been removed from the cow 
barn I would suggest that in the appropriation to be 
made for the coming year enough money be set apart 
for the reconstruction of the cattle tie-ups with modern 
stanchions and strictly sanitary stalls. 

The institution is under great obligations to ‘the 
commanding officer of the Boston Artillery Division for 
his courtesy in allowing us to cut hay on the military 
reservation during the past summer. Our farm has 
been exceptionally productive during the past year as 
can be seen by the inclosed table of products.

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The general health of the inmates has been particu- 
larly good the past year for we have not treated as 
many in the out-patient department. The number of 
sick calls from the old, new and women’s prisons totaled 
twenty-six thousand five hundred and fifty-two (26,552). 

We have held as overtime, patients who were unable 
to go at the expiration of sentence either because of 
sickness, when they remained voluntarily, or because 
they were afflicted with syphilis, and being considered 
contagious were held according to the law on syphilis 
in prisons. 

During the year we transferred to Long Island two 
pregnant women, and treated six children of sentenced 
mothers; of these one female child died. 

One officer, the storekeeper, died suddenly while on 
duty. 

Some weeks ago I asked for an X-ray, telling you that 
we had several cases where an X-ray would have been a 
great help in the diagnosis and treatment of the injuries. 
To-day the request is just as earnest because I consider 
an X-ray essential in the equipment of a hospital of our 
size, and I hope we will have one the ensuing year. 

Dentists from Tufts College have held weekly clinics 
during the year and have done very good work. They 
should have a regulation dental chair, which would allow 
the operator greater opportunities in his work. 

Drs. Francis X. Crawford and John T. Sullivan are 
associated with me in attending to the sick.

REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC’ CHAPLAIN. 


Mr. James H. CRontIn, 
Master House of Correction, Deer Island: 

Dear Srr,— In submitting herewith the annual report 
of the Catholic chaplain of the Deer Island House of 
Correction I wish first of all to tender hearty thanks to 
you, sir, your deputy and officers, the doctors, matrons 
and others employed in the institution, for the kindness 
manifested toward me during the ‘year. 

It is no easy matter to correctly measure the value 
which this courtesy and cooperation has been to one in 
my position, and it is with this thought in my mind 
that I wish to place my appreciation of it at the begin- 
ning of my report. 

During the year the Catholic services were regularly 
held on the appointed days for the men and women in 
their respective chapels. ‘These services — mass, bene- 
diction and sermon — were well attended. There were 
between one hundred and fifty and two hundred who 
went to confession and received communion every 
month. 

The sick and dying likewise were ministered to. 

Many of the inmates of their own volition took the 
temperance pledge, and many more, persuaded by the 
worthy assistant commissioner, did the same. 

Ample opportunity was given to the inmates for 
talking with the chaplain on matters spiritual and tem- 
poral. During these talks he was often made aware of 
cases where his help, under these heads, was needed by 
the inmates themselves or by relatives. This work, 
begun at the prison and continued after the inmates 
left, formed no small part of the chaplain’s labor for their 
betterment. 

The assistant commissioner deserves special com- 
mendation for his earnest and consistent work in behalf 
of the unfortunate men and women who come under his 
supervision. 

In regard to other matters apparently needing reform 
or improvement, I prefer to remain silent in this report 
and to await a suitable opportunity to speak with you 
in person.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


Housr oF Correction, DEER ISLAND, 
February 1, 1913. 


Mr. James H. Cronin, Master: 


DEAR Srr,— I have pleasure in presenting the follow- 
ing report of my work for the year 1912. 

Public services have been held every Sunday for men 
and women in their respective chapels. The pulpit 
teachings have emphasized those scriptural teachings 
and moralities calculated to inspire the hearers to 
‘““cease to do evil and learn to do well.” I have been 
encouraged by evidences that this teaching has not been 
altogether in vain, and in some instances persons appear 
to have received a new and better conception of life and 
its duties, and have gone out to lead honorable lives. 

During the year I have interviewed weekly a con- 
siderable number of prisoners on matters concerning 
their interests, sometimes subsequently communicating 
with relatives or friends, effecting reconciliation of 
husbands and wives or protecting the financial or other 
interest of some helpless prisoner. 

A large number of persons have signed a pledge to 
abstain from the use of intoxicants, in some instances for 
a limited period (I do not feel any great enthusiasm in 
these) and others for life. Those who do not believe in 
pledges in this matter are inconsistent, for they indulge 
in political, commercial and social pledges, in pledges 
and oaths of allegiance to the government, and crowd 
the ordinary affairs of life with binding pledges. The 
pledge is intended to be a safeguard and a help to others. 

I believe firmly in our probation system and whenever 
an inmate has appealed to me for aid, and the facts 
justified it, I have not hesitated to assist in securing for 
the first offender a pardon or a parole. 

The subject of the segregation of habitual criminals 
has become the subject of discussion in various circles 
and in newspapers and magazines. Some criticisms 
have been incautious and unfair, focusing attention on 
one or two institutions, when the principle of segregation 
applies, as it seems to me, and as I think can be shown, 
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to schools, academies, colleges, and even to hospitals for 
the insane and almshouses. The problem is complicated 
and cannot be settled offhand and we must learn by 
continued experimentation how many “‘classifications”’ 
to make of offenders with a view to their segregation. 

If I were asked to ‘“‘classify’’ our inmates, as I now 
see it, the classification would be approximately as 
follows: 

1. Simple drunks and first-time minor offenders. 

2. Drunks, old offenders, guilty of consequent 
offences, such as assault and battery. These come here 
or go to other institutions repeatedly. Many are infirm 
and incapable of earning a livelihood, and hence steal or 
deliberately become intoxicated in order to be sent here. 
With them inebriety is a disease. They should be 
placed in a charitable institution or sanitarium rather 
than in a penal institution. 

3. Common thieves, pickpockets, burglars, highway 
robbers. Many of them have several convictions against 
them and have no desire or purpose to live honestly. . 
Comparatively there are not a large number of this 
class. Many of this class belong also to Class 4. 

4. Drug users and moral degenerates. These usually 
delight to lead others into their evil habits. I doubt if 
there are more than fifteen or twenty of the ‘‘dope 
users’? with us, but probably the number would be 
increased threefold were the drugs more easily obtained. 

The ‘‘drink evil”? continues to hold its unenviable 
place as the chief curse of society. In the year 1911 
over six thousand persons were sent to this one institu- 
tion for drunkenness. The most fertile imagination 
fails to picture the tragedy enshrouded in each case— 
manhood debauched, womanhood degraded, childhood 
pauperized and diseased. 

Nothing in our governmental economy is so illogical 
as the legalization of this destructive traffic and the 
infliction of fines and imprisonment upon its demoralized 
and helpless victims. To fine and imprison those who 
have indulged in ‘‘the cup that inebriates”’ is to inflict 
nakedness and starvation upon the innocent families. 

Intemperance is not self-curative. We must educate 
the individual in total abstinence. We must show the 
people the monetary cost of liquor, the emptiness of the 
“food value” notion, explode the “light wine”’ tradi- 
tions, and demonstrate the attitude of labor, capital, 
the courts and organized Christianity toward the traffic, 
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and besiege the curse with the fierce light of science. 
We must substitute the new world principle for the old 
world idea, that is, we must teach that any use of 
intoxicants as a beverage is an abuse. 

Side by side individual education, especially of the 
young, and legislation for communities, state and 
nation must proceed. They have thus far proceeded on 
evolutionary lines from lower to higher. Attempts have 
been made to lessen the evils of this traffic by the follow- 
ing methods: 

1. License, in which government countenances the 
evil and becomes its partner. This system also permits 
those who have money to engage in a business forbidden 
to the poor. 3 

2. Public control, or the Gothenberg system, and 
this at least has the advantage of destroying private 
monopoly in the trade. 

3. Local option, an advanced method of dealing 
with the question, and which naturally leads in propor- 
tion as the populace is educated on the subject to 
higher ground, viz.: 

4. Prohibition, the ultimate goal, already reached by 
eleven states of the Union, with nine others ready to fall 
into line within a few years. No law is self-enforcing, 
and this law can be enforced as effectively as laws against 
other crimes. Even under indifferent and unsympathetic 
officials the per cent of crime has been lessened thereby, 
the moral standard has been raised and taxes decreased. 

I am deeply indebted to the commissioner and the 
assistant commissioner for their impartial consideration 
of any cause or matter I have had occasion to present 
to them and for considerations extended to me by the 
office staff. 

In closing, permit me to express my continued 
appreciation of your own and the deputy master’s 
courtesies extended to me during the past as in pre- 
vious years.

Society Owes ASSISTANCE TO THE UNFORTUNATES. 


We are living in an age of evolution. Reform is the 
battle cry in every department of human organization. 
We no longer ask what shall be done to the prisoner, 
but what shall be done for the prisoner. The theory 
that all who commit crimes are hardened criminals 
and, therefore, deserving no sympathy is based upon 
a false conception of human nature. In all my experi- 
ence with prisoners I failed as yet to meet the hardened 
criminal. Some, otherwise good-hearted and noble 
minded, are not at all in sympathy with the work of 
reform done by the chaplains for relieving the prisoner’s 
sufferings inside or outside the institution. They 
say nobody should break the laws; if they are committed 
because of their evil deeds, let them suffer the conse- 
quences. Many are for that reason ready to criticise, 
to condemn; a few only to reason, to pardon. 

Even if those who hold this view do not, as we chap- 
lains do, regard, with Cesare Lombroso, crime as a 
disease and the criminal as an anthropological defec- 
tive, they should always bear in-mind that most of 
criminals are more or less social products of environ- 
ments and economic conditions, in other words, vic- 
tims of circumstances, and that, comparatively, but 
a few have become stained with crime and vice entirely 
through themselves— that is, criminals by choice. 
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Thousands of heads have invisibly worked on their 
moral depravity until they. run into their own ruin. 
Who can analyze or even have a presentment of the 
causes that led to the offender’s state of body, soul 
and mind, the inheritance, the neglect, the environ- 
ment, the misfortune, the temptation? These and 
similar circumstances lead many otherwise decent 
men or women to the somber gates of prisons, peniten- 
tiaries, reformatories and houses of correction. 

Coming in direct contact with life’s real conditions 
as we chaplains do — must soften, instead of harden, 
every man’s heart until it is touched by any human 
cry for help. It is, therefore, neither human nor 
religious, neither in accord with our advanced age nor 
with our enlightened state, to withhold our moral aid 
and material assistance from those of our fellow men 
who, for one reason or another, have deviated from 
the path of righteousness, and thus deprive them 
of the possibility to return from their evil ways back 
to right living. 

There is no greater word — excepting love — than 
forgiveness. ‘There is no nobler charity, no grander 
service to humanity, than raising up those who, from 
weakness to resist temptation, have drifted away 
from the right path and fallen into criminal ways. 
If our charitably inclined friends had been in a posi- 
tion to see as we have the beneficial effect resulting 
from even the smallest assistance granted prisoners, 
they would be just as enthusiastic about the work of 
aiding prisoners as we chaplains are.

THE GREATEST CRISIS IN LIFE. 


Serving a term of imprisonment is only part of the 
punishment inflicted upon those sentenced and sent 
to prison. Working their way back into the community 
after their discharge is their hardest task. We should 
always bear in mind that the pathway of a discharged 
prisoner is neither smooth nor easy. Many places 
of employment are entirely closed to him. The field to 
look for work is more limited to him than to any other 
man. The restoration to good citizenship of one who 
has served a part of his life behind prison bars is not 
easy. The greatest difficulty is often not in the ‘‘char- 
acter”? of the prisoner. Many who commit crimes are 
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not criminals by heart. Many who were criminally 
inclined come out from prison with a strong resolution 
to live properly. The greatest difficulty les in the 
prisoner’s ‘‘relation’’ to society, so reluctant is the 
community to forgive one’s misdeed or to permit a 
man to live down a blemished record. His intentions 
are good, but how can he carry them out? He wants 
work. Most of the prisoners do not ask for money, 
neither for sympathy; all they ask is, ‘‘Could you get 
me work when I am out?” He applies for work, but 
has no recommendation. If the fact is known that 
he is a discharged prisoner employment is refused 
outright; if he succeeds by concealing this fact in 
getting employment, his record is likely to follow him 
and cause his discharge. If left at such a crisis to 
drift alone, without advice or assistance, on the stormy 
sea of life, the instinct of self-preservation will compel 
him to join his former associates in lawlessness, and 
thus become degraded beyond redemption. 

It is just at such a crisis of his life when help is most 
needed; it is just at such a crisis that he needs a 
friend. Here is where the chaplain’s real mission 
begins. Spiritual service, certainly one of the noblest 
agencies making for uplifting, is, however, but a part 
of the chaplain’s work which mostly consists in genuine 
personal service; ministering to the sick and dying 
is certainly godlike, but more godlike is assisting a 
fallen man to a healthy living. Is there indeed a 
nobler action than lifting up those who made a false 
step in life and offering them, by encouraging words 
and kind acts, an opportunity for starting a new life? 
Nothing gives one greater satisfaction than the secur- 
ing of the reinstatement into society as a law-abiding 
citizen of him who had the misfortune of wandering 
off the right path. 

The chaplain’s work is extensive and of a very large 
scope, and if he succeeds in part only his work can 
be rightly said to be crowned with success. | 

His first step is to gain, by frequent, personal inter- 
views, the confidence of those under sentence in. the 
institutions; to aid their families left destitute while 
temporarily bereft of their breadwinners; to care 
for the welfare of those placed on probation by the 
court or released on parole; to aid discharged prisoners 
in their attempt at self-reform; to get him work by 
trying to break down the thousand and one barriers 
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of prejudice existing between a discharged prisoner 
and the world; to plan for those who do not know 
how, or are lacking in initiative —in all such cases 
the chaplain is to fill the place of his true friend. This is 
what the chaplain, in carrying out his noble mission, 
is supposed to do for his unfortunate flock, as prisoners 
without a true friend working for them can obtain 
neither work nor any other assistance by their own 
initiative. 

I am happy to be able to report that, with the gener- 
ous assistance given me by our Prisoners’. Aid Fund, 
inaugurated two years ago, to assist their wives and 
children and to find employment for discharged prison- 
ers, my endeavors in that direction have been successful. 
I should also be permitted to add that of those so 
assisted the proportion that proved unworthy by 
falling back into criminal ways was exceedingly small 
and that this small percentage presents the exception 
rather than the rule as to the reformation of prisoners. 

In concluding I desire to emphasize that, whatever 
good the chaplain is privileged to accomplish among 
the unfortunates, this fact should never be lost sight 
of, that the lion’s share of it belongs by right to the 
officials of the Penal Institutions Department, to 
those of the House of Correction, and to the probation 
officers of the Superior and Municipal Courts for their 
genuine sympathy and hearty cooperation in every 
deserving case brought to their notice, to each of whom 
I hereby publicly express my deepest appreciation.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear S1r,— In accordance with the requirements of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
I have the honor to submit herewith a detailed report 
of the business of the Printing Department, together 
with an account of postage and stationery purchased 
for the various departments, for the year beginning 
February 1, 1912, and ending January 31, 1913. 

The same efficiency which characterized last year’s 
operation has prevailed, and as a result thereof a net 
profit of $38,990.42 has been realized on the year’s 
business and the sum of $32,117.78 has been added 
to the cash balance of last year, making a total of 
$107,559.75 on hand and credited to the department, 
as per Auditor’s Monthly Exhibit of January 31, 
1913. 

Yearly profits are bound to vary in accordance with 
the amount of work performed, but there is no reason 
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why this department should not show a reasonable 
percentage of gain each year provided it is properly 
managed. 

One significant feature of this year’s report is the 
fact that the unprecedented cash balance of last year 
has been practically equaled. This, to my mind, 
demonstrates the financial value of the department 
to the city. 

The last two years have been the only ones in the 
history of the department where the profits reported 
have been sustained by the cash balance.

The fact that the department has earned a profit in 
recent years tends to give an impression that the cost 
of printing has increased, which is an erroneous idea 
and a great injustice to the department, as will be 
readily seen from a comparison of results of previous 
years’ operations. 

Ten years ago the city paid for its printing $190,850.42. 
Since that time the quantity of printing has increased 
at least 30 per cent; wages have gone up about 25 per 
cent; stock and material have increased accordingly. 
Notwithstanding this great increase in the quantity and 
value of the city’s printing, the actual cost for the year 
just closed was $163,162.07, or $27,688.35 less than 
ten years ago. 

An idea of the present efficiency of the department 
may be formed from the fact that approximately 25 
per cent of the work performed is estimated on, and as 
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a result of successful competition, several new accounts 
have been added to our books. 

Satisfactory results in a department of this kind can- 
not be obtained without strictly adhering to a sound 
business policy, together with a hearty cooperation of 
allemployed. ‘The latter I have had to a marked degree, 
‘and have endeavored to merit that cooperation by 
treating all employees fairly and giving the entire per- 
manent force that which was unusual in former years — 
a steady year’s work without suspensions or short time. 

The union scale of wages is paid throughout the, 
department, although I consider that we have many 
faithful and competent employees who are worth more. 

It was necessary during the year to enlarge the 
present quarters of the department on account of grow- 
ing business, and to provide a suitable storage vault 
for plates and electrotypes, which were formerly stored 
in the basement of the Old Court House. The addi- 
tional floor space allowed for much needed changes in 
the workrooms and office and has materially added 
to the efficiency of the plant. 

Our present modern equipment and arrangement is 
such that I can safely say, without fear of contradiction, 
the city owns the best printing office of its size in the 
state, and it not only has the service of a plant fitted 
especially for its needs and organized to meet its most 
urgent demands, but also gets the profits which under 
a contract system would go to private parties.

OF THE 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1912-13. 


Boston, February 1, 1913. 
Hon. JouHn F. FITZGERALD, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1898, I submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1913. 

This department has the care and custody of the 
ambulance station, South Boston; Municipal Building, 
Upham’s Corner; new City Building at Codman square, 
Dorchester; City Building, Washington and Richmond 
streets, Dorchester; Curtis Hall Gymnasium Building 
and new Library Building, Jamaica Plain; and Thomas 
Street Schoolhouse; of all buildings in use for city 
offices, market purposes, halls for public meetings and 
the several county buildings, also: hired buildings, or 
parts of same used for city offices, county purposes, 
wardrooms, armories, etc. 

The original appropriation for general maintenance 
of this department for the financial year of 1912-13 was 
$240,000 and to this amount the sum of $4,910.43 was 
added during the year for the following purposes: The 
sum of seventeen hundred seventy-five (1,775) dollars 
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for the purpose of fitting up new quarters for Troop B, 
First Squadron of Cavalry, at 25 Irvington street; 
the sum of two hundred twenty-five (225) dollars for 
the purpose of providing exhibit at the Greater Boston 
Real Estate and Ideal Homes Exposition in the Mechan- 
ics Building; the sum of $120 which was derived as 
interest from the so-called ‘‘Charles E. French Fund,” 
for one year on principal which is specified can be 
expended only for repairs on the Old State House Build- 
ing; the sum of $2,790.48 was transferred for the purpose 
of balancing accounts of the department for the financial 
year. This excess was occasioned for the reason that 
certain repair work was unavoidable and could not be 
further delayed without causing great inconvenience and 
a greater outlay of funds. The principal items of this 
expenditure were for repairs and improvements made 
at the Faneuil Hall (Quincy) Market Building, part of - 
which are as follows: Installation of a new metal ceiling, 
the entire length of main passageway; the removal of 
the very much worn top wood flooring, the entire length 
of main passageway, and replacing same with asphalt 
flooring one inch thick; much of the badly worn 
wooden flooring in many of the market stalls was 
removed and same replaced with asphalt flooring. This 
work had to be done outside of regular business hours 
and on Saturdays and Sundays. The old slate on south 
side of the roof of building, the entire length, was removed 
and same replaced with copper and made tight to 
prevent leaks, which for a considerable period had 
caused the tenants great inconvenience and some damage 
to their furnishings and equipment. 

A new up-to-date convenience station (for women) 
has been provided on the second floor of the market 
building. Previously in a great many instances the 
women employed in the market were obliged to use 
toilets of private concerns located outside of the market 
building. 

At the Old State House Building the roof has caused 
much inconvenience on account of leaks, also the gutters 
were badly broken and caused considerable comment 
on account of their condition. I had entire roof repaired 
and made tight, also new copper gutters installed. 

The entire woodwork on the top of the City Hall 
Building was fast deteriorating for lack of being properly 


covered with paint and the same was put in first-class 
condition.

The National Lancers on Bulfinch street have many 
times complained that their armory quarters were not 
habitable in the winter season, for the reason that the 
steam heating apparatus was old and inadequate; this 
condition I found to be as stated and therefore installed 
a new steam boiler of sufficient capacity to properly 
heat the premises. 

I mention these few items in particular for the reason 
that they might properly be considered as being emer- 
gency work, and certainly would have caused the city 
much damage and a greater outlay of money if same 
had been delayed. 

On May 18, 1912, the School Committee surrendered 
to this department, for the sum of $40,000, the Old 
East Boston High School estate, which was desired as 
a site for the new courthouse and police station in East 
Boston. On June 15, 1912, a contract was awarded 
for the erection of this new building, for the sum of 
$109,797. Building is to be of tapestry brick, three 
stories high, heated by steam, and will provide ample 
cell room and up-to-date quarters for all requirements 
of district court and police station. It is anticipated 
that building will be completed and ready for occupancy 
about August 1, 1913. 

During the erection of this building temporary quar- 
ters for the district court were provided in the old 
wardroom building at the corner of Maverick and 
Bremen streets. 

On December 8, 1911, purchase of 21,250 square feet 
of land on Broadway for a site for a new Municipal 
Building in South Boston was made of the Perkins 
Institution and Massachusetts School for the Blind at 
a cost of $29,125, and on May 13, 1912, a contract was 
awarded for the erection of the said building at a cost 
of $129,640. Building is to be of brick, three stories 
high, and accommodations are to be provided for gym- 
nasium, also shower baths, quarters for the South Boston 
District Court, branch of the Public Library, a large 
assembly hall, etc. It is expected that building will be 
completed about the middle of September next. 

It is intended to erect a new Municipal Building in 
Ward 7 and for this purpose a site, located at corner of 
Oak and Tyler streets, has been purchased. Plans and 
specifications of building are now being prepared and 
it is expected that work of erection will begin shortly. 
Accommodations are to be provided in this building for 
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an assembly hall, gymnasium, shower baths, branch 
of the Public Library, ete. 

An appropriation of $130,000 is available for the 
purpose of preparing plans and_ specifications and 
the erection of a new Municipal Building on the site of 


the present wardroom, corner of Vine and Dudley streets, | 


Ward 17, which site is now the property of the city. 
The plans and specifications of the proposed new 
building are being prepared and it is expected that work 
of erection may be started in a few months. Building 
is to be of brick and will contain an assembly hall, 
gymnasium with running track, shower baths, etce., 
also a branch of the Boston Public Library. 


The old Armory Building located at the corner of . 


Lexington and Bunker Hill streets, Charlestown, has 
been reconstructed as a Municipal Building, with com- 
plete gymnasium apparatus, running track, shower baths, 
etc., also a wardroom, for public meetings, on the street 


floor. Building will be open to the public early in 


March next. 

The Curtis Hall Building, which was mentioned in 
report of last year as being reconstructed as a municipal 
gymnasium with swimming pool, shower baths, etc., 
was opened to the public on March 11,1912. This gym- 
nasium has been well attended and is much appreciated 
by the people of the district. It has been stated that it 
is the best arranged gymnasium in this country.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1912-13. 


Boston, February 1, 1913. 


Hon. Joun F. FItTzGeRALp, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear S1r,— In conformity with the requirements 
of the Revised Ordinances I herewith present my annual 
report of the Public Grounds Department for the year 
ending January 31, 1913. 

As the long debated consolidation of this department 
with the Park, Bath and Music Departments is almost 
effected at this date, it is more than probable that this 
is the last annual report that will ever be offered under 
the title of ‘‘Public Grounds Department.” The con- 
templated change will have no unusual influence over 
Boston Common, Public Garden and smaller pleasure 
grounds, as they will be maintained and decorated after 
the customary mode, but the recreation division will 
receive a very broadening impetus. It is hoped that 
the public will not be impatient, expecting magical 
results the first year, as a little time will be required to 
perfect the plans that will be formulated under the new 
conditions. Under these circumstances it would be 
superfluous to advance recommendations for the future 
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of the Public Grounds Department and I shall give 
merely a synopsis of the notable improvements achieved 
on its pleasure grounds the past year. 

The ordinary maintenance work was _ performed 
faithfully throughout the year, each and every park and 
square being accorded its proper quota of care, all of 
which are in a very satisfactory condition. 

The gypsy and brown-tail moth suppression work on 
public and private estates was attended with more than 
the usual success, due to increased facilities for handling 
it and the fact that the department has pursued the 
work steadily for the past five years, yet present condi- 
tions in this respect are not entirely gratifying. As I 
have said in former reports, the only way to cope suit- 
ably with these pests would be to employ a force of men 
numerous enough to cover the entire city on destruction 
work in the proper season and then follow up this 
treatment later by liberal spraying methods during the 
crawling period. Even then we could not hope to be 
free from trouble from this source for any length of time 
as a mighty wind storm is liable to force upon the city 
at any time a most undesirable visitation from outside 
districts. Such an experience would not be new to this 
department. I recall one very particular instance when 
the city awoke one morning to find the Public Garden 
and a large portion of the Boston Common literally 
whitened by an influx of brown-tails which had blown 
into Boston from Medford during the night. 


Boston COMMON. 

It was expected that the general renovation of the 
soil and other improvements on Boston Common, 
commenced in the fall of 1910, made possible by the 
generous bequest of the late George F. Parkman, would 
be completed before the expiration of this year; but 
we met with an unforeseen obstacle when it was found 
that the necessary appropriation from the income of 
the Parkman Fund was not available when required; 
consequently the work of reformation was interrupted 
in the month of August. However, we still cherished 
the hope of completing this work by taking it up again 
in the fall, at which time it became evident that it must 
be deferred until the following spring. This was a most 
regrettable and disappointing circumstance. 

Substantial repairs were made on some of the con- 
crete walks and a notable addition was made on the 
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La Fayette mall, opposite the Boston Herald office on 
Tremont street, by concreting an area which had been 
occupied by a large grass mound. Owing to the large 
crowds of people congregating daily at this point during 
the baseball season to watch the bulletin reports of the 
game on the Herald building, it became -mpossible to 
preserve the integrity of the mound and a permanent 
treatment of granolithic pavement was adopted as being 
obviously suitable, feasible and, eventually, far more 
economical. 

The Soldiers’ monument and the Col. Robert G. 
Shaw memorial were repaired, repointed, etc., at an 
expenditure of $167 and $306, respectively. 

Accommodations were added to the Parkman memo- 
rial bandstand, consisting of a movable platform, 
cabinet and hook strip, costing $771, and a supply of 
musician’s stands, holders and chairs, costing $732.38. 

An addition to the engineer’s office was built for the 
contract price of $189, and extra furnishings costing $25 
more were placed therein. 

Outside of the ordinary care bestowed upon the trees 
in Boston Common by pruning, freeing them from 
moths, etc., unusual efforts were made this year for 
the preservation of some of the old and large trees by 
applying the modern method of “‘tree surgery.’’ I do 
not care to go into any lengthy explanation concerning 
it at this writing but will say, casually, that it consists 
principally in removing all decayed substance, treating 
the exposed surface antiseptically, waterproofing same, 
filling in with properly prepared concrete, nicely adjusted 
to meet the cambium layer and reinforced by bolts or 
iron rods where necessary, and painting over the exterior . 
to match the bark. In a few instances the decay had 
progressed so deeply that the recovery of the trees was 
a very doubtful matter, but as these trees were needed 
in their locations to preserve the colonnade effects it 
was decided to give them a partial treatment by remov- 
ing the unsound portions, treating the cavities anti- 
septically and waterproofing same, in the hope that the 
trees might recuperate sufficiently to warrant the expense 
of still further treatment. 


PuBLIC GARDEN. 
The general policy of successive floral displays was 
continued this year with a few but scarcely noticeable. 
changes in the outlines of flower beds and lawns. 
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As a pleasure ground the popularity of this inclosure 
in the heart of the city, made radiant in the spring and 
early summer by bright colored flowers and plants of 
variegated leaves, followed later with tropical and sub- 
tropical plants, continues to be undiminished. Add to 
this the gratification afforded the little people by the 
swan boats on the pond and it will be difficult to over- 
estimate the amount of enjoyment conferred on the 
public by maintaining the Public Garden on the cus- 
tomary basis. 

A word about the pond seems necessary, as its 
condition has never been satisfactory although thor- 
oughly cleaned out twice yearly. It is the intention 
to have the bottom concreted permanently as soon 
as the soil improvements in the Boston Common are 
completed,- thus making it possible to maintain clear, 
crystal water and greatly increasing the satisfaction 
of the large number of adults and children who seek 
enjoyment in the swan boats on this sheet of water. 

Repairs were made on the bridge spanning the pond, 
both in the spring and fall, amounting to $192, to 
make it comparatively safe, but a special appropriation 
is needed to apply all the improvements on it that 
the City Engineer recommended. 

The iron fence surrounding the Public Garden was 
generally overhauled and repaired at a cost of $321.47. 


STREET TREES. 


Continuing the ‘“‘City Beautiful” movement com- 
menced in 1911, tree pits were prepared in the fall 
for a spring plantation of shade trees in Huntington 
avenue, Columbus avenue, Warren street, Eliot square, 
Mt. Pleasant avenue, and Dudley street between 
Hampden street and the Hugh O’Brien School, and 
in the vicinity of the Baptist Church below Warren 
street. 

As yet comparatively little has been accomplished, 
but as a beginning has been made it is reasonable to 
hope for an annual continuance that will gradually 
increase desired results more and more materially. 


CopLEY SQUARE AND TRINITY TRIANGLE. 


Plans were made and drawn up for the improvement 
of these two lots this year, but so much diversity of 
opinion was developed as to the best method of tréat- 
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ment that operations were deferred. In the meantime 
street improvements in this vicinity by the Public 
Works Department seemed to require the use of these 
areas for an operating plant and, after much discussion, 
permission was accorded reluctantly. Under these 
circumstances it is probable that no action will be 
taken for the reformation of these two lots for an 
indefinite period. 


WALTHAM SQUARE. 


This is a very small grass area of only 3,000 square 
feet, located on. Harrison avenue between Union Park 
and Waltham streets. Being the only breathing space 
in that vicinity it is greatly patronized and the require- 
ment of some protection for the grass has been apparent. 
With this end in view the iron fence removed from 
Hayes square a few years ago was utilized by cutting 
away the useless portions and making additions suitable 
for this location. During seasonable months settees 
are placed closely on the sidewalk outside the park 
around its entire circumference. 


THOMAS PARK. 


Repairs on the historical monument in this park, 
frequently called ‘‘ Dorchester Heights,’’ were at last 
undertaken this year and successfully completed. Sev- 
eral years ago the general appearance of this monument 
was such as to cause considerable alarm as to its stability, 
but after a thorough examination by the Architects 
who planned it originally I was assured by them that 
no structural defects existed; that the visible imper- 
fections were only superficial and mainly due to the 
action of the elements. This information was reassuring 
to the city officials but not so satisfying to the interested 
public, which is liable to be influenced by conspicuous 
conditions. However, all tribulations regarding this 
monument are now at rest as both the interior and 
exterior have been renovated thoroughly. 


ORCHARD PARK. 


For the past few years the improvement of this 
area has been under much consideration and my own 
views on this subject were expressed fully in my annual 
report for the year 1911-12. 
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This park may be treated as an ordinary pleasure 
ground or an up-to-date, properly equipped play- 
ground. Both methods possess so many distinctive 
advantages that the main difficulty appears to be to 
determine which course would afford the public of that 
district the greater benefit. 

A compromise, by attempting to combine both 
arrangements, has been in vogue but resulted in a 
shabby general appearance, evoking unfavorable 
criticism, as 1t was impossible to maintain well kept 
lawns and flower beds where ball playing and other 
games were allowed. Onlookers, attracted by such 
pastimes, are too numerous as a rule for the ordinary 
seating accommodations and will encroach recklessly 
and thoughtlessly on reservations regardless of conse- 
quences. 

This entire matter in all its phases has been laid before 
the Mayor, but as yet no decision has been reached. 


Mapi1son Park. 


The renovation of this park, advocated for many 
years, has been accomplished. An adequate drainage 
system has been established and the ground has been 
filled up to grade. The lines of paths were altered to 
accord with the new conditions and being now laid with 
permanent granolithic concrete, only ordinary care 
will be required in the future to keep them in present- 
able shape. The state of this park (which was nothing 
more than a quagmire originally, subject to continual 
depression and lodgment of stagnant water) was an 
undisguised menace to the health of the neighborhood 
and radical improvements were necessary to make it a 
safe and sane pleasure ground for the public. Conse- 
quently its reformation is a most welcome relief. 

The amount expended on this park for improvements 
under the ‘“‘Contract for Paving and Drainage’”’ was 
$3,950.10. 

WASHINGTON Park. 

Under the “Contract for Paving and. Drainage’”’ 
much needed improvements were made in this pleasure 
ground, amounting to $2,574.50. 


Meetine House HI. 
This little park, sometimes designated as ‘‘ Dorchester 
Square, ” was also improved under the “Contract for 
Paving and Drainage,”’ at a cost of $2,095.67. 
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ROXBURY STANDPIPE. 


(The Old Fort Observatory, Highland Park.) 


In recent years, through the exertions of the Roxbury 
Historical Society, represented by Capt. Isaac P. 
Gragg, unusual interest has been aroused in this historic 
old landmark and efforts have been made to restore 
the observatory to its original appearance and make 
it worthy of its many associations with events of the 
Revolutionary War. Improvements have been added 
this year so that it is now in perfect condition and very 
attractive. 

For some years before it came under the control of 
the Public Grounds Department the observatory and 
grounds had been utterly neglected and were so badly 
impaired that a special appropriation was requisite 
to make them presentable. 

Repairs and improvements on the observatory were 
completed about four years ago and this year the 
grounds about it have been regraded and new drainage 
was installed. While doing the work of regrading 
it was found necessary to construct a new rubble cement 
retaining wall in connection with an old path we intended 
to eliminate, and to reset and repoint the existing wall 
on the Fort avenue side. 

The cost of these additions to the contract price 
was inconsiderable and fully warranted, as _ these 
improvements made the reformation work complete 
and permanent. 

Eighteen cast bronze tablets, having suitable inscrip- 
tions prepared through the personal efforts of Capt. 
Isaac P. Gragg and approved historically by Ex-Mayor 
Samuel A. Green, are to be provided and attached to 
the rail of the baleony around the observatory. These 
inscriptions will be found most interesting as they 
direct attention to the various locations occupied by 
both the American and British forces during the war 
and could be glimpsed from the observatory at the 
time of its erection. 


WINTHROP SQUARE. 


In addition to the usual care bestowed on this park, 
sometimes referred to as ‘‘ Training Field,” the Soldiers’ 
monument was cleaned and repointed for $165. 
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DRINKING FOUNTAINS. 


During the past year, as one of the public benefits . 
derived from the Parkman Fund, new and the most 
approved bubble drinking fountains were established 
on Boston Common, Public Garden, Blackstone and 
Franklin Squares, Massachusetts avenue between Shaw- 
mut avenue and Tremont street, Thomas Park, Meeting 
House Hill, Madison Park and Central square. 


SEATING ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Additional and permanent settees, composed of grano- 
lithic concrete standards and heavy wooden slats, 
have been provided this year and placed on Boston 
Common and Public Garden; Central, Belmont and 
Maverick squares in East Boston, Sullivan and Win- 
throp squares in Charlestown, and Meeting House Hill 
in Dorchester, all in accordance with an appropriation 
of $4,000 placed at our disposal for this purpose last — 
fall. The requirements called for something substantial 
and practically indestructible -as well as comfortable, 
and as these settees have been liberally patronized in 
opportune weather it is reasonable to assume that the 
desired results have been attained and that the public 
fully appreciates the enjoyment afforded by their use. 


City GREENHOUSES. 


As for this invaluable adjunct to the upkeep of the 
department, I would refer simply to my previous 
recommendations in former reports without going into 
further detail at this time. The usual repairs absolutely 
necessary to sustain the houses and keep them in | 
working order were made. A new brick chimney 
was built in connection with a new iron smokestack 
erected in place of the old one, and two old water boilers 
were replaced by new “Ideal” sectional water boilers; 
one in the small “‘subway”’ house, costing $330, and the 
other in the “boiler room” underneath the office, 
costing $861.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, 
the annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1913, is herewith respectfully submitted. The 
Public Works Department, created by Ordinances of 
1910, chapter 9, was formed by consolidating the 
Engineering, Water and Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department has been carried on 
during the year with four main divisions, as follows: 


Central Office. Sewer and Water Division. 
Highway Division. Bridge and Ferry Division. 


Note.— The Boston and Cambridge Bridge Divi- 
sion, so called, is not properly a division of the Public 
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Works Department, as this work is in charge of a com- 
mission of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of 
Boston and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, 
under the provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; 
but because of the fact that the present division engi- 
neer of the Bridge and Ferry Division is the Boston 
member of this commission and also because one-half 
of the expenses of this commission is defrayed by the 
Bridge and Ferry Division of this department, it is here 
treated as a division of this department. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public Works 
Department during the year was made available from 
the following sources: 

First— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. Before the begin- 
ning of the financial year, February 1, the department 
estimates of the amounts necessary for the proper 
maintenance of the different services are submitted to ' 
the Mayor, who makes such recommendations as he 
may deem proper to the City Council. The main- 
tenance appropriations, including permanent construc- 
tion, as passed by the City Council and approved by 
the Mayor, were as follows:

GENERAL REMARKS. 


January 31, 1913, marks the close of the second 
year of the Public Works Department. The work 
accomplished during the year justifies the organization. 


* To be used for a refuse destruction plant. 
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Although the desired degree of efficiency in the 
department has not been reached, considerable improve- 
ment has been made. The total expenditures for 
1912 were $7,313,989.16, as against $6,243,553.84 in 
1911. The total pay roll for 1912 was $2,949,210.31, 
or 40.3 per cent of the total expenditures. The total 
pay roll for 1911 was $2,880,608.09, or 46.1 per cent of 
the total expenditures, showing that the pay roll per- 
centage for 1912 was 5.8 per cent less than for 1911. 
The actual pay roll increase of $68,601.62 for 1912 is 
more than accounted for as follows:

During the year salary increases have been numerous 
and the wages of skilled laborers increased to the union 
seale. This has been done with no greater increase in 
the pay roll than that shown, by not filling vacancies 
except when absolutely necessary. In spite of the 
increased work of the department, there are seventy- 
one men less on the pay roll February 1, 1913, than on 
February 1, 1912. Number on pay roll February 1, 
1912, 3,497; February 1, 1913, 3,426. 

In the year 1912 twenty-six veterans of the Civil 
War have been retired on half pay, and under the 
Laborers’ Retirement Act 105 laborers have been re- 
tired. There are still eligible for retirement 98 veterans 
and 116 laborers. 

The efficiency of the engineering force of the depart- 
ment is of a high grade. The numerous and varied 
engineering problems confronting the department have 
been solved without outside assistance, with one excep- 
tion — a consulting mechanical engineer has been called 
in in connection with the design and installation of 
some pumping machinery. As a rule the engineers 
are underpaid, and an engineers’ wage schedule has 
been prepared, standardizing and increasing wages, 
which it is hoped will be adopted. 

The policy of the department of doing practically all 
new construction work by contract and using the day 
labor force for maintenance is being continued. 

As far as this department is concerned, the refuse 
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disposal problem being settled, there are three essential 
requirements for the health and safety of the citizens 
and the development of their property, namely, the 
extension and perfection of the sewer and water systems 
and the permanent pavement of traffic streets with a 
concrete base and a suitable wearing surface. 

A brief summary of the chief activities of the different 
divisions follows. 


BRIDGE ‘AND FERRY DIVISION. 


The most important work undertaken by this divi- 
sion was the rebuilding of the Meridian Street and 
Chelsea North Bridges. Meridian Street has been 
finished with a channel 100 feet in width, which channel 
was formerly 59 feet. Chelsea North is well under 
way and will be completed about the end of April, 
with two channels 125 feet in width in place of one 
channel 60 feet wide. These two improvements will 
contribute substantially to the port development. 

In the Ferry Service the modern steel ferryboat | 
“John H. Sullivan’? was put in commission in place of 
the ‘‘Revere,’’ which was condemned by the United 
States inspectors. Extensive, long-needed repairs have 
been made on the ferry landings and headhouses, so 
that to-day the plant is in better condition than it has 
been for many years. Another new boat is necessary 
to replace the ‘‘D. D. Kelly.” 


Hicguway DIvIsIon. 


In the Paving Service the chief work was the laying 
of permanent pavements, such as wood block, bitu- 
lithic, asphalt and stone block. We have to-day 358 
miles of macadam streets, mostly water-bound. This 
type of street has no place within the city limits under 
the present traffic and sanitary requirements. The 
department recognizes this fact, and where we are 
unable to secure a more permanent pavement, macadam 
with a bituminous binder is being used. Great progress 
has been made in the extension of granolithic sidewalks, 
about 98,875 square yards being laid this year. 

In the Sanitary Service the new contract for refuse 
disposal of the city proper is in partial operation. The 
contractor has completed the plant for garbage reduc- 
tion at Spectacle Island and is now taking the garbage. 
The plant is the most perfect of its kind in the world. 


Pusitic WorkKs DEPARTMENT. t 


The plants for the disposal of refuse other than garbage 
should be ready about March 1, and at that time the 
inland dumps will be abolished, including the Fenway 
dump. The city has completed its three waterfront 
stations for the reception of refuse and it is planned to 
construct two inland receiving stations in the near 
future. The collection service by the city has been 
greatly improved, having been increased from twice 
per week to three times per week in the North and 
West Ends. More frequent collections will be made in 
other parts of the city as the needs of the citizens 
may require and the appropriation for the department 
permits. The income from the collection and disposal 
of commercial waste in 1911 was $59,926.70, and in 
1912, $72,481.29. 

In the Street Cleaning Service a new district has 
been established in Dorchester with satisfactory results. 
The patrol system has been extended in the city proper 
by the addition of fifteen (15) men.. The flushing of 
streets has been extended and two new pressure flush- 
ing tanks purchased. The efficiency of the men in the 
Sanitary and Street Cleaning Services is continually 
improving. 

In the Lighting Service allnight lighting has been 
established in the Hyde Park district, and regulation 
posts and fixtures installed. Work on the substitution 
of electric lights for the 1,500 gas lights in the city 
proper north of Dudley street is well advanced. Nego- 
tiations are under way for the installation in Charles- 
town of the same are system which the rest of the city 
has. It was hoped that during the year the old Rising 
Sun contract for lighting the street gas lamps would be 
abolished and a better contract substituted or munici- 
pal ownership of the gas lamps established. After a 
year of controversy the situation remains the same; the 
Rising Sun Company is still lighting the gas lamps 
under an extension of its old contract, as there is no 
other available method ready for lighting the streets in 
question. It seems to me, to settle the matter once for 
all, for the best interests of the city, all the street gas 
lamps should be abolished and electric lamps sub- 
stituted. The objection to this method, because of the 
fact that the electric lighting is in the hands of one 
company, is amply taken care of by state supervision 
and by the electric lighting contract in force. 

The work of the Permit Office is very satisfactory. 
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The income from fees in 1911 was $32,340.90 and in 
1912, $35,295.51. Previous to July, 1910, no charge was 
made for street occupancy. | 


SEWER AND WATER DIVISION. 


In the Water Service the year has been one of great 
activity, owing chiefly to the large increase in building 
operations, necessitating the extension of main pipe 
and the installation of about 2,000 services, 25 per cent 
more than for the previous year. The state law requir- 
ing the metering of all new services and 4,600 old services 
annually has been complied with. By the installation 
of meters and the waste inspection system the amount 
of water used and wasted has been reduced consider- 
ably. An additional incentive for saving water would 
be given if the metropolitan assessment was based 
solely on the amount of water consumed. During the 
year there has been an ample supply of water for 
domestic purposes and also for fire fighting. 

The work of the High Pressure Fire Service has been 
very satisfactory. The studies of the entire system are 
practically completed. As soon as the money is avail- 
able, contracts will be let for the materials and installa- 
tion. 

In the Sewer Service, at the Calf Pasture pumping 
station, one of the new 56,000,000-gallon pumps has 
been completed and is running successfully, the chan- 
nel has been dredged and anew wharf built. Work has 
commenced on the solution of the long-discussed prob- 
lem of better sewerage for the South End district. 
Owing to an inadequate appropriation the department 
has been unable to satisfy all demands for new sewers 
both for the development of property and the protection 
of health. The most important work in the Charles 
River Basin area was the completion of Section 8 of 
Stony brook through Forest Hills square and under 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 
Good progress has been made in the separation of the 
Sewage from the storm water. 

Reports in detail of the work accomplished by the 
department, and the cost thereof, are herewith annexed.

PROPOSALS FOR THE DISPOSAL OF REFUSE. 


The Commissioner of Public Works of the City of 
Boston, office 49 City Hall, invites proposals for the 
disposal of refuse for a term of ten (10) years from July 
1, 1912, and giving bond therefor of a surety company 
approved by the commissioner in the sum of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($100,000). 

Only proposals obtained at the said office, signed by 
the bidder and left at the Hearing Room, second floor, 
City Hall, before 12 o’clock m. of Tuesday, December 5, 
1911, with a certified check for ten thousand dollars 
($10,000), payable to and to be the property of the 
city if the proposal after acceptance is not carried out, 
will at said hour and place be publicly opened and read. 
Proposals must be made in duplicate, the duplicate, 
without check, to be deposited by the bidder with: the 
City Auditor previous to the time named for opening 
the proposals. The undersigned reserves the right to 
reject any or all proposals or to award the contract 
as he deems best. 

The proposals should be inclosed in an envelope, 
sealed, and marked ‘‘ Proposal for Disposal of Refuse.’’

Notice To BIDDERS. 
Boston, October 26, 1911. 

The purpose of the contract and specifications is to 
secure the disposal of collections of city wastes, com- 
prising ashes, garbage, paper, rubbish and street sweep- 
ings, in a sanitary and inoffensive manner. 

The refuse to be dealt with is that collected by the 
city in the Public Works Department Collection 
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Districts Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, as shown on plans to 
be obtained by bidders at the office of the commissioner. 

The city shall provide receiving stations at which the 
refuse will be delivered to the contractor by the city, 
for removal, approximately as follows: 


Waterfront. 


Fort Hill Wharf, Atlantic avenue. 
Commercial street, near Keany square. 
Albany street, at city’s sanitary yard. 
Freeport street, on lot owned by city. 


Inland. 


Codman street, on lot owned by city, adjoining 
railroad. 

Corner Columbus avenue and Ritchie street, in Rox- 
bury. 


The city does not represent itself to be the owner of 
the refuse, and it is understood that any independent 
disposal of refuse by the producers thereof shall neither 
make the city liable to the contractor nor be held to 
justify his default in fulfilling any of the requirements 
of the contract. 

Information as to the quantity and composition of 
the refuse collected for the respective districts during 
the year ending January 31, 1911, is given in the speci- 
fications as a guide to bidders, but the city undertakes 
no liability in regard to even the approximate correct- 
ness of these figures. Attention is called to the fact 
that the city has stopped the free collection of store 
refuse, seven (7) cents per barrel now being charged, 
which includes collection and disposal. 

Bidders must satisfy themselves, by personal examina- 
- tion, of the locations to be used and materials to be 
received and disposed of, and by such other means as they 
may adopt, as to the sufficiency of the information given, 
and shall not at any time after the submission of their 
proposals dispute or complain of any details or data made 
or given in the specifications or otherwise, nor assert that 
there is any misunderstanding in soy to the amount 
of work to be performed. 

Bidders must submit a lump sum price per year 
for which they will receive, treat and dispose of the 
total amount of refuse delivered by the city. 
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Monthly payments will be made by the city to the 
contractor. 

Plant and equipment for final disposition must be 
completed and ready to receive and dispose of refuse, 
as hereinafter specified, not later than July 1, 1912. 

The contract is to be for a term of ten (10) years, 
with the right on the part of the city to purchase the 
plant upon the expiration of the contract. 

The city reserves the right at any time during the 
life of the contract to discontinue stations or to provide 
other or additional stations. The city also reserves 
the right to deliver the garbage to the contractor, in 
whole or in part, in sealed metal receptacles, provided 
by the city, said receptacles to be taken to the disposal 
plant by the contractor without opening until their 
arrival at the plant. These receptacles must be cleaned 
by the contractor and returned promptly to the city. 
Failing agreement between the commissioner and the 
contractor as to any question of damage or increased 
cost alleged as being caused by such abandoned, sub- — 
stituted or added stations or by the use of said recep- 
tacles, the matter shall be referred to arbitrators as 
hereinafter provided. 

All proposals must be made on the form annexed 
hereto, and must give the price both in writing and in 
figures. 

The contractor is to submit with his proposal detailed 
plans and specifications showing the proposed layout of 
plant and the type and arrangement of the appliances 
he proposes to use, together with all other information 
necessary to a full and complete understanding of his 
proposal. Such plans and specifications of the unsuc- 
cessful bidders will be returned. 


PROPOSAL. 
To the City of Boston, Mass.: 


(a.) The undersigned represents that this proposal 
is made in good faith, without fraud, collusion or con- 
nection of any kind with any other bidder for the same 
work; that he is competing in his own interest and in 
his own behalf, without connection with or obligation 
to any undisclosed person, and that no other person 
has any interest in the profits of the contract; that he 
has informed himself fully in regard to all conditions 
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pertaining to the work and the place where it is done, 
made his own examinations and estimates, and from 
them makes this proposal. 

(b.) The undersigned proposes to furnish all labor 
and materials required for the disposal of refuse in 
accordance with the accompanying specifications and 
plans. 

(c.) The undersigned agrees that if, within twenty 
days after the day named in the notice for leaving the 
proposals, notice that this proposal will be accepted 
by the commissioner shall be mailed to him at the 
business address given below, or shall be delivered to 
him, he will, at 12 m. of some day of the six week days 
next after such mailing or delivery, appear at the office 
of the Commissioner of Public Works, hereinafter des- 
ignated as commissioner, and deliver to the commis- 
sioner, for the city, a contract and bond properly 
executed in the forms annexed; the contract to 
be in triplicate and the bond of a surety company 
satisfactory to the commissioner, and said contract 
and bond to be subject to the approval of the Corpo- 
ration Counsel and the Mayor of the City of Boston 
and the City Council. 

(d.) The undersigned further agrees that the certi- 
fied check payable to the City of Boston, left herewith, 
is the property of said city, and the amount thereof is 
the amount of damages which the city will sustain by 
his failure to carry out this proposal; but if this proposal 
is not accepted, or if the undersigned executes and 
delivers said contract and bond, the check, or its amount, 
is to be paid to him on receipt therefor. 

The contract sums above referred to are as follows: 

For the year 1912, from July 1, sixty-four thousand 
dollars ($64,000).

For the year 1915, one hundred and thirty-seven 
thousand dollars ($137,000). 

For the year 1916, one hundred and forty thousand 
dollars ($140,000). 

For the year 1917, one hundred and forty-three 
thousand dollars ($143,000). 

For the year 1918, one hundred and forty-six thousand 
dollars ($146,000). 
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For the year 1919, one hundred and forty-nine thou- 
sand dollars ($149,000). 

For the year 1920, one hundred and fifty-two thousand 
dollars ($152,000). 

For the year 1921, one hundred and fifty-six thousand 
dollars ($156,000). 

For the year 1922, to July 1, eighty thousand dollars 
($80,000). 

In response to call for proposals for the disposal of 
refuse, dated October 26, 1911, the Boston Develop- 
ment and Sanitary Company files herewith its certified 
check for ten thousand dollars ($10,000), upon the 
terms set forth in said invitation, and submits herewith, 
in the printed form provided, its proposal for such dis- 
posal and the detailed plans of its disposal plants and 
appliances, and submits as specifications accompanying 
its proposal the following: 

General.— The proposal is to be carried out in accord- 
ance with the form of contract and _ specifications 
attached to the proposal, and the provisions of said. 
contract and specifications are not to be deemed to be 
overridden by any of the provisions in the following 
specifications. 

General Sanitation.— The entire plants, equipment 
and appurtenances to be furnished by the contractor 
shall be each of its kind of the latest and most modern 
and sanitary type, and shall conform in every particular 
to the best and most modern practices in use. The 
greatest possible amount of care will be used at all 
times in the handling of all materials, and the greatest 
precautions will be taken and the most modern appli- 
ance used to prevent the escape of gases and noxious 
odors and to protect public health and comfort. 

Odors.— The construction of the plants and apparatus 
will be such as to retain and consume within themselves 
all odors of the material and process from the receipt 
of the garbage in the reduction plant to the delivery 
of the finished commercial product, namely, dry tankage 
and oil. 

Buildings.— The buildings to be erected by the con- 
tractor shall be of brick, concrete and stone construc- 
tion throughout, with concrete floors throughout, with 
beams and trusses of steel, and will be fireproof and 
amply provided with fire apparatus and architecturally 
and ornamentally equal or superior to the buildings in 
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the surrounding locality, and in all respects to the 
approval of the commissioner. 

Unloading Towers and Wharves.— The unloading 
towers and wharves shall be of the most modern type 
and of timber and steel construction as best adapted 
to their requirements. 

Station Uses.— The stations are to be used merely 
as points of transfer of the refuse from the city’s 
vehicles to the company’s receptacles, and there shall 
be no incinerators at the stations, no sorting shall take 
place there, and there shall be no processes of final 
disposition carried on. 

Capacity.— All buildings, facilities, apparatus and 
appliances shall be of amply sufficient capacity to 
handle 50 per cent more refuse than called for by the 
conditions as shown by the past year’s collections, 
and they shall be so constructed as to provide for 
future enlargements without the necessity of unneces- 
sary reconstruction. 

Ventilation.— The buildings to be constructed by 
the contractor shall be ventilated with the inward 
draft system, with air ducts having frequent intakes, 
and so connected by flues to fans that the air may be 
discharged into any or all fire boxes. 

Modifications.— The specifications of this proposal 
may be varied in substance and in form at the request 
of the city or of the commissioner and in such manner 
as may be agreed upon between the company and the 
commissioner. 

Changes in Plans.—Such changes of plans and meth- 
ods may be made from time to time as may be approved 
by the commissioner to provide for the most sanitary 
and efficient method of refuse disposal. 

Transportation from Inland Stations.— The refuse is 
to be transported from the inland stations in metallic 
receptacles which may be hauled by horses or automo- 
bile. The vehicles carrying garbage will contain or 
carry steel receptacles or tanks into which the garbage 
will be dumped and each receptacle or tank as soon as 
filled will have an air-tight cover fastened down with 
swing bolts so that as rapidly as each receptacle is 
loaded it will be, to all intents and purposes, hermet- 
ically sealed. The garbage will be discharged through 
an opening in the receptacle similarly fastened and 
sealed. A typical design of an air-tight steel truck for 
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garbage will be found in the accompanying plans. The 
design of the receptacles transporting the refuse, other 
than garbage, will be modified so as to facilitate instan- 
taneous loading and discharge of that character of 
refuse, and so covered and secured as to prevent all 
danger from flying material or the escape of disagreeable 
odors. 

Transportation from Waterfront Stations.— The refuse 
shall be received and transported from waterfront 
stations in scows specially designed for this particular 
work. Each scow is to be divided into water-tight and 
air-tight compartments so as to carry as much of the 
refuse as possible below the water line and thus prevent 
the danger that is found with the ordinary deck scows 
engaged in this business from overturning or spilling 
their loads and filling up slips or contaminating surround- 
ing waters. This design of scow will also tend to reduce 
the elevation of the dumping platform in the type of 
inclosed stations proposed by the city and require less 
length of approach or grade than the ordinary scows. 
heretofore used in similar work. Heavy coamings will be 
carried around the outside of the hold space of the scow 
to sufficient height to prevent any material from spilling 
overboard. The clear space on the deck of the scow 
running fore and aft over the water-tight compartments 
and outside of the hold coamings shall be wide enough 
for men to pass safely on either side and entirely around 
the scow without being obliged to cross over the hold 
space. The usual pumps, capstans, winches and all 
modern appliances will be provided. A typical design 
of the scows will be found in the accompanying plans. 

Unloading Plant.— The refuse will be unloaded at 
the point of final disposition by unloading towers operat- 
ing grab buckets, discharging in the case of garbage 
through a hopper onto a conveyor from which the 
foreign materials will be removed. This conveyor dis- 
charges directly into the inclosed system reduction 
plant elsewhere described. In the case of paper and 
light refuse the buckets will discharge onto a conveyor 
which passes into the destructor plant and feeds the 
destructors. The valuable materials will be separated 
on this conveyor as it passes along, and the residue 
incinerated. In case of ashes and street sweepings the 
grab buckets will discharge directly into a hopper and 
from thence into dump cars, by which it will be event- 
ually transported for filling purposes and the reclama- 
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tion of waste swamp lands at the waterfront or for the 
filling in of islands as provided in the contract. The 
sorting of materials and the elimination of objectionable 
materials will be carried on either by hand or by mechan- 
ical means and processes or by a combination of both. 
But this work shall not be done at any receiving station 
and only as provided in the city’s specifications. 

Reduction of Garbage.-— The company will install a 
reduction plant with all necessary dredging, docks, 
buildings and appliances for the handling and reduction 
of garbage. The plant is to be installed on property to 
be furnished by the city at Spectacle Island. The 
entire arrangement is such that the material will be 
very quickly handled, passing continuously from one 
process to the next. The buildings will be amply large, 
well lighted and ventilated. The machinery and appara- 
tus will be of the latest, most modern and sanitary type 
known for the purposes intended, and everything will be 
provided to efficiently take care of all the processes. 
The company proposes to use the dry heat system of 
garbage reduction because of its greater simplicity, 
efficiency and sanitary advantages. The dry heat proc- 
ess will be carried on under vacuum throughout and 
there is no possibility of escape of vapors highly charged 
with the disagreeable odors inseparable from steam 
digestion under pressure. It also eliminates all danger 
of disagreeable odors from the liquors and settling tanks 
under the system of steam digestion. Under the dry 
heat system there is no effluence whatever to be dis- 
posed of. The company, while believing that the dry 
heat process is superior, is willing, if the city requires, 
to substitute the steam cooking process, and it therefore 
includes a description of both processes together with 
their respective plans, as follows: 

(Exhibit A.) Description of the Odorless Dry Heat 
Process.— Conveyor ‘‘A”’ delivering garbage to mill 
‘““A-].”’? Conveyor No. 2 delivering through swivel 
spouts ‘‘A-3’’ and feed pipes ‘‘A—4”’ into dryers “ B.”’ 

The dryer material passes out of dryers ‘“‘B”’ through 
opening ‘‘B-1”’ to conveyor ‘‘B-2,” through swivel 
spouts ‘‘B-3”’ into percolators ‘‘C”’ by conveyor “‘C-1,” 
cross conveyor ‘‘C—2”’ and swivel spouts ‘‘C-3,” through 
dryer ‘‘D”’ to conveyor ‘‘ D-1,”’ thence to mill and screen 
room. 

The hot air from fire boxes passes around dryers ‘‘ B”’ 
out of arch through flue ‘‘E”’ into rear of dryer proper, 
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out of front head of dryer, through flue ‘‘E-1” to flue 
‘“H-2”’ to fan ‘‘ E-3,” into boiler fires. 

The hot air from fire boxes passes through dryer ‘‘D”’ 
into dust room ‘‘D-2,”’ through outlet ‘“‘F,” into coke 
tower ‘‘F-1,” through flue ‘‘F-2” to fan ‘“‘F-38,” then 
into fire boxes. 

Description of Apparatus.— ‘‘ A—1’’— Disintegrating 
mill, having closed connections to conveyors ‘‘A’’ and 
‘“A—2”’; capacity, 300 tons per day. 

‘“B”’— Revolving steel dryers, set in brickwork; six 
in a battery; five batteries; having capacity of 300 
tons per day. 

‘“C”’— Percolators; four, upright; capacity, 60 tons 
of dry tankage per day. 

‘‘TD’’— Two revolving, steel, re-dryers; capacity, 60 
tons of dry tankage per day. 

Conveyors and all apparatus to be inclosed and to 
have inclosed connections;. to be operated under vacuum 
system throughout, with connections through flues and 
fans so that all air is passed through the furnace fires. 
and odors consumed. 

(Exhibit B.) Description of Improved Steam Cooking 
Process.— Conveyor ‘‘A”’ delivers garbage through 
swivel spout ‘‘A-1”’ into digesters ‘‘ B.”’ 

After cooking, material is discharged into receiving 
vat ‘‘B-1,” from which it is delivered to press ‘‘C”’ by 
conveyor ‘‘B-2.” After pressing, conveyor ‘‘C-1” 
and cross conveyor ‘‘C-—2”’ carry the product to dryers 
““D.” Conveyor ‘fD-1’’ and swivel spout ‘‘D-2” 
carry the material from dryers ‘‘D”’ to percolator ‘‘ E.”’ 
After percolation it is carried by conveyor ‘‘E-1”’’ and 
cross conveyor ‘‘ E-2”’ to dryers ‘‘G,” from which it goes 
by conveyor ‘‘G-1”’ to the mill and screen room, where 
it is screened, ground and made ready for shipment. 

The liquids removed by press ‘‘C”’ are conveyed to 
inclosed settling tanks, from which the grease is removed 
and, together with the grease that has been removed 
from the closed vats ‘‘ B—1,”’ is made ready for shipment. 

The remaining liquor is then pumped to evaporators 
and made into commercial stick. 

All vapors driven off during the cooking are carried 
away by means of fans, through spray condensers and 
through the furnace fires. The air and vapors from all 
conveyors, apparatus and rooms will be carried by 
means of fans and vapor pipes through condensers and 
through the furnace fires. 

All conveyors and apparatus will be sealed tight, 
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and from the time the material is placed in the digesters 
until it is turned out as dry tankage it is not exposed 
to the outside air, and is at all times under either pressure 
or vacuum. The air from the vapor condensers is 
carried by means of fans to the engine room and passes 
through the furnace fires. 

Description of Apparatus.— ‘‘B” digesters are of 
standard type, having all the modern improvements and 
sanitary appliances. 

‘“B-1” (receiving vat), ‘‘B-2”’ (conveyor between 
vat and press) and ‘‘C”’ (press) are tightly inclosed and 
of the latest and most modern design. 

“D” and ‘‘G’’—the standard type of steel dryers 
will be used, including all of the latest improvements. 

‘“E’’— an upright percolator, with all of the latest 
improvements. 

All of the above apparatus and equipment shall be 
of the most modern and sanitary type in every detail 
and shall have a total capacity sufficient to reduce 300 
tons of garbage per day. 

Incineration.— Incineration will be carried on in 
Sterling refuse destructors of the English type, as fur- 
nished by the Hughes & Sterling Company of London, 
through their American agents, The Griscom Spencer 
Company. 

We propose to incinerate the paper and rubbish after 
the valuable portions have been removed by hand 
picking or mechanical separation, and as many units will 
be furnished as are required to efficiently do the work. 
Each destructor unit shall be designed and constructed 
so that any class of refuse may be destroyed. Each unit 
shall be competent to destroy a specified mixture in the 
proportions of 40 per cent garbage, 20 per cent rubbish 
and 40 per cent mixed household ashes — this percent- 
age to establish a basis for making the tests required by 
the city, at the rate of forty tons of miscellaneous refuse 
per day of twenty-four hours. The destructor and 
destructor building will be provided with a ventilating 
system (‘‘A’’), so that the forced draft for the destructor 
furnaces shall be taken from all places needing ventilat- 
ing through the regenerator system (‘‘B’’) to the fires, 
thus preventing the escape of odors. 

The destructor shall have settling chambers (‘‘C’’) of 
such size that the velocity of the gases will be adequately 
reduced and the dust deposited so as not to escape from 
the chimney. 

The average temperature of the combustion chamber 
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(‘‘D’’) will be not less than 1,600 degrees Fahrenheit 
nor the minimum less than 1,250 degrees with the 
destructor working at its normal capacity. There will 
be ample room for the cleaning of all flues, dust settling, 
chambers, boiler tubes, etc., so that the plant may be 
operated continuously for six days in each week, and 
the dust chambers, flues, etc., shall be so arranged as to 
allow dust to be withdrawn after one day’s cooling. The 
rate of evaporation per pound of refuse destroyed shall 
not fall below one and one-half pounds of water. 

In detail each Sterling destructor unit will contain 
two grates or cells (‘‘E’’), each of twenty tons capacity. 
These two cells are placed side by side, connected with 
the common combustion chamber in such a manner 
that all the gases of combustion may meet in this com- 
bustion chamber and be taken therefrom to the boiler. 
The cells will have closed ash pits, with cast-iron fronts 
and machined doors of hinged pattern, fitted with suit- 
able wrought-iron catches. The fire grates will be 
formed of special cast-iron fire bars of Sterling standard | 
pattern, supported upon rolled steel bearers. The 
whole of the grate will be surrounded with Sterling cast- 
iron side and end protection troughs (‘‘F’’), perforated 
to admit of the passages of air, the whole arranged so as 
to prevent damage to the fire brick lining of the furnaces 
from the clinkering tools. 

Between the two cells on either side of the grates 
a special perforated division of double pattern will be 
provided. These troughs divide the clinker, and mini- 
mize the risk of drawing out green refuse from an adjoin- 
ing fire when clinkering. 

The clinkering openings will be formed in accordance 
with the Sterling standard arrangement of a massive 
cast-iron arch bar, and massive cast-iron jamb blocks. 
The front of the arch bar and the front of the jamb 
blocks, where the clinkering doors will come into con- 
tact with them, will be machined, and the whole will 
form an opening, which it is almost impossible to damage 
by the clinkering tools. Over the arch bars suitable 
rings of fire brick arch will be thrown, so that the front 
of the furnace will be entirely independent and self- 
supporting, quite apart from the arch bar itself. Over 
the arch bar a special steel protection plate will be 
placed, so as to form a face on which the clinker doors 
will slide. The clinker doors will be of heavy cast iron 
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lined with fire bricks, and being fitted with sight hole 
having a wrought-iron swivelled cover. 

A suitable combustion chamber door and frame (‘‘G’’) 
will be supplied, the frame formed of massive cast iron 
with projecting lugs to be clipped by the buckstays. 
The door will be formed of steel plate of a thickness of 
5-inch stiffened by channel irons completely surround- 
ing it, the whole being riveted together. The doors 
will be completely lined with fire bricks and fitted with 
a sight hole. Upon the door suitable angle-iron cleats 
will be fixed engaging in cast-iron lugs on the frame, 
so that the weight of the door will keep it always against 
the face of the frame. 

The balancing of the clinker doors will be provided 
for by means of suitable wire ropes, shackles, sheaves 
and pulleys. The balance weights will be suitably fitted 
between buckstay guides so as to prevent damage to 
the fire brick of the furnace, and the center sheaves and 
pulleys will be fixed to suitable cast-iron name-plates 
of neat design of girder pattern, spanning the space 
between the adjacent buckstays. 

The hanging of the combustion chamber door will 
be by means of suitable half-ton worm gear tackle, 
supported from an angle bow carried by the adjacent 
buckstays, thus permitting of the raising or lowering 
of this door to any desired height. 

In order to keep the clinker doors up against the 
machined faces of the arch bars and jamb blocks, and 
to make a good joint therewith, the face of the clinker 
door will be machined throughout. Also two special 
eccentrics will be supplied for each door carried by 
suitable bearings attached to the buckstays, thus 
enabling the doors to be clamped up against the face 
of the furnace. 

The whole of the furnace and combustion chamber 
will be strongly tied together by means of 5-inch by 
3-inch rolled steel joist buckstays, fixed in pairs around 
the outside of the brickwork. These buckstays will be 
concreted in at their feet, and at the upper ends suitable 
buckstay dogs will be provided formed of two pieces of 
channel iron with cast-iron distance pieces, so that the 
tie bolt may pass between. The tie bolts throughout 
the whole of the furnaces and combustion chamber will 
be of 14-inch Siemens Martin steel, screwed at both 
ends and fitted with nuts, lock nuts and washers. 
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The steel dead plates will be supplied of 1-inch thick- 
ness, each supported upon two rolled-steel joists, one 
4 inches by 3 inches, and one 5 inches by 3 inches, the 
latter having riveted to it a suitable angle iron to act 
as a bearer for the front of the fire bars. 

The whole of the internal lining of the furnace and 
combustion chamber will be of 9-inch thickness fire 
brick. All arches will be in purpose made bricks, that 
for the crowns of the furnaces and combustion chamber 
being of 9-inch bullheads throughout. The whole of 
the common bricks used will be of good sound make, 
and the whole of the furnaces, boiler setting, regenerator 
setting, flue, chimney and buildings will be faced 
externally with pressed bricks. The corners of the 
furnace will be formed of bullnose bricks. 

Forced draft will be provided by means of a fan of 
suitable design (‘‘H’’), capacity 10,000 cubic feet of 
air per minute against a pressure of 6-inch water gauge. 
The fan will be connected to a regenerator. 

There is a by-pass (‘‘I’’) from the combustion 
chamber, passing beneath the regenerator to connect 
with the flue to the chimney. This by-pass is provided 
with a suitable damper (‘‘J’’) by means of which it can 
be cut off from the chimney. At any time when the 
boiler may be not required, the combustion of the 
refuse may be carried on by natural chimney draft 
from the destructor direct to the chimney. 

Connected with the intake of the fan, ventilation 
ducts (‘“‘A’’) are provided leading from the space over 
the destructor and other points needing ventilation 
by means of which all escaping dust may be drawn 
through the fan and passed under the fire bars of the 
destructor. 

The top of the destructor is provided with two 
charging holes 24-inches diameter (‘‘K’’), closed with 
sliding covers of heavy cast iron carrying a fire brick 
slab 27 inches diameter and 3 inches thick. These sliding 
covers are withdrawn at a time when the destructor 
is to be charged, by means of which each cell of the 
destructor may be alternately charged as required by 
the progress of the work. 

There will be established over the front of the destruc- 
tor a framework of angle iron and I-beam construction, 
carrying a receiving hopper (‘‘L’’) into which the 
refuse will discharge. From this hopper are two short 
stationary inclined charging chutes (‘‘M’’), terminating 
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immediately over the charging holes of each cell. Access 
to each of these chutes is controlled by butterfly damper 
(‘“N’’) placed at their intersection in such a manner 
that the refuse may be directed alternately into one 
or the other of the charging holes of the destructor as 
desired. This may be operated from the front of the 
destructor by the fireman in charge. 

From the regenerator there is a large cast-iron pipe 
(‘‘O”’) passing underneath the footing of the boiler 
below the combustion chamber hearth, and terminating 
in two branches behind the rear of each ash-pit cell. 
The hot air from the regenerator driven by the fan is 
brought through this air duct into a position at the 
rear of the ash pit of each cell, and each branch is con- 
trolled by a separate valve, so that the air supply may 
be regulated at the will of the operator. 


CONTRACT. 


This agreement, made the twenty-sixth day of Janu- 
ary in the year one thousand nine hundred and twelve 
by and between the City of Boston, by its Commissioner 
of Public Works, and approved by the Mayor and City 
Council, under the provisions of chapter 486, section 6, 
of the Acts of the year 1909, party of the first part, and 
the Boston Development and Sanitary Company of 
Boston, Mass., party of the second part, hereinafter 
designated the contractor: 

Witnesseth: That the contractor, in consideration of 
the agreements herein made by the city, agrees with 
the said city as follows: 


Article I. 


The contractor shall and will provide the necessary 
plant and perform all the work necessary for and inci- 
dental to the work as described and shown in its pro- 
posal, the plan thereto annexed, the notice to bidders 
(which is hereby made a part of the contract), and in 
the specifications hereto annexed. 


Article IT. 
The contractor shall carry on the work with due 
diligence and dispatch and shall be liable for any failure 
so to do, all as defined in the specifications. 
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Article IIT. 


In the employment of mechanics and laborers on the 
work to be done under this contract, preference shall be 
given to citizens of Boston, and if they cannot be 
had, to citizens of the Commonwealth, and if they 
cannot be had in sufficient numbers, then to citizens of 
the United States. Neither the contractor nor his 
agents or employees shall directly or indirectly require 
as a condition of employment that the employee shall 
lodge, board or trade at a particular place or with a 
particular person, but every employee shall lodge, 
board and trade where and with whom he elects. No 
laborer, workman or mechanic working within this 
Commonwealth in the employ of the contractor, sub- 
contractor or other person doing or contracting to do 
the whole or a part of the work contemplated by this 
contract shall be requested or required to work more 
than eight hours in any one calendar day. 

The contractor shall, upon the written request of the 
commissioner, discharge any person in his employ who 
appears to the commissioner to be disorderly, careless 
or incompetent, or to be employed in violation of any of 
the terms of this contract. 

This contract is made subject to all the laws of the 
Commonwealth, and if any clause thereof does not 
conform to such law such clause shall be void and such 
law operative in lieu thereof. 


Article IV. 


It is hereby mutually agreed between the parties 
hereto that the sum to be paid by the city to the con- 
tractor for doing the work and furnishing the buildings 
and things set forth in its proposal and specifications: 

For the year 1912, from July 1, sixty-four thousand 
dollars ($64,000). 

For the year 1913, one hundred and thirty-one thou- 
sand dollars ($131,000). 

For the year 1914, one hundred and thirty-four thou- 
sand dollars ($134,000). 

For the year 1915, one hundred and thirty-seven 
thousand dollars ($137,000). 

For the year 1916, one hundred and forty thousand 
dollars ($140,000). 

For the year 1917, one hundred and forty-three thou- 
sand dollars ($143,000). 
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For the year 1918, one hundred and forty-six thousand 
dollars ($146,000). 

For the year 1919, one hundred and forty-nine thou- 
sand dollars ($149,000). 

For the year 1920, one hundred and fifty-two thou- 
sand dollars ($152,000). 

For the year 1921, one hundred and fifty-six thou- 
sand dollars ($156,000). 

For the year 1922, to July 1, eighty thousand dollars 
($80,000). 

Said sums to be subject to additions and deductions, 
and to be paid all according to the provisions of the 
specifications. 

In witness whereof the said Boston Development and 
Sanitary Company hereunto set their hand and seal, 
and the City of Boston has caused these presents to 
be signed by the Commissioner of Public Works here- 
unto duly authorized.

SPECIFICATIONS FOR THE ERECTION, EQUIPMENT, 
MAINTENANCE AND OPERATION OF PLANT TO Dis- 
POSE OF CiTy REFUSE. 


The purpose of these specifications and the contract 
of which they are a part is to secure the disposal of city 
refuse in a sanitary and inoffensive manner. 

The portion of the city to be included in the contract 
is bounded as follows: | 

Beginning on the shore of the Mystic river at the 
boundary between Charlestown and the City of Somer- 
ville, by the boundary line between Charlestown and 
Somerville and Charlestown and Cambridge to the 
Charles river; thence by Charles river to St. Mary’s 
street; thence by St. Mary’s street and the boundary 
line between Boston and the town of Brookline to Rock- 
wood street; thence by Rockwood street, Arborway, 
Morton street and Harvard street to the boundary line 
between the town of Hyde Park and the City of Boston, 
to the Neponset river; thence by the Neponset river, 
Dorchester bay, Boston Harbor and the Mystic river 
to point of beginning; these boundaries including the 
territory comprising Public Works Department Col- 
lection Districts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, as shown on plans on 
file in the office of the Commissioner of Public Works. 
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The contractor shall dispose of all refuse delivered 
to him by the city collection forces and, in addition 
thereto, he shall dispose of market and similar putres- 
cible refuse delivered to him by producers or private 
collectors at any collection station, and for such addi- 
tional refuse he shall be entitled to charge for disposal 
at a rate not exceeding five (5) cents per barrel of 
four (4) cubic feet. 

Such information as is available in reference to the 
general character of the refuse and the amounts to be 
handled will be found in a later section of the specifica- 
tions. Bidders are expected, however, to satisfy them- 
selves by personal examination, and by such other 
means as they may adopt, as to the sufficiency of the 
information. 

The method of refuse collection now followed includes 
two separate collections throughout the city, except in 
small portions of Districts 1 and 3; that is to say, general 
refuse, consisting mainly of ashes and paper, is placed 
in one receptacle, and garbage, consisting mainly of 
kitchen swill, in another. In addition, a third separa- 
tion of paper, wooden and paper boxes, excelsior and 
other light materials is made in District 3 and in parts 
of Districts 1 and 6. The city contemplates a con- 
tinuance of collections on these lines, and will secure 
as complete a separation of materials as it may find to be 
practicable, but any failure on the part of householders 
or others to separate refuse, from whatever cause arising, 
shall not be held to justify the contractor’s default in 
fulfilling any of the requirements of the contract. 


Receiving Stations. 

(a.) Number and Location.— Four waterfront sta- 
tions and two inland stations will be built by the city 
and furnished to the contractor for his use on locations 
approximately as follows: 

Waterfront.— Fort Hill Wharf, Atlantic avenue; Com- 
mercial street, near Keany square; Albany street, at 
city’s sanitary yard; Freeport street, on lot owned by 
city. 

i nland.— Codman street, on lot owned by city, 
adjoining railroad; corner Columbus avenue and Ritchie 
street, in the Roxbury district. 

(b.) Use.— The contractor is to have free the exclu- 
sive use of these stations, except that he shall give 
facilities to the city for the dumping of snow during 
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the winter season at the waterfront stations, and he 
shall arrange his work so as to allow the city teams full 
facilities for such dumping without delay. 

(c.) Repair.— The contractor shall keep the stations 
in repair. 

(d.) Labor.— The contractor shall furnish all labor 
at the stations, including assistance when necessary 
for the dumping by city teams and for similar work, 
except dumping snow. 

(e.) General Construction.— The general construction 
will be in accordance with plans on file at the office of 
the commissioner, but such necessary changes to adapt 
the structures to the installation of such plant as the 
contractor may find necessary to install will be made by 
the city. 

(f.) Interior Fittings.— All interior fittings shall be 
furnished by the contractor. 

(g.) Removal of Material.— No putrescible material 
shall be allowed to remain in the stations beyond seven 
o’clock a. m. of the day succeeding its delivery, and all 
refuse of any sort shall be removed from the stations as 
soon as possible. In no case shall the stations be used 
for storage of salable material by the contractor, nor 
shall such material be allowed to collect so as to inter- 
fere with the operation of the city teams. 

(h.) Contractor May Build Stations— If the con- 
tractor chooses to transport material by steam or elec- 
tric railroads or street railways he may build additional 
receiving stations upon land secured by him. Such 
stations must be approved as to locations and plans 
by the commissioner. 

(i.) Work at Receiving Stations.— No sorting of mate- 
rials or any operation of final disposal shall be conducted 
at any receiving station. 


Transportation. 


(a.) Transportation from Inland Stations.— Trans- 
portation from inland stations may be effected by the 
contractor by any of the following methods that he 
may elect: By ordinary carts, by automobile trucks, by 
steam railroads or by street railways. In any case 
the garbage shall be transported in sealed metallic 
vessels. Other refuse may be transported in covered 
vehicles, so secured as to prevent all danger from flying 
material or the escape of disagreeable odors. 
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(b.) Transportation from Waterfront Stations.— Trans- 
portation from waterfront stations shall be by scows of a 
design satisfactory to the commissioner. They shall be 
of modern construction and so conform with the slips 
at the docks, to be constructed by the city, as to insure 
sanitary and economical loading. Each scow shall 
be numbered and marked and bear the contractor’s 
name. The loads shall be so inclosed and protected 
as to prevent the escape of disagreeable odors during 
transit and the dropping of any portion of the loads 
into the waters of Boston Harbor. The contractor 
shall at all hours during the day and night prescribed 
by the commissioner keep at each waterfront station 
at least one scow, so placed and of such capacity that 
all refuse brought thereto can easily and immediately 
be placed thereon. The contractor shall construct 
all plants, buildings, wharves and other structures 
necessary for the complete carrying out of the con- 
tract, except as hereinbefore specified. 

(c.) Wharfage-— The contractor shall dredge and 
maintain a channel approach to the site of the disposal 
plant, of such width and depth as will accommodate 
the draft of vessels to be employed. Said channel shall 
be connected with slips or wharves constructed in a 
substantial and durable manner and forming a basin 
in which unloading and loading will not be interfered 
with by weather conditions. 


Final Disposal. 


(a.) Land for Plant.— If the contractor so desires, 
the city will furnish, free of cost to the contractor, a 
lot at Spectacle Island in location and area as shown on 
plan on file in the office of the commissioner, and of suf- 
ficient area for the location and operation of his plants; 
and will furnish city water to the contractor at meter 
rates. Any plants or structures erected by the con- 
tractor must be in locations satisfactory to the commis- 
sioner and the health authorities having jurisdiction 
over the proposed location. 

(b.) Methods of Disposal.— Bids may be based on 
any of the following methods for the final disposal of 
refuse, or on combinations of the same. 

For garbage: (a.) by incineration or (b.) by reduction. 

For ashes and miscellaneous refuse mixed: (a.) by 
incineration; (b.) by filling of marsh lands or flats along 
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the harbor front, or on islands in the harbor, when 
properly bulkheaded to prevent the escape of refuse. 
For clean ashes: (a.) by dumping at sea; (0.) for filling. 


Incineration. 


If incineration of the refuse be adopted, in whole or 
in part, the process shall be subject to the following 
conditions: 

(a.) Destructors.— The contractor shall erect, main- 
tain and operate destructors of sufficient capacity to 
handle 50 per cent more refuse than the conditions as 
shown by the past year’s collections call for. He shall 
determine the capacity required and submit with his 
proposal complete detailed specifications for the plants. 

(b.) Destructor Capacity.— The destructor capacity 
as guaranteed by the contractor shall be based upon a 
specified mixture of refuse. This mixture shall be 
stated by him in his guaranty and shall conform as 
- closely as possible to the ordinary working conditions. | 
It is to be understood that this specified mixture is 
simply. to establish a basis for making the tests and in no 
way lessens the contractor’s responsibility to provide a 
complete plant of sufficient capacity to handle the 
refuse as delivered to him under the varying conditions 
pertaining to different seasons of the year. 

(c.) . Tests. — The guaranteed capacity must be devel- 
oped, before acceptance, by four tests of at least eight 
hours each. When making the test the furnaces are to 
be brought to the normal working conditions before 
starting, and on ending, the pressure temperatures and 
furnace conditions are to be brought to the same con- 
ditions as when starting. The destructor plant is to be 
equipped with suitable thermometers and pyrometers 
for recording the temperatures in the combustion cham- 
bers, boiler up-takes, chimney, air supply, ete. Appara- 
tus for analyzing the chimney gases is also to be pro- 
vided. All expenses of the tests shall be borne by the 
contractor. Under ordinary running conditions, either 
when testing or at other times, no auxiliary fuel is to be 
used in the destructors. 

(d.) Ventilation.— A positive system of ventilation 
must be provided, so that the forced draft for the de- 
structor furnaces shall be taken from the vicinity of the 
storage bins and other places needing ventilation and 
prevent the escape of unpleasant odors. The design of 
the destructors must provide settling chambers of such 
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size that the velocity of the gases will be adequately 
reduced and the dust deposited so as not to escape from 
the chimney. At no time during the continuous opera- 
tion of the plant shall the minimum temperature in the 
combustion chamber be less than 1,250 degrees and the 
average must be at least 1,600 degrees Fahrenheit. 

(e.) Cleaning.— Ample room must be provided for 
the cleaning of all flues, dust-settling chambers, boiler 
tubes, etc., so that the plants may be operated continu- 
ously six days each week, one day (Sunday) being 
allowed for cleaning. The dust chambers, flues, etc., 
shall be so arranged as to allow of dust being withdrawn 
after one day’s cooling. 

(f.) Guaranty.— The contractor shall state and 
guarantee the rate of evaporation per pound of refuse 
burned. 

Reduction. 

(a.) Locatton.— The contractor may establish a 
plant for the reduction of garbage in a location satis- 
factory to the commissioner and the health authorities 
having jurisdiction over the proposed location, but such 
location shall not be upon the mainland within the city 
limits. 

(b.) Construction.— The contractor shall erect for 
the operation of his reduction process a fireproof build- 
ing of brick, stone or concrete, or a combination of the 
same, of a design satisfactory to the commissioner and 
architecturally in harmony with its surroundings. The 
structure shall be of ample size for the processes and so 
designed as to admit of extension in all departments 
without unnecessary reconstruction. 

(c.) Ventilatton.— The buildings shall be so con- 
structed as to prevent, as far as possible, the escape of 
disagreeable odors. The arrangement of conveyors, 
tanks, presses, etc., shall be such that after the delivery 
of the garbage to the conveyor at the wharf the process 
shall be continuous and the apparatus so inclosed that 
the material shall be at no time exposed to the outside 
air. Ventilation shall be furnished by an approved 
plant of ample capacity on the vacuum system, and all 
air removed from the building shall be passed through 
the furnaces at a sufficiently high temperature to 
destroy all offensive odors. 

(d.) Poisonous or Explosive Material.— If the con- 
tractor shall use in any part of his process any volatile, 
poisonous or explosive material, such portion of the 
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process shall be conducted in a fireproof apartment 
entirely separated from the remainder of the plant. 


General. 


(a.) Sanitary Conditions.— Sanitary conditions must 
be preserved in all details of the plants, and the con- 
tractor is to be responsible for carrying on the work so 
that it shall in nag respect become a nuisance. 

(b:) Claims, Damages, etc.— The contractor shall be 
responsible for any claims made against the city for 
any infringement of patents by the use of patented 
articles in the construction and completion of the work, 
and shall save harmless and indemnify the city for all 
costs, expenses and damages which the city shall be 
obliged to pay by reason of any infringement of patents 
so used. 

(c.) Permits.— The contractor shall obtain and pay 
for all building and other permits and privileges neces- 
sary for the prosecution of his work, including all 
charges for water. 

(d.) Disposal of Residue.— No floating material and 
no garbage, nor any solid refuse of garbage after being 
subjected to treatment, except by incineration as herein 
specified, nor any offensive liquid, shall be dumped or 
discharged by the contractor into waters within the 
city, nor into Boston Harbor, nor into the water within, 
that is to say, west of, a line drawn from Minot’s Light 
to Egg Rock Light. 

(e.) Fire Protectton.— Ample apparatus for fire pro- 
tection of all plants shall be installed and kept at all 
times in good working condition. 


Filling Marsh Lands or Flats. 


(a.) Only such locations as have been approved by 
the commissioner shall be used for dumping ashes and 
mixed refuse. Suitable precautions shall be taken to 
protect neighboring premises from flying paper and 
from all danger of fire on account of such dumps. 

(b.) Contracts for Dumps.— No contract for such dis- 
posal will be approved until the contractor has furnished 
to the commissioner a plan showing the location of his 
proposed dumps, together with the evidence of his title 
to the same and calculations showing the sufficiency of 
such locations for the disposal of refuse during the term 
of the contract. 
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(c.) Dumping of Garbage, etc.—In no case will the 
dumping of garbage or refuse containing any mixture of 
garbage be allowed. 


Dumping at Sea. 


The contractor may dispose-of clean ashes and similar 
material by dumping at sea in such locations as the com- 
missioner may designate and under such regulations as 
may be imposed by the United States authorities having 
charge of harbor regulation. The dumping of paper, 
garbage or other floating material will not be allowed, 
except in cases of extreme emergency, as hereinafter 
provided. 


Failure to Carry Out Contract. 


(a.) Proceedings on Contractor’s Default.— All refuse 
shall be disposed of as herein specified, except that in 
case of emergencies, such as fire, flood, etc., or extraor- 
dinary ice preventing access to his plant with the 
scows, the contractor may, without additional cost to 
the city, use such methods for disposing of refuse as 
may be approved by the commissioner, and for such 
time as the commissioner may specify or allow; but if 
in any other case the contractor shall fail to dispose of 
the whole or any portion of the refuse as required by 
the contract, the commissioner may give notice thereof 
in writing to the contractor; and if such failure shall 
continue after such notice for more than forty-eight 
hours, the city, using any labor or materials and, at 
its option, the whole or any part of the equipment and 
plant of the contractor, may do the work which the 
contractor fails to do, and the city may deduct from 
any sums due or to become due to the contractor under 
the contract the amount expended by it in performing 
such work, on the certificate of the commissioner, and 
such certificate shall be conclusive as to all facts stated 
therein. The foregoing provisions shall not exclude 
other remedies for breach of the contract. If the con- 
tractor, from any cause, except fire, flood or extraordinary 
ice in the water surrounding the city or in Boston 
Harbor, or process of law, or other extraordinary and 
unavoidable cause as aforesaid, shall fail for more than 
five successive days to remove or to cremate or reduce 
said refuse as required in the contract, or to dispose 
of the residue or other waste as required, the commis- 
sioner, acting for the city, by notice in writing to that 
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effect, signed by him and approved by the Board of 
Health of said city and the Mayor, given to the con- 
tractor or mailed to him at the business address given . 
by him to the commissioner, may cancel this contract; 
and in case of such cancellation, or the taking posses- 
sion of property and doing things as aforesaid, any 
expenses, losses and damages incurred by the city in 
each and every month of said term of ten years in 
removing and disposing of the garbage to be removed 
by the contractor under this contract, over and above 
the amount which would have been payable to the 
contractor under the contract, shall be paid to the 
city by the contractor. 

(b.) Alternative Proceedings.— If the contractor shall 
fail to do any of the work required of him as aforesaid, 
whether for said five days or for more or less than five 
days, the commissioner, acting for the city, instead of 
canceling this contract or taking possession of the plant 
as aforesaid, may, at any time while such failure con- 
tinues, do the work which the contractor so fails to do, 
or dispose of said garbage as he deems best, and the 
contractor shall pay to the city all expenses, losses 
and damages incurred by the city thereby; or, if the 
commissioner shall not do the work as aforesaid, or 
cancel the contract or take possession of the plant as 
aforesaid, the contractor shall forfeit and pay to the 
city as expenses, losses and damages incurred by the 
city through the contractor failing to do work as afore- 
said, a reasonable proportion of the payment for the 
work for the month in which such failure occurs, as 
determined by the commissioner. 


Bidders to Submit Plans. 


Plans of the proposed disposal plants shall be sub- 
mitted with the bids, such plans showing the style of 
the buildings and including ground plans with inside 
elevations, showing the position of the apparatus, so 
lettered as to correspond with a description accompany- 
ing the same, giving types and capacity of apparatus. 
All buildings erected by the contractor must be of 
fireproof construction throughout and in all respects 
conform to the building laws and ordinances of the city. 


General Conditions. 


Inspection.— The commissioner, or an officer ap- 
pointed by him or by the Mayor, shall have the right at 
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all times to enter the premises and inspect the condition 
of the disposal plant and to examine the books of the 
contractor. 

Uniforms, etc.— The contractor’s employees, engaged 
within the city limits, shall be provided by him with 
suitable uniforms of such distinctive character, approved 
by the commissioner, as will enable the wearers to be 
readily identified. Sufficient changes of uniform must 
be provided, so that the employees shall maintain a 
neat and satisfactory appearance at all times. 

Employees.— The contractor shall employ competent 
workmen for their respective services and shall, when so 
required by the commissioner, discharge any disorderly, 
insubordinate or incompetent employee. None but 
skilled workmen shall be employed on work requiring 
special qualifications. 

Foremen.— The contractor shall employ competent 
foremen in sufficient numbers to supervise the work. 

Sanitation.— Suitable regulations for insuring the 
sanitary well-being of employees shall be adopted and 
enforced by the contractor. 

Housing, Clothing, etc— Housing and_ boarding 
accommodations provided by the contractor for his 
employees shall conform to the regulations of the city 
in regard to structural fitness, minimum air space per 
capita and maintenance in a sanitary condition. Facili- 
ties for bathing, including an ample supply of hot 
water, shall be furnished by the contractor for his 
workmen, and suitable regulations for insuring the 
cleaning of workmen engaged in specially dirty work and 
the washing and drying of their clothes shall be made 
and enforced by the contractor. 

Contractor Not to Assign or Let.— Except as the com- 
missioner shall authorize in writing, the contractor 
shall not assign or let any part of the contract or of 
anything to be done thereunder. 

Arbitration.— In case of any difference of opinion 
between the contractor and the city, not affecting 
matters left in the contract to the decision of the com- 
missioner, or expressly excluded from consideration, 
such difference shall be left to arbitrators, ‘‘one named 
by the city, one by the contractor, and one by the two 
so named,” and the reasonable expense of any arbitra- 
tion shall be placed by the arbitrators upon both or 
either of the parties to the contract as shall appear to 
the arbitrators to be just. 

Right to Purchase.— The city shall have the right to . 
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purchase the complete disposal plant and all licenses and 
rights which may be required to operate the same after 
the expiration of the contract. The city shall give the 
contractor at least six months’ prior written notice of 
its intention so to purchase, and if the purchase price 
cannot be agreed upon, such price shall be determined 
by arbitration, and thereupon the purchase price shall 
be paid and such licenses and rights transferred to said 
city. Such price shall not include the value of the 
wharf and buildings annexed to the site, it being agreed 
that such property shall become the property of the 
city. See vote of the directors hereto annexed. 

‘Voted, That Brandeis, Dunbar & Nutter, the 
attorneys for the company, be instructed to inform the 
City of Boston forthwith that prior to the submitting 
of the proposal of the Boston Development and Sanitary 
Company on December 5, 1911, to the Commissioner 
of Public Works of the City of Boston the company had ° 
been informed by officials of the city that the wharf 
and buildings with their pilings and foundations, to be 
erected on the site furnished by the city, would become 
the property of the city without further expense to the 
city, and that the city would not be called upon in 
any event to pay for the same; and said proposal of 
this company was submitted to the Commissioner of 
Public Works upon that understanding, and the com- 
pany will not remove the wharf, buildings, pilings and 
foundations from the site furnished by the city at 
Spectacle Island, and will not ask the city to make any 
payment therefor; this having been the understanding 
upon which the proposal was submitted; but this vote 
does not apply to the machinery and equipment to be 
installed in and about said wharf and buildings.”’ 

Omissions.— In case anything is omitted that is 
requisite and necessary for carrying out the true intent 
and meaning of these specifications, it shall be per- 
formed or furnished by the contractor the same as if 
particularly mentioned and described. 

The Commissioner to be Arbitrator.— These specifica- 
tions and contract are intended to be explanatory of 
each other, but in case of any discrepancy between the 
contract and specifications, or in case of any dispute as 
to the proper interpretation of either contract or speci- 
fications, the commissioner shall be the sole judge of 
the meaning and intent and his decision shall be final 
and binding upon the contractor. 
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Statistical Matter.— The information in the following 
table, though not complete, is given the contractor to 
enable him to judge somewhat of the character and 
amounts of the refuse:

The City of Boston is hereby divided into Public 
Works Department districts, eleven in number, 
described and bounded as follows: 

District 1.— South Boston and Dorchester North. 
Bounded northerly by the Harbor Commissioners’ line 
to Congress street, thence by and including Congress 
street to Atlantic avenue, thence westerly by and not 
including Atlantic avenue and Atlantic avenue exten- 
sion to the South bay and Fort Point channel, thence 
by Fort Point channel and Midland Division of the 
New York, New Haven «& Hartford Railroad to Dudley 
street, thence southerly by and not including Dudley 
street, Stoughton street, Pleasant street and Savin Hill 
avenue to Old Colony Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, by and not including Savin 
Hill avenue, northerly side, to the Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line, thence easterly by the Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line to the point of beginning. 

District 2.— East Boston and Breed’s Island. 

District 3.— Charlestown. 

District 4.— Brighton. Bounded easterly by District 
8, namely, from the Charles river by and not including 
Essex street to the Brookline line. 

District 5.— West Roxbury. Bounded northerly by 
District 7, namely, from the Brookline line by and 
including Prince street to the Arborway, Arborway to 
Pond street, by and including Pond street, Centre 
street, Green street and Glen road to Franklin Park, by 
and not including Sigourney street to Walnut avenue, 
Seaver street, Blue Hill avenue and Canterbury street 
to Morton street, by and including Canterbury street 
and Ashland street to Harvard street, by and not includ- 
ing Harvard street to the Hyde Park line, to the Ded- 
ham, Newton and Brookline lines to the point of 
beginning. 

District 6.— Dorchester. Beginning at the Harbor 
Commissioners’ line, by and including Savin Hill 
avenue, Pleasant street, Stoughton street and Dudley 
street to Midland Division of the New York, New 
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Haven & Hartford Railroad, by said Midland Division 
to Columbia road, by and not including Columbia road 
to Blue Hill avenue, by and including Blue Hill avenue, 
Canterbury street and Angell street to Blue Hill avenue 
and Talbot avenue, by and not including Talbot avenue, 
Ashmont street and Adams street, to Davenport creek, 
by Davenport creek to outlet at Neponset river, to 
Harbor Commissioners’ line to point of beginning. 

District 7.— Roxbury South and Jamaica Plain. 
Bounded northerly by District 8, namely, beginning at 
Longwood avenue and Brookline line, by and including 
Longwood avenue, Prentiss street, Linden Park street, 
Roxbury street, Guild row, Dudley street and Magazine 
street to Norfolk avenue, by and not including Norfolk 
avenue to the Midland Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad to Columbia road, by and 
including Columbia road, Blue Hill avenue, Seaver 
street, Walnut avenue and Sigourney street to Glen 
road, by and not including Glen road, Green street, 
Centre street and Pond street to Arborway, by and not, 
including Prince street to Brookline line, to Muddy 
river, to Longwood avenue. 

District 8— South End and Roxbury North. 
Bounded northerly by District 10, namely, beginning 
at Fort Point channel and Atlantic avenue extension, 
by and including Atlantic avenue extension, Kneeland 
street, Eliot street, Park square, Boylston street and 
Massachusetts avenue to Charles river, by the west 
bank, to and including Essex street to the Brookline 
line, to Longwood avenue, by and not including Long- 
wood avenue, Prentiss street, Linden Park street, Rox- 
bury street, Guild row, Dudley street and Magazine 
street to Norfolk avenue, by and including Norfolk 
avenue to the Midland Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad to Fort Point channel, to 
point of beginning. 

District 9.— Ashmont. Beginning at the outlet of 
Davenport creek into the Neponset river, by Davenport 
creek to Adams street, by and including Adams street, 
Ashmont street and Talbot avenue to Blue Hill avenue, 
by and not including Angell street, by and including 
Canterbury street to Morton street, by and not includ- 
ing Canterbury street and Ashland street to Harvard 
street, by and including Harvard street to Hyde Park 
line, by the Hyde Park line and the Milton line to 
Neponset river, to point of beginning. 
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District 10.— North and West Ends and Back Bay. 
Beginning at Atlantic avenue and Kneeland street, by 
and not including Kneeland street, Eliot street, Park 
square, Boylston street and Massachusetts avenue to 
Charles river, by the west bank, Charles river to the 
Harbor Commissioners’ line to Congress street, by and 
not including Congress street to Atlantic avenue, by 
and including Atlantic avenue to Kneeland street. 

District 11.— Hyde Park.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1913. 
Mr. L. K. RouRKE, } 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Sir,— The following report of the income, expenses 
and operation of the Bridge and Ferry Division for the 
year ending January 31, 1913, is submitted: 

This division has charge of the design, construction, 
maintenance and operation of the city’s bridges and of 
the East Boston ferries, together with work pertaining 
to the abolishment of grade crossings and special engineer- 
ing work for this and other city departments. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


The principal construction work upon the bridges 
during the year has been the reconstruction of the 
Chelsea North and Meridian Street Bridges to improve 
waterway facilities for the passage of vessels through 
these structures (see pages 177 and 178); the reflooring 
of Harvard Bridge (see Appendix E); the repairing and 
strengthening of L Street Bridge (see page 177), and of 
more or less extensive repairs to other bridges. During 
the past two years more repairs than usual have been 
made to the city’s bridges, some of which were seriously 
weakened and in need of extensive repairs, and, taken as- 
a whole, the bridges of the city are in a better condition 
than at any time for many years. 

Considerable repair work on bridges should be done 
during the coming year, however, principally in the 
cleaning and painting of steel work in order to properly 
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protect the structures from rust. A summary of the 
maintenance repair work on bridges to be done by con- 
tract, and aside from the ordinary repairs done by the 
Bridge Maintenance Force, is given on page 181. 

Winthrop Bridge, over Belle Isle inlet, between East 
Boston and Winthrop, a pile and timber structure, has 
become so badly decayed that is has been necessary 
to restrict loads crossing the bridge to two tons weight. 
The structure should be rebuilt during 1913, for it is 
rapidly reaching a condition such that it will have to be 
closed to all travel. Negotiations are pending between 
the authorities of the town of Winthrop and this city 
to secure the passage of an act, during the present 
session of the Legislature, which will be acceptable to 
the two communities, providing for the reconstruc- 
tion of the bridge and the apportionment of the cost 
of the work. 

Hyde Park Avenue Bridge, over Mother Brook, on the 
most important thoroughfare in the Hyde Park District, 
is an iron bridge built in 1867. It has become weakened 
through age and is inadequate for present traffic. This 
structure should be rebuilt during 1913. 


FERRY SERVICE. 


During the summer of 1912 the new steel ferryboat 
“John H. Sullivan” was added to the fleet of ferryboats, 
replacing the old wooden ferryboat ‘‘ Revere,’ which 
was later sold at public auction. As was the case in 
1911, a large amount of repair work was found necessary 
upon the ferryboats, and was done under the regular 
maintenance appropriation of the department. Under 
a special appropriation of $52,000, made in August, 
1911, extensive repairs were made to the ferry landings 
at both sides of the North Ferry and a contract was 
let for similar work at the Boston landing of the 
South Ferry. At the latter landing two new tanks 
were provided for the two ferry drops, these being paid 
for out of the special appropriation for repairs to the 
ferry landings. 

At both landings of the South Ferry the planking of 
the roadways of the drops has been replaced with a new 
form of pavement, which affords an excellent footing 
for horses. This pavement has proven advantageous 
both from a humane point of view, as well as regards the 
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operation of the ferryboats, because by its use horses are 
enabled to haul vehicles off the boats more easily and 
rapidly than heretofore. The frequency of operation 
of the boats, and consequently the amount of traffic 
which may be handled in rush hours, i regulated by the 
speed with which teams can be loaded upon and unloaded 
from the boats. Anything which will expedite the 
handling of team traffic results in a proportionate 
increase in boat service. Furthermore, judging by 
results elsewhere, it is expected that the new pavement 
will prove more economical than planking and it is 
proposed to place it on the drops at the North Ferry 
during the coming year. 

Under the maintenance appropriation of the division 
extensive repairs were made to the headhouse at the 
Boston side of the North Ferry on account of the damage 
done by fire on January 14, 1912, as noted in last year’s 
report. 

As stated in the report for last year the ferryboat 
““D. D. Kelly,” now thirty-four years old, has reached 
such a condition that the allowable boiler pressure has 
been reduced to the minimum under which it is possible 
to operate the boat. At any time the United States 
steamboat inspectors may find it necessary either to 
condemn the boat or to still further reduce the allowable 
boiler pressure, in which latter case it would no longer 
be safe to operate the boat in our service. During the 
coming year provision should be made for building a 
new boat to replace the ‘‘D. D. Kelly.” 

Attention may be called to the fact that the teaming 
traffic handled by the ferries shows a steady increase. 
For the first time in the history of the East Boston 
ferries the number of teams carried last year was in 
excess of one million. 


GRADE CROSSINGS AND SPECIAL ENGINEERING WORK. 


The work of abolishing the grade crossings in East 
Boston on the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad 
was begun during 1912, and is in progress at the close of 
the year. An account of this work is given on page 183. 
Other special engineering work included the building 
of a subway beneath the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad at Lawndale terrace, Jamaica Plain; 
the building of public boat landings at Northern Avenue 
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and Summer Street Bridges; the building of the fireboat 
wharf at Northern Avenue Bridge, and the making 
of studies, surveys, plans, estimates, specifications and 
contracts for a considerable amount of miscellaneous 
work for this and other departments.

BRIDGE SERVICE. 


At the close of the fiscal year 1912-13 there are in 
the City of Boston 185 highway bridges, not including 
culverts. Seven of these bridges, namely, Brookline 
Street, Cambridge, Cambridge Street, Harvard, North 
Harvard Street, Prison Point and Western Avenue to 
Cambridge, all connecting Boston and Cambridge, are 
in charge of two commissioners, one of whom is appointed 
by the Mayor of Boston and the other by the Mayor of 
Cambridge. One-half the cost of the maintenance of 
these seven bridges is paid by the City of Boston out 
of the appropriation for the Bridge and Ferry Division, 
and the division engineer of that division is the com- 
missioner for the City of Boston in charge of these 
bridges. The report of the Commissioner for the Boston 
and Cambridge bridges will be found in Appendix E. 
The Charles River dam, on the site of the old Canal 
or Craigie Bridge, and Mattapan Bridge are in charge 
of the Metropolitan Park Commission. One hundred 
and thirty-eight bridges are supported wholly or in 
part by the City of Boston, twenty-four of these being 
over navigable waterways and provided with draws. 
Forty-five highway bridges are supported entirely by 
railroad corporations. 

There are sixteen important drawbridges maintained 
by the City of Boston, namely, Broadway, Chelsea 
South, Congress Street, L Street and Warren, operated 
by steam; Atlantic Avenue, Charlestown, Chelsea North, 
Chelsea Street, Dorchester Avenue, DoverStreet, Malden, 
Meridian Street, Neponset and Summer Street, operated 
by electricity; and Northern Avenue, operated by com- 
pressed air, the compressors being run by electricity.

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DETAILED REPORT ON BRIDGES. 


Adams Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division, Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Agassiz Road Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887 of brick and stone 
masonry. It is maintained by the Park Department 
and is in good condition, except some cracks which 
have appeared in the coping, caused by a slight settle- 
ment in one of the arches. 


Albany Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Freight Tracks). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57 and 
rebuilt in 1867-68. The present bridge was built in 
1886-87, and is maintained in part by the Public Works 
Department and in part by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad. 

The floor system was entirely rebuilt in 1910-11, 
and the whole structure cleaned by sand blast and 
painted. During the past year the roadway has been 
sheathed and the bridge is now in good condition. 


Albany Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad 
Passenger Tracks). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900 by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company in con- 
nection with the Boston & Providence Railroad exten- 
sion to the South Station, and is maintained by the 
Boston & Albany Railroad Company. The bridge 
should be cleaned and painted. | 


Albany Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division). 

This bridge and the Broadway Bridge over the same 
road, which together constitute one bridge, were built 
by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company in 1899-1900 in connection with the Boston 
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and Providence Railroad extension to the South Station, 
and are maintained by the railroad. 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Brighton). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The flooring 
of all the roadways of this bridge was rebuilt in 1911. 
The ironwork above the floor should be cleaned and 
painted this year. 


Ashland Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, West Roz- 
bury). 


The present structure is of iron and was built in 
1875. During the past year an entirely new deck has 
been built and the ironwork cleaned and painted. At 
the same time the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
repaired the stringers under its rails, and strengthened 
the iron girders immediately beneath the tracks where 
portions of the webs had been entirely rusted through. 

A contract has been made with the Boston Bridge 
Works, Inc., for building a sidewalk on the southerly 
side of this bridge, calling for the work to be completed 
by March 15, 1913. 

As this bridge is now thirty-eight years old, it will be 
necessary to entirely rebuild it at an early date. - 


Ashmont Street and Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Old 
Colony Division, New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad). 


This is a wooden bridge formerly maintained by the 
railroad company. It was lengthened on the north 
side in 1895, and again further lengthened in 1910-11, 
and now the Public Works Department maintains 133 
feet of the northerly part. After this last lengthening, 
the older part, maintained by the city, was rebuilt. 
The bridge is now in good condition. 


Athens Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. During the past 
year the sidewalks and fences have been repaired and 
the bridge painted. The deck planking is in poor con- 
dition and should be renewed. 
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Atlantic Avenue Bridge (over South Terminal Station 
Yard and Fort Point Channel). 


The bridge was completed and opened to travel 
August 12, 1907. On the Boston approach is a steel 
viaduct about 450 feet in length, consisting of a series 
of short plate girder and I-beam spans of the deck type. 
The bridge over the railroad yard consists of two steel 
plate girder spans and two steel truss spans, all except 
one plate girder span being through spans. Fort Point 
channel is crossed by one truss span, a plate girder span, 
an I-beam span and a draw span, all being deck struc- 
tures built of steel. The draw span is a swing or turn- 
table draw, 184 feet long on center line, operated by 
electricity and compressed air. On the approaches and 
across Fort Point channel the bridge is 50 feet in width; 
over the railroad yard the width is 60 feet. 

During the past year the draw span has been sheathed 
and the fence and gates painted. Some painting should 
be done to the bridge during the coming year. 


Audubon Road Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, 
and is maintained by the Park Department. The por- 
tion of the bridge over the main tracks of the railroad 
should be cleaned by the sand-blast process and painted. 
The railings are in poor condition and should be re- 
paired, as in many cases the pipe is entirely rusted away. ° 


Austin Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine Railroad, 
Charlestown). 


This is a steel plate girder deck bridge with steel floor 
beams supporting a wooden flooring, built under the 
decree of the Superior Court abolishing the Austin street 
grade crossing. It was built in 1903-07 by the Boston 
& Maine Railroad Company and is over the railroad 
location. The surface of the roadway is maintained 
by the Public Works Department, and the remainder 
of the bridge by the railroad company. During the 
past year a new sidewalk has been built on this bridge. 


B Street Footbridge (over Neponset River, Hyde Park). 


This bridge was built in 1911, and consists of three 
28-foot spans of reinforced concrete. It is maintained 
by the Public Works Department. 
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Baker Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). ' 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the 
railroad company. The sidewalks are in poor condition. 


Baker Street Bridge (at Brook Farm, West Roxbury). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of about 15 feet 
span. It is in fair condition. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1880-81, and had up to 1901 
a wooden floor for the roadway. At the latter date a 
new floor was built, consisting of 18-inch steel I-beams 
incased in Portland cement concrete, and the roadway 
was paved with hard pine blocks, treated by the creo- 
resinate process. 

The sidewalk on the southerly side of the bridge 
should be repaired and the wood block pavement near 
the railroad tracks should also be repaired. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 
1890 for the convenience and at the expense of the street 
railway company. In 1910-11 the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company strengthened the floor beams of the 
central roadway to carry its 42-ton cars and rebuilt 
the flooring. During the past year the ironwork above 
the floor has been cleaned and painted and one sidewalk 
rebuilt. 


Beech Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Bellevue Street Bridge (over Muddy River, in Riverway). 

This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 
15 feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline and is maintained 
jointly by them.

Bellevue Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Bennington Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the railroad 
company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior Court 
abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public Works 
Department and the rest of the structure by the rail- 
road company. The bridge should be painted and the 
asphalt surface of the roadway repaired; otherwise it is 
in good condition. 


Bennington Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn Railroad). 

This bridge is made up of two independent parts; 
the old part is of iron, built in 1889; the new part is of 
steel, built in 1902. During the year only ordinary 
repairs have been made. 


Berkeley Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad). 

The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, which is maintained by the Public Works 
Department, was originally built for the Boston Water 
Power Company, and accepted by the city in 1869. The 
present structure over these tracks is a through plate 
girder bridge and was built in 1891. 

During the year the steel work above the floor and 
the fences have been thoroughly cleaned and painted. 
The bridge is now in good condition. 

The bridge over the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad was built in 1899 and is 
maintained by that company. 


Berners Street Footbridge (over Bridle Path, in Riverway). 
This is a semicircular masonry arch of 38 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1893 and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 
The coping should be repointed and a landing stone 
placed at the foot of the stairs. 
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Berners Street Footbridge (over Muddy River). 

This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 
14 feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline and is maintained jointly 
by them. 


Berwick Park Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is an iron footbridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor 
beams were those built for Franklin street in 1883. The 
bridge was cleaned and painted in 1911 and is now in 
good condition. 


Blakemore Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. The lower 
planking was renewed in 1910 and the portion below the 
floor cleaned and painted. With the exception of the 
fences, which will need repairing in another year, the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Blue Hill Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is a steel bridge, built by the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad in 1903, and is over the 
railroad location. The surface of the roadway is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department and the 
remainder of the bridge by the railroad company. The 
lower planking and the sidewalks are in poor condition 
and should be rebuilt. 


Bolton Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 
This is a wooden bridge, originally built in 1889 and 
rebuilt in 1905. The lower planking of this bridge is in 
poor condition and should be renewed this year. 


Boston Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is a plate girder bridge, built in 1900 in connection 
with the abolishment of the grade crossing on Dor- 
chester avenue. The surface of the roadway is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department and the rest 
of the bridge by the railroad company. 
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During the past year the entire flooring of this bridge 
has been rebuilt, the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany putting in new stringers under its rails. The 
bridge has also been cleaned and painted and is now in 
good condition. 


Boylston Street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It is in good condi- 
tion, with the exception of coping, which should be 
repointed. 


Boylston Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


The first bridge on this location was built in 1886-88 
and the present structure in 1907-08. The fences 
have been cleaned and painted; otherwise only ordinary 
repairs have been made on this bridge during the past 
year. The portion of the bridge above the floor should 
be cleaned and painted the coming year; otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Bridle Path Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central 
arch is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a 
rise of 9 feet 6 inches; the side arches are semicircular, 
15 feet in diameter. It was built in 1894 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It is in good con- 
dition, with the exception of the coping, which should 
be pointed. 


Broadway Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 

The old bridge, built in 1880-81, was replaced {in 
1900 by the present bridge. In 1910-11 the flooring 
of this bridge was entirely renewed, new hangers put in, 
the floor beams under the street car tracks strengthened, 
and the whole bridge thoroughly cleaned and painted. 
Only ordinary repairs have been made during the past 
year and the bridge is now in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 

The draw was built in 1874-75, the supports for 
the draw landings being iron columns. The rest of the 
bridge is built of steel on masonry piers, and was rebuilt 
in 1901-04. The fixed spans of the bridge are now 
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in good condition, except the stone piers, which should 
be repointed. The draw span is in very poor condi- 
tion and plans are now being made for rebuilding 
during the coming year. 


Broadway Bridge (over New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, Providence Division). 

This bridge and the Albany Street Bridge over the 
same road, which together constitute one bridge, were 
built by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company in 1899-1900 in connection with the 
Boston & Providence Railroad extension to the South 
Station, and are maintained by the railroad. 


Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 

This is an iron bridge and was built in 1884. During 
the past year both roadways and one of the sidewalks 
have been rebuilt. The ironwork of the whole bridge 
has been cleaned and painted and it is now in good 
condition. 


Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Muddy Ruiver, in the 
Riverway). 

This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15 feet span. 
It was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston 
and Brookline and is maintained by them _ jointly. 
With the exception of the coping, which should be 
repointed, the bridge is in good condition. 


Brookline Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden trestle bridge, built on a pile founda- 
tion in 1906, and is in care of the Commissioners for 
Boston and Cambridge Bridges; the Public Works 
Department pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
It was built as a temporary structure, with the expecta- 
tion that it would be replaced by a permanent bridge 
within ten years. As the bridge is now five years old, 
the construction of the permanent bridge should be 
commenced within a year or two. The bridge should 
be redecked this year. 


Brookline Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, on steel trestles, 
with wooden floor and wearing surface, built in 1906. 
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The surface of the roadway is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the bridge by the 
railroad company. 


Brooks Street Bridge (near Faneuil Station, Brighton). 


This is a steel bridge with a concrete and asphalt 
floor, built in 1902. The bridge and stairs should be 
painted and the roadway surface should be repaired. 


Byron Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
Railroad). 


This is a wooden bridge and was built in 1889. During 
the past year the roadway of the bridge has been rebuilt. 
Only a few of the old truss beams were allowed to remain 
and these were strengthened. The bridge is now in 
good condition. 


Cambridge Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


The new bridge was completed in the fall of 1907. 
It is maintained by the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge Bridges, and each city pays one-half of 
the cost of maintenance. The structure is in good condi- 
tion and needs only the yearly cleaning and customary 
touching up of the paint. The pavement at the expan- 
sion joints has settled slightly and should be relaid at 
these points. It is of the utmost importance that 
this bridge should be kept properly painted in order 
that it may not be deteriorated by rust. 


Cambridge Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf 
draw. This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners” 
for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, and each city 
pays one-half the cost of maintenance. The draw and 
upper part of the bridge were rebuilt in 1910. Only 
ordinary repairs have been made during the past year. 


Cambridge Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine and Boston 
& Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 

This is a through steel truss bridge of four spans, built 
in 1901 by the Boston & Maine Railroad. The surface 
of the roadway is maintained by the Public Works 
Department, the remainder of the bridge by the railroad 
company. During the past year new sidewalks have 
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been built on this bridge. The boxing around the 
truss members in the center way and at both the side- 
walks is in poor condition and should be repaired. 


Canterbury Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Castle Island Footbridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary footbridge, built in 1892, and 
is maintained by the Park Department. It connects 
Marine Park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a 
draw, so that if desired by the United States authorities 
the island can be cut off from the mainland. The 
planking should be renewed in many places as it is now 
in very poor condition. The fences should be repaired 
and painted. 


Castle Square Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division). 


’ This bridge was built in 1899-1900 by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company in con- 
nection with the Boston & Providence Railroad extension 
to the South Station, and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Cedar Grove Cemetery Bridge (over New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division, 
Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the 
railroad company. 


Central Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mills). 


This is an iron bridge and was built in 1876. The 
Public Works Department maintains the part within 
the city limits. This bridge should be thoroughly 
cleaned and painted this year, and when this is done 
a new flooring should be put on and such stringers as 
are found in poor condition should be replaced with 
new timber; the fences are also in poor condition and 
should be repaired. 
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Centre and Mount Vernon Street Bridge (over New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Providence 
Division). | 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 
Charles River Dam Bridge. 


This is a steel bridge in line with the roadway over 
Charles River Dam and is in charge of the Metropolitan 
Park Commission. It was built in 1906-07 and con- 
sists of a short fixed span 9 feet 2 inches in length on 
the westerly side and a movable portion 63 feet 10 inches 
in length. The movable portion is composed of two 
leaves of the Scherzer rolling lift type, each leaf having 
a roadway 30 feet 10 inches wide and a sidewalk 10 feet 
wide, and being operated by a 35 horse power electric 
motor. The bridge was opened to travel January 27, 
1910. It is in good condition. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, in 
the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The bridge should 
be cleaned by the sand-blast process and painted this 
year. When this is done the ironwork below the floor 
should be carefully examined. The asphalt sidewalks 
should be resurfaced or patched in places. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Ipswich street, in the Fens). 


This is a deck plate girder bridge with a buckle plate 
floor, built in 1900-01. The roadway is paved with 
asphalt and the sidewalks with artificial stone. The 
bridge should be cleaned by the sand-blast process and 
painted, as parts of it are in very rusty condition. 


Charlestown Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This bridge was opened to public travel November 27, 
1899, and ‘superseded the old Charles River Bridge, 
which was built in 1785-86. 

The present bridge over the river consists of ten spans 
of the deck plate girder type, each 85 feet long, and a 
swing or turntable draw 240 feet 6 inches long. 

Between the northerly abutment and the Boston & 
Maine Railroad the bridge consists of a solid floor 
viaduct of steel beams and brick and concrete arches, 
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supported on steel columns and brick walls. At the 
sides of the viaduct are masonry walls so built that the 
space beneath the viaduct is utilized for storehouse 
purposes. 

The bridges over Water street and over the railroad 
tracks consist each of two spans of steel I-beams, with 
brick arches turned between the beams. 

During the past year the fixed spans of this bridge 
have been thoroughly cleaned and patch painted with 
red lead, and received two complete coats of linseed 
oil paint. The steel pipe rails of the fence have all been 
replaced by wrought-iron pipes, as the old ones were 
found in very poor condition, not affording sufficient 
protection to travel. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston & Maine Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine 
Railroad Company in 1894, and is over the railroad 
location. The surface of the roadway is maintained by 
_ the Public Works Department, the remainder of the 
bridge by the railroad company. ‘The fences and side- 
walk planking need repairing and the whole bridge needs 
painting. Otherwise it is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge North (over North Channel, Mystic River). 


The Public Works Department maintains the part 
within the city limits. The original structure was built 
in 1802-03. The piles under the main bridge were 
driven in 1880. The upper part of the bridge, the draw 
and draw foundations were built in 1895. A contract 
has been made for rebuilding the entire bridge. The 
work is well under way and will be completed this 
spring. 

The draw foundation of this bridge was _ badly 
damaged by a passing steamer, putting the draw out of 
commission. A contract was made April 28, 1912, with 
George T. Rendle for repairing the damage. The work 
was completed April 27 at a cost of $1,313.58, which 
amount was repaid to the city by the New England 
Coal & Coke Company, who were held responsible for 
the damage.

Chelsea Bridge South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802-03. The piles of the present 
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bridge were driven and the draw was built in 1877. 
That part of the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt 
at a higher grade and the draw was raised in 1895. 
The floor beams of the draw span have been strengthened 
and other necessary repairs made to keep the bridge in 
safe condition until the work on Chelsea Bridge North 
shall have been completed, so that the work of building 
a new structure at this point can be prosecuted. 


Chelsea Street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a steel swing draw. 
The original bridge was built in 1834. About 100 feet 
of the Chelsea end was built in 1894-95, and strength- 
ened in 1906. The remainder of the bridge, including 
the draw, was built in 1908-09. Only ordinary repairs 
have been made during the past year and the bridge is 
now in good condition. 


Circuit Drive Bridge (over Scarboro Pond, in Franklin 
Park) 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 
6 feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, and Old 
Colony Avenue). 


This is a deck plate girder bridge of two equal spans, 
one over the tracks of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad and the other over Old Colony ave- 
nue, and was built in 1902. The roadway is paved with 
Canton brick, with cement grout joints, and laid on hard 
pine planking. The sidewalks are badly cracked and 
should be put in good condition without further delay, 
and the brick surface of the roadway should be renewed 
in the near future. The steel work under the floor of 
the portion over the avenue should be cleaned and 
painted. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over Shoreham Street). 


This bridge was built in 1902. It is a two-span steel 
beam structure, with brick and concrete arches turned 
between the beams; the roadway is paved with Canton 
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brick laid with cement grout joints. The sidewalks are 
of artificial stone. The bridge is in good condition. 


Columbus Avenue Bridges (over Boston & Albany Railroad 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad). 

The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was 
built in 1876-77 and is maintained by the city. In 
1899 the bridge was shortened 11 feet at its south end 
and a pier built in place of the old south abutment. 
In 1907 new plate girders were built on the center side 
of each roadway and the roadway floor strengthened. 
A new deck has been laid for both roadways during 
the past year and the floor beams have been cleaned and 
painted. 

The bridge over the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad was built in 1899 and is 
maintained by that company. 


Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 

This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The piles were driven in 1875. The draw and upper 
part of the bridge were rebuilt in 1901. A new deck 
has been laid on the draw of this bridge during the past 
year and the whole bridge is now in a fair condition 
for a structure of this type. The bridge, however, 
should be rebuilt in the near future. 


Commonwealth Avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 

This is an iron bridge and was built in 1881-82. The 
sidewalk planking is poor and the railings should be 
painted. This work should be done as soon as the 
construction of the subway at this point has been com- 
pleted. It is maintained by the Park Department. 


Congress Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turntable 
draw on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. 
The part of the bridge above the caps was entirely 
rebuilt in 1908 and the machinery of the draw span 
put in good order. In 1909 the draw-fender pier was 
replanked and new stringers put in. The bridge is now 
in good condition and can probably be maintained so 
for the next few years. Only ordinary repairs have been 
made on this bridge during the past year. 
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Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Brighton). 

The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the 
exception of the plate girders on the outsitle lines of 
the bridge and some special construction under the side- 
walks, the superstructure is composed of 20-inch steel 
beams, filled between with brick arches and Portland 
cement concrete, on which is a wearing surface of Sicilian 
rock asphalt. In 1911 the steel work of this bridge was 
thoroughly cleaned by the sand-blast process and 
painted, that above the floor receiving two coats of 
paint, while the exposed parts of the beams over the 
railroad tracks received but one coat. The bridge is 
now in good condition. 


Cottage Street Footbridge (over Flats, East Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot 
travel. It was extensively repaired in 1905. The bridge 
is in poor condition although considerable work has © 
been done on the structure during the past year. It 
will be necessary to renew a portion of the planking and 
stringers this year and thoroughly repair the railings. 


Curtis Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the railroad 
company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior Court 
abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public Works 
Department and the rest of the structure by the railroad 
company. The bridge should be painted, the railing 
repaired, and the surface of the roadway patched during 
the coming season. 


Dana Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Hyde Park). 


This is a two-arch concrete bridge of 45-foot 6-inch 
span each, and was built in 1909. It has a macadam 
surface for the roadway and an artificial stone sidewalk. 
It is maintained by the Public Works Department. 


Dana Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde Park). 

This is a plate girder bridge about 81 feet long, built 

in 1908 under grade crossing abolition. The surface 

of the roadway is maintained by the Public Works 
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Department and the rest of the bridge by the railroad 
company. The railings should be painted and the 
sidewalk planking repaired. 


Dartmouth Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was 
built in 1878-79 and is maintained by the city. Very 
extensive changes were made in this bridge in 1899 by 
the railroad companies, necessitated by the new location 
of the tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad leading to the South Station and the abandon- 
ing of the tracks connecting this road with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. The old Dartmouth Street Bridge 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad was moved north- 
erly into a new position and anew bridge built over the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad tracks. 
The latter bridge is wholly maintained by the railroad 
company. 

In 1911 four new floor beams over the tracks of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad were substituted for the 
old ones, and a new wooden flooring laid for both road- 
ways and sidewalks for the entire bridge. The bridge 
is now in good condition except the trusses and railings, 
which should be painted. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile © 
iron draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. The draw-fender 
pier was rebuilt in 1911, with the exception of the piles, 
and is now in good condition. During the past year 
the track timbers for the draws have been entirely 
renewed and the pits replanked. The machinery was 
also thoroughly overhauled and the steelwork of the 
draw was painted. The bridge is now in good condition. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad 

company. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Old Colony Division, 


New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1900, over the new loca- 
tion of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 
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The surface of the roadway is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the bridge by the 
railroad company. In 1911 the bridge was cleaned 
and painted and the lower planking and _ stringers 
renewed. The structure is now in good condition. 


Dover Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 

This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 
1805, rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, 
upon the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old 
Colony Railroad, the present iron structure, resting on 
masonry piers, was built. 

In 1911 the turntable and both upper and lower 
tracks were thoroughly repaired and are now in good 
condition. The floor beams of the draw and the side- 
walk brackets were strengthened and a new flooring laid 
for both the roadway and the sidewalks. The bridge 
is now in good condition. | 

During the past year only ordinary repairs have been 
made. i 


East River Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, at River Street 
Station, Hyde Park). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. - 


Ellicott Arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889 and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 


Everett Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Brighton). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1891 by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. The surface of the roadway is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department and the rest 
of the bridge by the railroad company. The bridge is 
in good condition. Only ordinary repairs have been 
made during the past year. 


Everett Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach and 
_ Lynn Railroad, East Boston). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 
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Fairmount Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Hyde 
Park) 


This is a reinforced concrete arch bridge of 70-foot 
span, built in 1908. It is maintained by the Public 
Works Department. 


Fairmount Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge, 170.3 feet long, built in 
1908 under grade crossing abolition. The Public Works 
Department maintains the surface of the roadway and 
the railroad company the rest of the bridge. Portions 
of the bridge should be painted. 


Fens Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1891-93 and is maintained 
by the Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Ferdinand Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. In 1899 this 
bridge was shortened about 3 feet at its southerly end 
and the old south abutment replaced by a brick pier. 
The bridge is now in fair condition, except fences, which 
should be thoroughly repaired. 


Florence Street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of about 15 feet 
span. The railings should be repaired and painted, 
otherwise the bridge is in fair condition. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained 
by the Park Department and is in good condition. 


Gainsborough Street Footbridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron footbridge, erected in 1904, and is 
now in good condition. 


Gardner Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West Roxbury). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 
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— Glenwood Avenue West Bridge (over passageway connect- 
ing lands of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, Hyde Park). 


This is a stone arch bridge of 20-foot span, built in 
1898 under the grade crossing abolition, over passageway 
connecting lands of the railroad company. ‘The Public 
Works Department maintains the surface of the road- 
way and the railroad company the rest of the bridge. 


Glenwood Avenue West Bridge (over Mother Brook, 
Hyde Park). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, 68.16 feet long, and 
was built in 1898. It has a wooden surface and is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department. Some of 
the roadway stringers and the planking should be 
renewed this year. 


Glenwood Avenue East Footbridge (over Neponset River, 

Hyde Park). | 

This is a steel plate girder footbridge, with plank 

surface, and was built in 1906. It is maintained by the 
Public Works Department. 


Gold Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge with a wooden flooring and was 
built in 1895, replacing a footbridge which was built in 
1890. The fences and sidewalks have been repaired 
during the past year and the bridge is now in good con- 
dition, with the exception of painting, which should 
be done this year. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 

This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. The draw and the adjoin- 
ing bay were repaired in 1907, and in 1909 the rest of 
the bridge was entirely rebuilt. It is now in good con- 
dition. Only ordinary repairs have been made during 
the past year. 


Harrison Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 
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Harrison Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division). 


This bridge was built by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad in connection with the extension 
of the Boston & Providence Railroad to the South 
Station, in 1899, and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turntable draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. This bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, 
and each city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
The roadway of the fixed spans was repaired in 1901-02 
and a wooden block paving laid. In 1905 the asphalt 
surfaces of the walks were replaced by 3-inch hard pine 
and the railings were painted. The steel work of the 
entire bridge was painted in 1911 and the roadway and 
sidewalk were rebuilt during the past year. The draw 
fender pier and the fender guards should be repaired 
this year and the roadway gates should be rebuilt. (See 
Appendix E.) 


Harvard Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Dorchester). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1904, under an agree- 
ment between the city and the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad. It is maintained in part by the 
Public Works Department and in part by the railroad 
company. The entire flooring of this bridge was renewed 
in 1911, and all the steel work thoroughly cleaned and 
painted. The bridge is now in good condition. 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany 
| Railroad). 
The original bridge was built in 1872 and the present 
structure was erected in 1909. This bridge is now in 
good condition. 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15 feet span. 
It was built in 1893 and is maintained by the Park 
Departments of Boston and Brookline. 
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Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook, Hyde 
Park). 

This bridge is a reinforced concrete slab of 10 feet 
span and was built in 1908. It is maintained by the . 
Public Works Department and is in good condition, 
except the fences, which should be painted. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over Mother Brook, Hyde 
Park). 

This bridge is of the Moseley iron truss type, built 
about 1867. It has a wooden surface and is maintained 
by the Public Works Department. It should be rebuilt 
at once as recommended in the report of last year. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, above Loom Works, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge 70.6 feet long, built in 
1898 under grade crossing abolition over future electric 
connection, between two divisions of the railroad. The 
Public Works Department maintains the surface of the 
roadway and the railroad company the rest of the 
bridge. The fences and girders of this bridge should be 
cleaned and painted. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook, near Claren- 
don Hills, Hyde Park). 

This bridge has a reinforced concrete roadway and a 
wooden truss which carries the westerly sidewalk. The 
concrete portion of this bridge was built in 1910. It is 
maintained by the Public Works Department. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook, near 
Mt. Hope Station). 


This is a stringer bridge of 19 feet 9 inches clear span, 
measured at right angles, and was built in 1904 and is in 
good condition. 


Ipswich Street Bridge (over Waterway, in the Fens). 


The bridge was built in 1898. The railings should be 
painted this year and the asphalt road surface repaired. 


Irvington Street Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is a steel footbridge and was built in 1892. | It 
was painted in 1911 and is now in good condition. 
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L Street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron retractile 
draw. It was built in 1892. (See page 177.) 


Leverett Pond Footbridge (in Leverett Park). 
This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 


feet 5 inches rise. It was built in 1894 and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Longwood Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
& Albany Railroad). 

The original wooden structure was built in 1857 and 
rebuilt in 1877. The present masonry arches were 
erected in 1899 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline and are maintained jointly by them. 


Main Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine and Boston & 
Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road companies. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a retractile steel 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1900-01. During the year 
the waterway and fender guards have been repaired. 
The whole bridge should be.painted and the sidewalks 
resurfaced. The deck of the draw span is in poor 
condition and should be renewed. 


Market Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Brighton). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Massachusetts Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 

The original bridge was built in 1876 and the present 
structure in 1908. It is a deck plate girder bridge with 
steel floor beams, 6-inch hard pine roadway and 4-inch 
sidewalk planking. The roadway is paved with wooden 
blocks and the sidewalk with paving brick. It is in 
good condition. 
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Massachusetts Avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. The roadways 
carrying street cars were strengthened in 1908, and new 
sidewalks were built in 1911. During the year all the 
roadways and both sidewalks have been rebuilt and 
the floor beams cleaned and painted. The ironwork 
above the floor has also been cleaned and painted this 
year and the bridge is now in good condition. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a three-arch bridge of Melan construction with 
granite facing. It was built in 1902 by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission and is maintained by it. The arches 
are semicircular, two spans being 14 feet and one 50 
feet; the bridge has one 56-foot roadway and two 12-foot 
sidewalks. It is in good condition. 


Maverick Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a through steel plate girder bridge, built by the 
railroad company in 1906 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. The fence should be repaired and 
painted. The asphalt surface on the roadway and on 
the sidewalks is in very poor condition and should be 
repaired at once. The main structure should be painted; 
otherwise it is in good condition. 


Medway Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division, Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Meridian Street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 

The original structure was built in 1856. It was 
rebuilt soon afterward, and was widened and rebuilt 
in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 1875-76. 
This bridge has been entirely rebuilt during the past 
year. (See page 178.)

Metropolitan Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook, Hyde 
Park). 
This is a wooden stringer bridge of 10 feet span, 
built in 1894, and is maintained by the Public Works 
Department. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 

The Public Works Department maintains the part 
within the city limits. The original structure is very 
old. It was widened in 1871-72. The older part of 
this bridge was built of stone, and the widening is an 
iron structure on stone columns. The westerly sidewalk 
was rebuilt on new iron girders and floor beams in 1900. 
In 1911 all the wooden flooring on the roadway was 
renewed and the iron floor beams cleaned and painted. 
The fences should be painted; otherwise the bridge is 
in good condition. 


Milton Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge, 204.7 feet long, connecting 
Hyde Park avenue and Sprague street, built in 1897-98 
under grade crossing abolition. The surface of the 
roadway is maintained by the Public Works Depart- 
ment and the rest of the bridge by the railroad company. 
The roadway and sidewalks should be replanked or 
repaired. 


Morton Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. During the past year the railroad 
company has rebuilt this bridge and it is now in good 
condition. 


Mystic Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany and Boston 
& Maine Railroads, Charlestown). 

This bridge was rebuilt by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road in 1910 under an order of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, dated March 16, 1909, and the cost of 
rebuilding and of the maintenance of the bridge was 
determined by a special commission in a report dated 
June 29, 1909. 
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The details of this report were given in last year’s 
report. The bridge is now in good condition. 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 

The Public Works Department maintains the part 
within the city limits. The original structure was built 
in 1802. The steel draw and the adjoining upper part 
of the bridge were rebuilt in 1909. 

Both fender piers were entirely rebuilt in 1911, with 
the exception of the piling. Only ordinary repairs have 
been made during the past year, but the steel girders 
of the draw should be repainted and some repairs made 
to the fender piers to protect the corners. 


Neptune Road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
Railroad). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is main- 

tained by the Park Department. The fences should be 

repaired and the whole bridge should be painted. | 


Newbern Street Bridge (over Stony Brook, Hyde Park). 


This bridge was built in 1911 by the town of Hyde 
Park, on private way, on account of sewer construction. 
It is 15 feet wide and has a span of only 10 feet. It is 
maintained by the Public Works Department. 


New Allen Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge, 214 feet long, with 
wooden top, and was built under grade crossing abolition 
in 1897-98. It is maintained by the railroad company. 


New Way Bridge at Neponset (over New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division). 


A new way, extending from Walnut street, near 
Neponset avenue, to the junction of Walnut and Water 
streets, north of the Neponset Station, and crossing 
the railroad by an overhead bridge, was laid out October 
12, 1907, under a decree of the Superior Court for the 
abolishment of grade crossings on the Old Colony Rail- 
road. The bridge was built by the railroad company 
and opened to travel during 1911. The Public Works 
Department maintains the surface of the roadway and 
the railroad company the rest of the structure. 
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Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, near Blue Hill 
Avenue Station). 


This is a through lattice girder bridge and was built by 
the railroad company in 1902. The surface of the road- 
way 1s maintained by the Public Works Department and 
the rest of the bridge by the railroad company. In 
1911 the roadway flooring was renewed and both side- 
walks rebuilt. The portion of the bridge below the 
floor was cleaned and painted at this time; the rest of 
the bridge should be painted this year. 


Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, near Dor- 
chester Station). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1905, under an agree- 
ment between the city and the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. It is maintained in part by the 
Public Works Department and in part by the railroad 
company. In 1911 the city renewed the deck of this 
bridge and the railroad company renewed such stringers 
as were found to be in poor condition, and cleaned and 
painted the steel work below the floor. The sidewalk 
planking should be repaired; otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


North Beacon Street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The Public Works Department maintains the part 
within the city limits. This is a wooden pile bridge 
with a wooden leaf draw. The original structure was 
built in 1822 and the present one in 1884. During the 
past year the portion of the bridge under the street car 
tracks was strengthened, new piles being driven and the 
old stringers replaced wherever found to be in poor con- 
dition. This bridge is an old structure and in poor 
condition; it can, however, be kept in service a few 
years longer by careful watching and strengthening 
wherever a weakness is shown. It should, however, 
be rebuilt in the near future, and without a draw. 


North Harvard Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 

This bridge was originally built in 1662, and was 
rebuilt, except the piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 
1891. The bridge is in the care of the Commissioners 
for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges; each city pays 
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one-half the cost of maintenance. In December, 1912, 
this bridge was removed and a temporary footbridge 
built to provide for travel during the erection of the 
new ‘‘Anderson” bridge by the Metropolitan Park 
Commission. 


Northern Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was opened to travel in 1908, a full 
description being given in the annual report of the 
City Engineer for the year 1909. During the past year 
only ordinary repairs have been made and practically 
the whole sheathing renewed twice. 

A new wharf and pier have been built on the down- 
stream side of the bridge for the Fire Department. 
The work was done by Lawler Brothers at a cost of 
$11,446.28 for contract work and was completed August 
21, 1912. The back side of the pier provides for a 
fireboat berth, and a house for the crew has been erected 
on the wharf. 

The steel work for the entire bridge should be cleaned 
and painted this year and a third air compressor should 
be installed. It will be necessary to build a house for 
this compressor and make some changes in the draw 
fender pier. ; 


Oakland Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is a new steel plate girder bridge, built by the 
railroad company in 1902 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing the grade crossing at this point. 
The surface of the roadway is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the bridge by the 
railroad company. The bridge is in good condition, 
except the deck and sidewalks, which should be renewed 
this year. 


Park Street Bridge (over New York, N ew Haven & H artford 
Railroad, Providence Division, West Roxbury). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Paul’s Bridge (over Neponset River, Hyde Park to Milton). 

This is a stone bridge of three arches and has a 
macadam road surface. It is maintained jointly by the 
Public Works Department of the City of Boston and 
the town of Milton. 
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Perkins Street Footbridge (over Boston & Maine and 
Boston & Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 


This bridge was built in 1900 and opened to travel 
February 2, 1901. It has two spans of wooden stringers 
and one span of steel Pratt trusses. It is maintained by 
the railroad companies. The stairs should be repaired 
and the whole structure cleaned and painted. 


Porter Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a steel bridge built in 1906-07 by the railroad 
company under the decree of the Superior Court abol- 
ishing grade crossings in East Boston. The surface 
of the bridge is maintained by the Public Works Depart- 
ment and the rest of the structure by the railroad 
company. The bridge should be painted and the railings 
repaired, otherwise it is in good condition. 


Prescott Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the rail- 
road company in 1906-07 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. The bridge should be painted and 
the railings repaired. Otherwise it is in good condition. 


Prison Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


This bridge includes a steel draw and its landings 
and was built in 1907. The bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, 
and each city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
Part of the old pier should be rebuilt, the sidewalks 
replanked and the whole bridge cleaned and painted. 


Public Garden Footbridge. 


This is an iron bridge and was built in 1867. It is 
maintained by the Public Grounds Department. As 
recommended last year the woodwork should be entirely 
rebuilt if it is proposed to keep the present structure in 
service. 
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Reservoir Road (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This bridge was built by the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road Company in 1906-07 under a decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing the grade crossing at this point, 
confirmed June 14, 1905. 

The bridge is about 40 feet wide and consists of seven 
lines of girders 39 feet 6 inches long. The flooring con- 
sists of 38-inch yellow pine deck and a 2-inch spruce 
wearing surface, the sidewalk planking being 14 inches 
thick. 

The surface of the roadway is maintained by the 
Public Works Department and the rest of the bridge by 
the railroad company. The steelwork of the main gir- 
ders and the railings are in very rusty condition and 
should be painted at once. The sidewalks should be 
renewed. 


Saratoga Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). | 
This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1907 by 
the railroad company under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public Works 
Department and the rest of the structure by the railroad 
company. The roadway surface should be patched and 
the brick work at the car tracks put in good condition. 


Savin Hill Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division, Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Scarboro Pond Footbridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 
8 feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Shawmut Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad). 

The original bridge, built in 1871, was removed and a 
new through plate girder bridge erected in 1904. The 
bridge should be cleaned by the sand-blast process and 
painted. 
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Silver. Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge is maintained by the railroad company. 


Southampton Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1901-02. 
The surface of the roadway is maintained by the Public 
Works Department, the rest of the bridge by the rail- 
road company. The sidewalk should be renewed and 
safety treads put on. Otherwise the bridge is now in 
good condition. 


Southampton Street Bridge (over South Bay Sluice). 

The old bridge was built in 1875 as a temporary 
structure and for several years had been kept in service 
only by numerous repairs. Plans and specifications 
were prepared for a new bridge and its building was 
let by the Highway Division in conjunction with 
paving the street. The new bridge is a pile structure 
of two spans, and is 264 feet long, 70 feet wide, with 
two 12-foot sidewalks. The roadway is paved with 
granite blocks supported on a flooring of 6-inch yellow 
pine and yellow pine stringers; the sidewalks are built 
of 2-inch yellow pine. The bridge was completed in 
August, 1912. 


Sprague Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde 
Park). 


This is a steel truss bridge 455.7 feet long and was built 
in 1897-98 under grade crossing abolition. The sur- 
face of the roadway is maintained by the Public Works 
Department and the rest of the bridge by the rail- 
road company. During the past year the city has 
rebuilt the flooring of both the roadway and the side- 
walks, and the railroad company renewed such of the 
stringers as were found to be poor. The bridge is now 
in good condition. 


Spring Street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 
This is a stone bridge. The Public Works Depart- 
ment maintains the part within the city limits. The 
piers and arches were pointed in 1905 and granite 
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copings, surmounted by iron railings, built on both 
sides of the bridge. The railings on both sides should 
be painted and the roadway outside the car tracks 
should be paved. 

During the summer months a large number of people 
gather at this bridge to watch the boating on the river, 
and at times it is so crowded as to make it difficult for 
cars and vehicles to pass over the bridge, as well as 
rendering it very dangerous to the people standing 
there. It seems desirable that overhanging sidewalks 
should be built on both sides of this bridge in order to 
relieve the dangerous conditions now existing. 


Summer Street Bridges (over A, B and C Streets). 


These bridges were built in connection with the aboli- 
tion of the grade crossing on Congress street and were 
opened to travel in 1900. The bridge over A street is a 
steel deck plate girder structure, with a paved roadway 
of granite blocks and asphalt sidewalks. , 

The bridge over B street is a through plate girder 
structure with a paved roadway of granite blocks and 
asphalt sidewalks. 

The bridge over C street is a two-span steel beam 
structure, with brick and concrete arches turned between 
the beams; the roadway is paved with granite blocks 
and the sidewalks with asphalt. 

All of these bridges should be thoroughly cleaned and 
painted this year and the railings put in good condition. 


Summer Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900 in connection 
with the abolition of the grade crossing on Congress 
street. It is a four-span deck plate girder bridge, resting 
on masonry piers, with two retractile draws over a 
50-foot channelway. The roadway of the fixed spans 
has a granite block paving, and the sidewalks have 
asphalt wearing surfaces. 

_ The steelwork of the fixed and draw spans was cleaned 

and painted last year, and is now in good condition 
with the exception of the railings; these should be 
cleaned and thoroughly painted. 


Summer Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Freight Tracks). 

This bridge was built in 1900 in connection with the 

abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street, and is 
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maintained by the Public Works Department and the 
railroad company, the former maintaining the surface 
and the latter maintaining the rest of the structure. 
It has four spans, consisting of three through trusses 
each, and has a granite paved roadway and asphalt 
sidewalks. The whole bridge is. now in good condition 
with the exception of the sidewalks. The walks laid 
on this bridge were made of an asphalt composition 
containing but a small percentage of asphalt; they are 
now in very poor condition and should be al or 
resurfaced this year. 


Sumner Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the rail- 
road company in 1908 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department, and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. ‘The roadway should be patched, 
the railings repaired and the whole bridge cleaned and 
painted. 


Tollgate Way Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This bridge was built in 1910, and consists of two 
steel-riveted through trusses, 93-foot span, with a plank 
flooring resting on steel I-beams. The bridge is now 
in good condition except that the wooden fences and 
trestles should be painted. 


Tremont Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Walworth Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retrac- 
tile iron draw. The present structure was built in 
1883-84. 
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In 1910-11 the faces of the waterways were repaired, 
the draw foundations put in good condition, and the 
draw-pit replanked. A portion of the sidewalks and 
fences were rebuilt last year under a contract with W. 
H. Ellis, and this year the work should be continued 
until all the walks and fences have been entirely renewed. 


Washington Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company.

Washington Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division). 

This bridge was built by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company in 1899 in connection 
with the extension of the Boston & Providence Rail- 
road to the South Station and is maintained by the 
railroad company. | 


Washington Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Ratlroad, Midland Division, Dorchester). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Wauwatosa Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, Eastern Division, East Boston). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Webster Street Footbridge (over Boston & Albany Rail- 
road, East Boston). 

This is a steel truss bridge, built by the railroad 
company in 1908 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The bridge is maintained by the railroad company. 
It is in good condition, with the exception of the stair 
treads and planking, which should be repaired. 


West Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, Providence Division, Hyde Park). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 
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West Broadway Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


West Fifth Street (over New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


West Fourth Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road on this street was abolished and an iron bridge 
built, extending from the end of Dover Street Bridge, at 
the South Boston side of Fort Point channel, to the 
easterly line of Foundry street. The surface of the 
roadway is maintained by the Public Works Department, 
the rest of the bridge by the railroad company. 

In 1911 the flooring of this bridge was entirely re- 
built and the steel work cleaned and painted. The 

bridge is now in good condition. 


West Fourth Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 

road company. 


West Newton Street Bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. This bridge is 
one of the oldest in the city, but can probably be main- 
tained in safe condition for several years longer if 
carefully watched. 


West River Street Bridge (over Mother Brook, Hyde Park). 

This is a wooden stringer bridge with spans varying 
from 16 to 20 feet and was built in 1897. It is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department. 


West River Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, Hyde Park). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 

road company. 
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West Rutland Square Footbridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 
This is an iron footbridge, built in 1882. The bridge 
was cleaned and painted in 1911 and is now in good 
condition. 


West Second Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 

road company. 


West Stath Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 

road company. 


West Third Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad — 

company. 


Western Avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 

This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for 
the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, and each city pays 
one-half the cost of maintenance. The draw and upper 
part of this bridge were rebuilt in 1910. 


Western Avenue Bridge (Brighton to Watertown). 
The city maintains the part within its limits. This 
is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw, and was 
rebuilt in 1892-93. Only ordinary repairs have been 
made to this bridge during the past year. Some work 
should be done on the piers and to the waterway. 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 

This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was origi- 
nally built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, extensively 
repaired in 1870 and has been repaired many times 
since. During the past year portions of the lower plank- 
ing have been renewed and the whole bridge sheathed. 


Wood Island Park Footbridge. 


This is a steel footbridge, built in 1898-99, and con- 
nects Prescott street, East Boston, with Wood Island 


Pusiic Works DEPARTMENT. VIZ 


Park, spanning the tracks of the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad. It is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ment. The steel work of this bridge has been painted 
during the past year with the exception of the railings, 
and a new floor laid on the main span. The railings are 
in very poor condition and portions of the steel of the 
stairs are also in bad condition. The railings and stair- 
ways should be thoroughly repaired and painted and 
new treads put on the steps. 


REBUILDING CHELSEA BRIDGE NoRTH. 


Contract No. 1.— As stated in the last annual report, 
plans for the reconstruction of the bridge had been 
made. Bids were received February 20, 1912, for 
building the temporary bridge and draw, removing the 
old draw, raising the approaches to the proposed new 
draw, building a new draw pier and draw foundation, 
and for removing the temporary bridge after travel 
would be turned over the main bridge. The contract 
for doing the work was awarded to George T. Rendle, 
the lowest bidder, on an itemized bid. The first pile 
in the temporary bridge, which was built on the down- 
stream side of the old bridge, was driven March 20; 
the draw was operated by electricity July 13; the bridge 
was opened to one line of street cars August 1, and to 
both lines and unrestricted travel on August 2, when 
the work of dismantling the old draw was begun. The 
work is 80 per cent completed. 

Contract No. 2.— Bids were received June 8, 1912, 
for building a new steel draw with electrical equipment. 
A contract was made with the Boston Bridge Works, 
Inc., the lowest bidders, for doing the work. About 
36 per cent of the work has been completed. 


REBUILDING L STREET BRIDGE. 


In order to carry the 42-ton cars of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, plans have been made for strengthen- 
ing both the draw span and the pile approaches of this 
bridge. During the past year the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company at its own expense strengthened the 
steel work of the draw and rebuilt the wooden flooring 
- so as to provide for two lines of tracks and the city 
rebuilt the portal struts which were found to be in 
unsafe condition. 
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A contract was made with W. H. Ellis, the lowest 
bidder, for repairing and strengthening the pile bridge, 
dated October 11, 1912, and work is now in progress 
under this contract. Additional piles and stringers are 
to be furnished to support the tracks and new floor put 
in where needed. The granite block paving is to be 
relaid and new asphalt sidewalks laid. The draw 
foundation is also to be strengthened and electric motors 
provided for moving the draw. The Boston Elevated 
Railway Company will pay a portion of the cost of this 
work. It is expected that the work will be completed 
early in the summer of 1913. 


REBUILDING MERIDIAN STREET BRIDGE. 


As mentioned in the last annual report, bids for 
rebuilding Meridian Street Bridge were received, after 
public advertisement, on November 13, 1911, and a 
contract made with Lawler Brothers, lowest bidders, on 
December 4, 1911. Work was begun at the site Decem- 
ber 18, 1911. The original contract provided for the 
bridge to be closed to all travel for a period of about 
90 days beginning March 12, 1912, but, as there was a 
strong demand for a footway, and as a count of.traffie 
made in February, 1912, showed that between 3,000 
and 4,000 people crossed the bridge daily on foot, it 
was deemed advisable to provide a temporary foot- 
bridge for use during the construction of the permanent 
work. Under a modification of the contract the tem- 
porary footbridge was built by Lawler Brothers. It was 
a wooden structure 540 feet long and 7 feet wide with 
a draw operated by electricity, spanning a 60-foot chan- 
nel. The temporary footbridge was put into service 
March 138, 1912, on which date travel was discontinued 
over the old draw span, and the footbridge was in use 
until August 13, 1912, when the foot travel was turned 
over the new draw. Soon after the latter date the tem- 
porary bridge was removed. 

The wooden draw span of the old bridge, which was 
built in 1875, and subsequently extensively repaired, 
had for some time become unsafe for street car travel, 
which was discontinued over the old draw November 3, 
1910. The old draw was kept in service for team and 
foot travel, however, until the opening of the temporary 
footbridge, March 138, 1912. The new draw was opened 
to street car and foot travel August 22, 1912, and to 
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team travel on the following day. The last work to 
be done upon the surface of the pile bridge was upon 
the asphalt sidewalks, which were completed October 
26, 1912. 

The total length of Meridian Street Bridge is 1,294.3 
feet, including a draw span 2733 feet long, the remainder 
being a pile structure. The Chelsea end, 165 feet long, 
together with about 50 feet of the East Boston end of 
the pile bridge next the draw, were rebuilt with new 
oak piles and yellow pine flooring. The entire planking 
was removed from the remaining portion of the bridge, 
three additional oak piles were driven in each pile bent, 
the poor stringers and bolsters were replaced by new 
material, and the bridge replanked and repaved. 

All the lumber above the piles is long leaf yellow 
pine. The flooring of the roadway is 6-inch planking 
carried by stringers 14 inches deep. The roadway 
planking was covered with a waterproofing consisting 
of four thicknesses of roofing felt, mopped with pitch. : 
The cross ties for the street car rails were then laid on 
the waterproofing, the spaces between the ties of each 
track being filled with cement concrete. ‘The remainder 
of the flooring was covered with a layer of pitch concrete 
l-inch thick. The stone sidewalk curbing was replaced 
on the bridge, the street car rails laid for two tracks 
and the roadway was paved with granite blocks on a 
gravel base, the joints being filled with gravel and some 
new blocks furnished to replace old blocks unfit for 
relaying. 

The sidewalk flooring consists of new 3-inch yellow 
pine planking on new yellow pine cross stringers which 
rest on a bulkhead and the bridge floor. The planking 
was covered by a layer of felting mopped with pitch, 
upon which was laid a walk of asphalt composition. 
The roadway gates and part of the fences were rebuilt. 
The main part of the pile bridge is 50 feet wide, con- 
sisting of a 36-foot roadway and two 7-foot sidewalks. 

The draw fender pier was rebuilt with small additions, 
many old piles being retained. The top was built of 
new yellow pine, the planking being 3-inch stock. The 
wharf supporting the drawtenders’ house was rebuilt. 
The draw landings and fender guards were built of new 
oak piles and new yellow pine. 

The draw foundation consists of 137 oak piles, rein- 
forced and braced by forty-two supplementary piles, 
all capped and planked together. Upon this foundation 
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is a steel frame structure, set in reinforced concrete, 
whose function is to receive the weight of the draw 
span at the center and to distribute it evenly over the 
whole area of the foundation. Although the weight 
of the draw comes at the center of the foundation, there 
is a track 20 feet in diameter, supported on granite 
stones set in the foundation concrete, which track car- 
ries the trucks used to keep the draw in a level position. 

The draw: span is a steel structure of the through 
center-bearing type. It consists of two main riveted 
trusses 25 feet on centers, with steel floor beams and 
stringers, providing a roadway 21 feet 3 inches wide in 
the clear between wheel guards and two overhanging 
sidewalks. The total width of the draw is 37 feet, 
center to center of sidewalk railings. Upon the steel 
I-beam stringers of the roadway are laid 8-inch by 
8-inch ties for the support of the rails of the two street 
car tracks. On top of the ties is a layer of 4-inch yellow 
pine planking laid longitudinally, upon which there is a 
wearing surface of 2-inch spruce plank. The total 
length of the draw span is 273 feet 6 inches. 

The draw span is operated by electricity, by means 
of two 15 horse power electric motors and two trains of 
gears operating pinions on a circular rack connected to 
the 20-foot diameter track on the draw foundation. 
The speed of the draw is controlled by means of air 
brakes. ‘The ends are lifted by means of wedges, oper- 
ated by electricity, with automatic controlling devices 
for the motors of an original design. 

In the old Meridian Street Bridge there were two 
waterways for the passage of vessels, each 59 feet wide, 
the southerly channel having a depth of 14 feet at mean 
low water and the northerly channel a depth of 23 feet. 
In the reconstructed bridge there is now a single main 
channel on the southerly side, with a clear width of 100 
feet, this channel way having been dredged to a depth of 
30 feet at mean low water for the length of the draw pier. 
The northerly channel is still in use for towboats and 
other small craft. 

The total payment to February 1, 1913, on the con- 
tract work done by Lawler Brothers is $132,717.35. A 
new drawtenders’ house was built under a contract 
made October 14, 1912, with M. S. Kelliher, lowest 
bidder, at a cost of $2,299, the work being completed 
January 11, 1913. The total cost of the work to 
February 1, 1913, is $148,454.33, with about $17,000 
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remaining to be paid under existing contracts. There 
remains to be done a small amount of dredging at and 
near the site of the temporary bridge which could not 
be done at the time the main channel was dredged 
under Lawler Brothers’ contract. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR BRIDGE APPROPRIATIONS FOR 
LOIST 


The rebuilding of Winthrop Bridge, between East 
Boston and Winthrop, is urgently necessary and should 
be provided for by an appropriation in 1913, as soon as 
proper legislation is secured to provide for the construc- 
tion of the bridge and the apportionment of the cost 
between the City of Boston and the town of Winthrop. 

Hyde Park Avenue Bridge, over Mother brook, in 
Hyde Park, should also be rebuilt. 

As both of these expenditures are of a permanent 
nature, they may properly be provided for by loans. 

In the appropriations for 1913 provision should be 
made for the following maintenance work on bridges, 
to be done by contract, in addition to the ordinary 
maintenance work to be done by the Bridge Service 
employees:

GRADE CROSSINGS AND SPECIAL ENGINEERING WORK. 


Abolishment of Grade Crossings on the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn Railroad. 


The Superior Court confirmed the decision of the 
Railroad Commission acting as a special commission 
on this matter on March 1, 1912. 

During the spring plans for the bridge on Saratoga 
street were prepared by the railroad company and sub- 
mitted to this department; after some minor changes 
they were approved. 

The first work done on the ground, under the decree, 
was the construction of the extension of Cowper street, 
which was begun on July 31 and was so far completed 
as to be opened to travel on September 14. The north- 
erly sidewalk is not yet surfaced, owing to delay in 
arranging with the owners of the adjoining land as to 
the method of supporting the embankment. Immedi- 
ately after the opening of the street the old crossing on 
Cross street was closed to travel. 
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The new street extends from the former end of Cowper 
street, at Cross street, by a deflection to the north from 
the former line of about 25 degrees, to Byron street. 
The street is constructed with curbstones, crushed stone 
sidewalks, paved gutters and a gravel roadway. 

On September 23 work was begun at Orient Heights 
by the construction of a temporary roadway across the 
railroad, westerly of Saratoga street, connecting Benning- 
ton street with Thurston street. On October 7 Saratoga 
street was closed to travel across the railroad and work 
begun on the abutments for the bridge. The southerly 
abutment has been completed and the foundation for 
the northerly abutment built to the old grade of the 
railroad. The railroad station building has been moved 
back soas to allow room for an additional track: 

The metropolitan sewer in Saratoga street has been 
strengthened and a temporary footbridge has been 
built over the tracks near the station. 


Lawndale Terrace Subway. 


Early in the year the Street Commissioners laid out 
an extension of Lawndale terrace, Jamaica Plain, across 
the Providence Division of the New York, New Haven 
«& Hartford Railroad, to carry Amory street at a grade 
below the level of the tracks. ‘The width of the street 
is 25 feet. 

Plans were prepared for a subway for foot travel, and 
on October 2 a contract was made with James D. Kelley 
for its construction. The work was under contract at 
the close of the fiscal year. 

The structure is a reinforced concrete arched tunnel, 
8 feet wide and 8 feet 6 inches high in the center; it is 
79 feet long with wing walls 30 feet long at the easterly 
end for supporting the slope of the railroad embankment. 
The floor and sidewalks are of plain concrete, while the 
arch is reinforced with 10-inch steel beams placed 2 feet 
apart on centers crosswise of the tunnel and 1l-inch 
twisted steel rods, 1 foot apart, running lengthwise of the 
tunnel. The floor of the tunnel is 2 feet thick and the 
side walls have an average thickness of 2 feet 6 inches. 

An artificial stone walk, 12 feet wide, connects the 
subway with Amory street and at the westerly end 
steps lead on either side to the sidewalks of the street. 

During the progress of the work the railroad tracks 
have been supported by a trestle work placed by the 
railroad company.

The work of repairing the railings on the piers and 
their approaches, under the contract with the Builders’ 
Iron and Steel Company, dated November 9, 1911, 
was completed on May 9, at a cost of $3,820.18. 


Pusuic Boat LANDINGS. 


Plans were made for two boat landings, one at North- 
ern Avenue Bridge and one at Summer Street Bridge. 
On October 28 a contract was approved with W. H. Ellis, 
lowest bidder, for building the landings; the work is now 
under construction. 

Each landing is to consist of a scow float, 50 feet 
long, 20 feet wide and 4 feet deep, moored to the ad- 
jacent piers by heavy chains and connected to the 
bridge sidewalks by suitable gangways, stairs and 
walks. 

Under a contract made with the Bay State Dredg- 
ing Company, dated November 15, 1912, the flats in 
the vicinity of the Summer street landing have been 
dredged to grade 7 feet below city base, at a cost of 
$495. 


FIREBOAT WHARF AT NORTHERN AVENUE BRIDGE. 


During the year a new wharf and pier have been 
built on the downstream side of the bridge to the 
east of the easterly channel for the Fire Department, 
to provide a berth for a fireboat. On the wharf a 
building is being built for the quarters of the fireboat 
crew. The wharf and pier were built under the direc- 
tion of the Bridge and Ferry Division, and the work 
was done under contract by Lawler Brothers, at a cost - 
of $11,446.28, the contract being completed August 
pie 912: 7 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK. 


During the year the work of laying an artificial stone 
walk around the fountain in Independence Square 
was completed on June 6, under a contract with Robert 
Eager, dated October 13, 1911, the cost being $516.77. 

Studies, preliminary plans and estimates of cost have 
been made showing different methods of carrying 
Metropolitan avenue, in Hyde Park, across the tracks 
of the Providence Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad at Clarendon Hills Station. 
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A comprehensive survey of Mt. Hope Cemetery 
was undertaken in December for the Cemetery Depart- 
ment for the purpose of preparing a set of sectional 
plans showing the location of each individual lot, as 
well as the drives, paths and other features of this 
cemetery. | 

At the request of the trustees of the Children’s 
Institutions Department specifications were prepared 
for furnishing and installing a new engine and electric 
generator in the power plant of the Suffolk School for 
Boys, Rainsford Island, and a contract for this work 
was made with the Fitchburg Steam Engine Company 
on November 4, 1912, the work being done under 
the supervision of the Bridge and Ferry Division. 
The contract calls for the removal of the existing engine 
and generators, and the furnishing and installing of 
a new 55 horse power engine and a direct connected 
35-kilowatt electric generator. 

A considerable number of surveys, estimates and 
reports have been made upon various engineering’ — 
works, such as a proposed tunnel between Charlestown 
and Chelsea, new recreation piers, the rebuilding of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad bridge 
over Southampton street, in connection with the widen- 
ing of that street; public convenience stations, the 
topography of a portion of Long Island, etc.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS TO GOVERN THE 
OPENING OF THE DRAWS IN THE BRIDGES 
CROSSING BOSTON HARBOR, MASSACHU- 
SETTS, AND THE NAVIGABLE WATERS 
TRIBUTARY THERETO. 


THe Law. 


The River and Harbor Act of August 18, 1894, con- 
tains the following section: 


Sect. 5. That it shall be the duty of all persons owning, 
operating, and tending the drawbridges now built, or which 
may hereafter be built, across the navigable rivers and other 
waters of the United States, to open, or cause to be opened, the 
draws of such bridges under such rules and regulations as in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War the public interests require 
to govern the opening of drawbridges for the passage of vessels 
and other water crafts, and such rules and regulations, when 
so made and published, shall have the force of law. Every 
such person who shall wilfully fail or refuse to open, or cause 
to be opened, the draw of any such bridge for the passage of a 
boat or boats, or who shall unreasonably delay the opening of 
said draw after reasonable signal shall have been given, as pro- 
vided in such regulations, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than two thousand dollars nor less than one thou- 
sand dollars, or by imprisonment (in the case of a natural 
person) for not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court: Prowded, That 
the proper action to enforce the provisions of this section may 
be commenced before any commissioner, judge, or court of 
the United States, and such commissioner, judge, or court 
shall proceed in respect thereto as authorized by law in case of 
crimes against the United States: Provided further, That when- 
ever, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, the public interests 
require it, he may make rules and regulations to govern the 
opening of drawbridges for the passage of vessels and other 
water crafts, and such rules and regulations, when so made 
and published, shall have the force of law, and any violation 
thereof shall be punished as hereinbefore provided. 


THE RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


In accordance with the law above quoted, the following 
rules and regulations are prescribed to govern the open- 
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ing of the draws in the bridges crossing Boston Harbor, 
and the navigable waters tributary to the said harbor. 


Bridges without Closed Hours. 


1. The draw in each and every bridge hereafter 
named in this paragraph shall, upon the signal prescribed 
in paragraph 7 below being given, be opened promptly 
at all hours for the passage of any vessel or vessels or 
other water craft not able to pass underneath it: Pro- 
vided, That when the draw in any of the said bridges 
shall have been open for ten (10) minutes or longer, it 
may be closed for the crossing of trains, cars, vehicles or 
individuals if any be waiting to cross, and after being so 
closed for ten (10) minutes or for such shorter time as 
may be necessary for the said trains, cars, vehicles or 
individuals to cross, it shall be again opened promptly 
for the passage of vessels or other water craft if there be 
any such desiring to pass. The requirements of this 
paragraph shall apply to each and every one of the 
following-named bridges, so called, to wit :— , 


Across Chelsea Creek or Chelsea River.— Meridian Street Bridge, 
Chelsea Street Bridge and Grand Junction Railroad Bridge. 

Across Mystic River— Wellington Bridge. 

Across Malden River— Malden River Bridge on Revere Beach 
Parkway and Medford Street Bridge at Malden. 

Across Charles River — Grand Junction Railroad Bridge, Cam- 
bridge Street Bridge, Western Avenue Bridge, North Harvard 
Street Bridge, Arsenal Street (Western Avenue) Bridge and 
North Beacon Street (Market Street) Bridge. 

Across Reserved Channel. L Street Bridge, South Boston. 

Across Neponset River.— New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Bridge, Neponset Avenue Bridge and Granite 
Bridge. 

Across Weymouth Fore River — Quincy Point Bridge and East 
Braintree Bridge. 

Across Weymouth Back River — Hingham Bridge. 

Across Crystal Cove—— Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad 
Bridge. 

Across Tenean Creek.— Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge. 


Bridges with Closed Hours. 


2. Between the hours of 9 a. m. and 4.30 p. m. and 
between the hours of 7 p. m. and 6.30 a. m. on week days, 
and at all hours on Sundays, and on legal holidays ob- 
served in the locality, the draws in each and every bridge 
hereafter named in this paragraph shall, upon the signal 
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prescribed in paragraph 7 below being given, be opened 
promptly for the. passage of any vessel or vessels or 
other water craft not able to pass underneath it: Pro- 
vided, That when the draw in any of the said bridges 
shall have been open for ten (10) minutes or for such 
shorter period as may be necessary for the passage of 
vessels or other water craft desiring to pass between the 
hours aforesaid, it shall be closed for the crossing of 
trains, cars, vehicles or individuals if any be waiting to 
cross, and after being so closed for ten (10) minutes or 
for such shorter time as may be necessary for the said 
trains, cars, vehicles or individuals to cross, it shall be 
again opened promptly for the passage of vessels or 
other water craft if there be any such desiring to pass. 
Between the hours of 6.30 a. m. and 9 a. m. and between 
the hours of 4.30 p. m. and 7 p. m., the draws in the 
bridges hereafter named in this paragraph shall not be 
required to be opened on week days for the passage of 
any vessel, vessels or other water craft excepting during 
the periods between 7.05 a. m. and 7.15 a. m., between 
8 a.m. and 8.10 a. m., between 5.20 p. m. and 5.30 p. m., 
and between 6.20 p. m. and 6.30 p. m., and excepting 
also as provided in paragraphs 4, 5 and 11 of these rules 
and regulations. The requirements of this paragraph 
shall apply to each and every one of the following-named 
bridges, so called, to wit :— 


Across Mystic River— Chelsea Bridge South, Chelsea Bridge 
North, Malden Bridge, Boston & Maine (Eastern Division) 
Railroad Bridge and Boston & Maine (Western Division) 
Railroad Bridge. 

Across Charles River.— Harvard Bridge. | | 

Across Fort Point Channel.— Northern Avenue Bridge, Con- 
gress Street Bridge and Summer Street Bridge. 


3. Between the hours of 9.10 a. m. and 4.15 p. m. 
and between the hours of 7.40 p. m. and 6.15 a. m. on 
week days, and at all hours on Sundays, and on legal 
holidays observed in the locality, the draws in each and 
every bridge hereafter named in this paragraph shall, 
upon the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being 
given, be opened promptly for the passage of any vessel 
or vessels or other water craft not able to pass under- 
neath it: Provided, That when the draw in any of the said 
bridges shall have been opened for ten (10) minutes or 
for such shorter period as may be necessary for the 
passage of vessels or other water craft desiring to pass, 
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between the hours aforesaid, it shall be closed for the 
crossing of trains, cars, vehicles or individuals, if any be 
waiting to cross, and after being so closed for ten (10) 
minutes or for such shorter time as may be necessary for 
the said trains, cars, vehicles or individuals to cross, it 
shall be again opened promptly for the passage of vessels 
or other water craft, if there be any such desiring to 
pass. Between the hours of 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m. 
and between the hours of 4.15 p. m. and 7.40 p. m., the 
draws in the bridges hereafter named in this paragraph 
shall not be required to be opened on week days for the 
passage of any vessel, vessels or other water craft, 
excepting that when the tide is high at Charlestown Navy 
Yard between 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m., the draw- 
bridges hereafter named in this paragraph shall be 
opened for a period between 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m. 
not exceeding ten (10) minutes and within forty-five (45) 
minutes before or after said high tide for the passage of 
all vessels or other water craft when of a draft of twelve 
(12) feet or over, if there be any such desiring to pass; 
the exact time of opening within the prescribed limits 
of 45 minutes before and after said high tide to be pre- 
scribed by the railroad companies, due regard being had 
for causing minimum interference with railroad sched- 
ules, highway traffic, and the interests of navigation. 
The opening time of each bridge shall be so fixed as to 
permit continuous passage through the next and follow- 
ing bridges located in direction of course of vessel or 
other water craft. 


Across Charles River.— Charlestown Bridge, Warren Bridge, 
Boston & Maine (formerly Fitchburg) Railroad Bridge, for 
teams, Boston & Maine (formerly Fitchburg) Railroad 
Bridge, Boston & Maine Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine 
(formerly Eastern) Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine (for- 
merly Lowell Passenger) Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine 
(formerly Lowell Freight) Railroad Bridge, Craigie Tempo- 
rary Bridge, Boston Elevated Railway Bridge and Charles 
River Dam Bridge. 

Across Fort Point Channel.— Dorchester Avenue Bridge, 
Atlantic Avenue (Cove Street) Bridge, New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Bridge, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford (Y-connection) Railroad Bridge, Broadway 
Bridge, Dover Street Bridge and New York, New Haven & 
Hartford (South Bay Junction) Railroad Bridge. 


4. The draw in Chelsea Bridge North shall, upon 
the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being given,

be opened promptly at all hours for the passage of any 
vessel, vessels or other water craft whose draft is eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more; and any vessel, vessels or other 
water craft proceeding upstream that during any of the 
periods on week days from 7.05 a. m. to 7.15 a. m., 8 a. m. 
to 8.10 a. m., 5.20 p. m. to 5.30 p. m., and 6.20 p. m. to 
6.30 p. m., shall have passed through Chelsea Bridge 
North, or through any other bridge across Mystic River 
between Chelsea Bridge North and Boston & Maine 
(Western Division) Railroad Bridge, shall be passed 
promptly on signal through each and all of the bridges 
located upstream from Chelsea Bridge North, the pro- 
visions of paragraph 2 of these rules and regulations to 
the contrary notwithstanding; and any vessel, vessels 
or other water craft proceeding downstream that 
during any of the aforesaid periods shall have passed 
through Boston & Maine (Western Division) Railroad 
Bridge or through any other bridge across Mystic River 
between Boston & Maine (Western Division) Railroad 
Bridge and Chelsea Bridge North shall be passed 
promptly on signal through each and all of the bridges 
located downstream from Boston & Maine (Western 
Division) Railroad Bridge, the provisions of paragraph 
2 of these rules and regulations to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

5. The draws in Northern Avenue Bridge, Congress 
Street Bridge and Summer Street Bridge shall, upon 
the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being given, 
be opened promptly at all hours for the passage of any 
vessel, vessels or other water craft whose draft is eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more. 

Any vessel, vessels or other water craft proceeding 
upstream through Northern Avenue Bridge shall be 
afforded continuous passage through Congress Street 
Bridge and Summer Street Bridge; and any vessel, 
vessels or other water craft proceeding downstream 
through Summer Street Bridge shall be afforded con- 
tinuous passage through Congress Street Bridge and 
Northern Avenue Bridge, the provisions of paragraph 2 
of these rules and regulations to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 


GENERAL RULES. 


6. The length of time that a draw has been open shall 
be computed from the time that the draw span begins 
to move in opening, and the length of time that a draw 
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has been closed shall be computed from the time that 
the draw span ceases to move in closing. 

7. When a vessel or other water craft intends to pass 
through the draw of one of the bridges covered by these 
rules and regulations, the master or pilot of the vessel 
or craft shall, on approaching within signalling distance, 
signify his intention to pass through the bridge by 
sounding with a whistle or horn the signal prescribed 
below, viz.:— 


General Signals. 


For Meridian Street Bridge: Two (2) long blasts 
followed immediately by two (2) short blasts and one 
(1) long blast. 

For all other bridges: Two (2) long blasts followed 
immediately by two (2) short blasts. 


Special Signals. 


For Chelsea Bridge North, by vessels drawing eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more: Four (4) long blasts. 

For Northern Avenue, Congress Street and Summer 
Street Bridges, by vessels drawing eighteen (18) feet or 
more: Four (4) long blasts. 

The signal given by a master or pilot shall be imme- 
diately answered from the bridge by three (3) long 
blasts of a whistle or horn unless under these rules and 
regulations a delay in opening the draw is permitted, and 
in case of such a delay the signal shall be immediately 
answered by two (2) long blasts. A long blast of a 
whistle or horn as herein provided shall continue for 
three (3) seconds and a short blast for one (1) second. 

8. Upon hearing or perceiving the signals prescribed 
in paragraph 7, or upon verbal request from the master 
or pilot of any vessel or other water craft waiting at the 
bridge, the tender or operator of the draw of the bridge 
signalled shall at once open the draw for the prompt 
passage of any vessel or other water craft, unless under 
these rules and regulations a delay in opening the draw 
is permitted: Provided, That the draw may not be opened 
if there is a train, car or other vehicle at the time passing 
over said draw, or if a train or car is approaching so 
closely that it cannot be safely stopped before reaching 
the draw, but the draw shall be opened as soon as it 
can be cleared, and no person, vehicle, car or train shall 
be permitted to begin to cross the draw after it has been 
signalled to open, excepting as herein provided. 
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9. Trains, cars, vehicles or persons ghall not be 
stopped on any draw span for the purpose of delaying 
the opening of the draw, nor shall any vessel or other 
water craft be so handled or placed as to delay the open- 
ing or closing of any draw span, but all passage over, 
under or through a draw span shall be prompt so as to 
reduce delays to water and bridge traffic to a minimum. 
Upon notice from the Secretary of War so to do, the 
owner or owners of any bridge whose draw is held closed 
as authorized in paragraph 2 of these rules and regu- 
lations shall station and maintain at such bridge a tug 
to aid vessels and other water craft in passing expedi- 
tiously through the draw thereof. 

10. The owner or owners of every bridge covered by 
these rules and regulations shall maintain in good and 
efficient order the draw span and the machinery and 
appliances for operating the same and for assisting 
vessels while passing through the draw. The said 
owner or owners shall also provide and maintain at the 
draw span such number of drawtenders or operators as 
may be necessary to open and close the same promptly; 
and they shall also provide and maintain in good order 
on the bridge piers or fenders such fixtures as may be 
necessary to vessels in mooring or making fast while 
waiting for the draw span to open. 

11. These rules and regulations shall not apply to 
steam vessels owned or leased by the United States, 
nor shall they apply to vessels employed by the City of 
Boston or other municipality for police and fire pro- 
tection. All such United States and municipal vessels 
shall be passed without delay through the draws of all 
bridges, at any hour of the day or night, upon signalling 
by four (4) long blasts of the whistle. 

12. These rules and regulations shall take effect on 
May 12, 1910, and all regulations or parts of regulations 
in conflict therewith are hereby revoked to take effect 
on that date.

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FERRY SERVICE. 


During the year the Ferry Service has handled a 
larger teaming traffic than ever before in its history, 
the number of teams carried being in excess of one 
million. 

In August the new steel ferryboat ‘‘ John H. Sullivan,” 
which was built under a contract with the T. S. Marvel 
Shipbuilding Company of Newburg, N. Y., was put 
into regular service, replacing the old wooden ferryboat 
‘‘ Revere,’ which was sold at public auction in September, 
after having been in use thirty-seven years. 

The “John H: Sullivan” is in every way a modern, 
up-to-date boat with steel hull, provided with five 
water-tight steel bulkheads as well as every facility for 
safeguarding life and property. It is of larger capacity 
than any other boat in the ferry fleet. Its driveways 
are wider, providing for larger teams, and the driveway 
spaces are wholly inclosed in steel, thereby reducing to a 
minimum the danger of fire from automobiles or from 
inflammable loads on teams. While in the other boats 
it is necessary to restrict automobiles to that portion 
of the driveways remote from the boilers, it is possible to 
carry automobiles on any part of the ‘‘ John H.Sullivan’s”’ 
deck, which is an important factor with the constantly 
erowing automobile traffic. The ‘‘ John H. Sullivan” isa 
propeller boat, with engines slightly more powerful than 
those of the other propeller boats, so that she isthe 
fastest as well as the most easily handled boat in the 
fleet. 

As was the case last year, it was necessary to spend 
an unusually large amount upon the repair of ferry- 
boats, particularly the ‘‘ Governor Russell,”’ the ‘‘ Noddle 
Island’? and the ‘‘General Sumner.’’ About $5,000 
was spent in extensive repairs to the head-house at the 
Boston side of the North Ferry, which was damaged by 
fire on January 14, 1912. These extraordinary repairs 
on boats and head-house were all made from the regular 
department appropriation. 
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Under the special appropriation for ferry landing 
repairs made available in 1911, the following work was 
done: 

North Ferry, East Boston side.— A contract was made 
October 3, 1911, with Rendle & Stoddard, the lowest 
bidders, for repairing the piers. The work was begun 
November 20, and was practically completed February 
12, 1912, but owing to the extreme cold weather and the 
presence of ice, which had interfered with the progress 
of the work, the final work was not completed until 
April 28, 1912. The cost of the contract work was 
$9,012.44. : 

North Ferry, Boston side Bids were received 
November 21, 1911, for rebuilding the three piers and 
repairing the drop foundations. A contract was made 
November 27 with Rendle & Stoddard, the lowest 
bidders, for doing the work, which was begun February 
13, 1912, and completed July 24, 1912, at a cost of 
$24,714.76. | 

South Ferry, Boston side.— Bids were received October 
28, 1912, for rebuilding the north pier, repairing the drop 
foundations and the head of the middle pier. A contract 
was made November 5 with W. H. Ellis, the lowest 
bidder, for doing the work, and the removal of the old 
pier was begun January 21, 1913. 

Tanks.— A contract was made November 12, 1912, 
with 8. W. K. Brooks, the lowest bidder, for building 
and installing two tanks at the South Ferry, Boston 
side. The old tanks were removed and the new tanks 
were placed in position early in January, the work 
being completed January 10, 1913, at a total cost of 
$6,850, the final payment of $1,169.88 not being due 
till March. 

As noted in the Division Engineer’s report, a new form 
of pavement has been tried at all the drops of the South 
Ferry with highly successful results, both from afford- 
ing a better foothold for horses and for expediting the 
handling of teams, thereby increasing the frequency 
with which boats may be operated at that ferry. Fur- 
thermore, the paving will probably prove much more 
economical than the planking formerly used for these 
drops. It is proposed to lay this paving at the drops 
at the North Ferry during the coming year. 

Early in 1912 a new system of toll rates, together 
with a system for checking the receipts of the gatemen, 
was recommended to his Honor the Mayor, approved 
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by the Finance Commission, and referred to the City 
Council, but authority has not yet been received for 
putting these rates and the checking system in operation. 

As stated in the Division Engineer’s report, it is 
probable that the ferryboat ‘‘D. D. Kelly” cannot be 
continued in service much longer, and it will soon be 
necessary to replace the ‘‘D. D. Kelly” with a new boat, 
as was done in the case of the ‘‘ Revere.” 

Attention is again called to the need of a trained 
mechanical engineer to supervise the operation and 
maintenance of the mechanical equipment of the Ferry 
Service. 

The property of the Ferry Service is as follows: 

South Ferry, East Boston side.— Located at the 
termination of Lewis street and covers an area of 58,725 
square feet of land and water. On these premises are 
one head-house with canopies, one workshop, one 
storehouse, one modern coal pocket, three piers which 
form the two slips, two drops and tanks, one wharf and 
dock where boats are laid while not in use or while 
undergoing repairs. 

South Ferry, Boston side.— Located at the termina- 
tion of Eastern avenue and covers an area of 38,135 
square feet of land and water, on which are one head- 
house with canopies, one gate room, three piers which 
form the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North, Ferry, Boston side.— Located at the termina- 
tion of Battery street and covers an area of 45,000 
square feet of land and water, on which are one head- 
house with canopies, one gate room, three piers which 
form the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, East Boston side.— Located at the termi- 
nation of Border street and covers an area of 62,138 
square feet of land and water, on which are one head- 
house with canopies, one boiler and room, one coal 
pocket, three piers which form the two slips, and two 
drops and tanks.

PAVING SERVICE. 


In the construction of streets where permanent pave- 
ments have been laid wood blocks and bitulithic have 
been used extensively, and in the maintenance of the 
macadam areas the use of bituminous binders has been 
employed to a greater extent than formerly. 

Assessment streets have been constructed under 
chapter 393 of the Acts of 1906 — 59 contracts were 
awarded and 55 completed. 

Much work contemplated by the division is held in 
abeyance, owing to lack of funds. Our population is 
increasing and distributing itself throughout the city, 
necessarily making the demands of the public more 
insistent for better street and sidewalk conditions and 
the removal of ashes, garbage, etc. 

The Highway Division is perhaps more in touch with 
the public as it has to do more with that which affects 
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the comfort and convenience of the people, hence the 
demands which it is impossible to comply with inasmuch 
as the appropriations are not made commensurate with 
the increase in the population and consequent increase 
in street mileage. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


The equipment of the Sanitary Service has been 
augmented by the addition of new horses and carts 
and the general repair of the older rolling stock, etc., 
in order to keep pace with the accumulation of ashes, 
garbage and refuse due to the increase of the population. 


STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 

The operations of the Street Cleaning Service have 
been extended. Several new pressure flushers have been 
added to the new equipment, the patrol extended and 
additional catch-all boxes located. 


LIGHTING SERVICE. 


The number of new lamps installed during the year 
1912 was as follows:

At the beginning of the year there were 17,245 lamps 
of all kinds. One thousand two hundred and thirty-six 
. new lamps have been added and 222 lamps have been 
discontinued, leaving a net total of 18,259. 

Many petitions for new lamps have been received 
and acted upon favorably. 

During the latter part of the year work was com- 
menced upon the substitution of are and tungsten lamps 
for the gas lamps in that section of Roxbury and the 
city proper northerly from Dudley street and is still in 
progress. 

The usual amount of regulating of lamp-posts and 
services has been continued throughout the various 
districts.

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The work done by the Lighting Service in the instal- 
lation of new lamps, repairs and alterations of services 
and lamp-posts is as follows: 

One hundred and sixty-one magnetite arc lamps, 5 
Gilbert arc lamps and 270 tungsten lamps have been 
installed. Seventy-three magnetite arc lamps and 597 
tungsten lamps were added by the annexation of the 
Hyde Park district. These lamps were all changed 
during the year and placed on the regular all-night 
schedule.

There are eleven men employed in the Lighting 
Service as follows: Supervisor, two messengers, four 
inspectors, one watchman, one chauffeur and two lamp- 
lighters for inverted mantle gas lamps. There are 126 
lamplighters employed by the lighting company having 
the gas lighting contract with the city. 
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HIGHWAY DIVISION (Pavine SERVICE). 


The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year under the supervision of the 
Chief Engineer. 


GRANITE Biock PAVING. 


B street, from Fargo street to Congress street. (See “‘ Assess- 
ment Streets.’’) 

B street, from Cypher street to West First street, is about 
278 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Northern Construction Com- 
pany October 11, 1912. This is a fifty (50) foot street, with a 
thirty-four (34) foot roadway, paved with second-hand granite 
blocks on a gravel bed with gravel joints, and eight (8) foot 
brick sidewalks. Granite edgestone was set and flagging 
crosswalks relaid, and the contractor did the excavating. The 
straight edgestone was furnished by the city at the South’ 
End Paving Yard, the paving blocks at the Massachusetts 
avenue lot and the circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks 
on the line of the work. All the other materials required in 
construction were furnished by the contractor. The former 
surface was gravel. 

Bryant street, from Huntington avenue to Ruggles street. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Berkeley street, from Providence street to Columbus avenue. 
(See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Clinton street, from Commercial street to Atlantic avenue, 
about 750 feet in length, was repaved with the existing granite 
blocks, a part with pitch joints and a part with grout joints, 
on a gravel bed, by the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, 
under their contract dated October 2, 1912. The excavating 
and regulating were done by the contractor. The paving 
blocks, flagging, brick and edgestone were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials required in 
doing the work were furnished by the contractor. 

Commerce street, from Commercial street to Atlantic avenue, 
about 690 feet in length, was paved with special granite blocks 
and flagging crosswalks on a Portland cement concrete base 
and sand bed with pitch and pebble joints, by the Northern 
Construction Company, under their contract dated September 
14, 1912. The excavating and regulating were also done by 
the contractor. The sidewalk bricks and flagging were fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work and the straight 
edgestone at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street. All 
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other materials used in doing the work were furnished by the 
contractor, who hauled the old paving block to the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot. 

Greenleaf street, from Bryant street to Leon street. (See 
‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Harrison avenue (west side), from Essex street to Beach 
street, about 337 feet in length, was repaved with the existing 
granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, by Hugh J. 
McGuire, under his contract dated September 20, 1912. The 
contractor did the excavating and regulating and replaced the 
old concrete base where it had been cut out by trenches and 
where it had settled from building operations. The paving 
blocks and edgestone required were furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. The contractor furnished all other 
materials required in doing the work. 

Harrison avenue (easterly side), from Essex street to Beach 
street, about 347 feet in length, was repaved with the existing 
granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, by the Northern 
Construction Company, under their contract dated November 
20, 1912. The company also did the excavating and did the 
necessary regulating. The paving blocks, brick, flagging and 
edgestone were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
The company furnished all the other materials necessary to 
do the work. 

Longwood avenue, from Huntington avenue to Parker street, 
about 1,365 feet in length, was repaved with the existing granite 
blocks and flagging crosswalks on a gravel base, with cement 
grout joints, by the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under 
contract dated October 23, 1912. They also did the necessary 
regulating. The circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. The straight 
edgestone and flagging were furnished by the city at the 
South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the 
contractor. The surplus old paving blocks were returned to 
District 7 Yard, being hauled by the contractor, and the corners 
and crossing blocks were hauled to the Massachusetts avenue 
lot by the contractor. The former pavement was granite block 
on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Park street, from Dorchester avenue to Geneva avenue, is 
about 491 feet in length. The roadway was paved with 
granite blocks with cement grout joints on a gravel base. 
New edgestones were set on both sides and an artificial stone 
sidewalk was constructed on the north side of the street. The 
work was done under contract by Hugh J. McGuire. The 
street car tracks were set to grade and the track spaces were 
paved by the Boston Elevated Railway. The straight edge- 
stone, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished on the line of the work by the city. All other new 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk 
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was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
former surface of the street was macadam. 

Southampton street, from Massachusetts avenue to 460 feet 
east of the New England Railroad Bridge. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets.’’) 

Southampton street, from Ellery street to sluiceway over 
South bay, about 518 feet in length, was repaved on each side 
of the Boston Elevated Railway tracks by Connolly & 
Diamond, who also did the necessary regulating. The neces- 
sary second-hand granite blocks and sidewalk bricks were 
delivered by the city from the Massachusetts avenue lot. 
This work was made necessary by the construction of a double 
track by the Boston Elevated Railway Company and on 
account of settlement on each side of the railroad bridge. 
Surplus blocks, removed in laying tracks, were hauled by the 
city to the South Boston Paving Yard. 

Washington street, from Dimock street to Walnut park, 
about 1,075 feet in length, was paved and repaved, with the 
exception of the Boston Elevated Railway tracks, with second- 
hand blocks and flagging on a gravel base, by John T. Shea, Jr., 
who also did the regulating. The east side from Cobden street, 
about 100 feet southerly, was laid with cement grout joints., 
The remainder of the pavement was laid with gravel joints. 
The necessary edgestone and bricks were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. The paving blocks and flagging 
were furnished by the city at the Dimock Street Yard and 
hauled by the contractor. <A part of the excavated material 
was hauled by the contractor to Seaver street at Walnut 
avenue; the remainder was hauled by the contractor to the 
Dimock Street Yard. The former surface was part mac- 
adam and part granite block on a gravel base with gravel 
joints. 

Western avenue, from Market street to Waverly street, is 
1,361 feet in length. The contract for paving and regulating 
this street was awarded to John J. Lane September 26, 1912. 
The contractor did the excavating and paved the street with 
second-hand granite blocks, with cement joints, on a gravel 
bed. Edgestones were reset where necessary, and the hip 
gutter brows were repaved with gravel joints where necessary. 
The second-hand blocks were furnished at the Water Service 
Yard, Western avenue, and were hauled by the contractor. 
The flagging and edgestone were furnished on the line of the 
work by the city. The contractor furnished all other materials 
necessary to do the work. 

West Fourth street, from Dorchester avenue to West Fourth 
Street Bridge, about 400 feet in length, was repaved with the 
existing granite block on a gravel base with pitch joints. The 
work was done by Hugh J. McGuire, who also regulated the 
edgestone and sidewalks. Cement concrete sidewalks were 
built adjacent to the abutment walls of the bridge. 
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ASPHALT PAVING. 


Edinboro’ street, from Essex street to Beach street, about 
470 feet in length, was resurfaced by the Warren Brothers 
Company, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, with 
one and one-half (13) inches of Acme asphalt wearing surface 
and one and one-half (13) of bituminous concrete binder upon 
the existing concrete base, which was cleaned off and brought 
to within three (8) inches of the finished surface of the roadway 
with Portland cement concrete. The contractor also did the 
excavating and regulating. The paving blocks, bricks, flagging 
and edgestone required in doing the work were furnished by 
the city on the street. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

River street, from Beacon street to Mt. Vernon street, about 
581 feet in length, was paved by the Warren Brothers Company, 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, with one and 
one-half (14) inches of Acme asphalt wearing surface and one 
and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder on a 
6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The excavating and 
regulating of edgestones and crosswalks was done by the con- 
tractor, who also laid the artificial stone sidewalks under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
straight edgestone, flagging and granite paving blocks at the 
South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular edge- 
stone and sidewalk bricks on the line of the work. All other 
materials needed to complete the work were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Woop Buiock PAVING. 


Chandler street, from Berkeley street to Castle square, about 
516 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, grout joints and bed, by 
the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The excavating and regulating were 
done by the contractor. The city furnished the granite pav- 
ing blocks, brick and flagging on the line of the work and the 
new straight edgestone at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street. The, old granite blocks were purchased by the con- 
tractor. All other materials used in the work were furnished 
by the contractor. The former surface of the street was granite 
blocks on a gravel base. 

Dudley street, from Guild row to Harrison avenue, about 813 
feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a six (6) inch 
concrete base, with mortar bed and grout joints, by James 
Doherty, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
excavating and regulating were done by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone at Warren street and at Harrison avenue 
was furnished by the Boston Elevated Railway Company and 
set by the contractor. Most of the old granite blocks were 
hauled by the contractor to the Dimock Street Yard; some 
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were sent to Ward and Phillips streets, some to Park street 
and some to Lamont street. The old flagging and edgestone 
were hauled to the Dimock Street Yard. The former surface 
was granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. Guild 
row, from Dudley street to Roxbury street, was also repaved 
with the existing blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints 
and regulated. Warren street, from Dudley street to Zeigler 
street, and Harrison avenue, from Dudley street about 100 
feet northerly, were repaved with the existing blocks on a gravel 
base with gravel joints 

Hammond street, from Shawmut avenue to Tremont street, 
about 1,132 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with mortar bed 
and grout joints, by the Fred $8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The excavating 
and regulating were done by the contractor, who hauled the 
old cobblestones, granite gutter blocks, flagging and sidewalk 
bricks to the Massachusetts avenue lot. The contractor laid 
artificial stone sidewalks, which were also under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the edgestone, 
flagging and granite paving blocks at the South End Paving 
Yard, Albany street, and the sidewalk brick on the line of 
the work. The contractor furnished all the other materials 
necessary to do the work. The former surface of the street 
was macadam. 

Massachusetts avenue (northerly side), from Tremont street to 
Albany street (with the exception of the intersections of Shaw- 
mut avenue, Washington street and Harrison avenue), about 
2,620 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a six (6) 
inch concrete base, with mortar bed and grout joints, by the 
Fred S. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The excavating and regulating were done 
by the contractor, who also laid artificial stone sidewalks under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished on the line of the work by the city. The 
straight edgestone, granite blocks and flagging were furnished 
by the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and 
hauled by the contractor. The old granite blocks, flagging and 
bricks were hauled to the Massachusetts avenue lot by the 
contractor. The former surface was macadam. 

Malcolm street, from Pinckney street to Mt. Vernon street. 
(See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Providence street and Columbus avenue. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets.’’) 

Washington street, from Blue Hill avenue to Talbot avenue, 
about 7,594 feet in length, is being paved with wood blocks 
on a six (6) inch concrete base, with mortar bed and grout 
joints, by William J. Barry, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The excavating and regulating is also being done 
by the contractor. Artificial stone sidewalks are to be laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The work this 
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year has consisted of setting and resetting edgestone and 
paving the roadway from Blue Hill avenue across Bowdoin 
street, about 4,300 feet in length. The Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company has also paved its tracks with wood blocks. 
The excavating and placing of cinders for the artificial stone 
sidewalks is practically completed from Blue Hill avenue to 
Morse street. Granite blocks have been relaid on gravel 
base with gravel joints from north side Erie street to south 
side Eldon street. The surplus excavated material was hauled 
by the contractor to Morton street, between Harvard street 
and Canterbury street, and spread for filling. Old gutter 
blocks were hauled by the contractor to the Massachusetts 
avenue lot and also sent to Southern avenue and Vaughan 
avenue. 


Brick Buock PAVING. 


Geneva avenue, from Bowdoin street to Columbia road. 
(See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Maitland street, from Beacon street to the Boston & Albany 
Railroad. (See “ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Talbot avenue, from Blue Hill avenue to Washington street, 
is about 4,590 feet in length, and was paved with Mack brick 
blocks on a concrete base in 1911. The contract for construct- 
ing artificial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to 
Donovan & McCarthy. All the materials were furnished 
by the contractors. The sidewalk was laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. 


BITULITHIC PAVING. 


Columbus square and Appleton street, at Columbus avenue. 
Columbus square, from Columbus avenue across Pembroke 
street, about 237 feet in length, and Appleton street, from 
Columbus avenue across West Canton street, about 182 feet 
in length, were paved with three (8) inches of bitulithic pave- 
ment on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, by the Fred 8. & A. D. 
Gore Corporation. The contractor also did the excavating 
and regulating, and in the center of the square built a triangular 
reservation, consisting of curbstones, brick sidewalks and a 
loam space. ‘The city furnished the granite paving blocks, 
bricks, flagging:and circular edgestone on the line of the work, 
and the straight edgestone at the South End Paving Yard, 
Albany street. The old granite blocks and flagging were 
hauled to the Massachusetts avenue lot by the contractor. 
All other materials used in the work were furnished by the 
contractor. The former surfaces were macadam. 

Dartmouth street, from Huntington avenue to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Bridge, about 509 feet in length; St. James 
avenue, from Huntington avenue to Clarendon street, about 
548 feet in length, and Trinity place, from Huntington avenue 
across Stuart street, about 513 feet in length, were paved with 
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a bitulithic pavement, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty, by James Doherty. All of this work was done in 
connection with the widening of the streets around the new 
Copley-Plaza Hotel, and a large proportion of the cost of the 
same was paid for by the trustees of the Copley Square Trust. 
The contractor did the excavating and regulating of edge- 
stones and flagging crosswalks, furnished and laid two (2) 
inches of bitulithic pavement on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base, and furnished and laid the artificial stone side- 
walks, which were also laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the brick, park curbing and 
edgestone on the line of the work and the flagging for the 
crosswalks at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street. 
All other materials required in doing the work were furnished 
by the contractor, who also hauled the old paving blocks, 
flagging, edgestone, park curbing and sidewalk brick to the 
Massachusetts avenue lot. 

Exeter street, from Huntington avenue to Boylston street, 
about 559 feet in length, and Blagden street, from Huntington 
avenue to Exeter street, about 492 feet in length, were paved 
with a bitulithic pavement, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty, by the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation. The ' 
contractors did the excavating and regulating of edgestone 
and flagging crosswalks, furnished and laid a two (2) inch 
bitulithic pavement on a six (6) inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, and furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks, 
which were also laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The city furnished the straight edgestone at the South End 
Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular edgestone on 
the line of the work. The contractor furnished all other 
materials required in doing the work and hauled the old paving 
blocks to the Massachusetts avenue lot. The former sur- 
faces were macadam. 

Parker street, from Edgar street to Caldwell street, about 
219 feet in length, was paved by the Warren Brothers Com- 
pany under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, with a three 
(3) inch bitulithic wearing surface on the existing granite 
block base. The edgestone, sidewalks and the existing granite 
block pavement to connect with the new work were regulated 
by the contractor. The new sidewalk bricks were furnished 
on the line of the work by the city. All other new materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The former surface of this 
street was granite block on a gravel base. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed or are in the 
process of construction under the provisions of chapter 393 of 
the Acts of 1906 and the acts in amendment or in addition 
thereto: 

Arlington street extension, from Boylston street to Provi- 
dence street, is about 149 feet in length. This street is being 
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constructed by the Paving Service forces with granite edge- 
stone, granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints and 
brick sidewalks. Work was begun November 25, 1912. In 
order to make the extension of Arlington street and construct 
the street it was necessary to remove all obstructions within 
the prescribed limits, and a contract was awarded to David 
Grossman, who razed and removed the buildings on the Arling- 
ton street extension and paid the city a sum of $325, all the 
materials contained therein becoming the property of the 
contractor. 

B street, from Fargo street to Congress street, is about 351 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Northern Construction Com- 
pany October 11,1912. Work was begun October 25, 1912, and 
completed January 1, 1913. It is an eighty (80) foot street 
with a fifty-six (56) foot roadway paved with special five (5) 
inch granite blocks and granite flagging crosswalks on a six 
(6) inch concrete base and sand bed, with pitch and pebble 
joints. Granite edgestone was set and the sidewalks, twelve 
(12) feet in width, paved with brick. The city furnished the 
necessary edgestone at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street, and the circular edgestone and sidewalk brick on the 
line of the work. The contractor was required to furnish the 
special granite paving blocks, flagging and all other materials 
necessary to do the work. 

Beach street, from Park street to the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, is about 282 feet in length. This street. 
was widened and constructed at this location by the Paving 
Service forces with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three 
(3) foot granite block gutters, granite edgestone and crushed 
stone sidewalks. Work was begun June 21, 1912, and com- 
pleted September 22, 1912. 

Berkeley street, from Providence street to Columbus avenue, 
is about 791 feet in length. The contract for lowering the 
gerade and repaving the street was awarded to the Central 
Construction Company August 31, 1911. Most of the work 
in connection with this contract was done in 1911. The work 
done this year was to complete the brick sidewalks and make 
connections with St. James avenue, on the easterly side of the 
street. Work was completed June 24, 1912. 

Blandford street. Wooden steps with approaches to the same, 
about fifty-three (53) feet in length, were built from Beacon 
street leading to Blandford street by Rendle & Stoddard, under 
contract dated September 10, 1912. Work was begun October 
1, 1912, and completed October 14, 1912. 

Brookledge street, from Elm Hill avenue to Humboldt avenue, 
is about 1,116 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty 
October 3, 1911. Work was begun April 27, 1912, and com- 
pleted June 28, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six 
(6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
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gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks, built under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The excavating was done by the con- 
tractor, who furnished all the materials necessary to do the 
work except the circular edgestone, which was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work, and the flagging for crosswalks, 
which was furnished at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street. 

Bryant street, from Huntington avenue to Ruggles street, is 
about 1,460 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded John. F. O’Connell August 
29, 1911. Work was begun September 26, 1911, suspended 
January 1, 1912, resumed April 18, 1912, and completed July 
9, 1912. It isa fifty (50) foot street and is paved with special 
five (5) inch granite blocks and granite flagging crosswalks, 
laid on a six (6) inch concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints and granite edgestones. The sidewalks, eight (8) feet 
in width, are of brick, except on the southwesterly corner of 
Greenleaf street, in front of the United Drug Company’s 
building, which is of artificial stone laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. All the materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Canterbury street, from Poplar street to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 1,100 feet in length. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded Thomas F. Minton November 27, 1911. Work was 
begun January 5, 1912, and completed October 15, 1912. It 
is a sixty (60) foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam: 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and crushed stone sidewalks ten (10) 
feet in width. The flagging was furnished by the city at the 
South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the paving blocks 
at the Massachusetts avenue lot, and were hauled by the 
contractor. All the other materials were furnished by the - 
contractor. 

Champney street, from Faneuil street to Stratton street, is 
about 681 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company July 28, 1911. Work was begun October 16, 1911, 
suspended December 12, 1911, resumed April 16, 1912, and 
completed April 30, 1912. The work this year consisted 
principally of laying artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet 
in width. These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty, the contractor furnishing the materials. 

Church street, from Boylston street to Providence street, is 
about 160 feet in length. The edgestones were set and reset, 
the roadway was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base 
with gravel joints, and the brick sidewalks were relaid by the 
Paving Service forces. Work was begun November 19, 1912, 
and completed December 21, 1912. 
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Coleman street, from Quincy street to Hendry street, is about 
288 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty October 3, 1911. 
Work was begun June 4, 1912, and completed July 9, 1912. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestones and a seven (7) foot artificial stone 
sidewalk. The flagging and straight edgestone were furnished 
by the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Creston street, from Blue Hill avenue to Normandy street, is 
about 668 feet in length. The contract for building this street 
was awarded to John McCourt & Co. November 7, 1911. Work 
was begun May 6, 1912, and completed June 18, 1912. This 
street as constructed varies in width from about 35 feet in the 
narrow portion to over 45 feet in the wide portion, and the 
roadway varies from about 22 feet to over 31 feet in the wide 
portion. The sidewalks are seven (7) feet wide for the greater 
part, but for a short distance on the north side, near Blue 
Hill avenue, they are six (6) feet in width. The work done 
by the contractor was to excavate, set edgestone, pave the 
three (3) foot granite block gutters and surface the roadway 
with six (6) inches of water-bound macadam and lay artificial 
stone sidewalks, which are under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the circular edgestone on the 
line of the work, the flagging for crosswalks at the South 
End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the paving blocks were 
furnished at the Massachusetts avenue lot. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Curtis street, from Saratoga street to Bennington street, is 
about 150 feet in length. This street was constructed by the 
Paving Service forces with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestones 
and brick sidewalks. Work was begun August 8, 1912, and 
completed October 16, 1912. In connection with the above 
work the intersection at Bennington street was resurfaced. 

Dalrymple street, from Egleston street to Boylston street, is 
about 783 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded the John Kelly Company 
September 18, 1912. Work was begun September 25, 1912, 
and suspended November 29, 1912. The work is practically 
completed with the exception of minor repairs to the macadam 
roadway. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestones and artificial stone sidewalks 
seven (7) feet in width. The existing edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks on the southwesterly side, between Egleston 
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street and the angle, being in good condition, were allowed to 
remain. The new artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The edgestone on the 
northeasterly side, from Egleston street to the catch-basin 
near the angle, was laid on a crushed stone and concrete founda- 
tion. The straight edgestone and flagging were furnished by 
the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and 
hauled by the contractor. The paving blocks were furnished 
by the city at the Dimock Street Yard and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was delivered by the city on 
the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Dix place, from Tremont street about 135 feet easterly, 
was constructed by the Paving Service forces. This street 
was constructed with granite edgestones, brick sidewalks, and 
the roadway was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base 
with gravel joints. Work was begun on this street June 5, 
1911, when the Winthrop Schoolhouse was razed and other 
obstructions removed. Work this year was begun March 15 
and completed June 21. 

Drayton avenue, from Quincy street to Bodwell street, is 
about 423 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty October 
23, 1911. Work was begun May 24, 1912, and completed 
July 13, 1912. It is a thirty-five (35) foot street with a six 
(6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks, varying from five (5) to six (6) feet in width. The 
flagging and straight edgestone were furnished by the city at 
the South End Paving Yard, Albany street. The paving blocks 
were furnished at the Massachusetts avenue lot and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks were laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Douglas street, from East Eighth street to Columbia road, is 
about 266 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded William J. Rafferty Com- 
pany October 138, 1911. Work was begun November 7, 1911, and 
suspended November 29, 1911, resumed April 25, 1912, and 
completed May 4, 1912. The work this year has consisted 
principally of laying artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet 
in width. These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The contractor furnished the materials. 

Fisher avenue, from Hayden street to Parker Hill avenue, is 
about 1,226 feet in length. The contract for grading and 
constructing this street was awarded to James Doherty 
November 27, 1911. Work was begun December 6, 1911, and 
suspended January 8, 1912. It was resumed March 20, 1912, 
and completed June 21, 1912. This street as constructed is 
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forty (40) feet wide with a twenty-six (26) foot roadway, 
consisting of three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks and a six (6) inch tar macadam surface. The 
sidewalks are 7 feet wide, laid’ with artificial stone, under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
granite paving blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot and 
the flagging for crosswalks at the South End Paving Yard, 
Albany street. The edgestone and other materials required 
to do the work were furnished by the contractor. 

Floyd street, from Blue Hill avenue across Lucerne street, is 
about 729 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty November 
2, 1911. Work was begun April 16, 1912, and completed 
June 13, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, seven (7) foot sidewalks, granite 
edgestones and three (3) foot granite block gutters.and flagging 
crosswalks. The sidewalk on the north side of the street is 
laid with artificial stone, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty; the south sidewalk is of crushed stone, except in 
front of one lot which is artificial stone. The city furnished 
the circular edgestone on the line of the work and the granite 
paving blocks and flagging at the Massachusetts avenue lot. 
The contractor furnished the straight edgestone and all other 
materials required in doing the work and also did the exca- 
vating. 

Fottler road, from Hiawatha road to Walk Hill street, is 
about 500 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty Com- 
pany September 23,1911. Work was begun October 26, 1911, 
and suspended November 23, 1911. Work was resumed 
May 4, 1912, and completed June 15, 1912. It is a fifty (50) 
foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) 
foot granite block gutters, granite edgestones and eight (8) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city, all other materials being furnished by 
the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Frankfort street, from Gove street to Porter street, is about 
590 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded James Doherty November 22, 1911. 
Work was begun March 20, 1912, and completed June 12, 
1912. It is a fifty (50) foot street with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestones and brick sidewalks eight 
(8) feet in width. The approaches at Porter street were also 
graded and edgestones reset, gutter paving relaid, water- 
bound macadam surface placed and crushed stone sidewalks 
laid. The bricks were furnished on the line of the work by 
the city. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 
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Geneva avenue, from Columbia road to Bowdoin street. 
This street was constructed in 1911 by the Central Construc- 
tion Company with Mack brick block and special granite 
block on a concrete base. The work was practically completed 
last year, with the exception of a small area of artificial stone 
sidewalk on the north side near Bowdoin street. Work was 
resumed April 20, 1912, and completed May 11, 1912. The 
artificial stone sidewalks are laid under a five (5) year mainte- 
nance guaranty. ) 

Glenville avenue, from Harvard avenue to Allston square, is 
about 775 feet in length. The contract for furnishing and 
laying artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded 
to the John Kelly Company October 25, 1911, who did the 
excavating and laid the walks under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. Work was begun October 30, 1911, and suspended 
December 13, 1911. It was resumed May 2, 1912, and com- 
pleted May 11, 1912. On a part of the street artificial stone 
sidewalks had been built previous to the present construction. 
Such of these as were in good condition and conformed to the 
new construction were allowed to remain. All materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Gove street, from Orleans street to Cottage street, is about » 
675 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was.awarded James Doherty November 22, 1911. 
Work was begun March 23, 1912, and completed June 12, 
1912. It is a fifty (50) foot street, with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and brick sidewalks eight 
(8) feet in width, except on the southerly side, between Frank- 
fort street and Cottage street, where a five (5) foot crushed 
stone sidewalk was built. The macadam roadway and the 
crushed stone sidewalks were also resurfaced on the approaches 
of Frankfort street and Cottage street. The bricks were fur- 
nished on the line of the work by the city. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Greenleaf street, from Bryant street across Leon street, is 
about 262 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded John F. O’Connell October 
3, 1911. Work was begun October 30, 1911, suspended Janu- 
ary 1, 1912, resumed April 16, 1912, and completed April 17, 
1912. The work this year has consisted in laying an artificial 
stone sidewalk seven (7) feet in width on the southerly side. 
This sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The contractor furnished the materials. 

Hadwin way, from Hyde Park avenue to Hammatt road, is 
about 267 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company November 4, 1912. Work was begun Novem- 
ber 7, 1912, and suspended December 10, 1912. The work 
done this year has consisted of grading and placing filling. 
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Hallet street, from Minot street to the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, is about 1,858 feet in length. The con- 
tract for furnishing filling on this street was awarded to the 
John Kelly Company November 11, 1911. Work was begun 
November 27, 1911, and completed August 20, 1912. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to James Doherty July 9, 1912. Work was begun September 
30, 1912, and suspended January 3, 1913. The work done this 
year consisted of setting the edgestone, paving gutters, spread- 
ing stone for macadam roadway and crushed stone sidewalks 
and laying artificial stone sidewalks on westerly side at Minot 
street. Fifteen (15) drop inlets and sluices were constructed. 
Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Harmon street, from Oakland street ninety (90) feet south- 
westerly, is being rough graded by the Paving Service forces. 
Work was begun January 13, 1913. 

Hendry street, from Coleman street across Clarkson street, 
is about 247 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore 
Corporation September 7, 1912. Work was begun September 
11, 1912, and completed November 4, 1912. It is a forty (40) 
foot street, with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, seven 
(7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and three 
(3) foot granite block gutters. The city furnished the straight 
edgestone and flagging for crosswalks at the South End 
Paving Yard, Albany street, the paving blocks at the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot and the circular edgestone on the line of 
the work. The contractor did the excavating and furnished 
all the other materials required in doing the work. 

Hiawatha road, from Blue Hill avenue to Fottler road, is 
about 963 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty Septem- 
ber 23, 1911. Work was begun November 12, 1911, and sus- 
pended December 7, 1911. Work was resumed March 19, 
1912, and completed May 23, 1912. It is a forty (40) 
foot street, with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three 
(3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The 
circular edgestone and flagging were furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The surplus materials were hauled to Fottler 
road. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year mainte- 
nance guaranty. 

Inwood street, from Olney street to Norton street, is about 
433 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded the John Kelly Company October 19, 
1912. Work was begun October 28, 1912, and suspended 
November 20, 1912. The work is practically completed with 
the exception of minor repairs to the macadam roadway. It 
is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch water-bound 
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macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters and 
flagging crosswalks. The existing artificial stone curb, artifi- 
cial stone sidewalk and loam spaces, with a few slight repairs 
and changes, were allowed to remain. New circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work; granite 
blocks were furnished by the city at the Massachusetts ave- 
nue lot and hauled by the contractor. A small amount of 
flagging was hauled by the contractor from Washington street, 
Dorchester. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. | 

Iowa street, from Westville street to Dakota street, is about 
306 feet in length. The contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks was awarded to Robert Eagar, Jr., May 9, 1912. 
Work was begun July 18, 1912, and completed August 5, 1912. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, granite edgestone, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
All materials for the work were furnished by the contractor. 
The sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The edgestones were set, gutters paved and mac- 
adam roadway built by the Paving Service forces. This work 
was begun April 11, 1912, and completed September 11, 1912. 

Johnston road, from Blue Hill avenue to Harvard street, is 
about 808 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company October 18, 1911. Work was begun April 5, 1912, 
and completed June 25, 1912. It is a fifty (50) foot street with 
a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and eight 
(8) foot sidewalks, consisting of a four and one-half (43) foot 
artificial stone walk and a loam space. The edgestone, flagging 
and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. The surplus material was hauled 
by the contractor to Harvard street. The artificial stone 
sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Kenneth street, from Stratford street across Farrington avenue, 
is about 644 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded the John Kelly Company 
October 13, 1911. Work was begun November 15, 1911, 
suspended December 9, 1911, resumed May 4, 1912, and com- 
pleted July 31, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six 
(6) inch water-bound macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven 
(7) foot sidewalks, consisting of four and one-half (435) feet of 
artificial stone walk and seeded loam spaces. The artificial 
stone was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The edgestone was set on a crushed stone and concrete founda- 
tion. The flagging was furnished by the city at the South 
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End Paving Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Kilton street, from Harvard street about 658 feet northerly. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to the John Kelly Company October 13, 1911. Work 
was begun October 24, 1911, and suspended December 11, 
1911. It was resumed May 7, 1912, and completed May 28, 
1912. The work done this year consisted of finishing the 
macadam roadway and laying the artificial stone sidewalks, 
which are under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Knoll street, from Walter street to Selwyn street, is about 
636 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded the West Roxbury Trap Rock Company 
September 16, 1912. Work was begun September 27, 1912, 
and completed November 20, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch water-bound macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in 
width. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone and flag- 
ging were furnished by the city at the South End Paving 
Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. The granite blocks were furnished by the city at the 
Massachusetts avenue lot and hauled by the contractor. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Maitland street, from Beacon street to the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, is about 185 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to the Fred 8. 
& A. D. Gore Corporation September 19, 1912. Work was 
begun September 30, 1912, and completed December 18, 1912. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a Mack brick block pavement, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, sand bed and grout 
joints. The contractor did the excavating, setting of edgestone 
and built the seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, which are 
also under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The city 
furnished the straight edgestone at the South End Paving 
Yard, Albany street, and the granite paving blocks and circular 
edgestone on the line of the work. All other materials 
necessary to do the work were furnished by the contractor. 

Mallon road, from Bowdoin avenue to Rosseter street, is 
about 615 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty November 
22, 1911. Work was begun June 18, 1912, and completed 
August 24, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot

sidewalks, consisting of a four and one-half (45) foot artificial 
stone walk and a loam space. The flagging and paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
guaranty. 

Malcolm street, from Pinckney street to Mt. Vernon street, 
about 341 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks, on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, grout bed and 
joints, by the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under 
their contract dated May 31, 1912, which calls for a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. Work was begun August 12, 
1912, and completed September 6, 1912. The excavating and 
regulating were done by the contractor, who built the artificial 
stone sidewalks, which are also under a five (5) year mainte- 
nance guaranty. The city furnished the edgestone, flagging 
and granite paving blocks at the South End Paving Yard, 
Albany street, and the brick on the line of the work. The 
contractor furnished the other materials necessary to do the 
work. 

Morton street, from Lucerne street to Norfolk street, is about | 
1,058 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the John Kelly Company October 
25, 1911. This contract was assigned to the Fred 8. & A. D. 
Gore Corporation, with the consent of the city. Work was 
begun April 30, 1912, and completed August 12, 1912. It is 
an eighty (80) foot street, with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and twelve (12) foot sidewalks, consisting of 
an eight (8) foot artificial stone walk and a loam space. The 
flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The sidewalk was laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Mt. Ida road, from Bowdoin street to Marie street, is about 
789 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty December 4, 
1911. Work was begun May 10, 1912, and completed July 
10, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot sidewalks, 
partly brick, partly full width artificial stone and partly 
artificial stone with a loam space. The flagging, straight 
edgestone and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and side- 
walk brick were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 
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Myrick street, from Easton street to Bayard street, is about 
201 feet in length. The construction of the surface of this 
street, with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, was 
done by the Paving Service forces. The sidewalks were con- 
structed by Lowe, Armington Company, under a contract 
dated September 18, 1912. The contractor did the excavating 
for the sidewalks and furnished all materials necessary to build 
them. The Paving Service forces set the edgestone, paved 
the gutters and built a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway. 
Work was begun September 5, 1912, and completed October 
7, 1912. 

Nazing street, from Blue Hill avenue to Maple street, is 
about 725 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company December 9, 1911. Work was begun April 1, 1912, 
and completed June 18, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway and the edge- 
stones were set and three (3) foot granite block gutters were 
laid. The sidewalks, seven (7) feet wide, are laid with artificial 
stone, under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city 
furnished the paving blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot, 
the flagging required at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street, and the circular edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. The contractor did the excavating and 
furnished all the other materials required in doing the work. 

Norfolk street (southerly side), from Withington street to 
Wentworth street, about 685 feet in length, was graded, and 
the excavated material used where needed as filling. This 
work was done by James Doherty, under contract dated 
September 13, 1912. Work was begun September 18, 1912, 
and completed September 30, 1912. The Paving Service 
forces are now at work rough grading the street between 
Washington street and the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 

Pequot street, from Calumet street to Wait street, is about 
166 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded the J. C. Coleman & Sons Company 
December 4, 1911. Work was begun December 28, 1911, 
suspended January 23, 1912, resumed April 1, 1912, and com- 
pleted June 28, 1912. It is a sixty (60) foot street with a six 
(6) inch Bermudez asphalt macadam roadway, three (3) foot 
granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestones 
and brick sidewalks ten (10) feet in width. The intersection 
of Wait street was also graded and resurfaced with Bermudez 
asphalt macadam. A concrete retaining wall with wooden 
fence was constructed on the northerly corner of Calumet 
street. The flagging and straight edgestones were furnished 
by the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, 
and hauled by the contractor. The paving blocks were 
furnished by the city at the Massachusetts avenue lot and 
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hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and bricks 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Providence street, from Columbus avenue toward Church 
street, about 200 feet in length, and parts of Columbus avenue, 
northerly side, between Providence street and the westerly 
side of Stuart street for a distance of about 390 feet, were 
repaved by the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under their 
contract dated October 2, 1912. Work was begun October 2, 
1912, and completed November 20, 1912. On account of the 
change in the grade on Providence street it was necessary to 
raise the car tracks and pavement on this street from its 
junction with Columbus avenue. The contractor removed the 
old wood blocks and concrete base for a considerable area of 
the street, and a new wood block pavement was laid at the 
new. grade. The sidewalk was widened to about fifteen (15) 
feet and laid with artificial stone. Both the wood block pave- 
ment and the artificial stone were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The repaving in Columbus avenue 
was made necessary by new streets entering, the avenue and 
also by settlement of the old pavement. It was repaved in 
part with pitch and pebble joints and a part with gravel . 
joints. The city furnished flagging required at the South 
End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the granite paving 
blocks, brick and edgestone on the line of the work. The 
contractor furnished the wood blocks and all other materials 
necessary to complete the work. The -Paving Service forces 
are now at work setting edgestone, laying brick sidewalks and 
paving the roadway of this street with granite blocks on a 
gravel base, with gravel joints, from 77 feet east of Church 
street to 643 feet west of Church street. This work was begun 
December 6, 1912. 

Sachem street, from Hillside street to Parker Hill avenue, is 
about 909 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street and a concrete retaining wall was awarded 
to John McCourt & Co. September 26, 1912. Work was begun 
October 8, 1912, and suspended December 11, 1912. It is a 
forty (40) foot street for most of its length and is to be con- 
structed with a six (6) inch water-bound macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and seven (7) foot brick sidewalks. Work 
will be resumed early in the spring. The work done this year 
consisted in excavating, erecting a concrete retaining wall 
about 94 feet long, setting edgestone, paving gutters and 
building a ground water drain. The city furnished the straight 
edgestone and flagging at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street, the paving blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot 
and the circular edgestone and brick on the line of the work. 
The contractor furnished all the other materials necessary to 
do the work. 


~ 
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Seaver street at Walnut avenue was widened and constructed 
by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun July 31, 1912, 
and completed October 18, 1912. The work done was to set 
the edgestones, pave the gutters with granite block, lay flagging 
crosswalks and construct a six (6) inch macadam roadway 
and crushed stone sidewalks. 

Southampton street, from Massachusetts avenue to 460 feet 
east of New England Railroad Bridge, is about 2,744 feet in 
length. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded McGuire & Kiernan October 30, 1911. 
Work was begun November 2, 1911, and completed September 
4, 1912. It is a seventy (70) foot street and the roadway is 
paved with special five (5) inch granite blocks and granite 
flagging crosswalks on a six (6) inch concrete base with pitch 
and pebble joints. Granite edgestones were set and the side- 
walks ten (10) feet in width were graded. A wooden bridge 
was built over the sluiceway at the South Bay. The temporary 
brow to the Boston Elevated track between Massachusetts 
avenue and Hilton street was removed and the blocks returned 
to the Massachusetts avenue lot. The new paving on a con- 
crete base with pitch and pebble joints was extended on the 
south side and in the dummy to the special work of the tracks 
in the intersection of Massachusetts avenue. The granite 
blocks and flagging crosswalks on the northerly side at the 
intersection of Massachusetts avenue were relaid on a six (6) 
inch concrete base with pitch and pebble joints, the necessary 
new stock of second-hand blocks and flagging being hauled 
from the Massachusetts avenue lot by the contractor. All 
new materials were furnished by the contractor. The Boston 
Elevated Railway Company has a double track located in the 
street, the paving being in conformity to that on the remainder 
of the street. 

Southern avenue, from Washington street to Bernard street, 
is about 1,817 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to J. J. McCarthy July 
83,1912. Work was begun July 31, 1912, and completed October 
18, 1912. It is a fifty (50) foot street with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and eight (8) foot arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks. The flagging and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Stratford street, from Anawan avenue across Saville street, 
is about 1,551 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury 
Trap Rock Company October 30, 1911. Work was begun 
November 13, 1911, suspended December 22, 1911, resumed 
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April 18, 1912, and completed July 22, 1912. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with a six (6) inch water-bound macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestones and sidewalks seven (7) feet in width, having an 
artificial stone walk four and one-half (43) feet wide and a 
seeded loam space. The edgestone on the southerly side, 
from Pelton street across Saville street, and on the northerly 
side, about 152 feet in length, near Pelton street, was set on a 
crushed stone and concrete foundation. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. The 
granite blocks were furnished by the city at the Dimock 
Street Yard and hauled by the contractor. The flagging was 
furnished by the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street, and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Stratford street, from Clement avenue to Providence Divi- 
sion Railroad, is about 142 feet in length. The contract for 
constructing the artificial stone sidewalks in this street was 
awarded to Martino De Matteo May 6, 1912. Work was 
begun June 3, 1912, and completed June 22, 1912. The side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty; 
the contractor furnished the materials. It is a one hundred , 
(100) foot dead-end street with a six (6) inch water-bound 
macadam roadway, surrounding a planting space thirty (380) 
feet in width, which is bounded by granite edgestone. The 
department forces of the Paving Service began work May 13, 
1912, and reset existing edgestone and paved a three (3) foot 
granite block gutter on both sides and on the railroad end. 
They then suspended work while the contractor constructed 
a ten (10) foot artificial stone sidewalk on both sides and the 
railroad end. The paving forces then set the new granite 
edgestone around the planting spaces and constructed the 
macadam roadway, completing the work September 23, 1912. 

Vaughan avenue, from Geneva avenue to Devon street, is 
about 780 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty July 12, 
1912. Work was begun September 27, 1912, and completed 
December 2, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot 
brick sidewalks. The contractor did the excavating, there 
being quite a heavy cut on a portion of the street which was 
largely rock. The city furnished the straight edgestone and 
flagging at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, the 
paving blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot and the circular 
edgestone and sidewalk brick on the line of the work. The 
contractor furnished all other materials necessary to do the 
work. 

Wallingford road, from Commonwealth avenue to Chestnut 
Hill avenue, is about 1,781 feet in length. The contract for 
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constructing the surface of this street was awarded to the 
Rowe Contracting Company October 138, 1911. Work was 
begun April 1, 1912, and completed July 25, 1912. It is a 
fifty (50) foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway. 
The conventional and standard three (8) foot granite block 
gutters and flagging crosswalks called for on the plans were 
omitted in the construction, and the tar macadam surface 
was substituted and was laid to the edgestone, which was set 
by the contractor. The sidewalks, which are eight (8) feet 
wide, are made up of a five (5) foot artificial stone sidewalk, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, and the 
balance loam or planting space. The contractor did the 
excavating and transplanted about sixty (60) small trees 
from their former location to the new loam space. The 
contractor furnished all the materials necessary to do the work 
and deposited any surplus excavated material there was at 
the Brighton Yard and graded the same. 

Woodford street, from Magnolia street to Magnolia street, is 
about 677 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. J. McCarthy October 
16, 1912. Work was begun October 17, 1912, and completed 
December 4, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six 
(6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, flagging 
and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other new materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks were laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 


GENERAL. 


Allston street, from Warren street to Summit avenue, is 
about 968 feet in length. The contract for grading, setting 
edgestone, paving gutters and laying crosswalks was awarded 
to John McCourt & Co. May 27, 1912.. This is a forty (40) 
foot street with seven (7) foot sidewalks. The work done 
consisted largely of earth and rock cutting to the finished 
grade of the street. There were 382 feet of edgestone set and 
the gutters paved on the north side of the street, near Com- 
monwealth terrace. The edgestone was furnished by the city 
at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the pav- 
ing blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot. The other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The macadam 
roadway was resurfaced by the Paving Service. 

Amory street (westerly side), from Amory avenue southerly. 
A concrete retaining wall about forty-seven (47) feet in length 
with wooden fence was built by James Doherty, under contract 
dated November 28, 1911. 
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Ashmont street, from Washington street to Dorchester ave- 
nue, is about 1,826 feet in length. The contract for resetting 
edgestone, repaving gutters, laying crosswalks and furnishing 
and laying artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to James 
Doherty July 12, 1912. This street is forty-five (45) feet 
wide, with a thirty (80) foot macadam roadway, three (3) 
foot gutters and a seven (7) and an eight (8) foot artificial 
stone sidewalk, furnished and laid by the contractor under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. There was a crushed 
stone and concrete underdrain built under about 700 feet of 
the edgestone on the uphill side of the street. The edgestone 
was reset, gutters repaved and crosswalks relaid. The city 
furnished the edgestone on the line of the work, the flagging 
at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the paving 
blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The macadam roadway 
was resurfaced by the Paving Service forces. 

Beaumont street (northerly side), between Fairfax street and 
Burgoyne street. Artificial stone sidewalks were constructed 
by James Doherty, under contract dated November 2, 1912. 
These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Brackett street, from Washington street to Faneuil street, is 
about 560 feet in length. The contract for regulating the 
edgestones, repaving the gutter and furnishing and laying 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Lowe, Armington Com- 
pany October 19, 1912. The contractors did the above work, 
furnishing all the necessary new materials to do the work, 
except the edgestone, flagging and paving blocks, which were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. The excavating 
was also done by the contractor. 

Bradshaw street, from Glenway street to Charlotte street, is 
about 610 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks and regulating edgestones, gutters 
and crosswalks was awarded to James Doherty September 8, 
1911. It is a forty (40) foot street with a macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The 
flagging, straight edgestone and paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The new edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
macadam roadway was resurfaced by: the Paving Service 
forces. 

Buttonwood street, from Columbia road to Crescent avenue, 
is about 773 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks and regulating the edgestone, gutters 
and crosswalks was awarded to Hugh J. McGuire July 15, 
1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a macadam roadway, 
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three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The 
straight edgestone, flagging and granite blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The macadam roadway was resurfaced by the Paving Service 
forces. 

Capen street, from Norfolk street to Evans street, is about 
667 feet in length. The contract for constructing the artificial 
stone sidewalks and regulating the edgestones, gutters and 
crosswalks was awarded to the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corpora- 
tion September 7, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) ‘foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. The new edgestone and flagging were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The con- 
tractor furnished all other new materials. The sidewalk was 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Carlos street, from Lauriat avenue to Callender street, is 
about 306 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks and regulating the edgestones, gutters 
and crosswalks was awarded to the Fred S. & A. D. Gore Cor- 
poration October 19, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with 
a macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
eranite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. The contractor furnished all the 
new materials and also hauled the surplus excavation to Tucker 
street. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year mainte- 
nance guaranty. 

Centre street, from Washington street to Seaborn street, is 
about 800 feet in length. The contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks and regulating edgestones, gutters and 
crosswalks was awarded to the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corpora- 
tion August 23, 1912. It is a forty-five (45) foot street with 
a macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven and one-half 
(74) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The new edgestone and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All other new material was furnished by the 
contractor. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The macadam roadway was resur- 
faced by the Paving Service forces. 

Conant street, from Parker street to Huntington avenue, 
about 1,560 feet in length, was resurfaced with three (3) inches 
of asphalt macadam by J. C. Coleman & Sons Company, under 
their contract dated August 6, 1912. The contractor also 
did the excavating and regulating, all the edgestone being 
reset and the brick sidewalk relaid. The city furnished the 
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paving blocks at the Dimock Street Yard, the flagging at the 
South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the sidewalk 
bricks on the line of the work. All other materials used in 
doing the work were furnished by the contractor, who was 
required to haul the old crossing blocks to the Dimock Street 
Yard. 

Dighton street retaining wall, at the property of the Brighton 
Congregational Church, is about 133 feet in length. The 
contract for building this wall and fence was awarded to 
Carmin Russo August 138, 1912. The contractor did the 
excavating and furnished all the materials for building this 
Portland cement concrete retaining wall with a hard pine fence 
and stone ballast in rear of the wall, and also restored the 
street to its former condition. 

Fowler street, from Glenway street to McLellan street, is 
about 353 feet in length, and McLellan street, from Blue Hill 
avenue to Bradshaw street, is about 1,200 feet in length. A 
contract for setting edgestone, laying crosswalks and artificial 
stone sidewalks in these streets was awarded to the Fred 8. & 
A. D. Gore Corporation August 20, 1912. They did the 
excavating as well as the above required work; the artificial 
stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The edgestone and flagging were furnished by the 
city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the 
paving ‘blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot. All other 
materials required in doing the work were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Fuller street, from Washington street to Dorchester avenue, 
is about 1,845 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the artificial stone sidewalks and regulating edgestones, gutters 
and crosswalks was awarded to James Doherty August 17, 
1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. All 
new materials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Glenway street, from Blue Hill avenue to Brenton street, is 
about 2,039 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks and regulating edgestones, gutters and 
crosswalks was awarded to James Doherty July 9, 1912. It 
is a fifty (50) foot street with a macadam roadway, three (3) 
foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edge- 
stone and eight (8) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The new 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All other new materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Hecla street, from Adams street-to Dorchester avenue, is 
about 919 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to the Fred 8. & A. D. 
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Gore Corporation May 6, 1912. All the materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. The sidewalks were laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The macadam roadway 
was resurfaced and the edgestone and gutters regulated by 
the Paving Service forces. 

Hillside street (southerly side), between Calumet and Sachem 
streets, is about 532 feet in length. The contract for resetting 
edgestone, repaving gutters, relaying brick sidewalks and 
building a ground water drain was awarded to James Doherty 
June 7, 1912. The contractor did the above work and also the 
excavating, and furnished all materials not furnished by the 
city. The city furnished the paving blocks at the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot and the sidewalk bricks and edgestone 
on the line of the work. 

Huntington avenue and Francis street, at the Peter Brigham 
Hospital, about 1,619 feet in length. The edgestone was set 
and reset and gutters paved and repaved by William Rafferty 
Company, under contract dated September 20, 1912. Edge- 
stone and paving blocks were furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. The macadam roadway was resurfaced by the 
Paving Service forces. 

Huntington avenue, between Massachusetts avenue and 
Tremont street. ~The contract for resetting edgestone in track 
reservation was awarded the J. C. Coleman & Sons Company 
December 14, 1911. Work was begun December 19, 1911, 
suspended January 5, 1912, resumed April 25, 1912, and 
completed June 29, 1912. The work this year consisted in 
resetting about 320 feet of edgestone on the northerly side 
near Vandyke street. The edgestone reset under this contract 
was between Longwood avenue and Tremont street, about 
1,277 feet in length. 

Kenneth street, from Beech street to Farrington street, is 
about 312 feet in length. The contract for constructing three 
(3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width 
was awarded Daniel E. Lynch August 28, 1912. The large 
corners necessary were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. The straight edgestone and flagging were furnished by 
the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and 
hauled by the contractor. The granite blocks were furnished 
by the city at the Massachusetts avenue lot and hauled by 
the contractor. The other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The Paving Service forces 
resurfaced the macadam roadway after the completion of this 
contract. 

Kilton street, from Harvard street to Park street, is about 
842 feet in length. The contract for constructing the artificial 
stone sidewalks and regulating the edgestone and gutters was 
awarded to Hugh J. McGuire July 15, 1912. It is a forty (40) 
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foot street with a macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven 
(7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The new edgestone was 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The side- 
walk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Lauriat avenue, from Norfolk street to Blue Hill avenue, is 
about 3,600 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks and regulating edgestones, gutters 
and crosswalks was awarded to James Doherty July 24, 1912. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a macadam roadway, three 
(3) foot granite block gutters, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The 
new flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All other new materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk was laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The roadway 
was resurfaced with tar macadam by the Paving Service forces. 

Lyon street, from Adams street to Dorchester avenue, is 
about 857 feet in length. The contract for regulating edge- 
stone, gutters and crosswalks was awarded to James Doherty | 
June 7, 1912. It is a thirty-four (34) foot street with six (6) 
foot sidewalks, three (3) foot granite block gutters, granite 
edgestone and flagging crosswalks. The straight edgestone 
and granite paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. Crushed stone sidewalks 
were constructed and the roadway resurfaced by the Paving 
Service forces. 

Maxwell street, from Milton avenue to Capen street, is about 
900 feet in length. The repaving and regulating was com- 
pleted in November, 1911. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to the Fred 8. & A. D. 
Gore Corporation May 6, 1912. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalk, laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The macadam roadway 
was resurfaced by the Paving Service forces. 

Metropolitan avenue (southerly side), from Washington street 
to Kittredge street, is about 678 feet in length. The contract 
for constructing three (3) foot granite block gutters, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalk eight (8) feet in width 
was awarded the West Roxbury Trap Rock Company Novem- 
ber 15, 1912. Work was begun November 19, 1912, and sus- 
pended December 18, 1912. The work done this year has 
consisted in setting edgestone, paving gutters and excavating 
and placing cinders for foundation of artificial stone sidewalk. 
The work will be resumed and completed in the spring as soon 
as weather conditions will permit. The circular edgestone was 
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furnished by the city on the line of the work. The straight 
edgestone was furnished by the city at the South End Paving 
Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. The 
granite blocks were furnished by the city at the Dimock Street 
Yard and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Oakland street, from Harvard street to Richmond road, about 
2,814 feet in length, was graded by excavating and filling on 
each side so as to form a rough graded street fifty (50) feet in 
width. Sidewalks seven (7) feet in width were shaped on each 
side. The roadway of the street was formerly very narrow, 
allowing little room for travel, except the space occupied by 
the double track location of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. Trees were also removed and wooden sluiceways 
were constructed to take care of the surface water. This 
work was done by James Doherty, under contract dated 
October 7, 1912. 

Park street (Dorchester), from Washington street to the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 1,683 
feet in length; Whitfield street, from Park street to Wheatland 
avenue, is about 652 feet in length, and Wheatland avenue, 
from Washington street to Kilton street, is about 1,504 feet in 
length. The contract for resetting edgestone, repaving gutters 
and laying the artificial stone sidewalks in these streets was 
awarded to James Doherty August 20, 1912. The sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
city furnished the flagging for crosswalks at the South End 
Paving Yard, Albany street, the paving blocks at the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot and the circular edgestone on the line 
of the work. The contractor furnished all other materials 
required in doing the work. 

Spring lane, from Washington street to Devonshire street, 
about 197 feet in length, was surfaced with artificial stone 
by Jeremiah J. Sullivan, under his contract dated August 16, 
1912. The work was done under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The contractor did the excavation, furnished all 
materials and hauled the old asphalt blocks to the North End 
Yard, Commercial street. 

South street (northerly side), from Conway street to Walter 
street, is about 922 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing three (3) foot granite block gutters, resetting edge- 
stone and crosswalks and laying artificial stone sidewalks 
eight (8) feet in width was awarded Philip Doherty August 
2, 1912. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. Paving blocks 
were furnished by the city at the Massachusetts avenue lot 
and hauled by the contractor. The other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

South street, from Robert street to Centre street, is about 
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2,560 feet in length. The contract for constructing three (3) 
foot granite block gutters, granite edgestones, flagging cross- 
walks and artificial stone sidewalks was awarded Hugh J. 
McGuire August 31, 1912. Work was begun September 20, 
1912, and suspended December 10, 1912. The work this year 
has consisted in practically completing the edgestone and 
laying an artificial stone sidewalk on the southerly side and 
excavating and placing cinders for foundation of artificial 
stone sidewalk on the northerly side. Circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. Granite blocks 
were furnished by the city at the Massachusetts avenue lot, 
at Forest Hills, at Dimock Street Yard and at Codman Street 
Yard and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Stuart street, from Dartmouth street to Trinity place, is 
about 268 feet in length. The contract for resurfacing this 
street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons Company May 
27, 1912. The width of this street was formerly forty (40) 
feet with a roadway twenty (20) feet six (6) inches wide and 
one (1) sidewalk twelve (12) feet six (6) inches and the other 
seven (7) feet wide. It is now sixty-five (65) feet wide with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway and artificial stone side-. 
walks twelve and one-half (124) feet in width. The walk on 
the north side of the street was constructed under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty, and the edgestone and gutters 
reset and relaid. The city furnished the edgestone and paving 
blocks on the line of the work. The contractor furnished all 
other materials required to do the work and did the excavating. 

Walnut avenue (southerly and easterly side), from Crawford 
street 680 feet westerly and southerly, and Crawford street 
(westerly side), from Walnut avenue 470 feet southerly. A 
contract for setting and resetting edgestones, paving and repay- 
ing granite block gutters and constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks was awarded to Hugh J. McGuire June 10, 1912, 
who did the described work. The macadam roadway was 
resurfaced and some edgestone set by the Paving Service 
forces. ; 

Walden street (west side), from Centre street about 436 feet 
toward Arklow street, and Edge Hill street, from Round Hill 
street to Gay Head street, about 604 feet in length, were con- 
structed with three (3) foot granite block gutters, granite 
edgestones and flagging crosswalks by the William J. Rafferty 
Company, under contract dated August 16, 1912. The edge- 
stone and gutter were extended on the southerly side of Round 
Hill street to Day street. Circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. Straight edgestone and 
flagging were furnished by the city at the South End Paving 
Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. Granite 
blocks were furnished by the city at the Massachusetts avenue 
lot and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were

furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks and roadway were 
graded by the Paving Service forces. 

Walnut street between Neponset avenue and Wood street, 
is about 800 feet in length. The edgestones were reset, gutters 
repaved, flagging crosswalks relaid and artificial stone side- 
walks constructed by James Doherty, under contract dated 
September 4, 1912. In connection with the above work the 
edgestones were reset, gutters repaved and artificial stone 
sidewalks laid on Neponset avenue at approach to Walnut 
street. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Washington street (Dorchester), from Welles avenue to 
Talbot avenue, is about 676 feet in length. The contract for 
constructing artificial stone sidewalks and regulating the 
edgestones, gutters and crosswalks was awarded to James 
Doherty October 11, 1912. It is a seventy (70) foot street 
with a macadam roadway, and car tracks, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and 
(10) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The new corners were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk was 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Westerly street, from Centre street to Sunnyside street, is 
about 377 feet in length; Sunnyside street, from Westerly 
street to ninety-five (95) feet easterly. The contract for build- 
ing artificial stone sidewalks, setting edgestone and paving 
granite block gutters was awarded to William J. Rafferty Com- 
pany September 10, 1912, who completed the work. The city 
furnished the straight edgestone and flagging at the South 
End Paving Yard, Albany street, the paving blocks at the 
Massachusetts avenue lot, circular edgestone and sidewalk 
brick on the line of the work. The contractor furnished all 
other materials necessary to complete the work. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE SEWER AND WATER DIVISION. 


Mr. L. K. Rourkg, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Sir,—I respectfully submit the following 
report of the income, expenditures and operation of the 
Sewer and Water Division for the year 1912. 


SEWER SERVICE. 


The following is a statement of the more important 
items of the work done during the year, with a brief 
mention of the work contemplated in 1913. 


City PROPER. 


Sewer system built throughout St. James avenue and 
Providence street; the old wooden sewer in Nashua 
street rebuilt; sewer system in Blagden and Exeter 
streets completed; and the wooden Concord street out- 
let replaced by a large concrete overflow, which latter 
work, it is hoped, will have a marked influence in 
relieving conditions in the Concord street portion of 
the South End sewer system. Also on the main line of 
relief sewers for the South End, 1,127 linear feet have 
been built to date in Union Park street, the structure 
consisting of two sewers, one superposed over the other, 
the upper a gravity main, average dimensions about 
7 feet by 7 feet, the lower a pumping main, average 
dimensions 4 feet 2 inches by 7 feet, to reach and relieve 
the low spots in the South End where the flooding 
is most frequent, and to be served by a pumping station 
to be erected near the corner of Union Park and Albany 
streets, the site for which has not yet been selected. A 
system of sewers is also being built by the Transit Com- 
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mission in connection with the Boylston Street Subway, 
between Charlesgate East and Exeter street. 


Contemplated. 


In the South End, the above-mentioned pumping 
station and outlet sewer to Fort Point channel to be 
built during the coming year and a large extension of the 
system made throughout the South End district, west 
of Tremont street. All funds that can possibly be so 
applied should be used for rebuilding the rotten wooden 
sewers in city proper, particularly Beach street, between 
Atlantic and Harrison avenues. 


RoOxBuRY. 


The sewer system mentioned last year as being in 
process of construction in Southampton street, between 
Massachusetts avenue and a point about 430 feet east 
of the New York & New England Railroad Bridge, has 
been completed, and a separate system of drainage in 
the Tremont and Ruggles streets district has also been 
completed. Sewer systems were built in Sachem and 
Van Ness streets. 


Contemplated. 


Sewer systems should be built in Warren street, from 
Dudley street to Grove Hall; also sewers in Winslow, 
George, Magazine and Allerton streets. 


DORCHESTER. 


Sewer systems built and in progress as follows: Re- 
building of the large Dorchester intercepting sewer in 
Auckland street, which collapsed; sewer systems in 
Washington street, from Blue Hill avenue to Columbia 
road, and in Wilder street; also in Harvest and Boston 
streets; in Rosseter street, Mallon road and Mt. 
Bowdoin terrace; in Homes avenue; in Blue Hill avenue, 
between Hansborough and Morton streets; in Harvard 
street, between Blue Hill avenue and Gilmer street; 
in Norfolk street, between Washington and Corbet 
streets; in Morton street, between Lucerne and Norfolk 
streets; in Mascot street and in Jones avenue; Mattapan 
brook conduit between the railroad and Norfolk street; 
and Davenport brook conduit at the crossing of Hallet 
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street. Pipe sewers were built in Adams street, Dakota 
road, Percival street, Vaughan avenue, Preston and 
Freeport streets, and surface drains in Browning avenue. 


Contemplated. 


The work contemplated in Dorchester remains practi- 
cally the same as last year, the only items on the list 
having been completed being the sewer system in 
Washington street, from Blue Hill avenue to Columbia 
road; Davenport brook at Hallet street, and the sanitary 
sewers in Preston and Everdean streets, funds not 
being available for more. 


West RoxBurRy. 


The last section of Stony brook conduit, Section 8, 
is nearly completed and work is in progress on the 
extension of the West Roxbury low level sewer, from 
the end of Section 8 of Stony brook, up Washington 
street, across private land, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, to Hyde Park avenue, and in Hyde 
Park avenue as far south as Southbourne road, and 
through Southbourne road to Florence street. The 
work of riprapping the banks of Canterbury branch of 
Stony brook, begun last year, is now nearly completed. 
A separate system of sewers has been built in Canterbury 
street, between Poplar street and the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, and surface drains for the 
separation of the system in Call, Hall and Boynton 
streets; in Weld Hill street, between Hyde Park avenue 
and Forest Hills Cemetery, and in South and Centre 
streets, between St. Joseph and Green streets. 


Contemplated. 


Of the list of important items of work contemplated 
in last year’s report not one has been touched, for lack 
of funds, and to them should be added sewerage works 
in Alberta street, between Centre street and the New 
York, New Haven «& Hartford Railroad; Centre street, 
between Spring and Cass streets; Clarendon avenue, 
between Beech and Hautevale streets; private land and 
Hautevale street; Dunbar, Bruce and Weld streets, 
between Walker street and Theodore Parker road; 
Grove street brook conduit, Summit street, Wiggin 
street, Willow street. 
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BRIGHTON. 


Surface drains have been built in Washington street, 
between Market and Cambridge streets, for the separa- 
tion of the system, and surface drain begun in Brainerd 
road, formerly Holmes avenue. 


Contemplated. 


Telford street outlet, between Western avenue and 
Charles river; Salt creek culvert across Boston & Albany 
Railroad; easterly branch of Shepard brook. 


East Boston. 


Sewers and surface drains built in Cottage street, 
between Prescott street and Neptune road; _ surface 
drain in Gove street, between Cottage and Geneva 
streets; tide-water culvert across private land between 
Saratoga and Bennington streets and across Bennington 
street to the Orient Heights Playground. 


Contemplated. 


East Boston is developing and sewer systems should 
be built the coming year in Frankfort street, between 
Prescott street and Neptune road; in Geneva street, 
between Maverick and Porter streets; in Lubec street, 
between James and Prescott streets; in Neptune road, 
between Orleans and Cottage streets, in Porter street, 
between Frankfort and Cottage streets; in Venice 
street, between Porter and Maverick streets; in May- 
erick street, between Cottage and Lamson streets; 
in Montmorenci avenue; in private land between 
Saratoga and Faxon streets; and the sewer in Webster 
street should be rebuilt. 


SoutH Boston. 


Work completed or in progress: Northern avenue 
outlet in Commonwealth land from the Commonwealth 
pier to Summer street; Kemp street overflow; M 
street sewer, from East Third street to East Broadway, 
and siphon on the E street sewer at Anchor street. 


Contemplated. 


Extension of H street, K street and M street outlets, 
and sewers in Ewer street and Sleeper street. 
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HypE PARK. 


About 3,585 linear feet of small pipe sanitary sewers 
were built in Hyde Park and more are urgently called 
for in Summit street, River street, Baldwin street, 
Wood avenue, West street and Hyde Park avenue; also 
a complete system throughout the entire Pinehurst 
area and many sewers in the Readville district. 


CaLF PASTURE PUMPING STATION. 


The following list shows the more important items of 
additions or renewals made last season, but does not 
show the innumerable small items of repairs and addi- 
tions that are very important in themselves and large 
in the aggregate: 

One of the two centrifugal pumps contracted for is 
completed and the second one is on the foundation. 

New large doors in engine house and new windows in 
engine house, gate house, shaft house, boiler house and 
coal house. 

Improvements were made in the piping in the engine 
house which conduce greatly to economy of steam. | 

Installed new steam and hydraulic press in place of 
the old one in the gate house. 

The dredging of the channel from the main channel 
to the dock has been completed, giving a depth of 12 
feet at low water. 

The wharf has been rebuilt and the coal run extended 
60 feet and a new derrick erected; also a side run 60 feet 
long was added to allow for storing coal in a pile outside 
the coal house if conditions require it. 

An electric motor with wiring from engine house has 
been installed to take the place of the old steam boiler 
and engine that ran the sludge carrier in the deposit 
sewer. 

Everything else mentioned in last year’s report 
remains to be done, to wit, new roof, piping in boiler 
house and four-stage feed water pumps, new sludge tank, 
grit chamber and new high pressure cylinders on No. 3 
and No. 4 pumps. 


Moon ISLAND. 


Of the ten remaining old gates, at least five should be 
replaced by new ones this coming year; also new plank- 
ing on wharf is needed, as well as new planking on boat 
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run; one small brick building on the foundation of old 
cistern, to be used as a storehouse; painting all roofs on 
buildings; new fencing on embankment from the gate 
house to connection chamber and on line of taking of 
city land at Squantum; new stable; dredging at sea wall 
and wharf, as channel is full and flats interfere with 
the working of tide gauge; new buildings; complete 
sea wall and gravel roadway at east shaft. 


WATER SERVICE. 


The past year has been a successful one from a 
financial point of view at least, in the fact that the 
receipts exceeded the expenditures by the sum of 
$210,058.57. 

During the year 83,443 linear feet of main pipe was 
laid, relaid and relocated and 29,518 linear feet was 
abandoned. The character of the work was as follows: 

Sixty thousand one hundred and fifty-three linear feet 
consisted of extensions necessitated by new building 
construction; 15,165 linear feet were relaid to strengthen 
the system, and 8,125 linear feet were changed or relo- 
cated on account of subway and other construction.

The following are some of the more important items 
of work done: 

The 36-inch main in Washington and Sanford streets, 
Dorchester, was completed and connected with the 
metropolitan 36-inch main in Morton street. 

One thousand and fifty feet of the 30-inch main laid 
in Tremont street in 1847, between Clarendon and 
Canton streets, was relaid with 36-inch pipe. 

The 16-inch high service main laid last year in Dudley 
street was extended a distance of 1,950 feet to Blue 
Hill avenue by relaying the 6-inch pipes in Mt. Pleasant 
avenue and Forest street. 

In the city proper, 364 feet of 6-inch pipe in Harrison 
avenue, between Essex and Beach streets, was relaid 
with 12-inch pipe; 480 feet of 6-inch pipe in Oxford 
street was relaid with 12-inch pipe; 432 feet of 6-inch 
pipe in Edinboro’ street was relaid with 12-inch pipe; 
270 feet of 6-inch pipe in Stuart street, between Trinity 
place and Dartmouth street, was relaid with 10-inch 


pipe. 
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In East Boston, 272 feet of 6-inch pipe in Sumner 
street, between New and Border streets, was relaid with 
12-inch pipe. 

In Princeton street, between Brooks and Meridian 
streets, 1,400 feet of 6-inch pipe was relaid with 10-inch 
pipe, and in Trenton street, between Meridian and 
Brooks streets, 1,170 feet of 6-inch pipe was relaid with 
12-inch pipe. 

In Dorchester, 580 feet of 6-inch pipe in Howard 
street, between Sargent and Woodcliff streets, was 
relaid with 12-inch pipe, and 1,140 feet of 6-inch pipe in 
Sargent street, between Howard avenue and Hartford 
street, was relaid with 10-inch pipe. 

In West Roxbury, an improved service was afforded 
for Fidelia Park, where the water supply has been inade- 
quate for several years owing to the fact that the streets 
were not graded sufficiently to lay our water pipes. 

The supply for the northerly portion of the double 
high service area was greatly strengthened by a 12-inch 
pipe laid under the tracks of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad at Bellevue Station and extending 
in Central street and Centre street to Church street. 

In Hyde Park, a beginning was made in the large 
amount of work necessary to strengthen the local dis- 
tribution system by relaying 572 feet of 4-inch pipe in 
West River street, between Hyde Park avenue and 
Business street. 

Four thousand feet of 4-inch flexible pipe was laid from 
Moon Island to Spectacle Island to supply the new 
garbage reduction plant. 

The water tower at Orient Heights was thoroughly 
cleaned and painted. 

Three hundred and forty-three public and two private 
hydrants were established and 181 public and three 
private hydrants were abandoned; this work was done 
partly in connection with pipe laying contracts, partly 
under a separate contract and partly by day labor. 

See table III., page 633, for details of hydrants. 

One thousand nine hundred and fifty service pipes 
were laid and 358 were abandoned. An innovation was 
made in the method of laying service pipes whereby 
the owner was permitted to do the work of excavation 
and refilling, the Water Service furnishing the pipe and 
laying the same. This rule has given general satis- 
faction.

Erected in memory of George Thorndike Angell by the school 
children of Boston, by the City of Boston and by the societies 
he founded — the Massachusetts Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals and the American Humane Education 
Society. 


The average daily consumption for the year was 
90,037,500 gallons; the average daily per capita con- 
sumption was 125 gallons. ‘These figures show a slight 
increase over those of last year, owing to the extremely 
cold weather in January, February and March last.

ENTRANCE FEES, PERMITS AND ASSESSMENTS. 


Entrance fees to the amount of $7,154.43 have been © 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, 
in accordance with the Ordinances of 1908, chapter 3, 
section 11. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $377.16 
have been deposited for collection, representing those 
estates assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889 
and amendments thereto, which have been connected 
during the year with the sewers for which they were 
assessed. 

Four thousand four hundred and twenty-three permits 
have been issued, viz.: 596 to district foremen, 161 to 
contractors and 3,666 to licensed drain layers for repair- 
ing or laying house drains. The work done under these 
permits has been inspected and a record of the same 
made on the plans of this division, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Ordinances of 1908, chapter 3. 

Plans for the assessment of estates for sewer construc- 
tion have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 49,855 feet of sewers and appurtenances, 
costing $244,254.

The preceding financial statement is evidence of the ¢ 
efficient work done by this branch. The installation of 
meters, in compliance with chapter 52 of the Acts of 
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1907, has resulted in a marked reduction in consumption; 
in East Boston, where every service is now metered, the 
average daily consumption was reduced from 5,500,000 
gallons to 3,500,000 gallons.

DISTRIBUTION BRANCH. 


The work of this branch has been confined to main- 
tenance with the exception of laying fire, elevator and 
service pipes; it is necessarily of an exacting nature as 
much of it is emergency work. There has been a marked 
improvement inefficiency. The harness and paint shops 
were discontinued during the year. 

Four horses were sold and 8 were purchased, the 
total number in the service now being 62. 

Four wagons were purchased and 1 sold, making 42 
now in use. 
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One carriage was purchased and 2 were sold, making 
13 now in use. 

One automobile was purchased, 1 transferred to the 
Distribution Branch and 2 were sold, making a total of 
4 now in service.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER FOR THE 
BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


Boston, February 1, 1913. 
Mr. L. K. RourRKgs, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Sir,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the 
year 1912-13. 3 

The commission is constituted under authority of 
chapter 467, Acts 1898, and is composed of two members, 
one appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston and 
one by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge. The 
Division Engineer of the Bridge and Ferry Division 
has been appointed commissioner for the City of Boston. 

The commission has charge of the care and mainte- 
nance of the following-named bridges connecting the 
cities of Boston and Cambridge: Prison Point, Cam- 
bridge, Harvard, Brookline Street, Cambridge Street- 
River Street, North Harvard Street-Boylston Street, 
and Western Avenue. 

The expense of the maintenance of the bridges 
between Boston and Cambridge is borne equally by 
the two cities. The City of Boston’s portion of the 
ordinary maintenance cost is paid from the appropria- 
tion for the Bridge and Ferry Division of the Public 
Works Department. During 1912 this expenditure 
amounted to $17,083.87. 

In addition to the ordinary maintenance work on 
these bridges, the cost of which is given in detail in the 
table of expenditures for the year 1912-13, extensive 
repairs were made to Harvard Bridge and paid for 
out of a special appropriation as follows: 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications for planking and paving 
the fixed portions of Harvard Bridge were prepared by 
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the engineering staff of the Bridge and Ferry Division, 
and a contract for the work was made with the Fred S. 
& A. D. Gore Corporation, lowest bidders, on September 
12, 1912. The City of Boston’s half of the expense 
was paid from a special appropriation for bridge repairs, 
made in 1912. 

Under this contract all the paving and roadway and 
sidewalk planking were removed, the stringers were 
examined, and all stringers not in good condition were 
renewed. The roadway was replanked with 3-inch 
yellow pine plank, some of the old treated planking 
that was in first-class condition being replaced in the 
structure and new planking being provided for the 
remainder of the work. The planking was covered 
with a layer of roofing felt; mopped with asphalt, upon 
which was laid the street car tracks. Within and 
between the street car tracks on the side roadways 
for all but 270 feet in length of the bridge the pavement 
consists of creosoted yellow pine blocks, laid on a 
layer of mastic, 1 inch thick, composed of sand and 
asphalt. At the sides of the roadway, at the Boston 
end of the bridge, a new form of pavement which has 
been extensively used in Chicago, and known as the 
Shuman W. «& A. “‘Slipnot”’ pavement, was laid for 
a distance of about 270 feet. 

A brick pavement is provided at both sides of each 
street car rail, a special form of grooved brick being 
used on the inner side of the rail. The sidewalk plank- 
ing was relaid, about one-half being new 3-inch yellow 
pine plank and the remainder good planking that had 
been removed from the structure. New and heavier curb 
stringers, braced by steel brackets, were provided. 
The Boston Elevated Railway Company paid for addi- 
tional track stringers, the brick pavement at the street 
ear rails and the wooden pavement in each track. The 
work was completed January 27, 1913, the total cost 
of the contract work chargeable to the two cities being 
$62,266.66, one-half of which was paid by each city. 
The work was done without stopping travel. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 19138. 


Beside the ordinary maintenance work on the bridges 
between Boston and Cambridge, extensive repairs 
should be made to certain bridges, necessitating special 
appropriations for the purpose. 
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Brookline Street Bridge.-— The roadway surface of this bridge 
is of spruce plank which has to be renewed about twice each 
year at large expense. The under-planking of the roadway 
is badly decayed and must be replaced. It is recommended 
that when the under-planking is renewed the bridge be 
paved with wooden blocks to provide a durable and satis- 
factory road surface. Taking into account the cost of main- 
tenance of the plank roadway surface it is found that the 
wood block pavement will pay for itself in less than three 
years’ time. The estimated cost of planking and paving the 
roadway of this bridge is $16,000. The City of Boston’s 
half of the expense ($8,000) can be met from the special 
appropriation for bridge repairs made in 1912. 

Cambridge Bridge.— This bridge is in general in good condition. 
The steel work, however, should be painted to properly pre- 
serve it and some repairs should be made to the roadway 
paving. The estimated cost of this work is $16,000, one- 
half to be paid by the City of Boston. 

Prison Point Bridge — The steel work of this bridge should be 
cleaned and painted, the roadway of the draw span replanked 
and paved with a wooden pavement, and the wharf beneath 
the bridge repaired, the total expense of this work being 
about $11,000, one-half of which is to be paid by the City of 
Boston. 

Western Avenue Bridge.—A contract should be made for repairs 
to the waterway and pier at an estimated expense of $1,000, 
one-half to be paid by the City of Boston. 

Cambridge Street—River Street Bridge —— A contract should be let 
for the repair of the waterway, pier and fender guard at an 
estimated expense of $1,400, one-half to be paid by the City 
of Boston. 


In the report of the Division Engineer of the Bridge 
and Ferry Division, pages 181-183, the reeommendation 
is made that the cost of the repairs to Cambridge, Prison 
Point, Western Avenue and Cambridge Street-River 
Street Bridges be provided for in connection with the 
department appropriation of 1913. 

Tables are appended showing distribution of the 
expenses of the commission for the year and statements 
of the draw openings.
